The Civil Service Commissioners have been requested to inform Candidates for the Indian Civil 
Service, that " in the event of their being appointed to tiiie Swrvioe they will not be admitted to 
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existing Civil Fandft, but that they will be required, as a condition of their appointment, to siibsoribe 
to a now Fund which is about to be established by the Secretary of State for India in Council for the 
grant of pensions to the families of future members of the Indian Civil Service."

REGULATIONS EOR THE OPEN COMPETITION OP JUNE 
' AND JULY 1880. 


N. B.—The Regulatiom are liable to be altered in future years. 

1. On June 15th, 1880, and following days, an Examination, open to all qnaliiled persons, being 

natural-born subjects of Her Majesty, will be hold in London. Not fewer than Candidates 

will be selected, if so many shall be fouiul duly q^ualified j viz.^ for the Presidency of 

Bengal [ for the Upper, and for the Lower Provinces,] for that 

of Madras, and lor that of Bombay, (a) 

2. Any person desirous or competin<r at this Examination must produce to the Civil Service Com- 
missioners, before the 1st of April 1880, evidence showing— 

(i) . Thjit be is a natural-born subject of Her Majesty. 

(ii) . Tliat bis ago null be above sevciitecn years on the Ist of June ISSO, and under nineteen

He must also pay such fee as the Secretary of State for India may prescribe, {d) 

3. Should the evidence upon the above points be primd facie .sattsfactorv to the Civil Stirvice 
Commissioners, the Candidate will, upon payment of the pre.scribcd fee, bo admit(cd to the Examin¬ 
ation. The Commissioners may, bow'cver, in their discretion, Jit any time prior to the grant of the 
Certificate of Qualification hereinafter referred to, institute such further iiiqnirn's as they may deem 
necessary; and if the result of sueb inquiries, iu the ease of any Camlidate, should he uusatisl'actory to 
them in any of the above respects, he will he ineligible for admission to the Civil Service of India; 
.and if already selected, will be removed i'roin the ixjsiliou of a Probationer.

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7. The Examination will be conducted on paper and viva voce, as may be deemed necessary.. 

8. The murks obtained by each Candidate, in respect of each of the subjects in which he shall 

have been exatnined, will bo added up, and the names of the Candidates who shall have 

obtained, after the deduction above mentioned, a greater aggregate number of marks than any of the 
remaining Candidates, will be set forth in order of merit, and such Candidates shall be deemed to be 
Selected Candidafes for the Civil Service of India, provided they api)ear to be in other respects duly 
qualified. Should any of the Selected Candidates become disqualified, the Secretary of State for India 
will determine whether the vacancy thus created shall bo filled up or not. In the former case, the 
Candidate next in onler of merit, and in other respects duly qualified, shall be deemed to be a Selected 
('andidate. A Selected Candidate declining to accept the ai>poiuttaent which may be offered to him 
will be disqualified for any subsequent competition.

In these Examinations, as in the open competition, the merit of the Candidates examined will be 
* estimated by mark.-s, and the number sot opposite to each subject denotes tbe greatest number of marks 
tliat can be olttained in re.spcct of it at any one Examination. The Examination will bo conducted on 
■ jiapor and r\rd voce, as may be deemed necessary. Tlic last of these Exaininations will be held at the 
close of the second year of probation, and will he oallcd the “ Pinal Examination," at wliieh it will be 
decided whether a Selected Candidate is qualified for tlie Civil Service of India. At this Examination 
CJandidatcs will he perinittud to take up any one of tlie following branches of Natural Science, 

Botany, Geology, and Zoology, for which 350 marks will be allowed. 

10. Any ('andidate who, at any of the periodical Examinations, shall appear to have wilfully 
neglected his studies, or to be physically incapacitated for pursuing tlie jirescribed course of truiuing, 
will be liable to have his name removed from the list of Selected Candidates. 


11. The Selected Caudidates who, at the Final Examination, shall be found to h.ave a competent 
knowledge of the subjects s|ieeifie(l in llcgnlution 9, and who shall have satisfied the Civil Service 
Commissioners of their eligibility in respect of nationaliti', age, health, and character, shall be certified 
by tbe said Commissioners to be entitled to be ap]>ointed to tlie Civil Service of ludia, provided they 
shall comply with tlie regulations in force, at the time, for that Service. 

12. Applications from persons desirous to be admitted os Candidates arc to be addressed to the 
“ Secretary to the Civil Service Commissiouers, Loudon, S. \V.," from whom tlie proper form for the 
purpose may bo obtained.

Candidates who pass their probation at one of the Universities or Gdleges which have been apjrroved bg the 
Seeretarg of State, viz., the Universities of Offurd, Cambridge, Glasgow, Pdinhitrgh, St. Andrew’s, and 
Aberdeen, Trinitg College, Dublin Universifg College, London, and King's College, London, provided such 
Candidates shall have passed the required Pxaminations to the salisfaetion tg' the Civil Service Commissioners, 
and shall have complied with such rules as mag be laid down for the gui lance of Selected Candidates. 

(.9.) All Selected Candidates will be required, after having passed the seeoud periodical E.vamiuatuin, to 
attend at the India Offlee for the purpose of entering into an agreement binding themselves, amongst other 
things, to refund in certain eases tli^ amount of their allowance in the event of their failing to proceed to 
India.

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EVIDENCE OF AGE TO BE EEQUIRED FROM CANDIDATES FOR THE 

CIVIL SERVICE OF INDIA. 


I.—Every Candidate bom in England or Wales should produce a Certificate from the Registrar- 
General of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, or from one of his provincial Officers. This cei-tificate may 
be obtained at Somerset House, or from the Superintendent Registrar of the District tn nrhich the 
birth took place. 

li.—Candidate who is a Native of India must have his ago certified by the Government of India, 
or of the Presidency or Province in which he may have resided. 

III.—^Every other Candidate not producing the Certificate mentioned in Clause 1, must prove his 
age by Statutory Declaration, and should also, if possible, produce a record of Birth or Baptism from 
some official Register; under which term may be iucludoa the Parochial Registers of Baptisms, the 
nou-Parochial Registers of Baptisms and Births deposited at Somerset House under Acts of Parliament, 
the Register kept at the India Office of persons born in India, &o., &c. This Regulation applies— 

1. To all Candidates not born in England or Wales. 

2. The Candidates, w-he, though born in England or Wales, cannot produce the Registrar-Gen¬ 
eral’s Certifiesde. 

The Civil Service Commissioners reserve to themselves the right of deciding in each case upon 
the sufficiency of the evidence produced, but they subjoin the following general rules for the guidance 
of Candidates:— 

(a) The Declaration should specify precisely the date and place of birth, and should, if possible, 
Ihj made by the father or mother of the Candidate. If made by any other jmrsou, it should 
state the circumstances which enabled the Declarant to speak to the fact. If an entry in 
a Bible or other family record be referred to, the Bible or other record must be produced at 
the time of making the Declaration, and must be mentioned in the Declaration as having 
' been so produced. 

. ' {b) If the Candidate was born in England or Wales, the Declaration must contain a statement, 
that after due inquiry no entry has been found in the books of the Registrar-General; or 
a separate Declaration must be made to that effect. 

(r) If no extract from any Register is produced, the Declaration must contain a statement, that 
after due inquiry no such Record is believed to exist; or a separate Declaration must be 
iinide to (li;it effect. 

(rf) Statutory DecUinitions must be exactly in the form prescribed hy tlic Act «>f 3 and 0 William 
IV, c. 0^. A printed Form, if required, will bo supplied on uppiicutiou to the Civil Ser¬ 
vice Commissioners.

No. 1.— RULES FOR THE EXAMINATIONS OF JUNIOR CIVILIANS., 


[Notb. —The titloB of new toxf>bookB are printed in italics.] 

The following amended rules* for the encouragement of the study of 
Oriental languages among the junior members of the Bengal Civil Service 
have been substituted for those notified imder date 24th March 1870 (No. 
1614), and are published for general information, together with extracts from 
the Civil Leave Code relating to these examinations, and with detailed list of 
authorised text books. 

These rules will come into force from 1st July 1880. In those cases in 
which any change or changes may have been made in the text-books prescribed 
for any language, the group of text-books, hitherto adopted, will continue to 
be used until the examination of July 1881, when the new text-books will be 
adox>ted subject to the following exception, viz., in the case of those groups 
containing a text-book or books of which a revised edition is under preparation 
(see italicized entries in list apj)ended to this Notification), the group of text¬ 
books, hitherto adopted, will continue to be used until the new edition lias been 
issued. Due notice of such issue will in each case be given, and also of the 
date on which such book, and the group of text-books to which it may belong, 
shall come into force.

III.—Subject to the condition that an Officer serving in the ITppcr Pro- 
•vinoes will not bo eligible for examination in Bengali qr Uriya, until he has 
obtained a certificate in one of the other languages, candidates may present 
themselves for examination in any of the languages enumerated in rule II. A 
civil servant attached to the Upper Provinces who may have obtained a certifi¬ 
cate of High Proficiency in Urdu, Hindi or Persian, under the rules of the 2nd 
October 1861, or the rules of the 24th March 1870, will be deemed to have 
satisfied the foregoing condition. 


IV.—No civil servant will be permitted to present himself for examination 
by_ two standards of the mme language simultaneously, but he may have the 
option of competing for the higher examinations in any language without 
first undergoing any infeiior test. 

4^heM rulM do not in any way aSect the dopartuiental examination! in law, langoage, Ac., which jnnior 
civilian* have to pass under the orders of Local Qovernmenta. 
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V. —No pivil servant will ordinarOy be permitted to appear more than twice 
as a candidate at any examination; but if a special recommendation be made 
by the examiners, a candidate will be allowed to appear a third time. 

VI. —No'civil servant will be permitted to present himself for the Higher 
Standard, High Proficiency, or Honor Examinations, after the expiration of 
five, ten and fifteen years, respectively, counted from the date of Ms first arrival 
in India. No exception to tMs rule will bo made on account of leave or any 
other cause. 

VII. —Civil servants who may have passed examinations under the rules 
of 1861 (cancelled in Section VII of the rules of 1870) or of 1870 (cancelled 
in Section I of the pi*esent rules) will not be eligible to compete at correspond¬ 
ing examinations in the same language or languages under the rules now 
passed. 

VIII. —Examinations will he hold qiiarterly on the first Monday in January, 
April, July and October of eacli year at Calcutta. Examinations by the Higher 
Standard in Persian will also be conducted by Station Committees half-yearly 
on the first Monday in April and October at Peshawar, Lahore and Allahabad, 
to be assembled under the or<h*rs of the Militaiy ofli<!ers commanding. Should 
the first of January fall on a Monday, the examination will bo held on the 
following day. 

Civil servants desirous of att(‘nding examinations must apply for leave 
to do so to thcLocsil Governnu'ut at h'sist three months before the date of exam¬ 
ination, and a copy of such permis.sion should be forwanled to the Secretary, 
Board of Examiners, Calcutta, in the case of examinations lield at the Presi¬ 
dency ; but civil servants attached immediately to the Government of India 
must apjdy for leave to the Home, Revenue and Agricultural Department, 
through the De])artment of the Government of India under wliich they are 
serving, and such apidication must be accompanied by a certificate from the 
Accountant General of the Province to which tlui ai)f)lieant belongs tliat he 
has not exceeded the time of r(*sidence mentioned in Section VI.

XII.—The Honor Examination wiU be of a searching nature, and the 
exercises, both oral and written, must be performed with such excellence as dis¬ 
tinctly to establish a claim to eminent proficiency. 

XIII.—Successful candidates for tlio Degree of Honor shall bo arranged in 
two divisions according to the number of marks obtained. For the fii*st division, 
80 per cent, of the marks must be obtained in all subjects, and not less than 
60 per cent, in any one paper; for the second division, GO per cent, must he 
obtained in all subjects, and not less than 45 per cent, in each paper. The 
reward and diploma will be granted only to those passing in the lii*st division, 
and their names only will bo published in the Gazette of India. Those passing 
in the second division will be deemed to have passed for the purposes of leave 
and travelling allowance i-ules, but they will not be allow^ed the benefit of those 
rules on a second occasion, should they elect to compete again for tlio reward 
of a Degree of Honor. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE CIVIL LEAVE CODE. 

Exauixation Lea vs or Absence. 

The following extracts from the Civil Leave Code arc given for purposes 
of easy reference:— 

(Chaftee VIII OP THE Civil. Lkave Code). 

1. (a) A Covenanted Civil Servant or a Military Officer subject to Civil Rules, who is 

a candidate for a reward for proficiency in one of the vernacular langinij^es or 
Sanskrit, or by the Higher Standard, in Persian, is entitled to joining time 
to and from the place of examination, besides leave for the day or days of 
examination. , 

(6) A candidate for a reward for proficiency in Arabic, or for High Proficiency in 
Persian, may be allowed leave for one month, and, if he passes the examination, 
for two months. * ^ 

(c) The maximum leave for two months authorized by clause (i) may be prefixed to 
the examination if the candidate undertakes to spend it in study under pro¬ 
fessional tuition at a Presidency town. 
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(dy An officer, who, after passing an examination for High Proficiency in Arabic 
or Persian, is a candidate for the Degree of Honor in either of these lan¬ 
guage, may be allowed, instead of the leave for two months |>rovided in clause 
• (c), leave for three months to Persia for Persian ; and to Arabia, Mesopotamia, 

Egypt or Syria, for Arabic. 

2. An officer on leave under Rule 1 has a lien on his appointment, substantive or 
officiating, and is entitled to leave allowances, as if he were on privilege . 
leave, for an aggregate maximum period of twelve months. 


Extract Rdlk (4), Section 47, Chatter X, o? the Civil Leave Code. 

Examination leave may be prefixed to privilege leave; and privilege leave may be (1) 
prefixed to the three months' examination leave admissible under Clause {d), Rule l,in Chapter 
VIII, on condition that it is spent in one of the appropriate countries mentioned in that 
clause; and (2) affixed to the one month's examination leave which may be prefixed to the 
examination leave under Clause (i) of that rule; otherwise it may not be combined with any 
other leave granted under that chapter. Othcrivise, no kind of leave, except furlough on medical 
certificate, may be granted in continuation of examination leave.

Hesolution.—B y Notification No. 167, dated 16tli May 1870, a system 
of District Sayings Banks was established, the yearly rate of interest on depo¬ 
sits therein being fixed at per centum, and the monthly rate at one pie for 
each Rupee If. 

2. The market rate of interest being now higher, the Governor General 
in Coimcil notifies that, with effect from the Ist January 1880, the monthly 
rate of interest on deposits in District, Presidency and Military Savings Banks 
shall be one pie for each 1^ Rupee, which is equal to Rs. 4>^ per centum per 
annum. As this rate is now fixed in supersession of a lower rate, so it 
must' be plainly imderstood that the Governor General in Council reserv'es the 
right of reducing the rate thus fixed again at any time at his discretion, and 
that it will not be open to any Depositor to object to such reduction. 

3. Moreover, the Governor General in Council deems it expedient to 
dispense with the restrictions of the existing Rubvs as to personal attendance 
and as to the hours for the transaction of busine.ss with the Savings Banks. 

4. Accordingly, the Governor General in Coumnl lias passed the following 
Rules for District and other Government Savings Banks, revoking all previous 
Rules:— 

I. —In these Rules— 

“ Depositor, ” “ Deposit, ” and “ Secretary ” bear the meaning which they 
bear in The Government Savings Bank Act, 1873. 

“ Account ” means the account of a Depositor in a Government Savings 
Bank. 

“ Balance ” means the balance at credit ofan account. 

II. —Any person may become a Dejiositor on his own behalf, or on behalf 
of any other person. Deposits may also be made by the managers of benevo¬ 
lent or other public Associations, or by public Officers, of money deposited with 
them ex-officio as security for the discharge of any public duty or for the 
fidelity of any public Officer, or for the accomplishment of any public object. 

III. —Subject to the provisions of these Rules, the Government of India 
guarantees the repayment of every deposit witli interest. 

IV. —Without the special or general sanction of the Governor General in 
Council, no account will be opened for less than One Rupee; and no person 
may deposit more than Five Thousand Rupees, in all, between any Ist of 
April and the 31st March next following. 

V. —^Interest will not be allowed upon a smaller balance than ‘Rupee, or 
upon the excess in any balance over the highest multiple of Rupee. 

VI. —Interest will be allowed from the beginning of the calendar month 
succeeding that in which a deposit is made, to the end of the month precediug 
that in which it is withdrawn. 

VII. —From the 1st January 1880, till further notice, interest will be 
allowed upon deposits at the Kite of one pie a month for every 1^ Rupee, which 
is equal to one anna for every Rs. 18, or one Rupee for every Rs. 288, being at 
the rate of Rs. 4J per centum per annum. Saving with the special or general 
sanction of the Governor General in Council, the highest monthly interest 
allowed upon any balance shall be Rs. 17^. 

VIII. —On the written request of any Depositor, his balancq, or any 
part of it, will be invested by the Comptroller General in his own name in 
trust for, and at the risk of, the Depositor at current market rates, in stock of 
any * Loan which he may specify; if no particular loan is specified, then 
stock of one of the Four Per Cent. Loans will be bought. The stock thus 
bought wiU be held by the Comptroller General on the Depositor’s account, the 
interest thereon, loss a commission of one-quarter per cent., bein^ added to his 
4eposit, on^adyice from the Comj>troller General, and entered in his Deposit 
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of a Depositor will, on his written request, he sold, and the proce’eds added 
to his Deposit, or, if he desires it, will be converted into notes and delivered 
to him. A commission of ^ per cent, will he charged upon such purchases, 
sales and deliverias. 

IX. —Every account will be made up on the Slst March, and the interest 
then due, calculated under these BiUles, added to the balance upon which 
future interest will accrue. If an account is closed on any other date, 
interest due to the end of the preceding calendar month will be paid to the 
Depositor: but a Depositor who closes an account shotild not, ordinarily, 
bo permitted immediately to re-open it, except on payment of a fine varying 
at the discretion of the Secretary from One to Ten Rupees. 

X. —:An account may be transferred free of charge to any other Govern¬ 
ment Savings Bank. 

XI. —A Deposit Book will bo supplied to each Depositor in which the 
Secretary, or, if the Savings Bank is at a public treasury, the Treasury Officer, 
will ac?knowledge every deposit. The personal attendance of a Depositor is not 
rcquii’ed; but no deposit will be received or payment made without the Deposi¬ 
tor’s Dej)Osit Book, and the Government will not be responsible for any 
deposit the receipt of wliich is not acknowledged in a Deposit Book. The 
intiirest duo to date will be entered in each Deposit Book the first time that it 
is produced after the 31st March. The first Deposit Book will be supplied free 
of charge; but if a Deposit Book is lost or injured, or if a closed account is 
re-opened, One Rupee will be charged for a new book. 

XII. —Dci)ositor may not operate frequently upon his account as if it were 
an ordinary banking account, or open more than one account in his own name 
or in the name of any member of his family, or for his own benefit or the bene¬ 
fit of any member of his family. The Comptroller General must take precau¬ 
tions to prevent any transgression of this Rule, and, in particular, any employ¬ 
ment of an account as an ordinary drawing account. This Rule is not meant 
to prevent any one from opening more than one ex-officio or public account. 

XIII. —^The Secretary may refuse to open any account or may close any 
account, for any sufficient rea.son, as, for example, because he thinks that 
the account is lik(jly to be used or is being used contrary to the object with 
which Government Sa^dngs Banks arc established, namely, the encouragement 
of saving. But every such refusal or closure, and the reasons for it, should 
be reported to the Comptroller General. 

XIV. —^When the Secretary thinks it proper to close any account, he shall 
. give notice, in writing, to the Depositor, of such closure. After the date of 

such notice, no deposit shall be accepted on the account so closed, and no 
interest shall be allowed upon the balance of the closed account after the end of 
the calendar month then current. 

XV. —Those Rules apply as wdl to accounts opened before as after 
their publication. 

XVI. —The Governor General in Council reserves the right to alter or add 
to these Rules at any time. 

• XYII.—A copy of the Government Savings Banks Act, 1873, and of these 
Rules shall be printed in each Deposit Book, and the signature, or, if he 
ctannot read, mark of the Depositor, obtained to the annexed declaration before 
any deposit is acceidcd from Mm.

The Coins were first weighed singly by the 
Mint balance, and were then handed to one of 
the assayers of the Mint, by whom each 
Coin has been separately assayed and reported 
upon.

Returns of Accidents to Trains, &c., on the Open Lines of Railway in India for the quar- 
ter ended 30th June 1879. 

No. 117T. of 18th November 1879, and annexure, from the Director Oeneral of Railways. 

Observations.— The number of accidents to trains, rolling-stock, perma¬ 
nent-way, &c., increased from 752 in the corresponding quarter of the previous 
y^ to 1,066, or by 41*6 per cent., against an increase of 8*8 per cent. ^ in the 
open mileage, and of 11*5 per cent, in the train mileage. Tlie largest increase 
appears on the Sind, Punjab and Delhi Railway, and the largest decrease on 
the East Indian. Tlie number of accidents on the former was 141 against 41, 
there bdiig an increase of 100, and on the latter 171 against 246, there being a 
decrease of 76. There was also an increase of 40 accidents on the Northern 
Bengal State Railway and of 26 on each of the following three BaUways, the 
Oreat Indiem Peninsula, Punjab Northern, and Rangoon and Irrawaddy Valley. 

2. On the Sind, Punjab and Delhi Railway the increase nu^y took place 
under ** Goods trains or parts of goods trains, engines, &c., leaving the rails,** 
and ** Miscellaneous.’* • 

3. * On the East Indian Railway the derailments of goods trains, &c., 
increased from 39 to 64, but the number of miscellaneous accidents dimi^hed 
from 107 to 6, apparently owing to the exclusion of accidents of a trifling 
nature which, were included in the previous returns. 

4. On the Northern Ben^ there were 81 cases of broken rails against nil 
m the corresponding period of 1878. 








. 5. The casualties resultixi^ from accidents to trains, &o., were among pas¬ 
sengers, 1 kiMed and 18 injured against 6 injured, and among Bailway servants, 
8 kuled and 20 injured against 6 killed and 10 injured in the 2nd quarter of 
1878. Of the casualties to passengers 6 were injured on the Punjab Northern 
State B>ailway by the bursting of a Srd class carriage lamp, and of the casualties 
to Bcilway servants, 1 was killed and 4 injured by a collision on the Indus Vol¬ 
ley State Bailway. 

6. There wmre 3 collisions between passenger trains or parts of passenger 
trains, by which 1 passenger was injured; 15 collisions between passenger 
trains ana goods or mineral trains, engines and vehicles standing foul of the 
line, by which 2 passengers were injured and 1 servant killed and 5 injured; 
42 collisions between goods trains or parts of goods trains, causing injury to 6 
servants; 6 collisions between light engines, causing injury to 1 servant; 18 
cases of passenger trains or parts of passenger trains leaving the rails; 208 cases 
of goods trains or parts of goods trains, engines, &c., leaving the rails ; 28 cases 
of trains or engines travelling in the wrong direction through points ; 2 cases of 
trains running into stations or siding at too high a speed; 307 cases of trains 
running over cattle, by which 1 passenger was killed ; 30 cases of trains run¬ 
ning over obstructions on the line; 8 cases of trains running through gates at 
level crossings; and 16 cases of bursting of boilers, &c., of engines. There 
were 69 failures of engine machinery, 10 of wheels, 13 of axles, 36 of couplings 
and 1 of a culvert, by which 1 servant was killed and 3 injured. 

7. There were also reported 32 cases of broken rails ; 6 cases of flooding 
of portions of permanent-way; 5 cases of slips in cuttings and embankments, by 
which 1 servant was killed and 2 injured ; 98 c^es of lire in trains; 30 eas(^ of 
fire at stations or involving injury to bridges or viaducts ; and 87 miscellaneous 
accidents, by which 10 passengers and 4 servants were injured. 

8. With one exception all the cases of broken rtiils took place on the 
Northern Bengal State Railway; all the cases of failures of wheels occurred on 
the Rangoon and Irrawaddy Valley Railway. 

9. The number of cattle accidents was the largest on the South Indian, 
the number of cases of bursting of boilers or tui)os, &c., of engines, on the 
Sind, Punjab and Delhi, the number of failures of matdiincry of engines and 
of fire in trains on the Indus Valley, and the number of failures of couplings on 
the Rangoon and Irraw'addy Valley. 

10. The casualties to passengers from causes other than accidents to trains, 
&c., were 6 killed and 21 injured, of whom 1 Avas killed and 1 injured by falling 
between carriages and platforms; 3 injured by falling on to the platform, bal¬ 
last, &c., when getting into or out of tniins ; and 4 killed and 17 injured by 
falling out of carriages during the travelling of trains. 

11. Of other persons killed and injured by the running of trains, &c., 2 
were killed whilst passing over railways at level-crossings; 21 killed and 13 
injured whilst trespassing on the lino ; 9 committed suicide, and 2 were injured 
in attempting to commit suicide ; and 6 killed and 5 injuredf mm miscellaneous 
causes. 

12. The accidents to servants in the employ of Railways or of contractors 
whilst performing duties connect^ directly wdth the tniusit of passengers and 
goods from causes other than accidents to trains, &c., consisted of 33 killed and 
119 injured; of these, 4 were killed and 11 injured during shunting operations ; 
3 killed and 20 injured by falling off engines, vans, wagons, &c.; 2 injured by 
coming in contact with overbridges, «&c., during the travelling of trains ; 1 killed 
and 2 injured by coming in contact while shunting with vehicles, &c., standing 
in adjoining lines ; 4 killed and 7 injured whilst getting on or ofi* trains, engines, 
&c.; 1 kiUed and 15 injured whilst loading, unloading or sluieting; 2 injured 
whilst breaking, spragging, or chocking wheels ; 11 injured whilst working on 
the permanent-way or in sidings; 1 injured whilst wnllung along the line on the

15. It is stated that 1,691 heldars, &c., employed on maintenance on the 
Rajputana State Railway were not included with the number of employes 
shown in tlie Accident Returns of that line for the 1st quarter of 1879, and that 
the train-mileage shown in the returns under review is exclusive of the train- 
mileage run for Departments other than traffic. 

16. There appears to be a diversity of practice in regard to the mode of 
arriving at the average number of servants employed.

Ffom ihe Government of India, to Her Mnjestfs Secretary of State for India,—Ho. Tfi {^Pufdic'), 

dated Simte/, the 2Stk diUff JS79. 

In His Grac(' tli(* Duke of Arj^ylFs dosj)atch No. IG (Rovoiiiu?), datt^d flic! 
27tli April 1871, 11u> sanction of Hor Majesty’s Govornincnt was ^iven to tlic 
formation of a se])arati‘ Departmtnit under tlio Governnu'ut of India for tlie 
Unnsaction of business t;onuected Avilb Revenue, A^rienlture, Eorests, Commerce, 
and tlie Industrial Arts of India. Elfeet was given to tins sanction in June 
1871; and the .D(‘j)artment AA'hicli AA’as then constituted was designated the 
“Department of Rc'venue, Agriculture and Comm(T(;e.” 

2. In July 1878, w e deemed it desirable to ap})oint a Committee of our 
Secretaries to consider and repoi’t ui)on the best nu'thod of revising such of 
the Secretariat and other Establishments connected w ith the GoAvi’nineui of 
India as might be found capabU' of reduction, in eonsecjiu'nee of diminution 
of w'ork caused by the recent measures for increasing tlie linancial and admini.s- 
tratiA'e pOAA'crs and resjionsibililies of the seA'eral .Lical Governments. The 
Committee submitted a report on some of the subj(?ets Avhieb haA’e come under 
its consideration ; and one of these subjijets was the amalgamation of tin; Jlonn* 
Avith that of the RcA'cnue, Agriculture and Cornmeiare Dejiartnu'nt. From the' 
apjiended extract from that report it will be seen that the Committee unani¬ 
mously recommend that the Secretariat Avork of the three Civil AdministratiAe 
Departments, namely. Financial, Riwenue, Agriculture and Commerce, and 
Home, be redistributed between tAVO amalgamated Departments. 

3. The urgent need AAdiich now exists for economy in all branches of 
the Administration, and the duty Avhudi lies upon us of setting an exainjile 
to the Local Governments from Avhieh sacrilices are required, have lent Avenght 
to the r<.*commcnda1ion made by the Committee of Secri'taries, And wi* hav(‘, 
after full consideration of Ihis jirojiosal, and for the reasons fully set forth in 
the enedosed cojiy of our Resolution of the 14th Jutu*, sanctioned the aifange- 
ment suggested by the Committee. We shall be careful that the amalgamation 
of Departments does not cause any slackness in our endeaA ours to jiromote the 
groAvth of the land and forest rcA'cnue; the better and economical management 
of tin? jmblic forests ; the improA'cment. of agriculture; tin* l)etter conduct of 
coolie emigration; the supeiwision of the salt, customs and statistical depart¬ 
ments ; and the other highly imj)oilant matters which have for some years ])asl 
been <le.alt Avith in the RcA'cnuc, Agiacrulturc and ComimTcc Secretariat. W<^ 
confidently hope that under the iieAV anungenumts there will be no loss of 
efrurhmey in the administration of any of tlie.s(} brimehes of the public service*, 
'riic work hitherto eonduettsd in the thr(!e AdministratiA’c Departments of 
the Govf'rnment of India named in the next for(?going paragi'ajdi will ik»av, 
A\ith tlu; cxce])tion of jMarine alTairs, be redistributed betwa'cn tAvo Seendariats, 
to be called— 

“The Dejiartinent of Financ<^ and Commerce.” 

“The Home, RoA'onue and Agricultural Dei>aiiment.”

TRADES AND PROFESSIONS TAX BILL. 

The Hon’ble Sir John Strachey moved tliat the Bill to impose a tax on 
Trades and Professions be referred to a Select Committee consisting of the 
Hon’ble Messrs. Stokes, Thompson, Hope and Colvin, the Hon’ble Mahdrdjd 
Jotindra Mohan Tagore, and the Hon’blo Messrs. Batten, Morgan and Paul and 
the Mover. Ho said:—“ My Lorb, When this Bill was introduced into the 
Council, some six weeks ago, I explained the reasons which rendered it desirable 
that the measure should be passed into law before the end of the year. The m<»t 
important of those reasons was tins, that all the existing License TW Acts, except¬ 
ing that in force in Lower Bengal, require the assessments and collections to Imj 
ra^e for the calendar year; tlie demand of the Collector has to be published in 
the beginning of January, and the tax has to be paid in February. It was, 
however, found quite impracticable to proceed with the Bill as soon as we had 
originally hoped to do. We arc now holding our first meeting of the Legislative 
Council in Cidcutta on the 24th December; the Bill has not yet been referred to a 
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Select Committee, nor are all the papers connected with it, and all the op^o:^ 
which have been received regarding w, in the hands of the Members of the Codncil. 
Under these circumstances it was clear that the idea of passing the Bill before 
the end of- the year must be abandoned, and the Government had to consider 
what course should be adopted. The legal difficulties which seemed to render 
legislation in December necessary have however been got over, for the Govern¬ 
ment lias been advised that it is in its power to give executive orders to the 
Local Governments, which will have tlic effect of preventing any fresh assess¬ 
ments or collections being made pending the passing of a new Act. Instruc¬ 
tions have been issued accordingly, and no embarrassment will be caused by the 
delay in legislating. This delay will in other ways be advantageous. There 
will be more time for the careful consideration of the Bill, and there is 
another important advantage which we shall gain. It was not altoge¬ 
ther satisfactory that a measure of this kind should be enacted at a time 
when it is not possible to lay before the Council and the public a complete 
explanation of the financial position, and we shall now postpone, until 
after the publication of the Budget, the proposal to pass the Bill into 
law. It must at the same time be remarked, as I have more than once had 
occasion to say, that all the local authorities lay great stress on the import¬ 
ance of not leaving the work of assessing taxes of this kind until the 
weather has become so hot that the Collectors and European officers cannot 
easily visit the places where the assessments arc made, and give to the matter 
their full personal attention. We sliall therefore endeavour to bring out the 
Financial Statement at a somewhat earlier date than usual, and if meanwhile 
the Select Committee will consider all the details of the Bill, so that they 
may be able to report upon it as soon as possildc after the Statement is made, 
we may hope tliat from an administrative jxiint of view the delay in proceed¬ 
ing with the Bill will not bo injurious. 

“ I must now, my Lord, explain to the Council the course wliich the Gov¬ 
ernment proposes to take. 

“We have received a great number of opinions and criticisms, many of them 
very valuable, from the Local Governments and their officci*s, from various pub¬ 
lic bodies, and from other quarters, and the fresh light thus thrown upon the 
question will, I hope, enable us to make great improvements in the measure as it 
was originally introduced. I will state to the Council the principal changes 
wliich the Government now proposes in the Bill. 

“ In the first place it lias become apparent that the wisdom of repealing all 
the Local Acts and substituting for them one Imperial enactment is very ques¬ 
tionable. Circumstances vaiy so much in the ditferent provinces of India, and 
the machinery by which measures of this kind have to be canned out dilfers so 
greatly, that there are plainly many advantages in leaving all dehuls to bo settled 
by the local Legislatures and local Authorities, and in contenting ourselves 
with prescribing those general principles only which w’c desire should be every¬ 
where carried out. This is, in the present case, the more true, because, as I shall 
presently explain, the changes which the Government has proposed to make in the 
local License Acts are really, with one exception, not great, and if the modifi¬ 
cations in the Bill wliich I am ’about to describe to the Council be adopted, 
those changes will become still smaller. We now propose to leave aU the 
local Acts in force; certain amendments in the schedules whicli prescribe the 
fees to be levied on the various classes and a provision extendmg the tax to 
professional men will be required; but this can be done by a very few sections 
in our Bill, which, so far as it affects the trading and professional classes, will 
then become a very small measure. A great part of the Bill will disappear alto¬ 
gether, and the provisions of general application to all India will bo almost 
confined to those which extend texation to the official and salaried classes. 

“ I wall now, my Loni, endeavour to state the principal pennts on which 
further explanations are necessary, and it will be convenient that I shotdd first 
refer to some of the more important objections which have been made to 
the BiU. 

“ There has been a very common feeling that the Bill, in the shape in which 
it was introduced, was hardly to be distinguished from an inooxhe-tax on the 
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classes affected by it. The measure has been attacked as an unnecessary and 
unjustifiable attempt to ro-imposc, under another name, a hateful impost 
which was deliberately abandoned by the Government only six* years ago. 
I fear that upon tliose who do not scruple to attribute to the Government of 
India deliberate and habitual dishonesty in all its dealings, words would be 
wasted in the attempt to prove that we have not been dishonest in this or any 
other j)articuhir instance. But, for the information of more charitable opponents, 
I am glad to take tliis opportunity of stating the facts. 

“ The conclusion having been arrived at that it was proper to extend to the 
official classes taxation somtswhat similar to that which liad been imposed under 
the License Tax Acts on traders, it was clear that there was only one reasonable 
way in whitdi the decision could be carried out. This was to levy the tax by a 
percenhigo on actual salaries. It would have been imj)ossible to have adopted 
any otlier plan. It is <dear that the only reason for applying to the taxation 
of traders the system of classification adt)pted in the License Acts is, that there 
are no means of ascertaining the exact amomit of their incomes, and it is 
highly desirable to avoid any minute inepiisition. If it were possible to find 
out, by some iH?i'ffH!tly unobjectionable means, their real income, everybody would 
agree that the ])hm of charging a percentage on that income would be the proper 
one to adoj)t. The rough process of assessment by class(?s necessarily leads 
to the injustice of taxing j)ei'sons who hav<i smaller means at the same amount 
as those who have larger, but this injustice was accjepted as the lesser of tw'o 
evils. In the case of the official classes w e know every man’s actual salary, and 
the salai-ies of the servants of Companies and private persons can easily be 
asccrtaiiied. To tax them in classes, like the traders, and not by a percentage 
on th(*ir salaric^s, would really be inequitable and indefensible. No one 
can l)eli(‘ve that it would be accepted as reasonable that an officer retanving 
lls. 5,000 a y(‘ar should pay the same tax on his salary as one i’cc<nviug 
Bs. 10,000; and no one would accept as a valid reason for such a conclusion 
the fact that this was the way in which taxation was imposed on persons deriv¬ 
ing tb('ir incomes from trade. 

“ AVhen, however, it was determined to tax the officials by a percentage 
on their salaries, it was naturally felt desirable to make the incidence of the 
tax on them and on the other idasses as ctjual as was pmcticablc. It was, as 
the Honourable Mr. Batten pointed out at the last meeting of this Council, 
an inevitable and logical conse(]uence of this extension of taxation to the 
officials that the maximum taxes paid by the commercial classes should be 
raised. > It was felt, as he said, that it was not right to tax a high official 
more heavily than an equally rich man who deriv'ed his income from 
commerce. ‘The maximum tax on traders is now ’ (as Mr. Batten sfud) ‘in 
Madras lls. 800; in Bengal lls. 500; and in Bombay only Rs. 200. Directly 
it is determined that officials shall be tiixetl by a pcrcaMitagc on their salaries, 
and any other mode of directly taxing them would, I submit, be almost 
absurd, it becomes impossible to maintain the maximum taxes at the sums 
which I have mentioned.’ 

“ It was in eonse<|uence of all this that the schedule of thopi*esent Bill took 
its prt5sent form. Tlu^ number of classes was iuci'cased and the difiVrenccs 
between the Aarious classes were diminished. The rcstilt was a schedule 
}M!cording to which the. taxation on the trading and professional classes would 
undoubtedly hav'c b(‘en assessed under a system nezirly approaching the 
assessment of a percentage on the (‘stimat(Hi annual amount of their earnings. 
In other words, the assessment would have been A ery like that of an in- 
como-tax ; and I quite admit that this was hardly consistent with some of my 
own remarks, or with the Statemtmt of Objects and lieasons, which said that 
‘the system of classification now in force is generally retained.’ In the 
existing Acts, the system felldwed Avas to have a small number of classes. 
It was alAA'ays admitted that under such a system there must be a good deal 
of inequality, and that the burden must fall more heavily on the poorer than 
on the richer persons included in a class. But this inequality was accepted as 
a smaller evil than that involved in making an inquisition into individual 
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incomes. I do not, therefore, deny that the schedule to the present Bill, alt][]iough 
theoretically much fairer and more logical than the schedules of the eccisting 
Acts, is open to tlie objections to which I have alluded. 

“ The announcement which I liave made that the Government proposes to 
maintain, with very little alteration, the existing License Tax Acts will, I hope, 
go far to remove these objections, for I do not see how it can still be said that 
this is an income-tax in disguise. If the present proposals be adopted, the 
obnoxious schedule will disappear, and the existing system will remain in force 
in all its main features. 

** There were, my Lord, only two things which the Government in introduc¬ 
ing this measure looked upon as essential. It desired in the first place to 
exempt from taxation a great multitude of people with small incomes. Ex¬ 
perience had shown that we were taxing more than a million persons,—I now 
believe the number to bo at least a million and a quarter—for the sake of 
£240,000 a year. This was clearly neither politically nor financially wise. 

“ The second object which the Government had was to extend taxation to 
the oflScial and professional classes. Tliere had been a very general feeling, 
the justice of which we eould not deny, that they ought not to remain un¬ 
touched when direct taxation was being levied on the traders and land¬ 
holders. Tliis ftjcling found expression in public meetings, and in memorials 
of the Chambers of Commerce of all thrt^e IVosidencies. 

“The Government d(isires that these two objects shall be carried out in the 
most equitable way possible, and provided that they arc gained, it looks iiptni 
everything else as matter of detail. It cannot give up these taxes, bec^au e it 
consider it essential to maintain them; but it is most anxious to do everything 
in its jKiwer to reduce their defects to a minimum, and txi remove, so far as 
practicable, every cause of difficulty which it is possible to foresee. 

“ I will now state as clearly as I can the course which the Government 
proposes to adopt. 

“We desire to make no changes in the existing Acts which are not, in view 
of the determination to extend taxation to the jirofessional and official classes, 
unavoidable. 

“ In regard to the professional classes, it will, I believe, be sufficient to 
insert in the existing Acts a single section, to the effect that the words ‘ trade ’ 
and * calling, * wherever they occur, shall be deemed to include a pinfession. 

“ In regard to the official and salaried classes, no change of any importau' -3 
is contemplated by the Government in the Bill as it now stands, but there 
are some details in regard to wliich alterations may be found proper. A goo.I 
deal of complaint has been made regarding the sections which oblige ))rivate 
employers to levy the tax from persons in their employment, and which 
impose certain liabilities on both parties. These and many other questions will 
doubtless be considered by the Select Committee, and the Government will 
accept whatever view appears to the Committee and to the Council to be just. 

“ In regard to the trading classes, before coming to other matters, there is 
one announcement of importance which I have to make on behalf of the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

“ When this Bill was introduced, I stated that the Government proposed 
that Bs. 250 should be the minimum income liable to this form of taxation, 
and I said that in fixing this amount we were giving greater relief to the i>oorer 
classes of traders than most of the Local Governments think necessary. 
It is now estimated that by this change we shall exempt not less than 
million persons from taxation, and shall give up revenue to tlie amount 
of about £240,000. The Government now proposes to extend this relief still 
further. We find that by sacrificing an additional sum of about £100,000, we 
shall be able to fix the lower limit of liability to the tax at an annual income 
of Bs. 500, and exempt from taxation at least 250,000 more people. This the 
Government now proposes to do. There will remain in all India certftinly not 
more than 250,000 traders liable to the tax. The financial result of all the 
changes thus proposed will be as follows. We now obtain from the license-tax 
£870,000 a year. We propose to give up a sum of £340,000. Wo expect 
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on the other hand to obtain £240,000 from the extension of taxation to 
the profmsional, official, and salaried classes, and from raising the maximum 
tax on the commercial classes to the Madras limit, as 1 shall presently explain. 
Thus we expect to get altogether froin these taxes £770,000, or £100,000 
less than the amount which we now receive. 

The effect of these measures will be to remove from the schedules of the 
existing tdcense Acts (which vary somewhat in their details in different prov¬ 
inces and of which it is not now necessary to speak in detail) those classes 
and grades including traders whose annual earnings are less than Rs. 500. Since, 
as I have already explained, we do not propose to repeal the existing Acts, the 
present classification will otherwise remain unalterofl with the following excep¬ 
tions. In Bombay the maximum fee now payable is Rs. 200; in Bengal, the 
North-Western Provinces, Oudh, the Punjab, and wherever the Northern India 
liicense Act is in force, the maximum foe is Rs. 500; and in Madras it is 
Rs. 800. We propose to leave the Madras Schedule unaltered; to add in the 
Bengal and Northern India Schedules one class with a fee of Rs. 800; and to add 
in Bombay two classes, one paying Rs. 500 and the other paying Rs. 800. 
Thus the maximum tax at present leviable in Madras will be applied throughout 
India. 

** As, with these exceptions, no change is proposed in the present law so far 
as it affects the richer classes of traders, the Lax will be levied exactly as it is 
now. Whatever objections there may liave been to this form of taxation will 
no doubt remain, so far as the persons are concerned who are liable to it; 
but at any rate there will be no ground for the charge that we are completely 
changing the character of the existing Acts and virtually introducing an in¬ 
come-tax. For in tliis respect there will be absolutely no alteration in the 
present system. 

“ In thus avoiding anything like an income-tax, and as one of the conse¬ 
quences of fixing a maximum foe of Rs. 800 as tlic highest amount which can be 
demanded from any trader or professional man however rich, we find ourselves 
lauded in a difficulty. 

“The sum of Rs. 800 is much less than that which will Ikj paid by 
some of the highest officers of Government at the rate of 1^ jKjr cent, on their 
salaries. The number of oflicers in this position will, however, be very small. 
Tiiere will be the Viceroy, the Governors of Madras and Bombay, the Lieute- 
nant-Governora, the Commandcr-in-Chief, the MemlKjrs of Council, the Chief 
Justice, and ymssibly a few others. Excepting these officers, the highest salary 
]>;iid to any Government officer in India is Rs. 50,000 per annum. One and 
a half per cent, on this sum would Ixj Rs. 750. Thus, the maximum tax ordi¬ 
narily paid by the officials, j)rofessional men, and traders, will be approximately 
the same ; but there will be this exception, tliat the few high officers already 
mentioned will have to pay more, and some of them a great deal more, than 
Rs. 800 per annum. Your Excellency, for instance, will liave the pleasure of 
jiaying an annual tax of Rs. 3,G00. 

“ It is, of course, impossible to maintain that this is just, but it is an illus¬ 
tration of the numerous anomalies which must arise under any system of direct 
taxation short of a general income-tax. It is not so serious an anomaly as others 
which I could mention; as for instance, that presented by the fact that there are in 
this Province of Bengal landed proprietors receiving incomes measured in hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of poxmds, which are now almost untouclujd by taxation. The 
only way in which we could make the richest class of traders and professional 
men pay as much as the high officers that I have mentioned would be by apply¬ 
ing to them a system of assessment virtually the same as that of an income-tax. 
As we desire to avoid this, w(i.must be content to let these officers pay more 
than their equally rich neighbours. It would no doubt be possible to fix a 
maximum of Rs. 800 for the bfficial classes also, but it seems to the Government 
that this would lead to still worse evils. We could not with propriety, or indeed 
with decency, say that aU Government servants with salaries between Rs. 1,20(» 
and Rs. 60,000 a year sliall pay at the rate of per cent, on their salines, but 
that those officers who get more than Rs. 60,000 shall be exempted from paying 
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in proportion. Tho fact is that the system under which the trading classes 
arc tax(*d Ix'ing essentially different from that which is aj)j)licahle to the oflScials, 
it is impossible that the burden should fall with complete ejjuality on both classes 
alike. I may add that financially this part of tho question has little import¬ 
ance. The number of traders and professional men with incomes exceeding 
Rs. 50,000 a year is very small, and the lulditional revenue obtained by making 
th(!m pay more than tho maximum liconsc-foe of Rs. 800 would not be great. 
Taking everything into consideration, it is not worth while to add more classes 
to the License Acts, merely for the jiurpose of rendering the law more symme¬ 
trical, and theoretically more otiual, and making a few I’ich traders and pro¬ 
fessional men pay as much as the highest officials. 

“ I have now, my Lonl, explaint‘<l all the ]>rincipal changes which the Gov¬ 
ernment thinks it desirable to make in the Rill now before the Council. If the 
motion which I am about to make be .agreed to, and the Bill be referi’ed to a 
Select Committee, we shall ]jro 2 iosc to the Commiltee t-o adopt these modi¬ 
fications in the Bill. I have no doubt that tho Commiliec will be able to 
suggest other improvenn'iits. 

“It will be observed from all I have said today, that, although the Gov¬ 
ernment is quite ready to makt; many important changes in this Bill, it 
adheres to the o 2 >inion that the taxation of tlu* richer mtaubiu’s of tlu^ trading, 
jJrofessional, and oifieial classes is ess('nti;il. Th(*y have Im'Cii <*o)itributing little 
or nothing towards the <‘X])enses of the State. .Tusticoand tlnajieial consider¬ 
ations alike require that tlu'y should so contribute, and it is only by direct taxat ion 
that this object (ran be gained. My Ixml, 1 often read in the n<nvs])apers that 
one of Sir John Stiachoy’s most mischit.'vous delusions is his ])ersistent ]u*eference 
of direct to indirect taxation in India, and that his const.ant dtrsiro is to sid)stitute 
the former for the latter. My Tjord, every man’s motives are best known to 
himself; but, if language be any indication of motive, I may ask my critics to 
point out any single occasion on which I have said anything of the kind. I 
affirm, not only that I have! nevei’, either in public- or in ]irivate, maintained 
any such doctrine, but that no such idea, has ever entered into my head. If 
in formerly apjmwing the imiiosition of the income-tax and otliev forms of 
dij’cet taxation, .and in regndting tlnrir loss, I have eiTcd, 1 lunar eived in com¬ 
pany with many of t he wisest and most exj>erienc(*d of Indian statesjnen, among 
whom I w'ill now name one only, Ixml l^juvrcauar, my honourcal find lamented 
master. Ko man knew India bidt(*r than he, and n<‘ver w'fis then* a nuin who would 
have more strongly and indignantly refused his consf'utto mefisurtrs -whicdi he 
thought must entail injustice and oj)])ressio!i on the people, lie believed— 
and i believe—that there arc some classes of tho commuuity which luive home 
no proper ])art of the imblic bmxhms, .although no classes fire better able than th(;y 
to bcyir their share ; tluit it is by diiect taxation alone that they can be reached ; 
and that with reasonably good administration, which it is c<?rtaiuly within our 
power to secure, there is no maressity wbat<5ver for any gross abus(?s in the 
assessment and collection of taxes of this kind. If we could make these classes 
contribute in any other way to the necessities of the State, without adding to the 
burdens of others who alrcfidy contribute in fair proportion to their mc.ans, w(! 
should be most glad to do so ; but this is impossible. AVc impose direct taxation 
upon them, not because w e jfrefer direct taxation to indirect, but because w'c must 
tax them directly or not at all. 

“ I have been now*^ spe.aking as if the taxation now proposed ought to lx; per- 
mancntly maintained, indepcnclcntly of the actual lin meial jfosition in partnmlar 
years, not necessarily with its ifresentdetfiils, but at least substantially. Those 
who differ from this opinion will have ample oifportunity of stating th(;ir views, 
sin<;c, as I have already said, it is not jfroposed to ask the Council to pass this 
measure, nor ( ven to ask the S(?]ect Committee finally to report upon it, until 
tlu; financial Htatenuini for next ye<ar is befowi dhc Council and the public. 
The vi(5W that taxation of this kind, although it may be tolenated for a^ time, 
in case of unavoidalile necessity, ought to be given up whenever tho condition of 
the fiha.nces makes it jiossible to disjicnsc with it, has often been maintained. 
It has lately been cxi)rcsscd very clearly and temperately and well in the

memorial submitted by the Bengal Chamber of Commerce. The Chamber 
produces evidence, drawn from the accounts and statements published by the 
Gorenunent, to show that there has been a grtuat improvement in'our financial 
position; it says tlu're is a widespread impression that the Government 
could now afford to dispense with the license-tax altogether, and that before 
any attempt is made to pass the measure before us into law, a full statement 
of the present and prospective position of the public finances should be made. 
I cannot now discuss that position, but the liopc with which the memo¬ 
rial of the Chamber concludes has been met by the announ(!cmcnt which 
I luive already made that the final consideration of this Bill will be postponed 
\mtil after the publication of the Financial Stattiment. With regard to the gene¬ 
ral financial position, I can now only repeat what I said when the Bill was 
introdiiC(id, that tiun’c has happily been great improvement, that we trust 
the country has passed t hrough its disastrous and long-continued period of scar¬ 
city and suffeidn g, and that the condition and i>rosp(!cts of the finances are highly 
encoui’agiug and sat isfactory. 

“ I have only a few more Avords to add. It might be supposed from many of 
the criticisms Avhich this mcasun* has received, that the Govi^nunent was pro]X)sing 
to iiuj)Ose fn'sh and heavy taxation oix the country. Nothing could iKi further 
from t he real intentions of tin* Government; and I trust the jiroposed modifi¬ 
cations of th(i Jtill Avill, Avhen they are nuule in it, rcTuove every disposition to 
such criticisms; for they will certainly remov<^ <;very justification for them. 
The result will lx? that we shall (‘xem])t from taxation about a million and three- 
quarters of persons Avho, if not absolutely, are still relatively, poor, and Ave shall 
tvansL'r, not the Avhole, but the greater i)art, of tin; burden hitberto borne by 
these tdass('s to about 35,000 ])(‘rsc)ns, the great msijority of Avhom are more 
or less highly ]>aid GoAHTnuuMit officials. We shall get altogctlier £100,000 
loss ri'venue thfui we get now. The measurt' is essentially one which has for 
its object the equitable readjustment of taxation. It aaIU reduce, not increase, 
the burdens of the country.” 

T1 »e Ilon’ble ]Mu. PArn said, as a member of this Council ho should always 
be glad to support the necessary measures of the Government, and that he did 
not noAV desire to offer any oi)])osition to the principle of this Bill. But he 
thought t here were rules of practice Avhich, under ordinary circumstances, must 
be observed. The prt;sent motion was to refer to a Sel(!ct Committee a Bill 
Avhieh, as it was introduced, AAas tlu; one which he held in his hand. That was 
the Bill Avhich he had studied before coming to the Council meeting, and he 
noAV understood, from what the hon’ble the Financial Member had‘said, no 
doubt to Mr. Paul’s great gratification, that the Bill would be shorn of many 
of what appeared to b<* its obnoxious provisions, which wore in it as it Avas 
presented to the Coimcil. The GoAernment, as he understcK)d the hon’ble 
Member, pledged itself to make alterations on the lines which had lK.>en 
marked out by the mover of the Bill and to lay them before the Select Com¬ 
mittee. It then followed that it Avas not this*Bill Avhich AA'as about to be 
nfferred to a Seh'ct Committee, but it was the Bill with a number of substantial 
amendments. That being so, lu' thought the ])roper ])ractice Avas that this Bill 
should bo AA'ithdraAvn, and anotlier Bill drawn in tiic manner })roposcd should 
then be iutmduci'd. If that Avas done, lie should rais(‘ a substantial objection 
to such neAv Bill. Leave had been given to iutroduee tliis Bill, a)id conse¬ 
quently the Council Avere on this occasion unable to giAo their assent to the 
nfferring of another and an cntir(;ly ditferent. Bill. But if a fresh Bill should 
noAV he brought forAvard on the lines u'hieh had hetsn indicated by Sir John 
Straeh(*y, !Mk.. Paul Avould then have this ohjc'ctiou to raise, that as it appeared 
on the surface of the plan tliat had been sketched out before the Council that 
the necessity for the measure depended upon the publication of a 

Budget-statement the introdtietion of such fr<?sh Bill must of necessity be 
IMistpontul till after the publie.at ion of the Budget, lie maintained that there 
was not a single membi*r of the Council who Avould not be most anxious to 
support the Governmeut in any necessary measures which the Governmetit Avas 
bound to adopt; hut, on the other hand, it was nothing but fair tliat tliis 
Council shoul^ have before it is called upon to legislate upon any measure. 
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the fullest information, in order that any action taken should appear to be 
supported by,substantial reasons. Therefore ho should suggest as an amend* 
ment, that this Bill be withdrawn, with liberty to the hon’ble Mover to bring 
in another'Bill. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Kennedy said he also, upon the same grounds, must 
oppose the motion of the Hon’blc the Financial Member as it had been brought 
forward. It seemed to him that they were not now calhid ujion to refer the 
Bill which had been before the Council, but to refer another and a wholly 
different measure, with the princii)les or details of which, complicated as they 
were, he had not had an opportunity of becoming sufficiently acquainted to 
form any opinion whatever. Wheth<;r the Bill ought to go to a Select Com¬ 
mittee or not, he was not in a position to form an opiiiion, one way or the 
other. The Council had before them a Bill whicdi proposed the wise and 
proper course of consolidating into one Act, this jwu’t of the taxation of the 
country. He did not know* whether he was right, but as far as he could 
understand the expressions us(‘d by tlm Financial Mmuber, the n<‘w Bill Avas to 
be based on an entirely dilferent principle, leaAdng outstanding three, or perhaps 
four, separate financial nuvasures, which Averc to bo hoAV he knew not, in Avhat 
pai’ticular form he kncAA* not: Avhat Avas to Ixi their independent elTeet he knew 
hot, but he understood they were to be in some Avay brought in and incor¬ 
porated Avith this measure. That, this diftieulty of understanding the ])ropo- 
sition should arist* showed that the objetdiou Avas not merely technical. 
It AAns an objection based on tin* rule.s Avhich had been introduced into the 
Council in ord<;r to facilitate the consideration of iinporUint nieasurt^s, and 
it AA'as an objection AA'hich he thought to haA'o considerable Aveight. "When, 
after asking leave and exi)laining the grounds upon which tin; measure. Avas 
based, the Hon’blo Member in charge asked to refer to a Select Committee* a 
Bill Avhich Avas not even based on the princnples of the Bill Avhieh h:id be(*n 
introduced. Mu. Kenneda'awis bound to say that he could not assent to the 
measure AAdthout at least knoAving what the grounds of the new' measure Aven*. 

The Council was told that this AA’’as not an income-iax, but though accus¬ 
tomed to dtsal with refined distinctions he was unahh* to see any ditrer«*nce 
between this measure and any other income-tax, saAa* this. The great and 
bi'oad general objection to an incom(‘-tax as it existed in England Avas, that 
transitory incomes, which Avere deriA'cd from the ex(‘i*tions and iutellecds of 
indiAdduals subject to the? vicissitudes of h(*alth and trad«‘, avcu'c taxed at the 
same rat^ as incomes derived from realised proju'rty and the common sense 
of mankind Avas shocked at the injustice, though argumc'iits were possible for 
the equal taxation of all incomes. That Avas not so here. The Financial 
Minister had taken good c.are that this prc‘c,is(‘ objection should not ap])Iy, 
because here incomes <leriA'cd from realised ])roperty A\a;r<* exem])t(;d, and the 
tax was imposed merely and exclusively on trades and j)i*of«'ssious—on 
the uncertain and fluctuating results of personal exertions, lie could not 
assent to aiding the progr(‘ss of a Bill which avoided tin? object.ion of equally 
taxing fluctuating income and realised property by carctully excluding from 
its o2)cration CA’^ery form of the •latter. 


The Ilon’ble Mil. Morgan said that, when he came to the Council that day, 
he was unaAA'are of the important changes which had just b<>en propost?d by Sir 
John Strachey. It w'as his intention to Iwax* op]) 0 '..'*d the Bill Avhich Avas now 
before the Council, on grounds upon which, ]K*rha])s, it was not now neci'ssiiry to 
enter, inasmuch as that Bill seemed to ha\'e lost its <!xistence. But lie could 
not avoid coming to the same conclusion as tin? Ilon’ble Mr. Faul, that then? 
AA'as practically no measure before the Council,'and there AA'as no Bill to reft'r 
to a Selec.t Committee. The Bill that AA'as on the tabh? ])roposed to repeal tlu? 
existing Ijicenso Tax Acts, but Sir John Strachey had staled that it AVas not 
the intention of the (lovernmcnt to repial those Iuaa's, but. to retain them, AA'ith 
very.slight modifications as they at pr<?sent. stood, 'rherefore tlu! Bill befon*. 
the Council scorned to be witlnnit meaning: sui.di clauses as ap])licd to official 
salaries might stand, but othcrAvisij it seemed to liaA'c no value; and therefore 
he was sorry to say he must oppose the motion. [ 
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The Hon’ble Mr. Batten said that the Hon’ble Mr. Paul had, in the com¬ 
mencement of his remarks, suggested that, as the passing of this measure would 
depend on the condition of the finances, the further consideration it should 
be postponed until after the financial statement had been made. Now he 
(Mr. Batten) had not gathered from the speech of the Hon’ble Mover that 
the passing of the measure under discussion depended on the condition of the 
finances. In fact, it appeared tliat the financial result of the measure, if 
passed with the modifications suggested by the Hon’ble Sir J ohu Strachey 
would be merely to remit taxation to the amount of ,£100,000, and that 
the view of the Government was that, whatever the finaiwdal |>osition might 
be, taxation of the kind proposed by the Bill before tlici Council ought to 
form a part of the permanent sources of the revenue. Mil. Baiten was, there¬ 
fore, unable to understand why the consideration of the measure should he. 
postponed. It was proposed nt)t to pass the Bill until after the financial state¬ 
ment was made, in order to give time for its consideration in Committee and 
to the opponents of this kind of taxation to give expression to their views on 
the general question. 

Nor did Mii. Batten follow the Hon’hle and learned Advocate General in 
his objection to the <*ommiltal of t.lu; Bill in its present form in consf'^quence of 
the modifications indicated by the Hon’hie Sir John Strachey. He did not 
know whether the Ilon’ble Members who had just spoken had studied tlie pro¬ 
visions of the four Acts which it was propOstvl to amend. Those Acts wore 
passed in this Council, and in those of Ifongal, Madras, .and Bombay. It would 
be found that cha])ter II of the Bill now heforc the Council was little more 
than a re-enactment of the jn’ovisions of tho.se four Acts which the Bill proposed 
to re])(‘al. The modification indicated hy the llon’bh’: Sir John Strachey, as 
a])j)roved hy tlu^ Governiiumt, would, instead of repealing and re-enacting the 
four Acts, leave them alone., which amounted to jn-etty much the same thing. 
The schedules alone would h(‘ altered, and even in these the alterations would be 
in the direction i)f maintaining th(5 prc'sent law. No modifications were 
suggested in thatjiartof tlui Bill Avliich dealt with the fixation of the salaried 
classes or the extension of the tax to the 2 >rofessional classes on the same footing 
as the tax on tnulei’s. 

Tin* (dhad of referring this Bill to the Select Committee, after what had 
been said hy Sir dohn Stnichey, would h(' to ('liable them to consider its ])rovi- 
sions ill the light of the modifhrations which the Government were pri'pared to 
make. Mn. Batten a])prchended that the Select Committee would be at 
liberty to adopter rejt'ct these modifi(!ations. If they ri'jt^eted them, the Gov- 
tTiiment would then liave to consider what cour.se it should take. But there 
s(a;m(xl to be no sufficient reason for not referring the Bill to the Si'lect Com- 
mittei;. 

Mil. Batten would ask the Council to consider what would he the cfTt'ct, 
of throwing out the Bill. It would sinqdy hc! to nviinfain the four Acts in their 
present form. Tlu? taxation of lh<* Coninu'rcial class would remain as it was; 
the provisions of tlm law, including the procedure to winch so much objection 
liad been taken, would remain in force ; tin* million and a half whom 

the Government 2 )ro]H)s(!d to ii'lieve of t;2r>0,()00 taxation would continue to b(?ar 
that burden, and the richer officials and 2 »rofi‘ssional nu'ii to whom it was 2 >vo- 
jioscd to transfer it would remain free. On these grounds Mil. B.\tten 
cordially 8 U 2 )ported the motion which had bt;en put to thi* Couutul. 

The Ilon’blc Mahaii.v.t.v Jotindua Moiian Tagoiie said hc was inclined 
to sup 2 >ort the view which had Ix'on taken by his frit'ud the hoii’ble and h'nrned 
Advocate G 'ueral, for, the moditfeations which had Ix't'ii 2 >i'oposed in the Bill, 
in so far as hc undi'rstood tlieiu, would completely alt('r its character and makes 
it a nei^ Bill altogeth('r. Monov^'r, it was noAV proposed that this tax should 
no longer hi; raid'd, as was originally int(‘uded, for the 2 )nr 2 )ose of providing 
means lor mei'ting famine,-ex 2 ienditurc, which was its only justification,-but 
that its proceeds should form a 2 'art of the gema-al revenues. On the other 
hand there W£ls a strong im 2 ircssion, ns had been convctly r<' 2 n'eseuted by the 
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Chamber of Commerce and the British Indian Association, that the prospects of 
the finances had materially improved, and that the retrenchments wliich were to 
be effected/vonld result in considerable savin"; so much so that it would warrant 
the expeptation of the Government bein.Ef able to dispense with the License-tax 
altogether. Under these circumstances he respectfully submitted that, until it 
was clearly shown that the public im])rcs.sion was unfounded, and the necessity 
of taxation was fully estal)lislu?d, it would b(5 neither expedient nor just to con¬ 
tinue a direct tax of this nature, which had caused so much hardship and 
oppression, and consequent irritation in the public mind. But as it was not 
jiossiblc to get a correct insight into the finaindal position of Government till 
the budg(5t-statemeni was published, he thought it dosimble that any Bill for 
taxation should not be brought on until tliat tinu^; the m<rt*o so as the Hon’ble 
the Financial Member himself [jroposed not to proceed with this Bill before the 
publication of the financial statement. And as be thought there cotild bo no 
great necessity for hurrying on a measure of this nature so long as the Acts now 
in operation were allowed to remain in force, tlu'i bedter coui-se, in his humble 
opinion, would be, to wait till the financial exposition was made, and the ])ublic 
nllowcd an opi)ortunity of knowing Iioav far the Government stood in net'd of 
additional taxation. ]'’or tlu'se reasons he would support the view which ha<l 
been taken by the llon’blc jMr. raul. 


The lEon’ble Mk. Colvin said that he entirely concurria 
that had been made by tbe llon’ble IMr. Battcm in rei)lv 


al in the remarks 
‘ply to the obj(‘ction 
which had been taken by some of the precc'ding six'akers. He did not see how

to exempt Irom taxation a A<.‘ry largi* numb(*r ol the lower (*lass<*s of tmders, 
namely, all those who earned h-ss tlian lls. 500 ])er annum, insti'ad of those 
only whose earnings wen' below Us. 250. Again, as regards tin? richer classos, 
no proposed to tax them at a low('r rate than they would be ass<‘sscd at 
if the Bill remained unaltered. Th(‘ only extension of taxatum M liich was 
intended Avas in resi)ect of the prf)h'ssionak ofiieial, and salai-ied classes ; but this 
extension had formed a iiart of tlie origintd Bill and was not a ucav proposal 
to the Council. Tlu'se Ix'ing th(‘only alterations suggested, as he had under¬ 
stood the llon’blc Member, it did not ap))ear to him that tlr ir nature was such 
as to require the, intivxluction of a n<‘w Bill; intl«‘(d, excej)t in taxing the 
salaried classes—and to this, as h<‘ belieA'ed,no exce])tion had evt'r be<'n taken 
by anybody—the Bill, so far from making important innovatiotis, Avould 
hardly contain anything that Avas not a re-en;ietjuent of the provisions 
contained in the existing Acts on the subject.

There 
objections, no doubt, to direct taxation; so there Avert' to indirect taxation. 
But it was useless to balance their respective merits for the present jiurpose, 
because there Avas no mode of indiretd, taxation by whi<;h trading incomes 
<imdd be made to contribute in due proportion to the general revenues. 
It had been urged by the llon’hlc IMalninija .lotintlra Mohan Tagore that 
the lie('use-tax, aa hi(;h it was proposed noAV io modify, had b(*cn originally 
.lustitied on the ground that it Avas intended to supply the m(;ans of dealing 
with famiuf‘-<;x])en(lilure, and that unless, as Mil. C<jlvin understood him, this 

to that one particular ]nirpose, it ought to be* 
aboli.shed. Mu. Colvin was pnisent at the discussions which took ])lace at the 
time al the introducti.m of the, IJcense Tax Bill, and he certainly hiui not 

licard It said that the proceeds of any jiarticular tax were to be devoted to any 
particular purpose. ^ ^ 
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(] The Son’ble MahAjs-AjA Joundba. Mo tt a v Tagorb explained that what 
he had said was, that the general finances were not then in a position to meet 
the increased expenditure on account of famine, and thereforo additional 
taxation was necessary to provide sufficient means for the paymept of those 
expenses out of the general revenues.] 

The Hon’ble Mb,. Colvin continued: He now understood the Hon’ble 
Member to say that the license-tax was introduced because additional taxation 
was neccssaiy to meet the expenditure on famine, and that, until it was shown 
tlrnt such an addition to the revenues was still required, there was no ground 
for continuing the license-tax. In that case the answer appeared to him to be 
tlrnt the n(!iCC8sity for the money continued with the necessity for the expendi¬ 
ture, and that the ordinary rev(mue of the country was still inadequate, without 
such hclj), to supply the yearly million or more which is necessary to provide 
for famino-rcquirements. He would not base any argument upon the state of 
the financMis in the present year, bc(;ause ho had not sufficient information about 
them, and because the question did not really turn upon the state of the finances 
in one particular year. However prosperous tliat might be, the conditions of 
Indian finance did not appear to him to be such that it would be safe, on 
account of temporary ju-osperity, to relinquish a permanent branch of the 
revenue. The gain which liad hitherto accrued upon exchange during the 
current year might be converttjd into a loss before its close. It was impossible 
also to shut one’s eyes to tlic constant precariousness of our present opium- 
revenue. There were other items in the budget regarding which no one could 
foi*esee what a year might bring forth. Whatever might be the financial result 
of any single budget, he could sec no sign of the finances becoming so ^lerma- 
nently j)rosi)erous as to justify the hasty abandonment of a mode of taxation to 
which both the people Avho i)aid, and those who collected, the tax, Mgere 
becoming familiarized, whicdi Avas just and expedient in itself, which now 
yielded aljout three-q\iarters of a million sterling, and which might, if occasion 
arose, yield double that sum. For the reasons which he had given, he should 
support the motion befoi*(; the Council. 

The Ilon’hle ]Mb. Hope said he should haA'c sup]iosed that the assurances 
given by the Ilon’ble Member in charge of the Hill that the Council would not 
be called upon to pass the mt*asure, or even the Select Committee to report 
upon il, until after the J^'inancial Statement and exposition of ways and means 
for the coming year had b(;en laid before the Council, togetlior Avith the 
announcenumt of coiAsiderable. additional remissions to Avhich the Goveniment had 
consented, might hav(* iirocluded tin? n('eessity for further debate. This, how- 
CA'cr, had unfortunately noi been the case ; and objections of two important 
classes had been brought. fot-Avard. The objection which had been brought 
forAvard by the Ilon’ble Mr. Paul liad been described by himself as being a 
technical objection. 

The Hon’blc Mb. Paul explained that he did not desire to be technical, 
though his objection Avas seemingly technical. 

The Hon’ble Mii. Hope observed that in that case the method with which 
he would deal with the first objection aaus very considez*Jibly simplified. The 
objection appeai’cd to him to amount to this, that the declarations which had 
been made by the Financial Meml)cr were of such an important nature, and so 
materially altered the measure which was before the Council that morning, as to 
make that measure entirely non-cxistent, and that in fact there was now no 
Bill to refer to a S«de(d, Committee, since what AA^as now proposed was a totally 
different Hill. Mu. Hope aacs unable to see in what respects the Bill ba d be¬ 
come a totally different Hill. *AU that he liarl heard that day appeared to be 
declaratii'iis t)n the part of,the Goveniment that it was ready to make larger 
remissions than the Bill as,introduced haxl proA'ided for, and that it no longer 
considered it necessary to re-enact certain local laws which were at present in 
force, lie thought that it would remain for the Select Committee to consider 
those suggestions and declamtions ; that the Committee would be at IP''"**” 
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altar the Bill in acoordanoe with the lines which had been sketched out or 
otherwise, and that it would foe in a better jHJsition than if a nftw Bill efiiibod3r« 
ing those suggestions were introduced, b^aiise it would not^ be in any way 
pledged to,the adoption of the principles now suggested, as it might be held to 
be if it had given leave to bring in and had referred to Oommitteo a new BiU. 
The Members of the Government on the Committee too would be themselves 
in a far better position to consider any objections of detail that might be made 
to the plan which had been sketched out that day than if they stood formally 
committed to them. It would thus bo far more convenient, both for the Govern¬ 
ment and the Members of the Committee, and more in the interests of the pub¬ 
lic in general, that the present Bill should he considered by the Committee by the 
light of the remarks which had been made by the Hon’ble the Financial Member 
than that this Bill should be withdrawn and a fresh Bill hereafter substituted. 
On the other hand, there were very considerable advantages in this Bill being 
referred to a Select Committee on the present occasion in preference to the course 
which had been suggested (if he understood it rightly) of a new Bill being 
introduced, but not until the Budget-statement had been made. The a<lvan- 
tages were that the Select Conunittec would have most ample time to consider 
and elaborate all the details of the Bill; it would be able to study carefully all 
the reports whicdi had been received and to call for necessary statistuis and 
i^ormation from the liocal Governments wdiich it might desire. The labours 
of the Comuoittee would be purely provisional, inasmuch as it would not be 
called upon to report until after the Budget-statement of the coming year had 
been made, and it would be at liberty to make any alterations wliich, after 
ftill consideration of the Budget, it might think necessary. If the Coumdl then 
decided that no taxation was requisite, the Bill would be dropped. If it decided 
that taxation was necessary, then there would be a measiire eomploto, ready 
and carefully elaborated at hand. On the other hand, if the course which 
had been suggested of withdrawdng this Bill and introducing a fresh measure 
after the financial exposition had been made w^cre adopted, there would be 
considerable delay; the neAv Bill would necessarily be considered with far more 
hurry and in a j)erfuuctory manner, wdiile the actual assessment and collection 
of the tax would be put forward into the hot weather and the rains, and so the 
checks w'hich were necessary for the prevention of fraud and extortion would 
be infinitely less, and the tax-payer would suffer. 

The other i>oint upon which a few remarks were necessary was in reference 
to the expectation, which had been expressed by two lion’ble Members and by 
the Bengal Chamber of Commerce, that, if the state of t he finances proved to be 
very favourable, the license-tax might be dispensed m'tli. Mr. Hoimo was not 
aware that the great scheme of a special insurance against famine, which w’as 
deliberately adopted tw'o years ago, h.ad been in any way set aside, lie had not 
heard any declaration which might lead him to suppose that, and he should have 
heen greatly surprise<l if any such declaration had been made. Whilst that 
great scheme lashnl, it w'ould be obviously inequitable to remit one portion of the 
taxation which was necessary for the provision of that insurance wliile retain¬ 
ing another portion. If there Avas one thing more clear than another, it was 
that the Council had decided that the non-agricuitural portion of the coinmu- 
nity should pay their own fair share of taxation for protection from famines. 
He found that in the first debate which took place upon the subject, that of 
December 19tli, 1877, it was distinctly stated that— 

“ The next very numerous class, although, of course, a sc mil class compared to that of the 
agriculturists, is the class of traders and artizans. Althougli jirosperous in ordinary times, this 
is a class on which, when famine occurs, pressure is the first to fall, and it ought to contribuie 
for its own protection. Not only diKJS it now contribute nothing for this purpose, hut it is 
notorious that, throughout nearly the whole of India, although there is no class which henefits 
so greatly from our rule, there is none which bears so insignificant a share of the expenses of 
the State.’^ ^ • , 

It was quite unnocessary for Mu. Hope to add a string of quotations to 

S rove that position. It tvould be enough if, in addition to the quotation he 
ad nuule, he, with llis Excellency’s permission, recalled what passed on 
January 16th, 1878, when a suggtwtion similar to that which had heen made by 
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fion'ble Membeon to-da^ vna made by the Hoii*ble Mr. Mei^|;an. He 
hitTlag -theii urged, as had just been done, that the Budget-statement might 
fbew that new texation was not required, it was declared by Sir Jqjin Strachey 
^ that it was “an essential part *' of the scheme of famine-insurance ^^hat these 
new taxes should be imposed equally, as far as one can do these thin^ equally, 
hoth upon the commercial emd agricultural classes.*’ Again, at a later period. 
His Honour the Ideutenant^Gorernor of Bengal made a remark which Mr. Hope 
took in the same sense :— 

“There is no qaestion that the proper principle to follow in respect to the raising of revenue 
for such purposes as that which has led to the present schemes of taxation is that all having 
a permanent intemst in the welfare of the country should bear their share of its burdens. The 
measures now before the Council adjust the incidence of taxation nx>on all interests, whether 
trading or landed interests.'” 

His Honour the LiEUTENANT-GovEaNoa here remarked that he thought 
these quotations were unnecessary, as the Council was not now discussing the 
question of the principle of the tax. 

Tlie Hon’ble Mr. Hope said that he had made these quotations in 
answer to the remark which had fallen from some Hon’ble Mem^rs tliat this 
Bill should be withdrawn, as it might hereafter apjiear tliat this fnx 
might bo dispensed with. He was endeavouring to show that the license- 
tax could not be dispensed with, as this Council had decided before that it was 
part of taxation designed to serve as a permanent famine-insurance, and to be 
contributed by all classes of the people. Ho therefore considered that the 
quotations were perfectly pertinent and necessary to his point, and he should 
continue them unless his Lordship ruled that he was out of order. 

His Excellency the President thought that the Hon’hle Member’s remarks 
were quite legitimate in reply to wdiat liad fallen from the Hon’hle Mah^rdjd 
Jotindra Mohan Tagoi’c. Moixjovcr, it was in accordance', with the liules to 
discuss the principle of the Bill on a motion to refer it to a Select Committee. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hope then proceeded to say that, on the occasion to 
which he had been referring. His Lordsliip the President had conclud(!<l with 
an ohsciwation exactly in the same sense as those wliich M». Hope had already 
quoted, namely :— 

“ 1 ibink, then, I may fairly claim for the measures uow bcfoi*e the Council at least the 
modest merit of an C(juituble distribnliou of famine-charges between the tw’o great classes of 
the comninnity who are, collectively, best able to bear them, and on whom such charges most 
reasonably fall.” 

There was also another reason, quite irrespective of the Budget-question, 
why sucli remission of taxation as that suggested should not be made, and it was 
this. Tliis Council had deliberately confirmed the condition laid down by the 
Secretary of State i hat the raiyats should not be made to pay any taxation in 
the shape of assessment ujion the land outside the revenue-assessmt'nt, unless a 
similar amount of taxation were raised from other classes of the community 
also. Therefore, if the Budget-statement were to show that the sum raised by 
this tax might l)e dispensed with, that would not be sufficient, unless it could 
be also shoAvn that the Government could dispense with the similar amount of 
taxation derived from the new rates on land. Whether the finance would be 
in such a position or not Mb. Hope was not able to say. 

Mb. Hope would now turn to another and a totally different ground on 
which ho opposed the suggestion that it might he jpossible to remit this taxa¬ 
tion altogether, if the state of the finances should he favourable. He considered 
that constant changes of taxation to make up for minor fluctuations of income 
and expenditure were much to. ho deprecated. In England the mass of the 
people were accustomed to watch the commercial and agricultural prosperity 
of the country, competent to Understand changes and causes, and able to accept 
with ioielligeut equanimity an extra penny of income-tax, or an increase of 
duty on some article of consumption. But in India the position was jusj; the 
reverse, and such a general condition was absolutely unknown. .Certain 
sections of the community, indeed, were able to understand and criticise the • 
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financial position as people in England could, if not better. a rule, the 
people were in a totally different intellectual and moral condition. Every 
change whi^ took place was a source of anxiety, of disquietude, of speculation, 
anil of rumours which were often unreasonable and even absurd. ^ He could 
imagine few conditions more economically and commercially prejudicial, if 
not politically dangerous, than that all India should come to be thrown 
annually, from December to March, into a statS of doubt and speculation 
as to what their fiscal burdens for the coming year would be. 

Moreover, if constant changes were to be avoided in taxation gener^ly, 
they were especially so in the case of a direct tax such as that now in question. 
Whatever might be the difficulties of preventing fraud and extortion in 
levying such a tax, they were most materially enhanced by constant changes 
in the rates or by abolition and re-imposition. There bad been no less than 
fifteen different License and Income Tax Acts in the twelve years following 
the time when Mr. Wilson first introduced his great income-tax, and the 
changes which had taken place had contributed in no small degree to the 
irregularities which took place in the collection and to the general unpo¬ 
pularity of the system. Direct taxation was nothing new in India; it formed 
part of tlie fistjal system which the Hritish found on acquiring the country; it 
was still in some parts imposed by the Government in its aneicirt forms, such 
. as the capitation-tax in Burma and the Pandhari-tax in the Central Provinces, 
and it might be seen at work in most of tluj Native States around us. All such 
taxes wex’e most productive, and proved least oppressive just in proportion as the 
rates remained unchanged for long periods of time, and the system was so crys¬ 
tallised that the tax-gatherer found no plea for dcmauduig, and had little chance 
of recovering, if he did demand, more than was notoriously and justly due. 

Of course, Mr. Hope continued, fluctuations of income and expenditure 
must occur; but we should avoid as far as possible perpetually adjusting taxa¬ 
tion to fit them. Small fluctuations could bo easily dealt with through the 
various expedients which loans for rcjju’oductivii public' worhs, balances, rcjiay- 
ment of debt and optional heads of ex])cnditure afforded; larger ones by 
variations of indirect taxation, Avlihrh could often be effected without the people 
being even conscious of inci'casc or decrease, rather than by chang(?s in direct 
taxes. 

Upon these grounds. Mil. Hopk trusted that, if the famine-insurance scheme 
was to bo maintained at all, it might be maintained intact in princijile. It 
was, further, much to be d<?sired, though ho could hardly hope for so fortunate 
a result, that the Select Committee would go so thoroughly into the matter as 
to enable the Comicil to decide, once for all, the vexcnl ijuestion of twenty years 
as to whether taxation of the non-agricult ural classes could be suitably cffe(rted 
by direct methods of the income or license-tax type, and, if not, to adopt some 
other method of reaching those classes instead. 

Uis Honour the Ltkutenant-Goveunor said it was not his intention to dis¬ 
cuss the principle of this Bill. To the Bill as it stood he had very serious 
objections, which he should have felt it his duty to urge, if it liad not been that 
the explanations which had been made by his hon’blt; friend Sir John Strachey 
as to the intentions of the G6vei*nmcnt had met most of his objections. He 
believed that there ivas not a single member present who did not condemn the 
Bill wliich the Council was now asked to refer to a Select Committee, and no 
one had condemned it more than the hou’ble Mover himself; and therefore it 
seemed to him that the Council would be stultifying itself if j;h(?y accepted the 
motion, as it amounted to this, that they were asked to refer a Bill to a Select 
Committee which was not the Bill which the Committee would be asked to con¬ 
sider. Under these circumstances he could not help feeling that the arguments 
of the learned Advocate General in favour of withdrawing the Bill were very 
strong and sound. The question before the Coulicil was a question of proce¬ 
dure ; the rules for the conduct of business did not contemplate any sufth mode 
of procedure as that suggested by Sir John Strachey. liule 18 provided that 
when a Bill was introduced the member in charge of it should move either that 
, it be referred to a Select Committee or that it be taken into consideration by the 
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Council, or that it be cirouhitod for the purpose of eliciting opinions thereon. 
The Council was not asked to accept either of those three courses, which were 
the only courses really open to it, but to accept a Bill of which they had no 
knowledge and to refer to a Select CommitttM? a measure whicli they had 
no opportunity of considering. His Honour could see no reasoir why his 
hon’ble friend should not do wliat the learned Advocjate General had suggested 
that he should do, namely to withdniw the pr<?sent Bill and to introduce another 
Bill whitdi should really set out the policy and x>rinciples which the Government 
desired to follow. Either the Government had determiinid that the Eicense-tax 
should become a permanent i)art of t.lui fiscal system of the country under all 
circumstances and without reference to the condition of the finances, or it had 
not, but had resolved to leave the question to be stdtled on the 1)01)1 it;ation of 
the annual estimates. He understood from the rermirks of lion’ble members 
who seemed to be informed of the intentions of the Government, tliat it had 
been finally determined to make the license-tax a permanent tax, and if that 
were so, be thought that the proper course for the Govemraent to pursue was 
to witluiiaw the j)resent Bill which they had avowed themselves unable to sup¬ 
port, and lay before the Council a Bill which should represent the real policy of 
the Govemraeut. It w.as better to say at once what was intended, and there 
could be no possible object under such circumstances in wailing for the Budget. 
There would be nothing gained by delay, if the tax was really to be imposed 
without reference to the state of the finances which the Budget-statement 
might ilisclosc. The Council should certainly, under no circumstances, be asked 
to refer to a Select Committee a Bill which it w'as admitted they were not really 
to adopt. 

If, on the other hand, the passing of a law introducing a License-tax was to 
be dep(‘iulent upon tlu^ annual estimates—IJis Honour gathered it was not—^then 
nothing would be. gaine.d by referriug this faulty Bill to a Select Committee of 
the Council, and there was great strength in the objeidions hiken by the Advo¬ 
cate General. An <>xccutive Committee appoint<*d by Goveniment could pre- 
])arc a measure to meet the views of Government, and it could then be 
l)rought in w h(*nev(‘r it. might be found convenient to do so. The question 
b«>ing, as he had said, a mere question of procedure, and the rules of the 
Council contcMupIating no such })roeedure as that suggested by his hon’ble 
friend, and the motion before the Council not being in accordance with any of 
the din'ctions of llule 18 to which he had already referred, he would strongly 
urge u]H)n the Government the propriety of acceding to the amendment of 
the Advocate General, to wliich he had not yet heard a single substantial objec¬ 
tion raised. 

It had been pointed out by Mr. Batten and Mr. Colvin that the result of 
following the course of either pr(*paring a new Bill at once, or of leaving the 
introduction of a Bill until th<* financial condition of the country should 
b<* ascertain<*d, would be (hat the License Tax Acts as they now stood would 
remain in force, and a million and a quarter of jveople, who would other¬ 
wise be exempt('d, would continue to be taxed; that the changes proposed were 
all in favour of Iht' tax-jtayers, and that as a consequence of not following the 
<'!OUrse proposed by the Governnumt, a number of poor traders would remain 
subject to tlu' tax for some time longer. It seemed to His Honour that there 
was no force or truth in that obj(‘ctiou. It would make no diflerenee in that 
resi)t'ct whether this Bill w'as withdrawn and another substituted at once, or 
w hetlu'r the matt(‘r was k'ft to be reported ujavn a few wwks hence by the Select 
Committee as propos(‘d by Sir d. Straehey. The present laws would remain in 
force in precisely the same degree, and the men who w'civ now taxed under 
them would continue <o be taxed. If the Government had determined to 
remit taxath»n ill respect to the pobrer classes of traders, it was open to it by 
an <‘xecuti\(‘ ord(‘r to I'xcmpt them or any other classes affected by the 
law. Tliat had already been done once, and the Hon’ble Mover had already 
explained that it was the intention of Government to do it again. The same 
remarks would apply to the observations wliich had fallen from the Hon'ble 
Mr. Hope : the d<day would be no greater if the Bill w'erc witlidrawfn and 
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a proper one substituted than it would be if, as proposed by the Government, 
the presentation of the report of the Committee should be deferred till after 
the submission of the annual estimates. Ills Honour would therefore strongly 
impress updn the Government that it was desirable, whatever the intention »)f 
Govcrnm^snt might be as to the permanent character of the liicenso-tax, that it 
should bring in a Bill in a complete form and present it to the Council. It was 
surely better to bring in a Bill which should give form to the real intention of 
Gov«?rnment in such a state that the Council could examine and discuss it 
before it was referred to a Select Committee for considmation and rej>ort. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Rivers Thompson said he could sw no objection in the 
rules for the conduct of tli<; business of this Council to the ju’opriety of the 
course which his hon’ble colleague. Sir John Sirach(*y, had taktm in asking that 
this Bill should be referred to a Select Committee. The question before the 
Council was simply wlu'ther the Bill should be refernnl to a Select Committee 
or not, and the motion had been opposed by t he lK)n’ble and leariu'd members 
opposite on the ground, tirst, that the Bill as introduced was not the Bill 
which the Select Committen; would haAHs to consich'r, and se(?ondly, that it 
wotdd be much better, considering that this Bill d<‘all Avith larg«' questions affect¬ 
ing the finances, that its further discussion should be postponed until the Budget- 
estimates for the year wei*e laid b(‘fore the Council, d’his Bill when introduced 
was called, “ The Trade's and J’rofessions Tax Bill, 3879,” and it Avas in that 
character only that it was jn’oposed that it should gobefore^ a Seh'ct Commit te'e. 
He did not see that then' Avas any change' or all<'ration in tlu' principle of the 
measure since it Avas (Irst brought in ; but as tln'n it ('xtench'd taxation to th«' 
professional and .salai ied <'lass('s of the cojnmunity, Avho In-nl Ix'cn pn'\ iously 
exempted und('r the Lii'(‘ns(' Acts, as such it n'lnains for the S«'l('('f Commiftt't' 
to consider. It seenn'd to him that if any Ifon'ble Member had tak('n «'xc<'p- 
tion to the principle of th<^ ]»roj«)sal as afb'cting those clssses, or had rais«>d 
any issue ujjon the ([uestion of din'ct taxation, this Avas the occasion aa Ik'H sm-h 
an objection might haAt' lu'c'n urged. Itut nothing of this kind had Im'cja done. 
The principle Avliieh the (jOA'crniin'iit assc'Hc'd of tiu' ])ropri<'ly and jn-cessify of 
imposing a tax on tnidcs and prof«*ssions i'«‘inain<'d nnatVecicd ; and In' should 
haA'c thought, aflia' the exhaustive stalcnu'ut. Avhich liis Inm’hle fi-ieud Sir 
John Strachey had made us regards the intentions of the Covernnieiit, all 
in a hcnctlcial .sense, all lending to ri'IicA'e the ])oorer classes, even to the 
surrender of reA'c'nuo amounting to £109,009, and extt'nding tIu'ininimnni- 
limit of taxation to Bs. 500 a year, tlie eonei'ssions AA'ould liaA**' satisfied hon’hle 
gentlemen opposite, and left no room for objiKdion lo flic further progress of 
the measure. 

In regard to the Financial Statement, to the puhlieafion of which it was 
desired to postpone tin' <;onsid*'ration of the ]>ro]H>sals now suhmilted to tlie 
Council, it si'cmed to him tliat the sacrifice of £100,000 was not a A'l'ry large 
sum for the Government of a country whose'revenue and expendil ur<? Ave'rc .some¬ 
thing like sixty millions a yi'ar. After the fuile.st con.siderat ion, 1 he Governnnnit 
had decided tluit the Iiic<'ns(',-tax Avas to he a permain'iii measnrt^ on the broad 
and genin'al ground that there was every possible jnstilieation for im[>osing a tax 
on classes Avhich had hitiu'rto. been exempt from tlu^ paynu'iit of any contribu¬ 
tion to tbc necessities of thi' Slate. 'V\'hetL<ir then'foro the finant'c^s were pros¬ 
perous or not, or Avlictber in a few AA-eeks lien<'c his lion’ble friend Avould 
still 1)0 in a position to submit a satisfactory Budget, aaus immatf'i'ial to a 
question wbieb affected only a small {)oriion of tl.i* in(;omo, and in A’ii'AV to the 
resolution which the Governinent had adopted for equalising tlie hunhm of 
taxation and maintaining this tax as a permanent part of the fise,al administra¬ 
tion of the country. With regjird to the iut('i^tion noAV expressi'd of retaining 
the local Acts in force, he would only say that such a (course commeiuhjd itself 
on the ground that it h'ft to local GoA'ernments the pmeedure on all details 
which AAcre suited to tindr <'.ircumsfiinoe« and of which noAV tlic'y lia(l gained 
some t\A 0 yt'ars c:xp('ri<mce. In some instjincos this dc'sire had hcMm oxjiressed 
by local Governments and it had therefore been decided to adopt that course. 
He should sui)port the motion that the Bill be referred to a Select Committee. 
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The Hon’ble Sir A. Abbitthnot said that what he had to say in reply to 
the objection that had boon urged by the hon’ble member who commenced the 
debate after the Hon’ble Sir J. Strachey’s speech had been delivered, had been 
in a great measure anticipated by the remarks whicli had fallen from the 
Hon’ble Messrs. Batten and Hope, and by those whie-h liad jtist been made by his 
hon’ble colleague Mr. Rivers Thompson. But he waut(xl to say, with reference 
to the objection whitdx had been advanced by his hon’hle and learned friend 
Mr. Paul, that th.-it objection appeared to him, notwithstanding his hon’ble 
friend’s disavowal of an intention to raise it as a merely t(‘ehnieal objection, to be 
in substance more or less of the cliaracter of a technical ohjc'ction.'' It was an 
objection the validity of which he should be very much disposed to recognize 
if the measure now bcifore the Council, and which tlic Council was requested 
to refer to a Select Committ(!C, were entirely a novel one. If the Govern¬ 
ment had come to the Council with a new measure of taxation, and at the first 
meeting after tlui introduction of the measure had told the Council that while 
they wished to reefer it to a Seh?ct Committee, they ])roposod to make very 
material alterations in it—in that case Sir A. Aubitthnot thought that 
boI^bI(^ members not in the secrets of the Government would be entitled to 
demand that before they consented to the ref(‘renee, the details of the measure 
should be laid befort* them in a definite and ch'ar form. But the measure now 
before them was in substance merely the amendment and modification of a law 
hioh had been foice n ^aily^ two years. The objects of the amendments had 
been fully t;xj)lained to the Council. Th(‘sc objects Avere, in the first instance, 
to relieve from taxation a very consideral)ic numl)er of ix rsons—he might sav* 
in relation to the number of persons alfeided by the measure, an enormous 
number—from the pressure of taxation, and to bring under its operation 
certain class(‘s of ])ersons Avho were not now aH'cctcd by it, but who, 
on princi])I(;s of fair and equal justice, it had been (U'emed expedient 
to bring under taxation. ’J'hc Government admitted that the measure 
was not in its j)resent lines what could be called a com])h'te measure- 
they had def(*rred to the objections which had been frequcutlv raised, and 
Avliieh six xeai-s ago had h-d tlu' Government to abandon an income-tax 
but they admitted that in thus abandoning the ineom(‘-tax, tlic Govern- 
numt and Lc'gislature wi*re ])laccd under the necessity of ex<?mptint' from 
taxation many (‘lasses of ])ersons who, they all felt, ought in justice to be 
made li.able to taxation. Tli<‘ question now before the Council was not whether 
the Bill should be convc'rtcd itito an Imromc'-Tax Bill, but AA'hether its main 
priiudpU^ of r<'li(ning the ])oorer classes tvho Avere included under tlic existin" 
Act, and of bringing (jcrtain other classes under the tax, should be affirmed'- 
and it ajqx'an'd to Sir A. Ariu tuxot that it would be far more convenient, for 
reasons aa IucIi had been very fully dAVelt upon by the Jlou’blo Mr. Hope, that 
this measure should noAV go before a S(*lect Committee, than that it. should be 
withdraAvn, and a delay of some AAceks should take place in framino* an 
amended nu'asuni (‘jubodj-ing the exact terms of the proA'isions Avhich his 
hon’blc frii'ud Sir J. Strachey had sketched out in his s])e(H‘h. It A\‘as not 
pm-haps A'-ery important t.hat the consecjuenee of delaying the rcJbrence 
to a St'lect Committee Avould be, so far as the latv was concerned, to keep 
the poorer classes liable to taxation; for, as had becai jiointcd out, their 
t»xemption could 1 h* obtained by an executive order. But the amemdment of 
the jn-esent Iuav invoh-iHl other considerations. It Avas a measure Avlxich, in the 
hands of the iS('lect Committee, might occupy a good deal of time, and it 
AA^as one in regard to Avhich it Avas desirable that, the Select Committee should 
liave ample time for consideration and examination. 

It would be quite open to the Select Committee, notwithstanding the 
announcement whitdi had bc'cn made by the hon’ble member in charge of the 
Bill, not to adopt the jirc^iosal that the existing Acts should be left in force 
subject to an alteration of tlicir schedules. On further consideration it mioht 
be deemed more expedient that, as was proposed when the present Bill wasln- 
troduced into the Council, the whole of the law on the subject should be 
contained mi a .single Bill. This was a point Avhich seemed to Sir A. Arbuth- 
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NOT to deserve the careful consideration of the Select Committee, represented as 
it would be by members of all classes in the Council. The Uon’ble Mr. ’Batten 
liad shown that substantially it made very little difference whether the proposal 
to leave in fbree the greater part of the existing local Acts were carried out, 
or the Bill wore retained in its present form. It was for this reason that Sir 
A. Arbutunot ventured to designate the objection raised by his hon’ble and 
learned colleague as being more or less of the cdiarjwder of a technical objec¬ 
tion. As he understood the arguments of his hon’ble colleague the Financial 
Member, the reason which had led him to suggest, and which had led 
other members of the Government to agree, that this Bill should not be 
reported upon or passed until the financial statement for the ensuing 
year W'as laid before the Council, was this, that it was yet to bo determined 
to what extent the remissions of taxation could be made. The intention 
of the Government W’as that a Bill similar in its jirincijiles to the existing 
law, but comprising wdtliin its provisions the official and professional classes, 
and relieving the poort'r classes of tradesmen, should be passed ; but what the 
precise rates of taxation should be, and how far the jiroposed remissions should 
affect the several classes concerned, were (juestions which it w'as not expedient 
or convenient finally to determine, until the Government w'crc in a position 
to explain i o the Council and to the public the tinancial situation, as far as they 
* could explain it, w'hcn the budget-estimates haff been franu’d. As the Iloii’ble 
Mr. Hope had pointed out, to postpone the further jiroceeding with this mea¬ 
sure until the financial statement had been made, would be to cause what seemed 
to him (Sir A. ARurTiixoT) a vi^ry inconvenient .amount of dcl.ay. It would 
drive the proceedings whudi would have to be takem for bringing the measure 
into operation, into the hot wo.athcr, and would embarrass the administrative and 
executive officers very seriously in their work. It seemed to him tliat the busi¬ 
ness which in any case the Select Committee would liavt* to do, would be bi'tter 
performed with am])le time and leisure for considi'ratioii, for examination, arul, 
if necessary, for reference to the various Liocal Govermmaitsand Authorities who 
were concerned in this matter. It would be open to the Select Committo<* if, 
wdien the financial statement was made, the rnajfwity of them should consider 
that there w:is no necessity for redaining tax.Mtion of Ibis kind, to .urge that view' 
u]>on the; Council, and it would be then for the colh'ctive Council to consider 
the measure in all its bearings, to take into ac<^ount, not only the j)res<‘nt <'ir- 
cumstances, but the prospe<*ts and possibilities of the futur(>, with r(‘JV>renee to 
the experience of the ])ast, and bearing in mind these jwosjxnds and possibilities, 
wlihrli at the present tinu* they must all feel were ])ossibilities of ,a very serious 
character, to determine whether or not it w.as n(‘e(>s.sary to maintain a system 
of dii’cct taxation as a part of the taxation of India. He hoped that under these 
circumstance's, and after tlu'se explanations, the Council would allow this me;»- 
sure to go before a Sehict Committee, in order that it should receive from that 
body tliat amjde examinatitm and consideration which w’as necessary, and which 
tlie Qovermnent desired tliat it should receive. 

Hi.s Excellency the Pre.sii)ent said, .it had not bee n his intention to make 
any remarks upon the pri'sent occasion, Ixicause, although, no doubt the proper 
time for diseussing the jirineiph's of a Bill was on the nmtion for its rc'ferenee 
Ui a S('lect Committee, yet, as a matter of fact, he might say that since he 
had had the honour of presiding over this Council, he, did not remember an 
in.stauce in which a Bill Iwd encountered on its w'ay to Commitfix} any serious 
opposition not indicated at the time of its introd.'.ction. The jiresent motion, 
however, had been opposed by the Hon’bleMr. I’aul on the ground, jis His Excel¬ 
lency understood it, that there was jiractically nothing io refer to the Committee, 
because the Bill on wdiich leave was asked to go into Committee had bexm 
altered out of cxishmeo by the statements witli which his hon’ble friend 
Sir .lohn Strachey had accompanicxl his motion. Ills Excellency was unable 
to understand how it was jtossiblc that any Bill before this Council could be. 
altered in its progress tbrongb Council by proetiss of announcement. * Tliat 
was a procedure unkncjwn to His Excellency. The authors of a Bill, 
whetlK^r it were a Government Bill, or a private Bill, were, he conceived. 
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perfectly free to announce in Council their imdiness to accept certain 
alterations of it, if such alterations were approved or recommended by 
the Select Committee to which it is referred: and announceinents of this 
kind might sometimes ho very convenient. But it was not \justomary, 
and His Excellenctt believed it was not possible, for a Bill to bo altered in 
Council, before it had been considered in Committee. Hon’ble Members could 
reject tliis Bill by refusing leave to refer it to a Select Committee, but the Gov¬ 
ernment would certainly oppose any motion made with that object. They 
could not, however, alter the Bill by the adoption of clauses which were not 
yet before them. Sir John Strachey had stated on behalf of the Government its 
intention to propose or accept in Committee certain alterations of the Bill; but, 
the Government had no intention of withdrawing the Bill, an^ no power to alter 
it without rcf(5rence to a Committee. It would be for the Committee to recom¬ 
mend the alteration or retention of its present clauses; and for the Council 
then to aec(?pt or reject the recommendation of the Committee. His 
ExcEiiLENCi' wished to remind the Council that the practical question involved 
in the consideration of this Bill was not whether fresh taxation should be 
imposed, but whether the existing taxation of the country should be main¬ 
tained as it stood, or any portion of it remitted. His Honour the Bieutenant- 
Governor had observed that the Government should state its intention clearly 
on a point about which His Exceelkncv thought the ijitontions of the 
Governmemt had never been 02 )en to question. It was quite true that the 
maintenance of an additional soui*ee of revenue, or an additional cliarge upon 
revenue, which tluj Government liad repeatedly declared that they regarded 
as permanent, would not lie affetd-ed by the state of our finances; but 
the jHJssihility or prudence of lightening the jirescnt assessment, or modifying 
the jiresent incidence of a permanemt tax, was a question which the Coun¬ 
cil would hti better able to discuss after Hou’blc Members had heard the finan¬ 
cial statement.

export the same out of, the District o£ Ajmere, 
may be granted by the Secretary to the Gov¬ 


ernment of India in the Foreign Department, 
or by any other Officer especially empowered 
by Uio Government of India to grant them. 

Licenses to export arms or ammunition or mili> 
tary stores by land or by river to any place 
within the political jurisdiction of the Gov¬ 
ernments of Madras- and Bombay may be 
granted by the Secretaries to the Governments 
of Madras and Bombay, respectively; copies 
of such licenses being sent to the Foreign 
Department of the Government of India for 
information. These licenses will be valid 
only for the State named in them, and no 
export beyond the limits of that State can be 
permitted under them.

(3) All Military and Naval Officers, all Soldiers, Sailors, Volunteers, Police Officers, 
• Forest Officers, Postal Officers, Jail Officers, serving the Government. 

(4) ' All Magistrates, Justices of the Peace, Honorary Magistrates, and Judicial Officers 

of or above the rank of Mnnsiff. 

(5) All European and East Indian subjects of Her Majesty the Queen Empress, 

all Armenians, and all Americans, and Europeans not British-born subjects of Her 
Majesty who are temporarily residing or travelling in Mysore. 

(6) All pensioned Officers of the Native Arraj*, and pensioned Officers of the Civil 

Departments who, when employed, were exempt. 

(7) The following personagt^s and their retainers;— 

Arsus and relatives of His Highness the Maharaja, subject to such orders as the 
Chief Commissioner may issue regarding the number, personages and retainers 
to be included under this head. 

(8) Taind-holders and members of Municipal Committt'es of approved loyalty and of good 

position, according to lists that may from time to time be issued by the Chief Com¬ 
missioner. 

(9) All Village Patels, Talavars and other Rural Police. 

(10) All persons of Coorg race and all jamma-tenure-holdcrs in Coorg, who by their 

tenures are liable for Police and Military duties. 

(11) All Revenue Officials and Postal Runners in frontier or wild districts, where the su¬ 

perior Departmental Officers direct them to carry arms on duty. 

II. The Governor General in Council is pleased, under Section 27 of the said Act, to 
exclude from the operation of any prohibition and direction contained in the Act- 

Spears of all kinds. 

III. The Governor General in Council is pleased, under Section 17 of the said Act, to 
make the following Rules, determining the officers by whom, the form in which, and the terms 
and conditions on and suljcct to which, licenses shall be granted :— 

RnLES. 

Transport. 

2. No arms, or ammunition, or military stores shall be transported in an}’ part 
of the Territories of Mysore without a license in Form 1 appended to these Rules. 
The license will be granted by the Magistrate of the District. If the articles are to 
be consigned to a place beyond the jurisdiction of the officer granting the license, the con¬ 
sent of the Magistrate of the District to which the consignment is made must be obtained 
before the license is issued. Such consent may be obtained by the person applying for tiie 
license, or the District Magistrate, to whom application for the license is mode, may forward 
the proposed license to the officer whose consent is required, and on receiving reply should 
either issue the license to the applicant, or inform him that his application fo' a license to 
transport arms, &c., had been refused. 

3. Persons lawfully entitled to possess arms, or to go armed, are permitted to transport, 
in any part of the Territories of Mysore, arms or ammunition in reasonable quantities for their 
own use. Any person abusing this exemption and transporting such articles otherwise than 
in reasonable quantities for his own use, will be held to have contravened this rule, and will, 
on conviction, become liable to the penalties under Sections 18 and 19. 

4. A license to transport arms or ammunition, or military stores is void if the consign¬ 

ment breaks bulk at any place short of the district for which it may be granted. A license 
to transiK>rt shall ordinarily not be made valid for more than .twice the period actually required 
for the conveyance of the articles to their destination by the intended route. i 

fi. Persons desirous of transporting arms, ammunition, or military stores must apply 
in writing to the officer authorized to grant transport licenses from the place of despatch. 
The application must specify— • 

(e)—the place to which the articles are to be transported, the route of transport, and the 
probable time occupied in the journey •, 
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(6 )—the quantity, description, average price, and the purpose of each kind of anus or 
ammunition ; or 

(c)—whether the applicant desires that the officer to whom he applies sijould obtain the 
consent of the Magistrate of the place of consignment (if the applicant has obtfuned 
such consent, the evidence of such consent must be produced). 

6 . Persons transporting arms, ammunition, or military stores under a license must write 
legibly on the coses or packages containing such articles on account of their contents. 

7. Within six days of the articles reaching their destination the consignee must deliver the 
transport license to the Magistrate of the District. The officer to whom the transport license 
shall be delivered must satisfy himself that the articles transported to his district correspond 
with the entries in the pass, and that any deficiency is properly accounted for. 

Manufacture and Sale. 

8 . Licenses to manufacture, convert, keep and sell arms or ammunition or military stores 
may be granted by the Magistrate of the District. They shall be in Forms II and III appended 
to these Rules. The fee payable in stiimps shall be twenty rupees in respect of licenses to 
manufacture and sell, &e., and ten rupees in respect of licenses to keep and sell, &e. Every 
license-holder under this rule shall keep, in such form as the Chief Commissioner may from 
time to time direct, a record and account of all stock, and of all sales of arms and ammunition 
or sulphur, which be may keep or sell. He shall exhibit his stock and his record, or accounts 
of stock and sales to any Magistrate, or to any Police Officer not below the rank 
of Inspector. Magistrates and all Police Officers not below the rank of Inspector are 
hereby empowered to enter and inspect any premises within their several jurisdictions 
in which arms or ammunition or sulphur are manufactured or kept, and to examine 
the stock and accounts of receipts and sales of arms, ammunition and military stores. 
Any person licensed to sell arms and ammunition shall affix a board on a conspicuous 
part of his shop, or usual place of business, and shall cause to be painted thereon in largs 
letters in English, or in the vernacular of the district, his name and the words “ licensed to 
manufacture,^’ or " licensed to deal in arms, ammunition, and military stores,” as the case mae 
be. He shall also have a cojiy of Section 28 of the Indian Arms Act posted up, in the verna¬ 
cular of the district or in English, on some conspicuous part of his usual place of business. 

Possession of Arms and going armed. 

9. Licenses to possess cannon shall not be granted, save under the special order of the 
Governor General in Council, certified under the signature of the secretary to the Government 
of India in the Foreign Department. A copj' of such license, so certified, must be sent 
immediately on its issue to the District Alagistrate of the place where the cannon is to be 
kept. 


10. Licenses to possess arms and ammunition in reasonable quantities and to go armed ft>r 
purposes of sport, of protection, or of display, may be granted by the Magistrate of the 
District in Form lY. Such licenses shall be liable to a fee of eight annas for each weapon 
in disarmed districts, and to a fee of four annas for each weapon in districts which have not been 
disarmed. Such a license will authorize its holder to carry the arms described in the license on 
occasions when tliey may be reasonably required for the purposes named in the license. But the 
holder, unless specially authorized by the Magistrate, must not go armed in railway carriages, 
to fairs, religious processions, or other public assemblages. Licenses granted under this rule 
shall, on countersignature by the Commissioner of the Division or other Officer authorized 
in this regard by the Chief Commissioner, where there are no Commissioners, be valid for all 
the districts of the Territories of Mysore. 

• 

11. The Magistrate of the District may grant a license in Form V for a journey, speci¬ 
fying the direction of the journey and the period it will occupy. Such license will be vadid in 
other jurisdictions only for such journey and for such period, and will be liable to a fee of four 
annas for each wea^n. Holders of licenses under this rule, unless specially anthorized by the 
officer g^ranting the licenses, must not go armed in railway carriages, to fairs, religions pro- 
cessions, or other public assemblies. 
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12. Licenses to poaseta fire-arms or ammunition or military stores in districts which 
have not been disarmed may be granted in Form VI without fee. Sach licenses will not 
authorize the holders to go armed or to carry arms. In districts which have not been dis¬ 
armed, as weK as in disarmed districts, licenses to possess and carry arms (Form IV) will be 
liable to fees as stated in Rule 9. 

13. Licenses for possession of arms and ammunition may be granted in Form VII 
without fee, and for a term of five years, to persons who require arras for the destruction of 
wild animals which do injury to human beings, cuttle, or crops. Such license will l>e valid 
only in or on the immediate confines of the district for which it is granted. It will be subject 
to the conditions that the license smd the weapon it covers is shown once a j'car, between the 
15th November and the 31st December, to the nearest Magistrate; that the weapon becomes 
confiscated to Government directly it is sold or seized in execution of any debt ; and that such 
weapon is carried only on occasions when it is to be used Aowo fide for the destruction of wild 
animals. Holders of licenses under this rule must not go armed in railway carriages, to fairs, 
religious processions, or other public assemblages. 

General. 

14. The fees leviable under these rules shall bo taken in the shape of “impressed stamps." 
Ordinarily the applications for licenses or renewals of licenses shall be written on “ impressed 
stamps ” of value C4{uul to the amount of fee leviable in respect of such licenses or renewals; 
and the licenses will be issued on plain paper. But when the licenses themselves are written 
or printed on “ imj>resscd stamps,” the applieal ions raa^' be on jilain paper. When an appli¬ 
cation for a license is written on an “ impress4;d stamj),” and the license is refused, the value 
of the stamp will be refunded to the applicant. 

15. Applications for licenses in rospt’ct of which no fee is leviabh;, or regarding licenses 
on which the full fee has been paid, shall be considered to be applu-aiiuns within meaning of 
Schedule II, Article I, Clause [a) ol “the Court Fees Act, 1>7U,” and shall bear a court fee 
stamp of one anna. 

16. All licenses under Rules 7 and 9 shall expire on the Slst December of the year for 
which they may be issued ; liecn.ces umler Rule 11 shall expire on the Slst Dt;f:cml>er of the 
5th year of their currency. But tlie currency of a licen.se nniy be renewed, previous to its 
expiration, on payment of a second fee by the same authority that granted it. 

17. All licenses shall be given and held subject to the conditions endorsed on the reverse 
and subject to these rules, and subject to the provisions of tin* Act. Licenses under Rulc.s 9 and 
12 maybe granted, subject to tin; observance of a close season in the puisuit of game-birds or 
animals that do not injure either men, or cattle, or crops. Th*‘ limits of the close sea.son 
will be decided by the Chief Commissioner of Mn’soi’c, and the condition regarding such close 
season, if imposed, shall be endorsed on the reverse of tlu; license. 

18. Any person holding a license, or acting under a licence, granted in .accordance with 
these rules, shall be bound to prudiuie the same, when called upon to <lo so by any Magistrate^ 
or by any Police Officer in charge of a I’olicc Station, or b}’^ any Police Officer of higher rank. 

19. Licenses granted for use within a district shall he written or printed in the vernacular 
language of such district. Licenses for use beyond tlie district where they may be granted 
shall be in English and may be in the vernacular as well. 

20. A license granted under these rules will cover only the w«'apons or other artiejes and 

the persons named therein, unless the Ollieer granting^ a license under Rule 9 or 10 deems it 
exjjcdieut to include the retainers of any person named in the liecn.se; in such case the entry 
on the face of the license shall declare bow many and jvhose retainers are covered by the 
license. ^ 

^1. Any officer empowered to grant a license under these rules may, at his discretion, 
refuse to grant, to renew, or to consent to the issue of, a license, or may refer any application 
for the orders of the Chief Commissioner. • 

22, All Magistrates or other authorities acting under these rules will perform their duties, 
bject to the control of their executive superiors and of the Chief Commissioner.

Resoiatttox.—B y Notification No. 1G7, dated lOtli May 1870, a system 
of District Savings Banks Avas estaldished, the yearly rate of interest on depo¬ 
sits th<?roin being fixed at 3^ per centum, and tlie monthly rale at one pie for 
each Ru])ee 1 3 . 

2 . The market rate of interest being now higher, the Governor General 
in Council notilios lhat, Avitli elfcct from the 1st January 1880, the monthly 
rate of interest on do])osits in District, Bresidmicy and 3itilitai’y Saving.s Banks 
shall he one j)ie for each l.A Rupee, Avhicli is tMpial to Rs. 1,1 jier centum per 
annum. As f.his rale is nOAV fixed in sujicrsession of a lower rate, so it 
must he jilainly uiidi*rstood that the GoA'crnor General in Council reserves tho 
right of reducing the rate thus fixed again at any time at his discretion, and 
tlmt it Avill not he o])en to any Depositor to object tosmdi reduction. 

3. MoreoA’cr, the GoA'ernor Geneml in Council deems it expedient to 
dispense with the ri’strietions of the existing Rules as to personal attendance 
and as to flu; hours for tlu‘ transaction of business Avith the Sa\*ings Banks. 

4. Aci'ordiugly, the GoA’^ernor General in Council has ])asscd the folIoAving 
Rules for District and other Govermuent SaA'iugs Banks, revoking all previous 
Rules:— 

I. —In these Rules— 

“ Depositor, ” “ Dejwsit, ” and “ Secretaiy ” bear the meaning Avhioh they 
bear in The Governutent Savings Hank Act, 1873. 

“ Accoimt ” moans the account of a Dcjiositor in a Government Savings 
Bank. * 

“ Balance ” means the balance at cri'dit of an account. 

II. —Any person may bcconu; a Depositor on his own behalf, or on bthalf 
of any otber ptp’son. Deposits nniy also be made by tbe managers of benevo¬ 
lent or otber public Associations, or by public Officers, of money deposited witi 
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them ex-officio as security for the discharge of any public duty or for the 
fidelity of any public Officer, or for the accomplishment of any public object.^ 

III. —Subject to the provisions of these Rules, the Government of India 
giiarantees the repayment of every deposit with interest. 

IV. —Without the special or general sanction of the Governor General in 
Council, no account will be opened for loss than One Rupee; and no person 
may deposit more tlian Five Thousand Rupees, in all, between any lat of 
April and the Slst March next following. 

V. —Interest will not be allowed u])on a smaller balance than Rupee, or 
upon the excess in any balance over the highest multiple of Rupee. 

VI. —Interest will be allowed from the beginning of the calendar month 
succeeding that in which a deposit is made, to the end of the month j>reccdLng 
that in which it is withdraAvn. 

VII. —From the 1st January 1880, till further notice, interest will be 
allowed upon deposits at the rab^ of one pie a month for dVery 1^ Ru]>oe, which 
is equal to one anna for every Rs. 18, or one Rupee for every Rs. 288, being at 
the rate of Rs. per centum per annum. Saving with the special or general 
sanction of the Gov<?rnor G(‘m‘i'a1 iii Coimcil, tlie highest monthly interest 
allowed upon any balance shall be Rs. 17 J. 

VIII. —On the Avritt(in request of any Depositor, his balance, or any 
part of it, will bo inA’^ested by tin? Comptroller General in his own name in 
trust for, and at the risk of, the Depositor at current market mtes, in stock of 
any hoan which he may specify ; if no partkmlar loan is specrified, then 
stock of one of the Four P(*r C(mt, Doans w'ill be bought. Tiie stock thus 
bought will bo held by the Comptrolhn* General on the Depositor’s account, the 
interest thereon, l(!ss a commission of one-quarter 2 )er cc'ut., being added to his 
dc{)osit, on advice from the Com])troller General, and ent(*red in his Defiosit 
Book, the first lime that, it is subsequently jwesented. Stock held on account 
of a Depositor Avill, on his writ ten requ(?st, bo sold, and the j)roeeeds added 
to his Deposit, or, if he desires it, Avill be conAnu’led into notes and deliA^ercd 
to him. A commission of 5 jicr cent. Avill be charged upon such 2 )urcliases, 
sales and deliveries. 

IX. —Every account will be mad(i up on tbe 31st March, and the interest 
then due, calculated under these Ruhis, add<;d to tlu* balaiw*e ujxm which 
future interest will accrue. If an account is closed on any other date, 
interest due to the cud of the iircccding calendar month will be iiaid to the 
Dcjjositor: but a Depositor Avho closes an accc)unt should not, ordinarily, 
be iiermitted immediatedy to re-oiien it, cxtxq)!- on ])nymeiit of a tine varying 
at the dis( 5 retion of the Secretary from One to Ten Rupt'cs. 

X. —An account may be transferred frt^e of chargii to any other Govern¬ 
ment Savings Rank. 

XI. —A Deposit Book will be sup]ilied to each Di^positor in which the 
Secretary, or, if the Sav'iugs Rank is at a j)uhli(; Treasury, the Treasury Officer, 
will acknowledge every dejiosit. The personal attendance ^)f a Depositor is not 
required ; but no dejiosit Avill be received or payment made without the Deposi¬ 
tor’s Deposit Rook, and the; Government Avill not be responsibh^ for any 
deposit the receipt of which is not acknt)W'hHlged in a Deposit Rook. The 
interest due to date Avill la; entered in each D<q)Osit Rook the first tiintj that it 
is produced after the Slst March. The first D(q)osi( Rook Avill b(^ su])plied free 
of charge; but if a De])osit Book is lost or injured, or if a clo.sed account is 
re-opened, Onti Rique will bo charged for a new book. 

XII. —A Dcj)ositor may not o])erate frequently upon his account as if it were 
an ordinary banking account, or o 2 )en more than one account in his own name 
or in tbe name of any member of his family, or for his own bemdit or the bene¬ 
fit of any member of his family. The Com 2 )troller General luust take 2 )rccau- 
tions toprtwent any transgression of this Rule, and, in 2 >articul;ir, any (!m 2 Jloy- 
ment of an account as an ordinary drawing account. This Rule is not meant 
to prevent any one from o 2 >eniDg more than one ex-officio or public ac(!Ount. 

XITI.—The Secretary may refuse to 02 ien any account or may <^osc any 
account, for any sufficient reason, as, for cxamjdc?, be(5aus<! he thinks that 
the acfjount is likely to be usesd or is being used contrary to the object with 
which^ Government Savings Ranks are established, namely, the oiujoiu'agement 
of saving. Rut every such refusal or clo.sure, and the I’casons • foi* it, should 
4)6 reported to the Oomj>troller General. 
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XrV.—Whefn tfc© Sboretary thisiks it proper to close any account, he shall 
give noti^, in writing, to the Depositor, of such closure. AftOT the date of 
such notice, no deposit shall be accepted on the account so. closed, and no 
interest shall be allowed upon the balance of the closed account after the end of 
the calendar month then current. 

XV. —^These Rules, apply as well to accounts opened before as after 
their publication. 

XVI. —The Governor General in Council reserves the right to alter or add 
to these Rules at any lime. 

XVII. —A copy of the Government Savings Banks Act, 1873, and of these 
Rules, shall bo printed in each Deposit Book, and tho signature, or, if he 
cannot read, mark of the Depositor, obtained to the annexed declaration before 
any deposit is accepted from him.

RESOiiiTTiON.—By its letter No. 11-.5, dated the 23rd May 1878, the Gov¬ 
ernment of India, acting upon tho recomnn'udtilion in paragraph 217 of the 
Report of tho Madras Salt Coiuaiission, prohibited the allowance of wastage on 
salt exported from Madras ports into other parts of British India. 

2. The Government of Iviadnis has now pointed out that, in the Bombay 
Presidency, w'astage is allowed on exports of salt to Calcutta, and that the 
procedure should be the same in both Pi-esidcncics. On this reference,* the 
question arose whether the Bombay system should he discontinued, or <;xteuded 
to Madras. The authorities in Bombay arc strongly in favor of its continuance; 
and the Governor General in Council is of opinion that the arguments 
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Bupport of the system are valid, and that injury to the trade would result from 
its abandonment: as worked in Bombay, it does not appear to involve any risk 
to the Revenue. The main features of the Bombay system are as follows:— 

(1.)—^Full duty, at Bombay rates, is levied on the salt sold, before removal 
from the works, with an aUowanee of 5 per cent, for wastage. 

(2.)—On shipment, the salt is re-weighed, and full duty on the quantity 
by which the rc-weighment may fall short of the first weighment, 
recovered from the wastage allowance. 

(3.)—The Customs authorities in Calcutta levy the difference between the 
Bengal and Bomliay mtes of duty on 95 per cent, of the salt re¬ 
moved from the works, and full Bengal duty on any excess 
landfifl. 

(4.)—^Wastage is allowed only on salt shipped in square-rigged vessels at 
Bombay and Kurrachee for export to Calcutta. 

3. The Governor Geneial in Council authorises the extension of this 
system to shipments of salt from Bombay and Kurrachee to the port of Madras 
and to any other ports in the Madias I’residency when?, in the opinion of His 
Grace the Governor in Council, the Preventive Estahlishmcnts are maintained 
on such a footing that no loss to the revenue may be apprehended from their 
inefficiency or dislionesty. 

4. In connection w’ith the question tlius, proA'isionally, settled, the Gov¬ 
ernor'Gk?n(?ral in Council has reviewed tin? present praetic<‘ liy wiiieh duty is 
levied in advance on salt shipped from Bombay to other parts of British India. 

5. It appears to the Government of India that the advantages claimed 
for this precaution an? more th.an counterbalanced by the heavy burdtm which 
it imposes ui>on the salt trade. Public policy najuires that* no restrictions, 
which can be disptmsed with without danger to the revmiue, should he i>lacc?(l 
upon the movement of salt : the duty is necesssirily a hea^’y weight on the 
trade, and any fiscal arrangement that aggravates the burden is prbna. facie 
a grave evil. 

6. The prepayment of duty in Bombay does not seem to he essential for 
the protection of the revenue, which may be adequately safe-guarded by the 
exaction of a bond before the removal of tlie salt. 

7. His Excellency in Council has accordingly resolv(‘d that duty need not, 
in future, h<‘ levied on salt removed in bags, for sliijnnent, by a square-rigged 
vessel from Bombay or Kurrachet? to Calcutta, Madras, or such other ports 
in the Madras Presidency as may he named by tlu? Government of that Pre¬ 
sidency, and that, subject to the reservation in paragraph 8, such shipment 
shall be permitted under the following Rules :— 

(i) —Before salt is thus removed for shipment, the owner shall bind him¬ 

self to ])ay duty, at the rate at which duty is levi(?d upon salt at 
the port of <*x])ort, u]>on any weight by which the salt may, on 
weighment into the vessel, be found to fall short of the weight 
removed for shipment. 

(ii) —The own<?r shall also bind himself to pay duty at the rate at which 

duty is levied upon s.alt at the. port of in*ij)ort on all the salt 
aetually discharged at smdi port and on all the delieiency in 
•weight in exces® of the authonsed allowan(!o for wastage. 

(iii) —The wJiolc cargo .- it;. 11 he hypothecated under the bond, which 

shall further provide for the delivery of ^he cargo at the port 
r)f import by a fixed date. 

8. The Customs authoritie.s at the port of shipment may, at their discre¬ 
tion, require* the bond i>f some second }M?r.son oli substance, or even Avithhold the 
privilege of shipment und(?r bond in any case? in which th(?y may find sufficient 
reason lor doing so. But, as salt thus sliipped ‘under bond cannot he con¬ 
sumed witlujut the |)ayment of duty, the dcpof.Il of Government paper as 
security will not, ordinarily, he necessary, and no other such onerous conditions 
should .he imposed as to neutralise the advantage to the trade of the present 

concession, which the Customs authorities should carefully endeavour to secure 
• for it. • 
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9. Duty may, however, be levied as at present, if the owner of the. salt 
voluntarily prefers so to pay it, to binding himself under the rules contained in 
paragraph 7.

Ordered, that the foregoing Resolution he published in the* Qazette of 
Indiot and forwarded, for infonnation and guidance, to the Governments of 
Madras, Bombay, and Bengal.

(i) who is not a commissioned military officer or an officer 
of the Su])crior Engineer or Account Establishment of 
the Public; "Worlvs l)cpai*tment; 

(ii> whose salary is not less than Rs. 15 ; 

(iii) Avho is not serving under a special covenant; or, if he 

is so serving, has, nevertheless, signified, in writing, 
his desire to be admitted to the benefits of these rules; 
and, 

(iv) who joins the public service in the State Railway De- 

])artment, after the 1st Eel)ruary 1880; or, if behave 
joined earlier, either is ])romoted after tliat date, or 
signiiies, in writing, his desire to be admitted to the bene¬ 
fits of these rules : 

(<?) “ Savings Bank ” means a Government Savings Bank opened under 
Bnlc II :

(A) “ Interesl ” includes compound interest;

(y) “Bonus” means a bonus added to a deposit under Rule VII, 
with the interest accruing thci*eon : 

II. —A Government Savings Bank, of wdiieh the manager shall be Secre- 
ary, shall be opened in the office of every manager. 

HI.—With effect from the 1st January 1880, each manager shall deduct 
ind withhold the following sums from t he salaiy of every servant employed under 
lim and deposit them in the Savings Bank on behalf of the said servant, 
lamely— 

•(a) Erom each Rupee of the salary of every married servant, or 
widower wdth children dependent on him, not being of puivily 
Asiatic descent, and of any other servant who may in MTiting 
,80 desire, the manager shall deduct one anna: 

(6) From each Rupee of the salary of every other servant thd^ 
manager shall deduct half-an-anna. 
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. IV.— As soon as tlio Roronuo Account of a State Hail way for a half-year if 
made up, oiio-lialf p(‘r centuui of the ascertained net carnin{:f8 during tin 
half-y(\ar, shall, sul)j(?ct to the proviso in Huh? Y, at the discretion of the 
Governineut, and till fni’llier orders, he provisionally distributed as bonus 
among the Ubpositors of tlu? railway, in ])ro]H)rtion to the coiJii>ulsory deposits 
made on their behalf during the said balf-yar. 

V.—Tf the net earnings of the whole calendar year exceed 4^- y)er cent, upon 
the caintal cost of the railway, an additional one-half i)er centum, making, 
in such case, one per centum of the net earnings for tin* Avhole year, shall be 
])roYisionully distributed in like manner, and subject to the same conditions. 
Provided that the bffinises distrihnted among the depositors of any railway in 
one year or half-yc'ar shall in no case i‘xee(?d the e.ompuLsoiy deposits on 
their behalf during the same ])eriod. 

VI'.—If the. bonus ealculati'd undin* Rule IV ap]>ears to thi' Government, 
in any case, iiisutlieient, the Government of India will d<\al with the easi'spe¬ 
cially according to its discriMion ; but subject always to the jfroviso in Rule V.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


Tiii.s Hill has been prepared, at the instance of the Chief Commissioner of British Burma, 
with a view to facilitating the ojiorations of the survey which has bt?en undertaken by the 
Government in connection with the revenue-settlement of that province. 

2. Sections 3 to 10 give the jiowers required for the demarcation of boundaries. They 
empower the Demarcation-officer to enter upon the land and to summon those interested in the 
demarcation to jioint out the boundaries, aid him in setting up boundary-marks and afford 
such other assistance as may be required. 

They further cmj>owcr him to require a boundary-line to bo cleared of jungle, fences 
or croj)s, when this is necessary for the purpose of demarcating it; but where any loss is caused 
by such cleai’ance, comjiensation will be paid. 

3. It is believed that the cases in which any dispute will arise regarding a boundary will bo 
rare. Where any suchdisjuite docs arise, the Demarcation-officer will, after a summary enquiry, 
lay down the boundary provisionally, the final determination of the matter being reserved for 
a later stage of the proceedings. 

4. The Demarcation-officer is, lastly, empowered to erect such boundary-marks as he thinks 
fit, and charge the cost of erecting tluan to the persons interested. W^here the boundary is 
undisputed, those marks would usually bo of a substantial and permanent nature. On the other 
hand, where there is a dispute, the marks erected at this stage would be such as would be 
merely suflicient to fix the line pending the determination of the dispute. 

5. On the completion of the den;arcution the Demarcafion-oflleer will sidimit a report of his 
proceedings, including such ma]>s as he has pre])are<l, to the Boundary-officer. The Boundary- 
officer will be an officer qualified to exercise regular judicial functions, and it will be his duty to 
try out and decide as a Court of first instance all disputes as to boundaries and all objections 
taken to the procctnlings of the Demarcation-officer. From his decisions an appeal will lie to the 
Commissioner of the division, and in certain ciiscs a further appeal to the Judicial Commissioner. 

Where there is no dispute or object ion, a formal order will be passed by the Bound ary-officer 
eontirmiug the demarcation made W.* the Demarcation-officer. W^here there is a dispute or 
objection, the case will stand over uj^l such dispute or objection has been finally disposiid of. 

6. When the boundary has ^>cen finally settled, the Boundary-officer will, if permanent 

boundary-marks liavc not already been ercoted along it, cause such marks to be erected, charging 
the cost to those interested, and will then issue a notice placing all boundary-marks, whether 
erected by his order or by order of the Demarcation-officer, under the charge of the landholders, 
who will thenceforward be responsible for their protection. • - .

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7. As it is understood that the professional surveyors enijaged in the Cadastral Survey 
will, in orfer proj*erly to discharge their duties, need eertiiin of the powers conferred hy the 
Bill on Demarcation-officers, the Chief Commissioner is, by section 28, empowered to invest with 
those powers any officer appointed by the Government to make a survey of any land. 

8. ^e only other point which appears to call for notice in connection with the o])erationB 
to be undertoken ttnder the Bill is, that, by section 32, the Chief Commissioner is emjww'ered to 
make rules for (among other matters) the collection and record of such information as it is 
ominarily the practice to collect in connection with a survey or settlement. 

9. The concluding section of the Bill, which provides for the validation of past proeeed- 
ings, hM been taken from a draft submitted by the Chief Commissioner. The Chief Commis¬ 
sioner h^ been addressed regarding it, and his reply will be submitted to the Select Commit¬ 
tee to which it is projiosed to refer the Bill; in the meantime the details cannot be considered 
as finally settled.

Statement op Objects and Reasons. 

The Government of Bombay has lately re¬ 
presented that the repeal of section .31) of the 
Bombay Civil Courts Act, 1869, by the Repealing 
Act, 1876, has deprived that Government of a 
power it formerly possessed under that section of 
from time to time altering the limits of the local 
jurisdiction of the Subordinate Judges. It seems 
to the Government of India that the section in 
question rather assumed the existence of such a 
power than conferred it; but, as it is quite clear 
that the Local Government should possess such a 
power, the present Bill has been prepared to confer 
it. It merely adds to the Bombay Civil Courts 
Act, 1869, a section conferring power on the Gov¬ 
ernor of Bombay in Coimcil to fix and alter the 
local limits of the ordinary jurisdiction of the 
Subordinate Judges, and validates such orders as 
may have already been issued fixing or altering 
such limits.

lovemor General in Council our opinion as follows : 
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“ the question of giving a Civil Code to India was no longer an open one.” 
The only question, one of great practieal difficulty, has been as to “ the best 
machinery for carrying on Indian codification.” In what precise sense “ code ” 
and “ codification ” have been used, and whether they have always been used 
in the same sense, is not perhaps quite certain; but for practical }mrposes the 
words may bo taken, w'^e ai)prchend, as referring to the systematic legislation 
resulting in such works as the Succession Act, the Penal Code, and the Codes of 
Civil and Criminal Procedure. A Code as applied to the laws just named 
means an orderly and systematic arrangement of the rules relating to some 
well-marked department of the field of junil rights and duties. In its larger 
sense of a general assemblage of all the laws of a community no attempt has 
as yet been made in this country to satisfy the conception of a Code. The 
time for its realization has manifestly not arrived. The rapid changes going 
on in social reflations make it difficult to ai)preciate the exac.t extent to which 
law's of even a limited scope have furthered or retarded progress. The 
different princqfies involved in them have not been so wTOUght out to their 
final conseeiuences that their ultimate consistency or inconsistency and their 
relative value can be pronounced on with absolute confidence. When the effects 
of tlic sj)ccial laws have been asccrtain<fd by their persistence under varying 
circumstances, the causes will become apparent by comj>arison, and the general 
princij)les will be established, on the suitability of which to the people and 
their circumstances it w ill then be safe to procc<*d in the work of final consoli¬ 
dation and arrangement. In thtj meantime, codification in the less ambitious 
sense may properly proceed in meeting exigencies which daily experience brings 
to light along with the materials out of w hich the ajfpropriate fabric may in 
each case be formed. 

2. This, as we understand it, was the general idea of legislation whit:h the 
Government of India intended to insist on in its letter No. 34*, dated 10th Atay, 
1877. After pointing out the positive gaps in the systeni which must needs be 
filled up, that letter says that the “ task of arranging scientifically the various 
chai)ters of the Civil Code thus produced would then remain.” 

It has been objected that this plan of ultimate scientific arrangement 
“ seems to mix up two radically diff<u’cnt w'ays of looking at law,” namely, 
that which may be called the historical, in that it simply gathers up in orderly 
synthesis the results of ascerhiined development, and the abstract, or as it has 
been called the anti-historical, method, which, taking its stand on the “ pei*ma- 
nent elements of society and human nature,” w'oiks out from these “ an orderly 
exposition of fundamental princijdes,” “ followed by a statement of all their 
leading practical applications.” We have to confess that we are unable to 
perceive the inconsistency comidained of, or to appreciate the force of the 
argument adduced in support of the recommendation that, w'hilc particular 
sections of a complete and systematic body of civil law am proceeded with, the 
notion of their eventual combination in due co-ordination as parts of a single 
and general Code ought to be abandoned. 

3. Although it is necessary,, in the circumstances under which Indian 

legislation is carried on, to deal with the several branches of the law by distinct 
Acts, yet the ultimate design of forming these Acts into a general Code ought 
never, in our opinion, to be lost sight of. Every Statute, if it is to Ixs self- 
consistent and duly proportioned, must be framed with r<;ference to some central 
group of ideas which dominate the whole work. In constructing a system of 
laws the same imnciple should prevail. Although the rule of construing by 
reference to each other all laws wiiich i ■ late to the same matter docs not 
extend to Statutes relating to different subjects, yet it is obvious that the same 
principles may Ikj involved in Acts which bL^r oil very different departments 
of civil rights and duties. The impressions rec!ei\ed from a study and applica¬ 
tion of one branch of the law cannot be cast off in expounding and applying 
another ; nor is it i)ossiblc that really just and philosophical conccj)tions of law 
as an organic structure should gain possession of the minds of the community, 
or of the legal profession, unless the minor generalizations embodied 

in particmar laws centre in higher generalizations drawn from the elementary 
truths ol human nature and experience. XJnlcss such a co-ordinating influence 
wallowed to operate, the development of the law, and the social growth of 
the commumty so far as it is affected by the law, must proceed irregularly

predominance whioh are at the same time gained in another by a different set 
of ideas. In the course of time and the complications of human a^airs the two 
come into collision. One must give way, and yet neither can do Iso without 
litigation, waste of ener^, and personal suffering. Nothing less, perhaps, 
than an infallible prescience of events, together with a power and precision of 
language not yet vouchsafed to man, would enable a legislature to construct a 
system of laws involving in all its ramifications no inconsistency or want of 
adaptation to its intended purposes; hut that affords no reason why the inevit¬ 
able shortcomings should be aggravated by inattention. If a Code cannot be 
thrown off, as wo know it cannot, by one effort of a wise and comprehensive 
intellect, the alternative system should be brought as nearly as possible to such 
a production by being animated throughout with a uniform spirit and logical 
method, securing, so far as may be, an essential harmony amid multitudinous 
details. 

d). It is true that wdien legislation proceeds by special laws, more complete 
and minute attention is paid to the detailed provisions called for by the 
particular circumstances dealt with. But in the practical application of such 
laws it often becomes e^ddent through the logicjal development of one set of 
rules that it has jiroceeded upon an underlying concejition inconsistent with the 
radical idea or gi'oup of ideas involved in another special law. As tlie relations, 
then, which have revealed the latent antinomy are likely to arise again and 
again, it bectanes necessary to subjugate the one principle to the other either 
by formal legislation or by a forced method of interpretation, with the injurious 
consequences to which we have adverted. In the case of a Code such a result 
can hardly arise. The leading ideas of legal relation govern the whole, and the 
develoiimcnt of each part is w'orked out harmoniously on the same general basis* 
of rights and duties, ho-wever they in detail may be modified by the particular 
kind of activity that has to be enforced or controlled, or the kind of physical 
objects to wdncli they arc directed. Such is the consummation to which legis¬ 
lation pursued in a philosophical spirit must nettessarily tend ; but in India"we 
have not at hand such materials as those out of wdiich the Homan Code and the 
modern Codes of Europe were formed. The responses of a long succession of 
jurisiunidents, the commentaries of the legists extending over centuries, are 
wanting. Society itself, profoundly altered in external conditions, and subject¬ 
ed to the operation of conflicting currents of thought, is in a state of flux, the 
result of whitjh may differ wddely fi-om the course of evolution of modem 
institutions in Euroj)e from their germs in the dark ages. We must provide 
not only for pcmiancnt needs but for pressing exigencies of the passing time ; 
yet, in proportion as great changes are unsuitable, Ave ought, so far as we can, 
to introduce amongst the materials of the future some constant and stable ele¬ 
ments, the virtue of which has been piw^cd by the test of time and of manifold 
exixiriment; and which it may reasonably be expected will give .a ionc and 
character to the whole system in which they are incor})orated. Englishmen, 
indeed, brought up in the midst of influences which give to them so marked 
and jxjculiar a political character, will move spontaneously along lines in 
legislation, as in other fields of action, determined for them in a gi-eat measure 
by their own history and their law. Their general tendency will be pretty 
uniform; but this should not exclude the careful analysis of all that the past 
and the present of English law and English ideas offer for our adoption, the 
conscious selection fi’om the mass of those principles which promise to bo most 
strong, fruitful and beneficent, and the persistent endeavour to give them 
recognition and a governing influence throughout the fragmentary legislation 
to which for some time and for sajpue purposes we arc confined. The separate 
laws, being thus controlled, wil^ho in the main consistent and capable at the 
proper time, without any harsh disturbance of interests, and almost without a 
percoptiblq break of continuity, of uniting into a single and well-compacted 
general Code. 

6. These principles, of the highest importance yet too obvious almost for 
statement but tliat they have been called in question by an eminent authority, 
are, as we think, misrepresented, or at least not correctly presented, by the 
comparison drawn between legislation and house-building. No one, we sup¬ 
pose, would bo so foolish, except in a simile, as to say “ I will first build the 
rooms 1 want and then devise the eround-nlan of the house.** What a sensible 
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man, having a reasonable anticipation of his future fortune and necessities with 
limited present means, would do would be to build rooni after room as he could 
afford it according to a plan laid down from the first, but not so immutably fixed as 
to admit of no adaptation to circumstances. This is the analogy, if any, which we 
think ought to be drawn; and if, coming closer to the matter in hand, we could 
suppose the English law to have been fostered and controlled in its earlier 
stages by a wide and clear apprehension of general principles, it is impossible 
to doubt that it would have conferred through many generations greater bless¬ 
ings, at a much less cost, than in fact it has done to the people amongst whom 
it grew up. The Roman law, being in theory ajm g^tiwn, freed so far as its 
constructors could free it from the narrowing peculiarities of a pa^icular people, 
has been found more rich in general principles covering a variety of circum¬ 
stances than the insular product of our own history and character. From the 
English law, then, we must not take at random, but choose such materials and 
such models for the structure we have to raise in India as will fit appropriately 
into a design, however remote in its accomplishment, congruous _ and symme¬ 
trical in the relation of its parts, and adapted, as far as human foresight extends, 
to the place, to the people, and to their hoped-for share in the general progress 
of civilized men. 

6. We would not have it supposed that in thus vindicating the beneficial 
effect, and the necessity even, of a constant attention to uniform and expansive 
general principles in legislation, we in any way underrate the importance of 
the historical and of the practical elements of the work. Tlie growth of law is 
always going on. It is the upshot of a contention ever renewed of rival 
interests and conflicting tendencies of thought. It thus reflects the material 
and moral growth of the nation. The historical clement of existing law as 
disclosed in actual usage and the decisions of the Courts as well as in special 
legislation must never, therefore, be disregarded. But by the aid of compara¬ 
tive jiirisprudence we may arrive at such clear conceptions of the life, growth 
and death of legal ideas in the several stages of social and moral progiess that 
we can with a great degree of probability forecast what is already, and will 
more certainly bt), felt as an incumbrance, and remove it. We may determine, 
at least approximately, what w ill fit into the general sphere of national thought 
of which the legal region is but a segment, and introduce it from another sys¬ 
tem in which it has already been submitted to exjieriment. Wo may labour 
with a fuller consciousness of the general ends to bo pursued so as to woi*k pa¬ 
rallel to the legislation of the most advanced and prosperous countries. It is of 
the nature of the human mind and character to be deeply impressed by an 
orderly development of consequences from received pidnciples, even when that 
development takes a course different from what unaidtxl instinct and the first 
rude necessities of practice would have suggested. Thus, by timely legislation, 
taking just account of existing legal conditions as an outgrowth of the past 
and a necessary basis of the future, we may save the (jommunity many painful 
experiences, put it into possession of the fruits of others’ labours and pains, 
and hasten by whole generations its entry into the great procession of the 
nations towards a uniformity of laws foimdcd on uniformity in the conception 
of right and of the essential elements of human welfare. 


7. In attempting to carry out such a scheme it is, perhaps, more difficult 
to determine, at any given moment, exactly what legal needs exist to be satisfied 
than to devise the laws which for the time will satisfy them. It is still harder 
to determine in what precise form and measure an infusion from a foreign 
system is capable of forming a vital adhesion t?t> .the existing body so as to supply 
an obvious deficiency, or even give a stimulus to its natural growth. The 
legislature, then, should be in close and appreciative communication with the 
felt necessities and the active thought of the society for which it is to work. 
It must be quick to discern permanent tendencies amon^t the temporary 
fiAtciuations of popular impulse. Without binding itself in the trammels of 
what has grown effete, it must recognize the existing state of facts as a main 
element of the structure to be raised, and mould them into a symmetrical 
fabric wdth the more universal element drawn from general jurisprudence. 
Hence a necessity not only for an acquaintance with the contents and the 
working of past laws, but for a thorough insight into the actual circumstances 
of the community both in their mutual relation as physicail facts and in the way 
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they are conceived by the mind of the people, in the wishes and aims thus 
generated, and in the moral preparation made by them for the reception 
of some new development or some new combination of principles. W}\cn we see 
the untiring care and precision with which the grounds of chemical or mechan¬ 
ical science are investigated, and the observations and experiments verified again 
and again before a fact is admitted finally as the ground-work of a law, a sense 
of surprise is awakened at the coarse and slovenly inductions, or the purely A 
priori assumptions, on which the spirit of system is too often content to build in 
the science of human action. The true use of a system is to co-ordinate the 
facts, not to neglect or in an arbitrary way to admit or to exehxde them. The 
true purpose of a Code is to further the moral and material progress of a 
people by fostering a general harmony of thought and action, and by employ¬ 
ing all the means afforded by existing conditions for ensuring a future ameli¬ 
oration. There must, then, be exacd and sympath(d.ic observation leading to 
true insight; there must bo development; there must also be adoption and 
appropriation; but all without waste of force, and without neglect of any 
element whicli by its unacknowledged presence will set all calculations at 
fault. 

8. In India itself a different set of oT)jections has been raised to any 
attempt at scientific legislation. Collect, it is said, and groui) the existing facts 
of custom and practice, and leave the future wholly to natural development. 
The answer is that, essential as an exact ascertainment of the fjwds of the 
society and of tlunr true relations is to the higislator, a sound theory is just 
as essential. It is a sound and comprehemsivej theory which in h'gal as in 
physical science alone gives life to the materials which it embraces. Such a 
theory in any department of human thought can be formed only by careful 
and continued reflexion on a copious stortj both of facts and t>f subsidiary 
theories by Avhich the facts are viewed and (dassed according to various methods- 
of arrangement. It im])lies the exercise of intelligence unbiassed by any 
]>redilection except for the truth, a readiness to atreept all the teachings of 
exjM'rience, where it iK)iuts out what is immediately expedient as well as what 
is permanently necessary. The contempt for theory which is f<dt by some men 
of consid(?rable obsenwing powers is, in truth, a cont(an])t for all thaf. makes 
their observations valuabh*. They are themselves the slaves, not unfrecjuently, 
of jiartial theories qualified by mere inconsistencies, wiiich (;an be reconciled 
only by reference to some higher point of union at which a wider generalization 
stands ready to reconcile seemingly dis(;ordant facts. A merti empiritjal acquaint- 
antre Avitli affairs may become a snare in the j)rcsence of new comhinations ; and 
in meeting the foreseen difliculties of the futm'c, it is unssife to yiedd to the 
suggestions of unsysfcmatic thought, or of no thought at all, which are dear to 
indolences dogmatism and mental impatience. 

9. Objections of the kind that we have just been considering lun'c in the last 
few years been urged so strongly, and oven vehemeiutly, in this countiy against 
all comprehensive legislation whatever, that we may be pardoned for examin¬ 
ing the arguments that liave been emjdoyed by reference in somewhat more 
detail to the teachings of history and of social scicmce. It would sivnn as 
though a reaction of lassitude had quenched the energu^s f)f many distinguished 
atlministrators when we find them shrinking from ])rojeets wdiiidi a few’ years 
.ago they w’ould havti heartily welcomed. Jjcgislntion g('nerally has for tlu'. 
time become distast<d'ul, sio'entificr legislation a kind of bugbear. It secerns to 
be thought that the etfoid, of grasping the luwv necessities can he avoided by a 
sinijde folding of the hands : it- is overlooked that the times of great adminis- 
tnitive progress in India have b(‘en the tinu's also of great legislative actiA’ity. 
Society, it is in substamn^ asscndi^l, enn ])rovide for its jural nijeds Avithout any 
intcrAmntion of the h'gislatiu’o^^lnd such intervention, being unnecessary, w’ill 
almost cf'rtainly be mischievous. That tln're is much that is plausible in these 
arguments (iannot be denied ; but avc believt; they have no solid foundation and 
Avould haVdiy have beim thought of but for tlnur accordance wdth the tcmdency 
which for the moment is dominant in the minds of their authors. ^Vc think 
that active legislation is essential to the political licjilth of a growing society ; 
that it meeds needs Avhicli cannot otherwise be satisfied, and that the more 
syst(5matic it is, proA’ided the system itself is a moderately good one, the more 
Ijcuelujial it will bt; in its operation and influeneo. 

10. A sense of the necessity for fixed law’s is one of the earliest sentiments 
of every settled community. It rests on the constraining influence of habit, a 
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centripetal instinct and the perception of utility according to the dominant 
notions of the general good. The physical circumstances and the prevailing 
beliefs of ,a people form an environment or nidus in wliich the common tenden¬ 
cies of human nature are developed in a tribal or national form which ^ then 
nacts strongly upon the elements from which it sprung. Thus a people s law 
composed of a universal and an individual element bt^comes as characteristic 
as its language. It presents itself in concrete forms the suitability of which is 
immediately apprehended by the popular consciousness, or which are rather 
determined by it in the very process of germinat ion. By time and use wliat 
was vague and unorganized becomes in a measure fixed and symmetrical. Tlio 
yet unrecognized working is felt of the instinct of order and system ; a new or 
unfixed rule of convenience is moulded to a form consistent with the general 
spirit of the received custom by the influence of association and a sense of con- 
gruity; while the lapse of years surrounds with a sacred halo those earlier laws 
which are linked with the dim and magnified traditions of the past. 

11. As a community advances, the extension of its territory, the separa¬ 
tion of emiiloyments, the multiplied forms of individual development, enfeeble 
the common consciousness of legal right wliich made its earlier law. In the 
subordinate aggregations which form towns and villages, as in those dixusions 
of the people which compose different classes, a unity of feeling springing from 
local neighbourliood, similar pursuits or identity of moral tendency still gives 
birth from a contact with new circumstances to usages whose fitm^ss is recog¬ 
nized, and causes their reception as rules of custom. In the wider si»lu?re of 
general law the requisite develojiments have to lK^ effech^d by scientific evolu¬ 
tion from the e.arlier established principles insensibly modified by the medium 
in which Courts and jurists work,* or by positive legislation on the part of the 
sovereign authority. The capacity for a spontaneous development of law in the 
peoph? wanes as the facts to be regulated gixiw more com]d<;x. A sense of c*oiu- 
parativi! imbi'cility in the presentee of the mori^ definite and jialpablc embodiment 
of the public force depiives its law-creative faculty of liveliiu'ss and vigour.t 
Th(! cloudy suggestions which come from this source encounter as to all the 
great inti'rests of soidety the clear-cut provisions of a written law. New ideas 
grow up, new' discfivcries are made, giving rise to new institutions, fashions and 
employments. An individualism and indejiendence of action have nw^anwhilc 
IxKfome possible and prevalent which submit to no eontiv)! less poAv<‘rful than 
th.at of the whoh'. State. It is then the legislature alone which can pronounce 
the doom of effete laws and perform a wnrlc of reconstruction answering to the 
s})in‘t and the needs of each successive generation. 

12. Now this, which is true of communities in general, is in a peculiar 
ilcgnje true of the great community of British India. The a])]iosition at almost 
t^very conetdvable point of all that is oldest with all that is ncw<‘st in civiliza¬ 
tion has produced groupings of fact and jural nec(‘ssities with whiidi it was 
impossible tliat the indigenous law should be able to coyic. The h*gal conscious¬ 
ness of a people bound in the chains of caste and trahtion could not develop 
itsidf concun’ently with the new physical and moral (diangi s brought in by the 
masterful foreigner. Those only who were familiar with the actual working of 
the new order of things, though in a different region, could hope to frame laws 
approfiriate to the new world they were creating. The introduction of the English 
law’, or of legislation founded on the English law, into Biitish India may Iw com¬ 
pared with the general adoption in Europe in the Middle Ages, and especially 
in Germany, of the Roman law, though the rate of changi! is infinitely faster. 
In the slowdy-won victory of the enlightened classes over the dull persistence 
of tlu;ir ignorant countrymen, the dillhsion of n<wv ideas and the creation of new 
wants and new sensibilities produced in the ju 5 (d sphere a craving for regidations 
which couhl not be built up upon the rude fraTh«work of Teutonic tradition. 
The official diqiositories and mouth-pieces of custom found no fonnulas quiti^ 
adapted to the now' c!xigcnci(is, while tin* Oivil law’ presented in a consistent

crea^ energy on the part of the Oovernment, and rcntrallzcd legislHiinn took the place of customary law, os it alone 
eciuld provide for the exteuded rdutxoui springing from a freer and wider^ruuging activity. 
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system ]^lam rules for dafly needs, which yet conformed to general principles 
of the widest application. There was no need to find out through oosPy failures 
the way to sound conclusions. The requisite experiment had been made, aTvH 
the result so expressed as to produce instant conviction. Thus, the Roman law 
took its place beside the Customary law, and in the course of generations went 
far to supersede it. Anomalies in time grew up in this system of double origin. 
There were inconsistencies of judicial decision and a wilderness of contradictory 
literature. The Code of Frederick the Great first attempted a thorough-going 
remedy. The Austrian Code followed; and then the Code Napol<Son collecting 
the opinions of the great legists of France became a model, even in its errore 
and defects, for half the continent of Europe. 

13. We may gather from this retrospect that the influence of English 
government, of an English mercantile class, of English literature, and acquaint¬ 
ance with English institutions, made the adoption of the English law in its 
loading principles an inevitable necessity for modem India. The new condi¬ 
tions of social existence raised questions to wliich the indigenous law gave no 
answer, or worse than none. Recourse was instinctively had to the law which 
furnished the reijuisite solutions, and its decisions once admitted in a few 
cases exacted conformity throughout a wide area to the principles on which 
they rested in order to prevent obvious and glaring contradictions. The 
English race could cfToctivcly construct—could even imitate—no civilization 
but the English; and of this the English Law is a vital part. Step by step it 
made its way by occasional direct legislation, by methods of exposition and by 
the judgments of the Courts in a fragmentary way into every comer of the 
country. Mufassal munsifs, speaking no language but their vernacular, were 
told at last by a Chief Justice through their superiors that they were bound to 
dispose of the litigation of IMarjithas according to the principles of English law , 
which the Courts at Westminster would bring to bear on the same cases.* 
'I’his, which might secmi a reduclU) ad nlmirdum of the assumptions on which 
the highest Courts of India had for years proceeded, was after all not a mere 
logical disproof of the premises fi’om wliicjh it was inferred. It was but a 
somewhat premature anticipation of the rt«ult to which things were inevitably 
tending. The earlier and more obvious works of codification—the Criminal 
Codes and the Code of Civil Procedure—had then already been produced; but 
it. was noAV demonstrated that a more searching and laborious task must be 
undertaken. In the new difficulties which were daOy arising, the Native 
judges, cut off by an elaborjite education fnjm sympathetic accord with the 
thought of their own people, ill-read in their own legal literature and thorough¬ 
ly (conscious of the. tests Ijy which their abilities would be appraised, would 
rt*soi-t for guidances to th(i English text-lwoks—to them and to judgments of 
the High Courts steoj)e<l thoroughly in English law, as might bo expected from 
judges long familiar with the lore of the reports. 33y the Appellate judges 
the d(*croes of the lower Comts would be approved or condemned, an impi-ovc<l 
I'cading of the English law only Ixjing substituU*d for a defective one, and the 
<*hain of precedent at every step growing stnmgor. A system having won 
aciceptancc, no individual judge, however enlightened and sensible, could set 
bounds to its predominance. Even the terms of the English Real I^roperty 
l.aw, drawm sti’aight from the feudal system, have become, nith all their mis¬ 
leading connotations, a part of the common vocabulary of the Couri.s. 

14. Fi*om sutdi an irregular and liaphazard mixture of incongruous sys- 
ttmis, some kind of order would in time no doubt have bo<'n evolved by the 
Coui’ts. Rut the time might be a v<;ry long one—^all the longer on account of 
th<‘ replenishing of the High Courts periodically by barristers sent straight 
I'rom England, and thei*eforc, h^’^'er able, strangei’s necessarily for some time 
to the special baidencies of thought, and the spechil ways of confronting facts, 
projxn* to tlui Indian lawyt^r. Meanwhile, the people would suffer from uncer¬ 
tainty, and the law become a luxury for the rich or a gambling excitement for 
men on the brink of insolvency. The Legislature Avas imperatively called on to 
vc'gulate the new development on a mtional appreciation of the principles to bo 
adopted or rejeett'd, of the forms in which they should be grouped and of the 
])ropcr pL'u;<! of cacii greater chapter in the general system of hxw. A Code, in 
short, had become* necessary in order to prevent the endless litigation, the 
riunous losses, the manifold embarrassments and the discouragement^ to traffic

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and enterprise wMeh would attend the slow formation of a eompletc body of 
law by the wasteful process of natural selection. The necessity has not dimi¬ 
nished witfi time. On the contrai-y, such progress as has been made, as it has 
rested on an assumption of principles drami directly or by generalization from 
the English system, has given to those pi'inciph’s a rangti of influence,—has so 
imbedded them in the living body of the Indian law—^that all further growth 
of the jural system must in some way confoma to them. The choice is heUveen 
the halting and contradictory action of the Courts and of chance usages grow¬ 
ing up amongst a miscellaneous j) 0 ]mlation and the systematic action of the 
Legislature, taking all apj)re<uahle conditions into a<*count and aiming constantly 
at reducing the law not only to substantial accordance with actual necessities, 
but to the most siinjjle, consistent and intelligible form.* 

15. The work, moreover, must be one of cautious discrimination as well as 
of organization. ITie marked characteristic of the English law, in spite of a 
much largtir infusion of the Roman system than our luwyc'rs are, or were, will¬ 
ing to admit, is its insularity, its shrinking from general priucipl<?s, its bit-by-bit 
growth on the results of particular cases. This empirical pi'ocess has cau.scd 
our law, no doubt, to grow with our growdh, to miri*or our histoiy and le fit tlu; 
ptsculiar stamp wliich the national character has r<‘creived from our antecedents 
and suiTOundings. Moreover, a body of d(5cisions has been collectwl in tin; 
reports, greatly outnumbering even the 30,000 t'osponm prmlcntum which Tribo- 
nian and his colleagues compiled at th(? bidding of the Emperor Justinian. 
Treated in a n^tilly scientifle sphit, these decisions should be of inestimable 
value to the jurist and legislator. They art* so many expt'riments whicli <;ven 
in their not infretjuent failure are in the hight'st degree instructive;. But it 
must be said that when rtvad without tlu; aid of w’ide generalizations, and with¬ 
out the control of dominant notions drawn from tht; nt'cessary rt'lations of 
organized socit;ty, they may he a t;log to j>rogi*(;ss and a means of almost inlinitc 
divergence from the track along which socit'ty is d<;stiued to move iti tht; coming 
generations. It needs at times a Manslleltl and a Cockbimi to brenk the 
shackles of j)rt;cedcnt, to go bat;k to first principles, and to etluct; from tht‘m 
results which shall place the law onct; mort* abreast t)f tht; novel and extended 
needs of a time wht;n every day brings forth st)nie t;hange. 

16. This law% how^ever, so istdated, so special, so intlifferent to aught but a 
practical grasp of the legal relations which a sin git; society i)rt;si.‘nts for discus- 
sitm, wfe^Vnust of necessity make tht; basis in a great mcasui’t; of the law* t)f 
India. It may serv’^e the pui 7 >ose; but it is certain that the good w ill be mixetl 
in a needless degree w'ith evil unless it be used with prudenct; and sagticity. 
Those peculiarities which adapt it best to England are in somt; rt;spet;ts disquali¬ 
fications in India. From amid the mass of ])i*ect;tlents and proximate rules of 
the practical lawyt;r, the Indian legislator, if his work is to be bont;tit;ial and 
enduring, must seize the central and governing idea, lie must compai*(; it with 
the results arrived at as to the same class of isolations und(!r other systems. If 
he finds a general accordance betw^een them, he may saf(;ly pro(;oed to t;onsider 
how far the special circumstances of the country and tin* people for whom ho 
has to legislate admit, repel, or qualify the application of an ap£)arently univer¬ 
sal principle. Hindu society has its owm laws of unmeasured antiquity. It 
bns its religion closely interwoven with those laws. It has the customs 
which that religion consecrates and springing fresh from ih(; nature; the; 
people. To ignore these facts is to invito failure. It is living be)dy that wu; 
have to deal with, ielentical in some rpspe‘e;fs ivith e>th(;rs of the; same* spt;e;ies, 
but with its inelivieluality and its need fen* inelividaal tr(;atment as w'e;ll mark(;d 
as our eiw n natie)nal character. 


* inurtinn on Uic purtot' the LcgiBlnturc retnnls but dnei) not arroiit IpgiRlatiou. In tboabsoncp of (‘nui:tin(>ntn the 
judge urnkui luw di'rluiing what in the customary luw, nud wlmt rules regulate rights not governed by riistomary law. 

Beyond his own cxperioiire the judge mtist look for niatcTials to the suitor who is interested to sceurc u particular 
decision rather than thii uprurnte nsisertuinment of a usngo or the estahlishmctil of sonnd priiicipips j wlio frecpiontly 
lacks the means rep|uisitie to procure such proof ns may bo availiiblp or to retain a competent udvopiite. In tlip asccr- 
tairtlnmt of tbc cnstouiar}' law, then, tbe Legislature has ordinarily greater facilities than tbe Courts. A proposed law 
is published. Inrurmation can be obtained from the best sources and tested by the experionee of individual inombors, 
who bring to tbe discussion of tbe proposed law experience aci|uireil in the dillereiit districts of the empire or provincti. 
It may bap|)cu, but it must lm|>]ieu less fre<|uently than is possible with tbc impurfcct iniicbinery of Courts of justice, 
that customary law is rejected whore it should bo recognized, or recognized where proof is inadequate. 

In legislating on subjoefs not governed by customary law, the Legislature lias again this advantage over the Courts, 
that before it arrives at u decision, its proposals are published, and criticism from all parts of the umpire invited and 
weighed. 
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17. It is true tlxat in the sphere of^ the criminal law and of procedure 
successful steps have been taken in legislation, governed to a certain' entcnt by 
English analogies. But, if scmtinized, these experiments prove rather the 
necessity of recasting the materials of the English law than the expediency of 
adopting them imdigested, unassayed and immodified. The grounds of penal 
legislation arc much the same everywhere. Murder, theft, araon, forgery, are 
essentially identical wherever a possibility of committing them exists. No 
serious difficulty is found in drawing up parallel tables of equivalent crimes for 
the purposes of extradition-treaties. Procedure, a^in, is a merely mechanical 
process for getting the parties to litigation and their witnesses before the Courts, 
for securing a fair hearing, and for giving effect to the Court’s command. But 
when we come to the laws of property and of the family, a very different set of 
considerations presents itself. The dominion of man over external nature, his 
right over the actions of his neighbour arising from contract, may assume 
endlessly various forms. Ilis personal relations as a husband, father, brother or 
caste-fellow are not only susceptible of infinite variation but touch his 
sensibilities in their tenderest points. In dealing with the substantive private 
law we place ourselves in the very midst of the actual life of the sentient beings 
who look to us ff)r furtherance in hai)piness and prosperity. Every step we 
take is full of the peril of wounding some unknown susceptibility. TJie mass 
of people are incaiiable of proceeding jper saltum to a recognition of the ultimate 
advantages of gi’cat changes which at tbo time jar on their traditional pi’eju- 
dices and rediice them to a state f)f ])uzzled un(!crtainty. 

18. If, then, by means of additional laws we wish to contribute a new 
expansive force to Native so(!i(;ty, we should, first of all, free ourselves from the 
fetters of a too exclusive dt'votion to our own somewhat narrow legal sy8t(>m. 
The work to be; done calls for a wdder survey, for a comparison of syst<;ms and a 
truly philosophical induction. The late Mr. Justice Willcs insisted strongly on 
the advantages of such a method, even for English legislation. He argues for 
“ a really well-considered Code .... embodying improvements suggested by a 
comimrison of our own laws with those of other countiies,” wdiidi, as he truly 
says, “ can hardly all be mistaken.” Whim wo see how one proposition after 
another insisted on by the gii^at continiintal jurists has to force its way after 
years or generations of controversy into the body of English jurisj)rudejK^e, we 
cannot but be stniek with the narrowing efl'ect of an almost purely deductive 
method confining professional genius to a range in no "way commensurate 
with hura.an natui'e, and obstinately refusing admission to any legal principle 
which cfinnot lx; proved ne-cdless by the i)ossibilit,y of referring it directly to 
something already admitted. When one sees the vchmnence with wdiich the 
continental jurists themselves contest some im]>ortant points, a further h‘sson is 
learned of the limitation even of highly cultivated faculties. What fits the 
whole scope of expanding human capacities can be determined only by the 
profound insight of genius; but ordinary intelligence can pronounce 'with 
<!ertainty on the insufficiency or unfitness of many rules for any people or any 
system except those in whose midst they have growm ujj. 

19. How far, and in w hat Icnan, the particular rules accepted in England 
are suited to this country and community is thus in cveiy case a question which 
must be met on grounds, not of mere prejudice or senseless imitation, but accord¬ 
ing to a just analysis of what is proposed and what are the conditions under 
which it is to operate. To answer the question aright, something more than 
mere juristic science must be brought to bear on it. There must be a competent 
knowledge of the existing w'ritten and unwritten law, intimacy with Native 
habits and modes of thought, a set of associations through which the mind of 
the inquin^r is spontaneously all'ectctl w'ith an emotion, or the reflex of an emotion, 
akin to that which will be on any occasion felt by the ordinary Mussulman or 
Hindd. A^large degree of this responsive faculty is no doubt sometimes acquired 
by men of sympatlu^til! toraperament in the work of the Courts, but in general 
it exacts caiiy and familiar relations between the Native and his would-be bene¬ 
factor ; it requires an intercourse kept up in varying positions through several 
years to enable the Euiopean to go outside himself and see how matters 
look from the purely Native point of view. It may not be right or safe 
to accept the view thus presented as conclusive; but it cannot be right simply 
to ignore it. Proceeding on a method of disdain some of our measures may by 
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chance succeed; many of them must necessarily fad. We work in the dark, 
and om’ legislation, heing founded on no appreciative insight into the moral 
nature of the Natives, can never become in its entirety a portion of their intel¬ 
lectual being. “ Government,” as Burke says, “ is a practical thing made for the 
happiness of mankind, not to furnish out a spectacle of uniformity to gratify 
the schemes of visionary politicians;” while the true end of legislation is “to 
follow, not to force, the public inclination, to give a direction, a form, a techni¬ 
cal di’css and a specific sanction to the general sense of the community.” 
The experience of the world, the decay of superstitions, enable us now to go 
back with comparative intellectual freedom to really first principles. In 
pursuing this course, we come upon springs of thought and action common alike 
to Uindu, Mussuhndn and Christian. At these we should pause and appro¬ 
priate all they can yield to us; employ the results with frugal skill, and, having 
thus established the base-line and some of the principal points of our system, 
leave the development of its details to time, to the sure germination of sound 
thoughts and to the aetion of the Courts, continually checked in any tendency 
to aberration by the constraining influence of groat and conspicuous landmarks. 

20. The principles, then, which we attempt to introduce in our legislation, 
and espe(!ially in a Codt?, should be comparatively few, carefully chosen and 
thorouglily approved. They should be cast m a form as far as possible resem¬ 
bling that of rules ab'cady accepted, or appear as the logical outcome of 
already recognized doctrines.* The new law would thus link itself naturally 
to the law' previously existing, blend with it imperceptibly, and form a Iwusis for 
a new departure. It is the chai’actoristie of sound and fruitful principles to 
embrace an ever-widening mass of details within their ojiomtion. Contradic¬ 
tory rules and reasonings are citlier modified or perish before them. Those prin¬ 
ciples w'hich in themselves are consistemt with the elcmentaiy fatjts of human 
nature are sure as matters progi’oss to bo recognized as the proper complement 
of others already accepted. Thus, from step to stej) a logujally organized 
sysbmi is foi-mcd, while by a prt)ccss of r(;action the chara<?tcr of the community 
itself in w'hicdi this process is going on is moulded insensibly to a ilevelopment 
in which the maximum of its beneficial energy can be put forth in the manilold 
lines of activity which the law leaves invitingly open in cveiy direction con¬ 
sistent with the common w'clfare. 

21. The loading principles of a Code, such as we have conceived it, would 
be principles of human nature itstdf, but priuciple.s arrived at by a proc<‘ss 
of scrupulous comparison. Its propositions should be; broad, simple and 
readily intelligiblc.t Their remoter ctmst'qucne.es should be left to be tracked 
tmt by judicial interpretation and the play of the popular consciousness. The 
induction on whic-h they are based should bo w'ide aud accurate for the very 
]iurpose of avoiding entanglement in the details of subordinate and derivative 
principles. A Code thus formed will not retard or hamper progress and develop¬ 
ment : it will afford a new outline to fill up, a n(JW i)latforra to start, from, a new 
impulse to systematic thought. It is conceivable that here and there its rule 
w'iU constitute a barrier in some direction which otherwise the course of social 
evolution would liave taken; but tlie slight obstruction thus caused will be as 
nothing to the positive aid afforded by a w'cll-devised and consistent scheme of 
fundamental laws. Such a scheme, by the standards it sets up, by the mental 
standing points which it provides and imposes, contains the most certain and 
eflectual means of its own further amelioration in the future. As the subtilties 
and complications of human affairs exceed the most sagacious human prevision, 
it will be found in time that some rules are in effect out of harmony with others. 
Some mil correspond to the spontaneous movement of society and some will not. 
It may l>e that those which years before rested* on a more specious support of 
sentiment and reasoning, being in truth the weaker, their inexpediency by 
degrees comes out. The better-founded rules, meanwhile, gain more and more 
on the convictions of the commimity; and a sense of the real incongruousness 
of the two having arisen, the moment has eome for revision and excision. Such 
a process is as inevitable as human work is necessarily imperfect; but a system

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sound as a whole will meanwhile have done much to form the character and 
the turn of legal thought which will make reparation easy and natural without 
any general disturbance. 

22. Due regard being had to the considerations on which we have dwelt, 
it must be admitted that a variety of laws under the same Government is not 
only an <?mbarrassment to the Courts, but an impediment to intercourse and 
fruitful activity. The business of merchants, bankers and carriers, pursued 
under different conditions in different localities, is hampered with difficulties 
which check enterprise resting on nice calculations and adjustments. The 
public law ought to be substantially the same throughout the territories under 
a Government, as otherwise peojde may expose themselves without knowing, 
without having reason to know it, to ruinous penalties. When Caste-laws do 
not restrict intercommunion, uniformity of marriage and family-laws is 
as obviously desirable. The law relating to immoveable property and its 
incidents may well admit of considerable variations according to local cir¬ 
cumstances. Landed estates are usually collected in one province and 
subject to one law; but even when this is not so, little or no practical 
inconvenience arises from a property in Bengal being held on a different 
tenure from one in Madras. Within the sphere of transactions variable at 
the will of those who engage in them, it is in the mutually dependent and 
ever-extending operaiions of commerce that a need of uniformity of law first 
becomes apparent; and thus the law of contracts, first in fragmentary sections 
and then in a systtmatic collection of general principles, claimed early recog¬ 
nition in the formation of the Indian Code. As society with its desnes and 
needs settles down, in various phases of its being, to an approximatdy per¬ 
manent scheme of (ixistence, the tendency to assimilation which in ruder times 
would have extended identical customs over a wider and Avider field appeals 
to the GoA'crnmcnt to elTiict the same objects by legislation. The spirit of the 
community at large spreads by gradual infiltration through the mass of local 
pcHuiliarities and subdues them to ilsdf. Change of dwelling-place and sale 
of land become nn)re frequent; and the necessity is felt of rules for the holding 
of j)r<)perty and for all common transactiojis which will best express the average 
general couA'ictions as to what is beneficial and convenient. 

23. By opi)onents of scientific uniformity in legislation for India Avc arc 
often reminded of the extremely diftV'rent social conditions and stages of pro¬ 
gress attained in different parts of the country. That Aery great differences 
exist is undoubted; hut it is in no way conclusive of the question of systematic, 
as opi)Osed to casual, laA\'-making. Looking at the matter by the light of 
history, we have to admit thai the contrasts in civilization amongst the 
scw'tiral proA'inc-es of the Roman Empire were not less marked than those to be 
ohseiwed m British India. Yet this was not allowed to piAJA'cnt the groAvth and 
apijlitMition of a uniform system of legal princi 2 )les. The praetorian laAV, in 
fact, gained largely by its necessary adaptation to the needs of citizens and 
foreigners alike, an<l its consequent rejection of all tliat was specially local 
and peculiar. Principles of universal application according to the st^dards 
then recognized had to be sought out, because it Avas felt that what was a 
good reason for a rule to a Homan was sometimes no reason at all to a 
foreigner, or even to a provincial. It was in this way that the CiA'il Law gained 
that character of generality which has giA^en it fsuch an ascendancy on the 
Continent of E uroxie. In India analogous conditions must lead to not whoUy 
unlike results. The laAV to bo introduced, or framed out of existing locM 
materials, has always to be tried by the test of its suitability to the varying 
circumstances of the different, provinces. Wha,t is insular or cramped either 
in thought or in expression is thus almost certaiioly eliminated. The central 
ideas of the English law arc, in such works as the Penal Code and the Contract 
Act, cleared from the remnants of a lower stage of organization with which, in 
the English books, and in the English Courts, they are still encumbered, and pre¬ 
sented in a simplicity and generality of expression which has re-acted very, per¬ 
ceptibly on the ideas of law;yors in England. The more searching analysis forced 
by his situation on the Indian lawyer and legislator may thus in the end prove 
highly beneficial both to the science of law, and to its practical application. 

24. Still, exceptions must undoubtedly be made in many cases in which it 
can be seen that what is special and local cannot be made immediately to yield 
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to what is general without a diminution of the people’s happiness. In such 
oases the question occurs, “ lie mal de changer est-il toujours moins grand que le 
mal de souffrir ?”• and it must receive a reasonable and considerate answer. 
But even the most backward districts are by degrees drawn within the general 
circulation of thought and activity. Their people become stamped with much 
the same intellectual TnarTca as their neighbours. Transactions between them 
increase in frequency. After a time himiliarity and liabit have made^ a 
removal of anomalies welcome; and in this way a well-oi^ered unifor^ty 
subdues tract after tract by a perfectly natural process. It is quite possible, 
indeed, that, in the future, provinces which had few or no definite legal ideas 
of their own may become, like Graul in ancient days, remarkable for the 
completeness and tenacity of their adhesion to the new system. In the mean¬ 
time, the existence of necessary exceptions in particular districts is no more a 
reason against a systematic Code in other parts of India, than the operation in 
Scotland or the Channel Islands of their own laws is a reason against a scien¬ 
tific recension of the law of England. 

25. It is not, however, necessary or deshable that a Code, taking it in even 
its narrower sense of an aggregate of the rules in a particular department of 
the law, should include chapters or separate statutes on every branch and sub¬ 
section of the whole subject. As to some of these a change of chcumstances, 
such as the discovery of an entirely now mcaiLS of utilizing property, the 
grou'th or decline of population, or a rapid variation in p(H)ple’s conceptions and 
sentiments, may make it desirable to await the natural evolution of the ik'av 
order of ideas. Custom itself in such cases undt'rgoes a silent nietamor}>hosis, 
which undue urgency would arrest, as it would call in alarm and pi*ejudiee to tlu* 
support of established use and wont, and make reform possible only at the cost 
of ^ssatisfaction and resentment. In other cases wdiolly new institutions, sucli 
as railways or Government currency-notes, have to find by tentative adjustments 
their proper place amongst those already existing. Special and temporary le- 
^slation, and that only, is properly applicable in such instances. By degrees it is 
found out how far the change of facts and of ideas necessitates a permamait en¬ 
largement or modification of accepted general princi])les; and when this has come 
to x)ass, the time has arrived for an incorporation of the special law within the 
general system of tlic Code. In a well-ordered system a place will be ready for it. 

26. A consideration of the first importance in the formation of laws is 
the character of the machinciy by which they Avill be carried into ellect. 
However well devised they may be in substance to meet the needs of the society 
for which they are made, yet if they involve theories and ways of regarding 
the facts they propose to deal with wholly foreign to the eonenjdions of those 
who arc to apply tliem, it is inevitable that variations and errors of practice 
should arise wWch will largely detract from their success. In order that the 
administrator should work in the spirit of the legislator, it is necessary that the 
legislator should first bring himself within the sphere of thought of the 
administrator. He may enlarge and even transform that sjdiere by judicious 
endeavour, but it will not in general ax^it of sudden expansion or thaumaturgic 
change. Human stolidity, the force of habit, the faith in professional 
formulas, the disinclination to analysis of common notions—all these ai’c 
factors in the problem with which the legislator has to deal. If he is bent 
rather on practical effect than theoretic excellence, they retjoncile him to a slow 
march, in which his followers may accomjiany him, as preferable to any flight, 
however brilliant, in which he will be altogether alone. Thus, to make a law 
in India practically beneficial, account must bo taken of the means of profes¬ 
sional education,! of the constitution and relations of the several official ranks,

study them. 'Ihe judges can count on little assistance from the Mufussal Uar in any case tliut falls outsidt' tlie range of 
tbpir dully experience.

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6f the special merits and defects of the administrative class, and the traditions 
in which they have been trained, as well as of the physical situation, tho 
history and oliaracter, of those on whom the law is to operate.' Abstract 
perfection must yield in this as in other ways to the narrowing conditions 
of actual practice and of work to bo done by ordinary oflElcials. This, however, 
is so far from affording any reason against scientific legislation adapted to 
eventual consolidation that it supplies an argument in favour of that course. 
A poor and generally ill-trained class of advocates must derive obvious advant¬ 
ages from the economy and uniformity of method of a well-constructed Code. 
Busy administrators, dealing off-liand with innumerable details, cannot afford 
the time, even if they have the turn of mind, when a legal question arises, for 
sifting a particular Act so as to make themselves by a special study masters of 
what it says and of the spirit in which it has been written. If, however, all 
the prinoip^ Acts are composed on substantially uniform principles and with 
reference to higher unities towards which those principles converge, much of the 
official’s labour is saved. He becomes himself penetrated by the sijirit of the 
Code, and naturally brings to bear on the construction of every passage a method 
of interpretation substantially identical with that of the Legislature itself. The 
consummation is thus furthered, though it may never be quite achieved, of a 
uniformity of administration giving full effect everywhere to uniformity of law. 

27. If, in endeavouring to state the grounds and principles on which, as we 
think, sectional and eventually general codification should proceed in India, we 
have l)ocn led into undue prolixity, a reason or an excuse may be found in the 
existence at this time in this country of a strong current of feeling which is 
opi)osed to all systematic legislation wliatcver. Its influence may not improb¬ 
ably be felt even in England, and by some whose interest in this country entities 
them to a full statement of the reasons on which we would base systematic 
legislation; but, without dwelling on any speculation of that kind, it is, we think, 
highly desirable that in India, and for Indian puri)Ose8, a notion to which 
indolence and arbitrariness incline us to give a too ready welcome should be met, 
and if i)Ossibl(i dissipated. The success of laws dcj>ends in some degree every¬ 
where—^in India in a siiecial degree—on the spirit in which they are received 
and administered: and the zeal of the great body of public functionaries will, 
we believe, bo more heartily engaged in giving effect to a legal system when 
they perceive its solid groundwork and its beneficial aim, A Code framed 
according to the conceptions we have tried to set forth ought not to fail 
in either requisite. It involves no preference of conjoctuml anticipation 
to that clear aj>prehension of fact which is the only sure foundation of 
science. In the sphere of legislation, as in other spheres, true reformation is a 
process of evolution rather than of revolution. The life of a community, as of 
an individual, implies continuity and assimihvtion. Society is a complex aggre¬ 
gate, swayed by inherited tendencies, beliefs and sentiments with respect to 
family-rehitions, to neighbourly rights and duties, to liberty and property, which 
no imrcly speculative plan of legislation would fit. All this is true and of 
unspeakabUi importance; but the same study and experience wluch establish 
its truth reveal also the capacity for progress which every community presents, 
the inunensc efficiency of co-ordinated action, the power to control, to stimulate 
and to mould a national character, of a reasonable. Just and consistent system 
of laws. 

28. It is not necessary or desirable that the prin<?iples of human action, 
and of men’s relations, as they, apptsir separately on ultimate an^ysis, should be 
the ground of a classification of laws or of the subjects^ for legislation. If we 
may resume the comparison to a house, it is plain that in constructing one as 
well as another, the builder must have regard to the same principles as to 
strength and applicability of matorials,^ to the same mechanical laws and the 
same rudiments of design. But a classification of houses—still more of rooms— 
accordipg to the predominance in them of one or the other of these elements of 
their construction would bo of no service for the ordinary uses of life. Eor such 
purposes they are classed according to a set of more obvious external charac¬ 
teristics—their fitness for particular purposes—^not because the others arc'less 
important, but because habit has taught us to expect a general conformity to a 
reasonable standard which on occasion we test in the proper way. The classifi¬ 
cation according to position, shape and fitness brings the objects into connmdon

along a more extended line of useful and practical ideas than one according to 
more ahslrusc resemblances. So in arranging laws, it is not so much tin? undcr- 
lying prinendes of their construction which should determine their classification, 
as the readiness with which particular scries of rules hang together, or group 
themselves about some central doctrine, by a spontaneous association of idivis. 
When we use such words as marriage,” “pai’tnership,”^ “insurance,” each of 
them calls up a train of thought more closely connected in fact, than the artifi¬ 
cial combination of the infinitely various concrete instances embraced under 
such a word as “ contract ” or as “ property.” The use of method in legislation, 
as in arranging the contents of an existing aggregate of law's, is to aid the truti 
conceiition and the recollection of the individual rules, and to bring out most 
forcibly their mutual relations in those respects in which they bear on actual 
practice. A gi’oujiing thus deteimined has somewdiat the same I’clation to a 
purely abstract system, such as Austin favoured, as the natm*al system in 
botany to the Linnocan system. It takes account of the whole being and 
attributes of the objects to be dealt with, instead of ju-operties of them, deter¬ 
minable indwd, but not by their determination bringing sufficiently togelhiT 
those which for the observer have most significance, and thus combining in 
each species the objects which in their totality are for him most really and 
closely relat(id. 

29. Another observation of some im])oi‘tancc with inference to the aiTange- 
ment of laws is that the chronological order of their emergence by no means 
coincides with that which they would occupy cither according to the abstract 
scheme of a speculative jui-ist, or their co-ordination iai a <*om})h*te system.. 
The ijractical needs of a society, arisingfrom its moral and physical cm?umst*ano(‘s, 
may give rise to an institution at a <*om])aratively early stage of its progress, 
the* logical reasons for which are not disengaged for ages afterw ards; while 
simple and obvious rules spring u]) in the latest as in the earliest stage to nicet 
bv slight adjustment some slight change. 'I'lius Austin’s analysis of sov(‘reignty 
and law followed, not preceded, the j)vactical outgrowth of iumimerablc insti¬ 
tutions logically n'ferrible to the notions thus brought into dl.stin<‘tness; an<l in 
the work of practical legislation it would not be ])Ossi])le eitlua- to await a final 
resolution of aggregate right into its irreducible elements, or to make those 
elements, when ascertained, the basis in their crude individuality of sej)arate 
jural structm-cs. The facts with whiidi the law lias to deal are e.ssentially 
complex. It must yield, therefori', to the cross-divisions of human affairs, build 
on organic combinations of primary ideas, and ac<;ept great leading j>i-incii)les 
rather as a pcraicating influence than as a sole or chief ground of discrimination 
from each other of the great chapters of a Code. 

30. The infercmcc from such consid<;rations as well as from the general 
practice of mankind is, that neither the purely abstract principles involved in 
laws, nor their historical relations, however necessary a study of these may be 
for their full comprehension, and for their scientific reconstruction, afford a 
safe or convenient basis for their arrangement.. The great necessary relations 
in society which the laws do not create, but only regulate, are those which, 
combining the largest collections of naturally connected doctrines, suggest the 
best working plan. TJic State, moreover, does not and cannot as such come 
foiward in its law-making capacity until society is already formed and tolerably 
well advanced in a rudimentaiy civilization. Its very existence as a political 
power presupposes a community already by common consent submitting in 
many things to fixed laws. What the sovereign-power, wherever it re.side8, has 
und(?r th(‘sd circumstances to do is, first, to provide for its own continiU‘d exist¬ 
ence, and next for that of the society, by checking the disruptive force of pri¬ 
vate violence. The acquisition and devolution «f pro 2 )erty must already have 
bccomt? subject to customary rules before law in thc'strictest sense becomes ])ossi- 
blc. The governing ideas are modified and defined rather than created by legisla¬ 
tion. The family in some form must have been coeval with, if not priori to, dis¬ 
tinct personal ownership). In its essence it involves a set of relations but very 
partially amenable to external coercive regulation, but its continuity of exist¬ 
ence brings it into connexions with property which at first are recognized and 
then regulated. 

31. In all these cases the State has to deal with relations conforming to 
regular tyxKJS of a permanent or at least durable ^existence, and susceptible of

Htrict regulation. In tlie great field of personal obligations the power of legisla¬ 
tion as bearing on the essentials is comparatively limited. The natural instinct 
of freedom asserts itself in making bargains, and there is no inter^t of the 
community in general to be served by checking its indulgence. The law here 
is concerned rather in facilitating than in controlling the action of individuals. 
But if one fails in the duty he has undertaken to another, the Stalti intervenes, 
and by foi*ce compels him to perform this duty, as it w^ould one directly imposed 
in the public interest, or else to render an equivalent. The intervention must, 
however, bo callcfi for. No interest of the community is so diveidly touched 
that the State should voluntainly step in to reiircss a breach of <;outract. Nor 
is it concom(;d, witliout invitation, to enforce rodi^jss for tin? large <!lfi.ss of 
wrongs, ranging from inappr<?eiably petty injuries at one end of the scale up to 
offences at tlio other. The public is but remotely int<;rested in the conten{ions 
that arise from this source, in which, too, as in cases of contract, the right or 
wrong is s(?ldom all on one side. The general eharactei'istic of both class(‘s of 
obligations is that they can be satisfied by a money-payment,—liqxiidated or 
unliquidated damages,—if not, then by some stii>ulated or comi)ensatoiy act 
cmforeeable in a like way, from whiebever souixjc the obligation has sprung. 
Hero the connecting link which associates cases otherwise very div'crse is tin? 
substantial identity of the remedies, as in family-law it is the identity of physi- 
(;al and moral relations, and in the law of property the identical nature of the 
material obj<‘ct8 of men’s I'ights and duties. 

32. The law of personal capacity lies rather collateml to, than in any rela¬ 
tion of logicral antec(‘dence or s(?{|n(?nce to, the other great branches of tin? law. 
We may regard the imjxersonated State as either addressing its commands only 
to persons of particular conditions, as alone conceived able to obey them, or to 
tin? whoh? body of cilizcms, with following clauses of excepthm in favour of 
those d<?cmed inea})ablo of ])erforming the duties imposed on each man in gen-' 
ei-al. In a Code n'cognizing custt? or other distinctions of I’ace or birth as 
stamjnng an immnfable h'gal character on every subject from the first, the law 
of status in this sense, and the legislation dc'termming it, might in* 02 ?erly take 
j)ree(?deuce of other private haws. It would define certain dominant capacities 

1) y which the whoh? operation of the laws of pi’opc’rty, family, and obligations 
would be peiwaded and modified at every st(*p. But in a system accepting as 
.‘I principle the jiossibility of indefinife changes of jxersonal eonditioxi a diffei'cnt 
set of considerations jn-t'vail. We are not met at every turn by an enlarged 
cajjacity attending a high caste or a cleminulio capitis ca.us(?d by a low caste : 
cai)acity for rights and duti(?s iiresents itself as generally uniform, subjwt only 
to particular excejxtions i*equiriiig si>ecial discussion. Thus, jdi^ sical imbecility 
due to age or sex, mental, as in tlu? case of lunacy, and disabilities arising fi*t)m 
a foreign nationality or domicile, give rise to qu!ilific*ations for their subjects of 
the commands and iiennissions that bear on others. A special extension of 
personal rights, as in the case of a British-born subject, is anomalous, and, like 
the? exemption of a Native notability from attendance in Court, is best treated 
pei’haps only as a singular provision of the particular laAV which in each case 
gives the privilege. 

33. The cases of restricted capacity that we have mentioned may obviously 
in a general system be as well dealt with after as Ixeforc the laws of property 
.and of obligations. The case of insolvency, in which a man labours under a 

2 ) ositive incapacity to jxay debts Avhich the law bids him pay, is a case of per¬ 
sonal disability which cannot iiossibly be d(?alt with in legislation without an 
jissumidion of laws of property and obligation already established. Corjxora- 
tions and societies, whether fornK?d for mei'cantile or for charitable purposes, 
are significant to the laAV solely or ehiefiy as aidificial persons capable of hold¬ 
ing projicrty subject to 8jH?c!al restrictions: the place of the law respecting 
them should naturally bo determined by tliis consideration. The legal relations 
of such loose aggregates as the inhabitants of a hamlet, or the Dhers or Mhdrs 
of a viDage, stand on the border between the political and the private law. Co- 
ownership and co-liability, solidarity of rights and of obligations, being notions 
which come into activity as a rule only when the performance of obligations is 
due, and not really affecting the extent or essence of the rights or duties in 
themselves, the rules concerning these subjects group themselves most naturally 
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Tinder the law of obligations. Within the same principle falls the law o: 
partnership. 

34. The duties and rights of persons in a quasi-rcpresentativo chai^ter 
such as trustees, have reference necessarily in the main to property, and impli 
laws of property already recognized. The assignee, the incumbrancer, tiu 
judgment-creditor, the liquidator, the executor and the administrator have eacl 
his peculiar, and for some purposes representative, position. But the lega 
i‘ight or duty devolving on such persons on account of another is not in itsel; 
essentially varied by the devolution. It is determined only as to details by th« 
particular law which makes them substitutes, and the law relating to it is unitec 
by a stronger association to the law of jiroporty or of succession than to the 
general law of persons. In like manner, the rules investing particidar func. 
tionaries, unitedly or individually, with special competencies arc connected more 
naturally with the jiolitic^al or pviblic law than with a law of pei’sonal capacities 
Many offices are regarded in England as freeholds. With these may he com¬ 
pared such groups of rights and duties as belong to a village-astrologer. The 
holder of sueli an officer has no doubt a sjxicial personal position j but it consists 
in this, that, in considesration of his iierfomung certain clutics, h<5 holds proiiertj 
or a right against the pi’opcrty of his fellow-villagers. Thei*e is in tliis no jiecu- 
liar status, no medium through which the incidence upon him of the law gene¬ 
rally is disturbcMi or varied. 

35. Although, then, as men are the subject of all laws, it might seem 
pi-oper to place the law of persons first in any comjilete system, yed, looking to 
the actual needs of society, the rules of the public law arc those which must 
first be established. Jus primtum niih tutela juris puhlici latef,’' as Bacon 
says ; and the higher stages of its develojiment cannot be reached save in tin: 
security afforded by fixed and known laws of penal coercion. It was practically 
indisjiensable, therefore, that the Indian Government should enact the Penal 
Code, the Code of Criminal l*rocedure and the Code of Civil Proe<*dur(? bidbro 
reducing to sidentific order the branches of the private law whitih have since 
engfiged its attention. They express the rules according to whicdi the State 
will exercise its external coercive force; and though the Code of Civil Proco 
durc; ought, perhaps, in theory and in a final arrangement, to follow tin's laws to 
which it sujiplics a sanction, yet, as being simply imjierative, it rightly stands 
historically wdiere it does. The substantive law of projicrty and of obligations, 
though as yet untouched in great part by legislation, was sufficiently understood 
when the Code was enacted to furnish unw'ritten rules for the common cases ; 
and to these the procedure could be applied. So, also, could rules of authenti¬ 
cation, such as the llegistration-laws, and fiscal rules, such as the Acts relating 
to stamps and court-fees. Umitation may be deemed ajiart of procedui'ii itself, 
and has called for regulation in a series of Acts. In the same branch of legis¬ 
lation the rules of evidence were summarized in 1855, and more com])let(;ly by 
Act I of 1872. Its outline may be deemed completed by the Specific liclici 
Act, I of 1877. 

36. If, now, wc should suppose the legislature to proceed from the abso- 
lutelj’^ imperative rules embraced in the imblic law to those by which it will en¬ 
force duties by remedial intci’ference at the request or suggestion of a person 
injured, we should look next fV)r a Eaw of Wrongs. In a complete system, starting 
from the basis of what acts or abstinences one subject '"s to be allowed to exact 
from another, no doubt the laws defining rights and their exercise throughout 
the whole range to which compulsion is properly applicable would precede a law 
concerned with the infringement of such rights and the redress of the conse¬ 
quent in juritis. But law's in the legislative era are directly concemed with duties, 
and but indirectly with rights. The practical measure of a right created by 
Statute is the obligation that this Statute imposes.’ To some duties there are no 
correa])onding rights in the proper sense of an extension of the power of a private 
mdividual over the action of another. The State simply commands that, under 
given circumstances, a particular duty shall be done on pain of damages or a 
penalty for default. The notion in such cases of the conduct being properly 
comi>ulsivc, ajiart from any special engagement, is what links the law affecting 
them to that of private wrongs in the chapter of absolute duties. For all 
practical purposes, moreover, each genus of right is well established long 
before its species are determined and their characteristics finally settled by th6 
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later refinements of legislation. If, then, the legislature says that, apart from 
any exercise of volition in engaging to do this or that act,.each subject shall 
abstain from particular classes of actions, or under circmnstances sihall act in 
particular ways, in which another subject is directly interested, those classes of 
actions can bo easily defined by reference to well-understood rights, although 
the remotest distinctions of the latter may not yet have been fixed by the posi¬ 
tive law. An “ earlier Statute deals [with cases] as a genus within which tf 
new species is brought by a subsequent Act,” even without an express reference 
to the earlier, “ uhi enini casus exprimi non poterat .... casus oniissus 
hahetur pro expresso si similis fuerit ratio.'"* The law of wrongs, then, is 
theoretically possible and practically eligible as a subject for legislation without 
waiting for the detailed evolution of the laws of property and contractual oblk 
gations. As to the obligations arising from faults and failures of duty, which 
range from breaches of the law of quasi-contract up to the gravest civil injuries, 
that law itself must depend on another which defines the wrongs, and the kind 
of rojmration which the law deems proper for each. It happens, here, as in 
every department, that according to any possible arrangement each class of 
laws is dovetailed in practice into some other. The real activities of social life 
are all going on together, and what a moment ago was a consequence has now 
become a cause in a tangle of interdependence. It is a necessary incident of 
all consecutive legislation that in earlier Acts there should be an anticipation 
of the main principles at least of others yet unconstructed. 

37. As a matter of fact, the strict law of persons has acquired a definite 
form and purpose in the Acts relating to minority and the relations connected 
with it (Act IX of 1875, &c.), in the Lunacy Acts, and in the Naturalization 
and Extradition Acts, the last two standing on the border-land between personal 
and public or political law. Tlic Companies Act, X of 1866, deals with the 
whole class of subjects suggested by its title. Act XX of 1863, removing the 
subject of t(mple-management from the domain of public to that of private law, 
has provided for the constitution of the bodies by whom the endowments are 
to bo held and dealt with. The time for an expansion of this law and for 
recasting it in its final shape may hardly yet have arrived, though it seems clear 
that it will shortly need revision. In the department of family-law, 
marriage and divorce have been provided for by legislation in those sections 
of the community whose legal circumstances seemed to call for such regulation, 
delations with regal'd to property as affected by marriage arc in part determin¬ 
ed by the Succession Act, X of 1865. The legal relations of parentage still 
await regulation, but for the great mass of the population are mingled, like all 
the family-relations, with reli^ous laws which it would be political sacrilege to 
touch—a blunder under present conditions of thought and sensibility worse 
than a crime .f There is a law of guai'dian and ward. Act XIII of 1874, of very 
limited application, which may well bo revised and extended. As to kinsman- 
ship and its rights and duties—a topic of great importance under the Hindu Law 
of Inheritance, and of some importance imder the Muhammadan law—legisla¬ 
tion cannot Ixj thought desirable until a systematic revision of those laws is 
called for with substantial unanimity by the Native communities themselves. 
Whenever such a work becomes expedient. Act XXI of 1850, preventing loss 
of property through loss of caste, and Act XV of 1856, permitting the remar¬ 
riage of Hindu widows of all castes, will be embraced within further-reaching 
laws. The daily rule of civil life is disengaging itself by degrees in custom 
from the purely religious law, and the severance is hastened by the action of 
Courts working in a plane of thought but partially coincident with that of the 
Native min d : the growth of ideas in a wholly changed medium must here bo 
awaited, not in any way anticipated. Eor the sections of the community not 
subject to the laws of Manu or of Muhammad, or other special personal 
law, the Succession Act provides a law which, during a trial of foujdcen 
years, has been found well suited to their necessities, so far as can be gathered 
from the silence of those most interested. In matters not touching the pei*sonal 
law of Hindds, the same Act lias been made applicable to them by the Hindd.

t No proposal, wo are inforined, bus boon entertainod by the Government of India for legiaUtion on tbe subject 
which would have the effect of withdrawing it in the case of Natives of this country from tbe control of their reUgions 
or personal laws. Any suggestions to the contrary must have rested on an enUre misapprehtmaion of the facts. 
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Wills Act, XXI of 1870, in the Lower Provinces of Bengal and in the towns of 
Madras and Bombay. As opportunities arise, it will be well to work on the 
same principle, by giving definition, regularity and means of authentication, 
so far as this can be done without causing misconception, to the variotis trans¬ 
actions which must still be governed as to their substance by rules sacred to 
those amongst whom they prevail, and not to be hastily moulded-to conformity 
with a wholly alien system. The laws devised for this purpose should, however, 
stand for some years outside the general system of the Code, fi) be embraced 
within it only when time and use have shown with what variations, if any, 
they may bo finally adopted. 

38. Laws of the class to wdiich we have just adverted would be instances 
falling ymder the principle we have stated of transitory circumstances met by 
a consciously transitory action of the legislature. To the same class would 
belong the rules which it may be necessary to enact on the thomy subject of 
change of personal law or of status attending a change of religion either on the 
part of the person held in view, or of some other person connected with him. It 
is a principle of the Uindfi law as old as Manu that effect is to be given not 
only to local custom blit to the usages of classes and of famili<?s. L’nder this 
rule it has been recognized that a Hindu family migrating mny adopt the law of 
its new domicile or retain that of its fomier home. Primogeniture has been 
favoured in many cases. Pemale succession has in some been denied. The 
anomalies which a family may retain, it may also cast off', by indicating its 
submission to the general law. It was hardly an extension, therefore, of th(} 
existing law when the Privy Council in the ^eat case of Ahrahmn v. Abraham 
determined that a convert to Christianity might choose the law' by which the 
<lovolution of his property should be govemed. The High Court of Madras has 
ruled that a Hindu by his conversion subjects his estate to the oj)eration of 
the Indian Succession Act (Act X of 1865). It is obvious that there arc cns(*s 
in which, according to the law as thus interjireted, an affectcHl change, of reli¬ 
gion might, be madea mennsof inflicting grievous wrong. In some disrticts.con- 
versions of Hindfis to Muhammadanism are pretty fr(‘quent, though only 
amongst the lower orders. Fishermen on the Western coast oscillate; som(;timos 
between Christianity and a Hinduised Muhammadanism. The questions raised 
by cas<;s such as these cannot, it is jdain, be disposed of by the legislature w'ith 
advertence merely to the single possibility of conversion to Christianity. Chris¬ 
tians have become Mussalmdns; Sikhs return sometimes to oi'dinary Hinduism ; 
and a family once Jains has been found included within the community of the 
Lingayats. In the confusion of classes and the corruijtion of creeds, of which 
some provinces present such strange examples, it may eventually be found expe¬ 
dient to place the law of status as to property and as to succession on a footing whol¬ 
ly unconnect(‘d w ith religious belief or profession wherever the two arc not indis¬ 
solubly united. But for the present, and i)crhaps for a generation to (;ome, tlu; 
steps taken towards the solution of this legislative problem should for tlu; most 
part be local, tentative, and occasional. In the meantime it dt scjrves considera¬ 
tion w hether, as regards property wholly at.his own disposal, the Native of India, 
Avho may under circumstances elect amongst different forms of the Hindd law*, 
ought not to be empowered to place himself under the sway of the Succession Act, 
and the otlK;r general lawis of the same class enacted by the legislature.* It seems 
liiglily undesirable to make a declaration of a change of faith a condition 
pret*edent to admission to an improved law of property .vud succession ; and a 
public notice duly registered may perhaps be thought a sufficient safeguard 
.against fraud on the part of one desiring to embrace the benefits of modem 
legislation. 

39. Taking, then, the great divisions of a* complete future Code to relate 
h) (1) Publie and Political ikw, (2) Absolute Rights and Duties, (3) Obhgjitions, 
(4) Projieriy, (6) Personal Law, (6) Family Law', and (7) Successions, we find 
that the nujst marked deficiencies arc under heads (2) and 4). For the law of

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property, judicial inv^tigations, conducted now in a much more enlarged spirit 
than formerly, are rapidly paving the way to safe and comprehensive le^la- 
tion; hut to strike out into a region not thoroughly pioneered, or to follow the 
unsafe guidance of the English law, might do infinite harm. The work must 
be one of time and watchfulness and patience. Meanwhile, should the Bills 
which wo now recommend obtain the approval of the legislature, the positive 
rules as to rights in the substantive Civil law will have received a considerable 
development. The Contract Act, with the Acts relating respectively to Negotiable 
Instruments, to the Transfer of Property, and to Tr^ts, will have settled the 
main principles of free bilateral transactions and fiduciary relations. The law 
as to the estates and interests to which the State will give effect in immoveables 
cannot as yet be reduced in its whole extent to systematic uniformity; but 
Alluvion is an important fact, which has daily to be dealt with, and our 
acquaintance with the broader features of the law of fixed property enables 
us to pronounce on the exjpediency of such limitations and extensions of pro¬ 
prietorship as are involved in a reasonable law of Easements. On the frontier¬ 
line of contract and family-law we place the Master and Servant Bill, carefully 
avoiding any aggression beyond what is absolutely necessary on the delicate 
domain of purely domestic relations. When these Acts or the chief of them 
have been pass^,* we think that the Eaw of W'rongs, or of absolute private 
duties and rights, may next most profitably engage the attention of the legis¬ 
lature. This law, stonding between the criminal law and the laws of property 
and obligations, is interwoven with both. It has numerous connexions also 
with the law of persons and of the family, and even with the law of succession, 
considering the onerous responsibilities which the latter throws on executors. 
If, in legislating on the subjecd, there will be some slight anticipation of rules 
yet to be precisely formulated, it may be said that there will at least be no . 
presumption of leading principles still to be established. On the other hand, 
th{‘ positive rules as to rights wliicli have already been enacted require, as a 
complement, a rational law of wrongs. What acts or omissions, under what 
circumstances, are civil wrongs may be answered generically at l(;ast on princi¬ 
ples already accepted and embodied in our positive law, and beyond broad general 
rules it is not expedient to go. Such rules well co-ordinated and not frittered 
away in transcendental distinctions may, w'e apprehend, be safely left for 
minute development in the hands of the judges. The details of life and of social 
relations differ infinitely in this country from what they are in England, albeit 
the foundations of morality are in both countries the same: gi’cat care tliercfore 
should be exercised to avoid giving an arbitrary generality to sj)ecial or second¬ 
ary principles of the English system. Within firm and ruimistakable outlines 
ample room should be afforded for the play of individual energy, for the growi;h 
of beneficial influences springing from sources within the community, itself, 
and for the plastic force of judges and administmtors at once in thorough sym¬ 
pathy with the legislature and thoroughly instructed in the habits, practices 
and tendencies of the Native community. W'e are not without hope that 
a clearly-drawn Code of absolute civil duties, w'ell adapted to the character of 
the people, may, with the Penal Code and tlic Contract-law, serve in the coui-se 
of time as the solid core of a greatly improved scheme of })opular ctliics. The 
argument that by knowing their absolute civil rights people will in many in¬ 
stances be led into litigation for the sake of asserting them, though it has been 
seriously advanced, is liardly worth serious discussion. Its natixiral conclusion 
is tliat all civil laws are an evil; it may be all penal laws too, since, if no one 
knew that he coidd obtain redress, no one would comidain of any injury. In 
the one case or in the other the clearer the legal duty becomes, the fewer occa¬ 
sions will there usually be for litigation. Laws are made and administered in 
the interest of the general wnllbeinjj. No rights sliould be given by law except 
those which it is important to maintain ; and when the law^ conforms to tins 
principle, the man may bo regarded as a friend to society who, in \dn dication 
of his private right, enforces observance of a rule universally beneficial. 


* Aa to tbe order in which the ■uveral Bills should bo hronght forward, none more rouveuient sn^^osts itself ili i i 
hat in which we have hero uieutionod them. Tho Transfer of Broiwrty Bill is prubahly the most iujiioriniit iu t.u 
xtcut of iu bonrlnn' on thu transactions of tlie people at largo, and on that account might ciaim the Crst aUenti.iii 
he legislature; but tbo Negotiublo Instruments Bill would probabl;^ bo passed with greater rupiditj', uud would iu its 
lopartmout bo a V017 useful measure. 
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40. The Law of Torts, in the scope which we think ought to be given to it 
as a principal division of a general Code, will exact from its framers a gi^t 
deal of Is^bour and discrimination. The time to be expended on its preparation, 
if used with reasonable diligence, ought not to bo in any way stintm. The 
various propositions and rules centred in it should be dwelt on for so long 
that they may be brought fairly and closely into comparison with the innumer¬ 
able other jural notions, which will not come at a moment’s notice, but present 
themselves 8X)ontaneously in the course of leisurely deliberation. To the legis¬ 
lature at large such a law will supply a subject on which all available experience 
and acumen may well be expended for a considerable time. Whether, then, 
any other far-reaching measure should at the same time be in hand may admit 
of question. We are inclined to think that when a topic of difficulty and great 
extent, having widely ramified connexions with human affairs and interests, has 
to be dealt with, the most effective course is to allow the mind for the time to 
be in a great degree possessed by it. By this, mental activity is not cliecked, 
ratlior stimulated; but all thoughts are for the time weighed with reference to 
the main and central object of consideration, until a coherent body of ideas has 
taken form and substance. A comparison of results then brings out the strong 
and the weak points of each man’s conclusions and opinions; superficialities 
are readily disposed of. And all this care the Law of Torts in an especial degree 
requii’es. But if time and thought can be found for other subjects concur¬ 
rently with this, we would suggest that the scheme set forth in paragraph 7 of 
the despatch of the Government of India to the Seci’etary of State, No. SI, 
dated 10th May, 1877, should be carried to completion. The laws of insuranct^, 
of carriers, and of lien arc all of considerable importance; and they are to a 
great extent in the incipient stage in which they can be moulded according to 
the wisdom of the legislature without individual injm’y or inoonvenionco.* 
Still they do not affect the daily life of the great bulk of the people in any 
serious degree. No great harm will arise from the postponement of legislation 
regarding them until the heavier task is done. 

41. When the Acts that we have suggested have been passcnl, the Law of 
Property in its whole extent will be a fit object of attention.f It is a wide and 
intricate subject, demanding for its mastery a mind well fm-nished with general 
principles, and with ability to grasp and measure details. To predict Avhether 
put of the multitudinous interests and rights relating to property Avhich present 
themselves in India a uniform system of propositions and rules applicable to 
the whole country, or to a great part of it, can be evolved would be to antici¬ 
pate the result which can really be reached only by close and prolonged study 
and observation by specially capable men.t In the meantime the work already 
accomplished by the legislature, united with other deeply reacliing influ¬ 
ences, must gradually produce great changes in the menM attitude of the 
people towards a scientific reformation of the law in those respects wherein 
an amelioration shall seem called for. When a new set of ideas has been received 
into the popular mind, an older set logically inconsistent may for some time 
stand side by side with it; but the intellectual ground having been taken away, 
the hold of superannuated notions .by mere association is gradually loosened, .and 
the way is prepared for their modification or complete absorption. As industry 
and enterprise extend in India, and larger capitals are invested in improvements

Tlio law of boundni-ics, the rights and duties of neighbouring owners at to delimitations and land¬ 
marks, is a topic of practical importiiuoo roquiring carefnl investigation. There are many other objects falling nndcr the 
came general title which it is not necessary to eunnierate, and which indeed wonld in some instances vary in tlieir iiiinio 
and their contents according to the presiding theory ultimately adopted. ^ 

t Constituted as is the I.cgislative iJepartment of tho Government of India, it appeare to proiuiso better rosnlts 
that tho Law Member of Councii for the time being ebould (save when legislation is urgently called for on any other 
sabject) select for cmlification those briincbes of the law with which he is most familiar. Thns tho vnlnuble chapter 
on I oswrs drawn by Sir Arthur llobbouse and included in tho earlier editions of the Transfer of Property Bill came 
from a band specially skilled. It has been found necessary to lay this aside for the present, but only, aa we anticipate, 
to M resumed when a general sense of its utility and fitness has been developed by ftirtter growth of legal cou- 
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of the land, many existing customs will so palpably be impediments to progress 
that their extinction will be generally welcomed. Any general law which 
may be framed for many years to come should be traced on s^idious lines, 
avoiding over-interference, while leaving ample room for inevimhle change. 
Such partial improvements as are meanwhile called for may best be made with 
special reference to local circumstances. For that important branch of the law 
which relates to landlord and tenant wc have made provision, so far as at present 
seems expedient, by the chapter on Leases in the Transfer of Property Bill. 

42. We do not think tliat at present our suggestions for the extension of 
general legislation could with advantage or prudence be pushed any further. 
What Bacon says of cases is equally true of laws themselves,— Angustia pruden- 
ticB hmwmcB caaua onrnea quoa tempua reperit non poteat capere,* and the 
work we have proposed should not be hurried through any premature reaching 
beyond it to remoter aims and ends. But by the side of constructive legislation 
we think that a preparation might well bo made for a systematic cjhapter on 
interpretation. It would be desirable, indeed, that the main propositions of 
such a chapter sliould as soon as possible be laid down, at least provisionally, 
and consistently adhered to throughout the component parts of the future Code. 
To some extent this principle has been followed ; but if once the resolution be 
adopted of reducing the rules of interpretation to a system, they will of neces¬ 
sity operate forthwith more strongly and uniformly on the legislation of the 
future. We would not, indeed, bo understood as advocating any large introduc¬ 
tion of English legal nomenclature into the Indian law. Technical words are 
seldom qiiite correctly apprehended by Natives of India : they often have a 
connotation which leads one into a field of ideas quite foreign to the Indian 
law ; and they are subjected, as time goes on, to explanations and developments 
in the English Courts which cannot always coincide with the intention of the 
Indian legislatm’e. These- are inconveniences which we would as far as possir 
hie guard against. As matters stand at presesnt, the reports of the English 
Courts, inestimably valuable to the lawyer and the judge if rightly and reason¬ 
ably used, arc not infrequently made a means of upsetting the law in India ; 
and as to the legal vocabulary in particular, a word originally admitted with 
reserve as the nearest in sense to some idea for which expression was sought 
has in after-days sometimes gained an established position and supported 
fallacious arguments. As the Ctide is gradually built up, such accidents would 
have a most mischievous effect; and yet they are almost inevitable, unless 
they are prevented by interposing a timely check to all ingenuity of perversion. 
Framed in this spirit, a Code of construction may, wc think, be widely beneficial. 
In modem times, as the freedom of judicial interpretation becomes more re¬ 
stricted, the reaction of the form of the law upon its substance is more exten¬ 
sive and deeper than in earlier days. This is the palpable danger of a complete 
Code. It fixes the mobile elements of the law at the moment of its creation ; 
it may petrify them and deprive them of their capacity of growth under the 
care of scientific doctrine at the call of extended needs. The danger reaches its 
climax when the principles of a foreign system are imposed on a eommmiity of 
different character and habits ; and the danger lies very much in the terminology. 
While, then, our legislature itself takes out the kernel of English judicial 
wisdom, it must guard against the lex viva, the concrete law, becoming a com¬ 
position of shells and rind. As in the field of physical science every great ad¬ 
vance in discovery is attended with some enlargement of general conceptions 
and some improvement of method, so in the progress of legal development 
under any system accepting purely rational standards, each step towards 
perfection involves a recognition of human relations hitherto less clearly seen, or 
a change of standing point from wliich new truths come into view. To enable 
such truths to bo widely apjiroi'riated, such benefits to be gained with the least 
incumbering admixture, should be the purpose of a good Code of interpretation. 
Thus, in the language of Lewd Mansfield, “ our jurisprudence should be bottomed 
on plaiit broad principles, such as not only judg^ can without diflBculty apply 
to the cases that occur, but as those whoso rights are to be decided upon by 
them can understand ; ” while, pending the enactment of a Code of interpret¬ 
ation, and even after its enactment, our judges and administrators may well fol¬ 
low the maxim of Lord Eldon that, “ instead of struggling by little circumstances

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to take cases out of a geneml rule, it is more wliolesome to struggle not to let 
little circumstances prevent the application of the general rule.” The Digest 
which has been proposed would hold out too many temptations to the mis¬ 
chievous ingenuity that Ix)rd Eldon condemned. It is needless, as private 
enterprise has supplied it. If made discriminative, it would be a bad form 
of legislation. Of Indian judgments, as of books, it may be said “ some are to 
be read only in parts, others to bo read but not curiouvsly ; and some few to be 
read wholly and with diligence.” In resolving w^hich were good, bad or in¬ 
different, the Government would have to determine what the law w'as or ought to 
be ; and, having so determined, it had better legislate at once in order to prevent 
all further contradictions and en’ors. 

43. Regarding the subject of codification and of systematic legislation 

finally from the purely practical point of view, it is to be observed that we 
have one supreme and three local legislatures. We have four High Courts, 
one Chief Court, and seveial Judichil Commissioners with the powers of High 
Courts, of which none are bound to accept as binding the lailings of others. To 
the tribunal of Her Majesty in Council, wdiich alone can constrain the decision 
of the local Courts of appeal, access is possible only in cases of high pecuniary 
value and at an expense beyond the reach of the larg(5 majority of suitors. 
Working under the higher Courts of appeal are a number of Judgtis, European 
and Native, who in many instances display remarkable ability, but of wdiom 
the majority have had but a defective tmining owdng to the conditions under 
which they have have had to -work as members of the public service. It is 
manifestly desirable that Judges of the first instance, l)y wdiom so largo a pro¬ 
portion of the judicial work of the countiy is done, should in their often remote 
and isolated stations receive all the guidance and support that can be alforded 
them. It is d<»ir.able, too, that the superior Courts should be provided with a 
uniform body of rules applicable to the ehw'f relations of social life;, in order 
that inconsistencies and contradictions of decision may be pi*evcnted, and the 
great difiiculty averted wdiich must eventually aristi from irreconcihable sys¬ 
tems completely estublislu^d in different parts of the countiy. A wcdl-framed 
Code will not only reduces the necessary bulk of law-libniries, but will focus the 
wisdom and acumen of many learned expositors ujKm identical points of con¬ 
struction and detailed develoj^mQnjt#- Ifti such a coneoui'sc of intelligence the 
better intorpj'ctation,tJ^e, ^jfifunder principle, must prevail ; and thus the lower 
r^niirf-a wjy ]io only to a right untlerstandiiig of particular enact- 

iho a rational and cttectivc method of dealing wdth the whole range 
of problems set before them. 

44. Amongst the many communities which have in recent years recognized 
the great advantages of codifttjation is that of Lower Canada, where, as in 
India, a heterogeneous jiopulation made it necessary to build on wide and liberal 
general principles. Fi’oin the introduction to its Civil Code we borrow an 
extract with which we conclude this part of our n^port :— 

Prospectively, the Ctxle promises uniformity of jurisdiction w hich contributes to diminish 
litigation, and to add to the security and stability of our civil rights. 

It offers great additional means of legal education from which may he expected a higher 
standard of professional excellence. 

It will ensure among the individual members of society a more intimate acquaintance 
with their civil rights and obligations, tending to increase and fs <-ilitate business-relations and 
tt> promote the natural welfare of the community. Moreover, as a barrier against the continual 
inroads of fragmentary legislation, it is an earnest of stability in the law itself. 

To tills we would add that it is an clement in good government that there 
should he certainty in the rules regulating tlfe conduct of tbc governed, so far 
as they are to be hold by law accountable for such conduct to the State or to 
their fellows, in the rules regulating the rights and obli^tions of proptsrty, 
and in the rules providing remedies for the invasion of rights. Certainty in 
these rules conduces to the liappincss and prosperity of the governed scarcely 
in a lesq degree than does their conformity to the highest standard of jurispru¬ 
dence. ‘ It matters lit tle what the law is, so that it be settled’ may bo truly 
said in all cases in which it is of necessity arbitrary, and in many in which it is 
conventional.

We have carefully enquired into and considered the six Bills referred to in On the 

the margin; we have also perused the ** tL^ 
comments on those Bills sent up by the 
several Local Governments at the request 
of the Government of India, the criticisms 
of the same Bills volunteered by Sir 
James Stephen, and the important paper of Sir Henry Maine; and wo are un¬ 
animously of opinion that those Bills deal with branches of the law which may 
profKjrly be codifictl; that the proposed enactments should extend to the whole 
of British India; that, except in the case of the Master and Servant Bill, no 
class of the community should be excluded from their operation; and that, sub¬ 
ject to certfiin modifications which wo proceed to suggest, they should all, with 
the cxcejition of the Easements Bill, be enacted with as little delay as possible. 

As to the Easements Bill, Mr. Stokes and Sir Charles Turner arc of opinion 
that, Avith the amendments hereinafter specified, it might bcxjome law at once ; 
but Mr. West, being of opinion that the introduction of this measure may, 
without imblic detriment, be for a short time postponed, desires not to be finally 
committed to all the details of the Bill, should further information suggest 
modifications in them. 

In the following remarks we shall refer to the Bills as printed in the book 
entitled “ The Six Codifying JBilla laid before the Indian Law Commission^ 
Calcutta, 1879.” 


1.—THE NEGOTLVBLE INSTRUMENTS BILL. 

This Bill, originally framed by the late Law Commission, was, as far back ou u 
as 1807, introduced into the Legislative Council of the Governor General and 
referred to a Select Committee. Since then it has been redrawn by Mr. Phillips 
of the Calcutta Bar: it has received copious and valuable criticism from the 
Local GovtuTiiTU'nts, the High Courts and the Chambers of Commerce in the 
IVesideney-towns and Itangoon, and it has been carefully revised by a Select 
Committei! comprising the Advocate General of Bengal, Mr. Evans of tht; 
Calcutta Bar, and Mr. Morgan, a leading Calcutta merchant. We have fountl 
little or nothing to change in the Bill (a) ; but we think that certain additions, 
Avhich we proceed to specify, may usefully be made to it. 

Chapter I\ Trelhuiuary. —Section 1, paragraph 2, saA'es, in our opinion 
rightly, local usages relating to hundis and other instruments in an oriental 
language. But, in ord<M' to facilitate the assimilation of the practice of Native 
shrolls to that of European merchants, we recommend the inseiiion of a proviso 
that such usages may be excluded by any words in the body of the instrument 
indicating an intemtion that the legal relations of the parties shall be governed 
by the pi’oj»osed Act. An eminent critic of the Bill says that he “ cannot see 
why uniformity of pmctice is desirable.” The reason is that it prevents uncer¬ 
tainty and litigation, and facilitators dealings, not only between English and 
Native mei*chant8, but between Native merchants in different parts of India. 

The practical working of a system of credit is made salor and more beneficial 
w'hen the bills of exchange under which a banker or mcrodiant is rtrsponsible 
are goA'^cmed by prcrcisely the same legal conditions as those on which ne is a 
creditor and with refei’ence to Avhich the others were issued or accepted. 

We think that a definition of “ signed ” may usefully bo added. Sir 
Charhrs Turner suggests the folloAviug: ‘ “ signed” means having the name of the 
person whose signature is by this At?t inquired Avritten by such person or by an 
agent authorized in that behalf or indicated by a mark intended by such 
))ei*son as his signature, or impressed by a stamp dT seal when a stamp or seal 
is commonly used by such iicrson for such purpose.’ 

Clufpter II : Of Notes, Bills and Cheques.-^To sections 4, 6, explanations 
shewing w'hcn an undertaking to pay is ‘ unconditional,’ when the sum payable

“A plomise or order to pay out of a specified fund is ‘conditional *; but an undertaking' 
to pay in terms absolute is not rendered ‘ conditional' by a declaration that provision for tne 
payment will be made out of a specified fund. . » x t • 

A promise or order to pay is not ‘ conditional * by reason of the time for payment Ming 
expressed to be on the lapse of a certain period after the occurrence of a specified event which, 
according to the ordinary expectation of mankind, is certain to happen, although the time of 
its happening may be uncertain. 

The sum payable may be “ certain,’^ although it includes future interest payable at a rate 
specified according to an indicated rate of exchange, or is expressed to be payable according to 
the course of exchange, or by instalments (if such instalments arc doclareu to fall due on fixed 
dates), and although the instrument provides that, on default of payment of an instalment, the 
balance unpaid shall become due. 

The person to whom payment is to be made may be a ‘ certain person,' although he is 
misnamed or designated by description only, or though it be directed that payment be made to 
one or to another of several jicrsons, if it appears on the face of the instrument that there is 
community of interest between them. 

In a bill of exchange the person to whom it is clear that the direction is given is a 
‘certain person,'although he may be misnamed or designated by description only. If an 
address only is given, and the person residing at such address acce])ts the direction, the un¬ 
certainty is cured. The direction may be given to a “ certain person,” though it be given to 
one or other of several persons.” 

Section 8.—Before ‘parties,’ the words ‘maker or’ seem wanted. 

Section 18 might Idc extended so as to meet cases of error not uncommon 
in Native documents purporting to specify the sum, its half and the double of 
the lialf. It might run thus :— 

“ 18 . "Where the sum undertaken or ordered to be paid is differently stated in the bo<ly 
of the instrument and on the face of, but outside the body of, the instrument, the sum stated 
in the body of the instrument is the sum undertaken or ortlered to be paid. 

Where the sum is in the body of the instrument stattd differently in figures and in words, 
the sum stated in words is the sum undertaken or ordered to Ih; ]>aid. 

Where the sum is in the body of the instrument more than once stated in words and 
differently, the less sum is the sum undertaken or ordered to be paid.” 

Section 19 should, we think, provide also for undated instruments. The 
requisite clause might run thus : ‘ A promissory note, bill of exchange or 
cheque, in which the date of making or drawing is not specified, takes effect 
from the date of the first negociation thereof. 

Sections 21 and 23.—In the former section, after the word “ acceptance ” 
we would introduce the woi’ds “ or noting for non-acceptance; ” in the latter, 
line 7, after the word “sight” the words “or noted for non-acceptance.” 

Chapter III: Farties to Notes, Fills and Cheques.—Section 33 : The state¬ 
ment of the obligations of the drawee of a cheque is not complete. After the 
word “ must ” we think there should be introduced the words “ unless lie has 
received notice that the drawee is dead or has been declared insolvent, or de¬ 
clared by the proper authority of unsound mind and incapable of managing his 
affairs; ” and the following proviso should be added : “ Provided that the 
drawee is not so liable, unless such funds have been in his hands for a sufficient 
time before the presentation of the cheque for payment to enable him to ascer¬ 
tain the state of accorints between him and the drawer.” 

Section 34.—For the first nine words we would substitute “ subject to the 
other provisions of this Act,” and omit the final paragraph. 

Section 35.—For “ all or some of several joint diawees ” w'c would substi¬ 
tute “ all or some or one of several drawees.” We suggest that in some part of 
the Bill, and possibly here, a clause should be inserted showing that, to deter¬ 
mine w'ho is liable as an acceptor, the address to the drawee and the a<?ceptanco 
should be read together. Wc would also insert clauses showing that there may 
be a valid acceptance before the bill is signed or while it is otherwise incom¬ 
plete, or after it is overdue : that an acceptance is invalid if the acceptor under¬ 
takes to comply with the request otherwise than by payment of money : tliat an 
acceyitance may be qiialitied in certain siiecificd cases. The o^ase w here the 
draw^ee is the same person as the drawer or a fictitious person should also be 
provided for. These clauses might run as follows:—

(o) before it has bccu signed by the drawer or when it is otherwise incomplete; 
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(B) after it is overdue ;

" An acceptance may be unqualified or quali¬ 
fied.

(c) where, no place of payment being specified on the order, it undertakes the payment 
at a specified place and not otherwise or elsewhere ; or where, ajfilace of payment 
being specified in the order, it undertakes the payment at some mher place and not 
otherwise or elsewhere ;

(<?) where it is made by one Ur more of several joint drawees, not being partners, and not 
by all. 

" If the drawer and drawee of a bill of exchange be the same person, or the drawee be a

bill of exchange.'' 

SecUons 47 and 48. —We would redraw those sections thus :— 


47. A negotiable instrument made, drawn, aecejitcd, endorsed or transferred without con¬ 
sideration, or fur a consideration tvhich fails, creates no obligation of payment between the 
parties to the transai-tion. Hut if any such party has transferred the instrument with or 
without endorsement, to a holder for consideration, snch holder, and every subsequent bolder 
deriving title from him, may recover the amount due on such instrument from the transferor 
for consider.qtion or any prior party thereto. 

48. Any person who, being liable as a party to a negotiable instrument to pay the amount 
due thereon, pays the .same, may recover such amount from any party to such instrument 
prior to himself and to a transfei-oe for consideration, or to himself as such a transferee. 


Chapter IT: Of Negotiation. —Though the subject of deh'vei*y of negoti¬ 
able instruments is to some extent treated in sections 8 and 14 and chapter IV, 
we would jirefix to the sections dealing with negotiation clauses relating to 
deliveiy generally, and to the following effect:— 

‘'The making, acceptance or indorsement of a promissory note, bill of exchange or cheque 
is compUited by delivery, actiial or cmistructivc.* 

As between ])arties standing in immediate relation, delivery to be effectual must be made 
liy the party making, aecci)ting or indorsing the instiaiment, or by a persoji authorized by him 
in that bcliulf. 

As between such parties and any holder of the instrument other than a holder in due 
course, it may be shown that the instrument was delivered conditionally or for a special pur¬ 
pose oidy, and not for the purpose of transferring absolutely the property therein. 

A promissory note, bill of exchange or cheque payable to bearer is negotiable by the 
deliver}' thereof. 

A promissory note, bill of exchange or chetjuo payable to order is negotiable by the holder 
by indorsement and delivery thereof." 

Section GO.—Tlio rule declared in this section is incomplete. We would 
substitute “appearing to ho due on*’ for the word “of " after “amount,” and 
add : “but where such amount has Ix'cn partly paid, a note to that effect mav 
he indorsed on the instrument find the instrunu'iit negotiated for the balance.” 

Section G5.—Sir Charles Turner would substitute the following:— 

" 6.'). The holder of a bill of oxeliange pa 3 ’able .after sight or after demand must negotiate 
it within a reasonable timt;, or ]>rcsynt it for ueeeptanec. 

In order to charge any iv>vty thereto, a bill of exchange payable after sight or after 
<lemand, or containing a direction to that cfftHst, must be presented for acceptance, unless such 
presentment has bwn oxcu.seil by the parly sought to he charged thei*cwith. 

Any other bill of exchange m.ay bo presented for actjeptaucc. 

Presentment for aeeejdance must be made to the drawee or to some person authorized 
on his behalf to accept or refuse acceptance (if after reasonable search the drawee or such per-

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son can be found) within a reasonable time after the bill is drawn and in business-hours on 
a business-day. 

Explatiatiqn .—In determining what is a reasonable time for the negotiation or present¬ 
ment of a bill for acceptance, regard must be had to the nature of the instrument, the iisage 
of trade with regard to similar instruments, and the circunistanoes of the particular case, look¬ 
ing to the interests of the holder as well as of the drawee. 

If default is made in the due presentment for a<;eeptance of a bill of exchange payable 
after sight or after demand, or containing a direction that it should be jn’csented for acceptance, 
no party thereto except the drawee or a party who has excused such presentment is liable on 
the bill: Provided that, if a coini)etent drawee, or a j)erson authorized to accept on his behalf, 
cannot after reasonable search be found, the bill is dishonoui’ed." 

Section 66.—^The words “if he can, after reasonable search, be found,” 
should apparently bo inserted in line 2, after “ sight.” 

Section 67.—For this section Sir C. Turner would substitute the following:— 

“ 07. The drawee of a bill of exchange presented to him for acceptance may requins that 
it be delivered to him, and may retain it for twenty-four hours, exclusive of public holidays, to 
consider if he will accept it. After the expiry of the twenty-four hours, he must rc-deliver it 
to the person by whom or on whose behalf it was presented, whether he has accejitcd it or 
not.” 

Mr. Stokes and Mr. West would merely substitute for * may ’ in line 1, the 
words “must if so required by the dmwee.” 

Section 78.—Mr. West tliinks that the drawer of a negotiable instru¬ 
ment payable on demand ought not to be subjected to risk through unreason¬ 
able delay on the part of successive holders in presenting it for j)ayment. 
Unreasonable delay by parties subsequent ought, he thinks, to excuse i>rior 
parties from liability when such delay appears on the instrument. 

Section 80.—We would add to clause (a) the words “ as against any party 
sought to be charged therewith, if he has engaged to pay notwithstanding non¬ 
presentment.” Mr. AVest tliinks that this engagement ought not to give the 
peraou bound by it any recourse under section 48 against prior i)arties. 

Section 83.—We would strike out “ and ” in the fourth line, and insert 
“ due thereon.” [The amount may not be elaimabh; in full (sections 49 and 
60), or it may have been in part paid.] We would insert “ of the jiriiieipal- 
money ” after “ amount ” in line 3. We would then substitute “ such ” for 
“ the ” in line 5, and strike out “ duo thereon.” 

Similarly, in section 84, we would substitute “ duo thereon ” for “ thereof ” 
in line 2. 

Section 85.—It would be useful to insert a section to the elTeet that a 
cheque stilisfied by payment is the propei’ty of the drawer, but may be retained 
by the drawee till accounts are settled between him and tin; drawta’. 

Chapter VII i Of diacharge from liability .—We would lujre insert a 
section:— 

“ If a bill of exebange which has been negotiated is at or after maturity held by the 
acceptor in his own right, all rights of action thereon are extinguished.” 

Section 87.—After the words “ twenty-four hours ” there should lx? intro¬ 
duced “ extdusive of public holidays..” 

Section 88.—After “ payment ”, in line 2, there should be introduced 
“ within a reasonable time.” 

Section 90.—Wo would either add to this section as it stands the words 
“ unless on notice given by the holder they assent to tl c acceptance ” or sub¬ 
stitute the following :— 

“ 90. If ihc holder of a bill acquiesce in a qualified acceptance thereof, he is bound to give 
notice of such aecoj)tance to the other parties to the bill: any party to whom he omits to give 
notice is discharged.” 

Chapter VIII: Notice of dishonour .—To section 94 tliere should Im? 
added, alter the first jiaragraph “or where presentment is excused and tlui 
bill is not accepted and in the second paragraph, after the word “ <Jontiact,” 
there should be introduced the words “or the acceptance is qualified.” 

^ Section 94.—-Mr. West thinks that presentment excused should be 
equivalent Jjy aciual presentment, only against the person excusing it; but 
that an impossibility of presentment, as in the case of an abscxinding or ficti¬ 
tious drawee, should rank as dishonour. 
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Chapter X ; Of reasonable time. —Sir Charles Turner would omit sec¬ 
tion 108, leaving the rule as stated in section 107. The section as it,8tand8 is, 
in his opinion, inconsistent with section 107, and declares a rule which is not 
only far more strict than the existing law, hut would he higldy inconvenient. 
Bills are often negotiated hefore i)resentation for acceptance. Cheques need 
not ho presented on the day after they come to the holder’s posst^ssion ; and 
negotiable instruments payable on demand are frequently given ava con¬ 
tinuing security. ^ 

Chapter XI: Acceptance and payment for honour. —The Bill contains no 
statement of the procedure in the case of acceptance supra protest. It ai)poar8 
to us desirable that the law of India should in this respect he assimilated to 
mercantile law elsewhere and to the practice obtaining in this country. We 
therefore recommend that the following clause he inserted :— 

" An acceptor supra protest must personally appear before a notary public with witnesses, 
and declare that he accepts, under protest, the protested bill for the honour of the drawer or of 
a particular indorser whom ho names, or generally for honour, and that he will satisfy the 
same at the appointed time; and then must subscribe the bill with his own hand.” 

Unless the person who intends to accept supra protest first declares in the presence of a 
notary that he does it for honour, and ha.s such deciaraf.ion duly recorded in the notarial register 
.at the time, his acceptance shall be a nullity.’^ 

Section 111 should, wc think, run as follows :— 

" When a bill of exchange has been noted or protested for non-accc])tauee or for better 
security, any person, not being a party already liable thereon, may, with the consent of the 
holder, accept the same for the honour of any party.” 

And for section 112 we would substitute the following :— 

Section lit'l .—A person desiring to accept for honour must in the presence of a notary 

How acc-ptance for honour inu.t l.o made. . subscribe the bill with his own hand, and 

declare that he aeee})tB under ■j)rotest the pro¬ 
tested bill for the honour of the drawer or of a particular indorser whom he names, or generally 
for honour; and such de<!laration must be recorded by the notary in his register. AVhere the 
acceptance does not express for whose honour it is made, it shall be deemed to be made for the 
honour of the drawer.^' 

Chapter XIV: Of Foreign Bills. —Although in practice inland hills are not 
generally drawn in sets, they may ho so drawn ; and in this countiy, whore thc! 
postal service is in parts necessarily perCormotl with unavoidable insecurity, we 
think it desirable it should appear in the beginning of the Bill that inland* bills 
may bo drawn in sets. In the Commissioners’ Bill it does so appear. 

We would alter the heading of this chapter, and transfer section 128 to 
chapter XI, and section 129 to chapter IX. 

Section 126.—This Exception to this section does not go far enough. If an 
acceptor lias accepted one of the jiarts of a set, payment of another part which 
ho has not accepted wiU. not discharge him fi’om liability to pay a holder in 
due coui’se of the accepted part. Again, not only is the indorser who has 
indorsed two parts to dill’erent persons, but indorsers subsequent to him of the 
part not paid, are liable to holders of such part in due course. In the Exception, 
for the last thirteen words, we would tbi'reforc substitute “ he and the indorsers 
of each part are liable on such part as if it wxtc a separate bUl.” 

Section 128.— A. rcforc^e in case of need may be named in an inland as well 
as in a foreign bill of exchange, and as well by an indorser as by a drawer. 
When a referee is so named in an inland bill of exchange by an indorser, pre¬ 
sentment to the referee is optional. In foreign bills it is compulsory, in order 
to charge the person who has given the reference and all subsequent indorsers. 

A referee in case of need may accept and pay without previous protest 
according to Chi tty (120) (see also Chalmers, art. 37, note). We would, as we 
Ijave said, carry this section iutt) chapter XI, witli some additions. Wc would 
head that chapter, “ Of acceptance and payment for honour and reference in 
case of ne(‘d.” 

The definition “ drawee in case of need ” should be amended as follows— 

“ When ill the bill or in any eudorsemeut thereon the name,” Sec. ; 

and section 128 should run— 

“ Where a drawee in case of need is naraeil in a bill of exchange or in any iudoraement 
thereon, the bill in not dishonoui-ed until it has been dishonoured by such drawee.” 


On 
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We would add a section: ** A drawee in case of need may accept and pay 
the bill of exchange without previous protest.” 

Mr. West thinks the Bill ought to contain a section embodying the prin¬ 
ciple stated in Maillard v. IPagCt Ii. B.. 6 Ex. S12, 319, that an accept^ce and 
any accompanying written contract are, as between the immediate parties, to be 
construed together. 

We think that the second clause of section 125 (as to the non-liability of 
a banker who has received payment for a customer of a crossed cheque) should 
be amended in accordance with the views of Grove and Bindley, JJ., in 
MattMeaaen v. London and County JBanhing Companyt 481/. J. O. P. 629, by 
omitting the first word but.” 

As to the arrangement of the Bill, we ■^ould suggest that the provisions in 
sections 26 and 103 as to presumptions, and those in sections 42, 43, and 44 as to 
estoppels, might better bo placed together in a separate chapter headed “ Spe¬ 
cial Buies of Evidence.” Section 31 should, apparently, follow section 35: 
section 48 should precede section 47; and some other slight alterations in the 
arrangement may be found desirable. 


2.—THE TBANSFER OE PBOPERTY BILL. 

Recognizing in this Bill, w'hich w.as oi-iginally draim by the late Law Com¬ 
mission and has since been rcjx'atedly rcvistxl, tin; most important of tlie 
measures laid before us, we liave devoted to it iierhaps au undue shai'e of the 
limited time at our command. 

Although it has been objected to the Bill that it deals with subjects which 
at a later stage of the work of codification will have to be arrangesd under s<?}>a- 
rate chapters, it has appeai’od to us convenient to retain for the present in a 
great measure the form in which it was originally drafted. 

Dealing generally with the transfer of prfipcrty, its arrang(?meut enables 
the legislature to determine to what general prineijih's the law of transfer 
should conform, and to ajiply such principle's consistently. 

Read with the Contract Act, this Bill covois almost the whole? of the 
ground Avhich could be profitably occupie?d by law relating tei the transfer inter 
vivos of intereists in prope'rty ; and for the e'om'enience of the practitioner it 
could hardly be enacted in a nioi*c acccssihh? form. 

This, it ajipears to us, justifies the introductory chapter, which, after 
declaring what rights are inalienable and by what j/e'i’sons t ransfers may be 
made, proceeds to declare resti'ictions of the transfer eif jiroperty called for in 
the interests of society. These rcsti‘ictif)ns arc identical u ith those which are 
already incorporated into the law of India in the Succession Act. • 

In considering the necessity for these provisions, it must not be forgotten 
that the number of domiciled Eui’opeans and Eura.sians holding property in 
India*has of late years greatly increased, and that the value of the property held 
by them in plantations of tea and coffee, in mills and machinery and in 
other investments, now amounts to many millions of pounds sterling. These 
persons and their estates are subject to the law of sucitession (Act X of 1806), and 
it would be obviously inconsistent that they should possess powers of cnsiting 
estates in their property by transfers inter vivos w hich 1 he l(?gislature has declarcnl 
they should not enjoy by testamentary disjKisition. Aloroover, where the det'lared 
law' is silent on the subject in re.spect of transfers inter vivos^ the Courts may, 
and xirobahly would consider themselves bound to, recognize princi]>le8 stamjKid 
with the'assent of the legislature as conclusive of the question that transfers 
inter vivos irrcating estates in violation of these princiidcs arc invalid as oiiposed 
to jiuhlic policy. 

The Privy Council has already ruled that estates cannot be created by 
Hindus in contravention of the principles which undoi'lie the ThelluiUson Act, or 
subj(?et to conditions which ai*e void for rejuignancy. 

^(? rules contained in sections 10 to 35 impugn, so far as our experience 
goes, no law' or iiractice of llindiis, Muhammadans or other sects recognized 
m India as enjoymg siiecial x«crsonal laws, unlms it mav be the now obsolete 
practice among Muhammadans of devoting property to the maintenance of the 
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family of a particular saint. But to avoid any disturbance of rights enjoyed Oi 
under personal laws, suflBciont pTOvision is made; in the Bill. 

The pemons to whom the provisions we arc now considering wilf in prac- 
tice he found mainly api)licahle are property-holders w*ho have been designated 
in former Acts as “persons to wdiom the English law applies,” a jihraso which 
gave rise to no little difficulty in the case of persons holding property in the 
inufassal. This class has now attained sufficient importancie in numbers and 
wealth to demand at the hands of the legislature an ex]i]icii declaration of 
nwtrictions which may be imposed on their dealings wdth their property, 
and where those restrictions are founded on apjn’oved pnnenph's and not in¬ 
consistent ’ivith personal law% then? is no r(!ason why they should not be declared 
of general applicration. 

The sections from 3fi to 63 embody rules already applied in the Courts of 
India, or flowing naturally from atjcejjted princijdes. 

The rules i-elaiing to sales, mortgages, exchanges and gifts declare generallv 
no molt; than is understood and applied as law in the Courts. The exceptions 
will be noticed in our detailed oliservat ions. 

Chapler I: Prelhuinary. —AV^e would exiircssly save, in section 2, tiansfcrs 
by decree or order of Courts ofcompotcnit jurisdiction. 

In the ihtc'rpret at ion-clause (section 3) we would insert definitions of 
“ ownta-ship,” and “ property we would extend the definition of “ attached to 
tin; ('arlli” so as to include trees and shrubs ; and with rcfeit'nce to sections 
1'), 56, 78, 70 and 80 of the Bill as we have lovised it, we would define “ notice” 
ns follows :— 

“ A junvon is said to havo' notice’ of a fact when ho actually knows that fact, or when, 
hut for wilful ahstciilion from inquiry which ho ought to have nuule or gross negligence, he 
Would have known it, or when infonnalion of the fact is given to or obtained hy his agent 
under the cin'umstanees mentioned in the Indian Contract Act, section £:19.” ' 

AVc; would declare that all chapters and sections of the Bill wdiicli 
indale to contracts should he taken as ])art of the Contract Atd, 1872. AVlicn 
tin; Ixnly of suhstantive civil latv (‘uaeted for India is rearranged in a more 
compact and convenient form than that of a scries of fragmentary portions from 
•time (o linn; ])assed by tin; legislature,* the eliapters on Sale, ^Mortgage, Lease 
and Exebange, contained in the present Bill, tvill probably be placed in close con¬ 
nect ion with tlio rules contained in the Contract Act. But till then thej'^ may 
fitly 1)0 h'ft in a hiAV containing what the Cojttract Act does not contain, namely, 
genei'al nd(“s regulating the transmission of pro|)erty betwcou living pci'sons. 

Choytrr 1I\ Of Trantifera of humoreable Pi'opcrty. —AV'e think that 
cliapter 11 should he extended to trnnsfex’s of prop(;rty, whether'moveable or 
hnmoveahle; that it. should he entitled “ Of Transfers of Properly hy atf of 
Parties"; and tliat it should eoniinenco with two sections,—one defining 
“ transfer,” the other showing Avliat may b(‘ transfcrrexl. The latter section 
should, Ave think, to some extent follow'the analogy of the Code of Civil Pro-' 
<*edure, section 2C6, clauses (c), (</), (A) and (4*), as to property Avliicb may bo 
attached.t AA"e also think that tliis chapter should contain a sc'clioii deedaring 
that a transfer may he made Avitliout writing in cveiy case in Avhieh a Avriting 
is not expxessly required hy laAv. 

The I^aAV Commissiouei's, hy Avhom the origimxl dxuft of this Bill was 
fx'amcd, observed that their chief object Avas to brixig tin; laxles which legulate 
the traxismission of projxorty betAAcen living pc;rsous iuto hai’uioxxy Avith the 
rules alfeetixig its dcA'olution ujxoxi death, and thus to funiisli the nceessaxry 
complcmc;nt of the work which they eoxumeixccd ixi framing the law of Succes¬ 
sion. AA’^ith this a'Icav tlu*y inserted x’ules tliixt eoxxditions in I'cstraint of 
alienation should he A'oid ; that c<3uditious makixig an interest to cease ou ixisol- 


• Thin, wo iiiKlot-Htniul, is nil Un't wns intoiulod l)y the Oovcninioiit of India in pixrnprnjdi 18 of its Ijogisintive de- 

spntch No. W dated lUth Muy, 1 h77, by the idirnso “Bciontinenlly nrrnnging the various vhaiJtcrs of tlio Civil Code 
thus produeed ”, and some su’oli rcarrangoiuent xvns coutemplulcil by tlie late Indian Law CuminissioiiorH, who observe 
ill their Mixtli Xtoport, refi-rring to tlieir rules relating to tlic transfer of property : ” It is probulilo that several of tliesc 
rules will eventually flinl a dilVoreut plaee wlienever a final distribution and reurrangcinonl of the wholu law sliall lu'.vo.

+ 111 view of the more general prohibition that iio triinsfer can bo made which is opposed to tho nature of the 
interest aflected thoivby. Sir Charles 'rumor thiuksit uunccesaary to declare that “a strictly personal right,” Jkc., cannot 
he transferred. 
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vcncy or attemptcnl aKenation should also ho void; that restrictions should he 
placed on the power of tying up property hy transjtctions inter vivos, similar 
to those imposed hy the Indian Succession A<?t, sections 100 to 101, in the case of 
wills. They also jiroposed rules as to when certain interests created hy trans¬ 
actions inter vivos should he deemed vesttsd. And t hey a])plied, mwfatis mutandis, 
to transfers the rales of the Succession Act as to contingent bequests, conditional 
bequests and bequests with directions as to ajiplication and enjoyment. It 
seems to us that, subject to the following remarks, these rules are in themselves 
reasonable, and may properly he extended to the transactions inter vivos of all 
the inhabitants of India, whether they are or are not subject to the Succession 
Act. But as to the rule com'sponding with section 100 of the Succession Act, 
Sir Charles Turner and Mr. West think that the law should be modified so as 
not to exclude the unborn beneficiary in the case supposed, hut to make void any 
limitation beyond his interest. As to the rule corresponding with section 102 
of the Succession Act, they think that, where distinct interests arc given to 
persons as members of a class, •w'hich interests are asceitainahle within the 
term prescribed by the rule against perpetuity, those intcr(;sts should not fail 
by reason of other interests failing through the operation of that rule; and as to 
the rule corresponding with section 103 of the Suctsossion Act, they think that, 
where an intermediate interest fails, the suhsequtmt interest should not fail, if it is 
ascertained and vested immediately on the death of the specified persons who 
were living at the time of the transferoi‘’s death. Mr. Stokes is averse 
to making any of the modifications thus suggested. As to the rule pro¬ 
hibiting accumulation, we all should prefer tlie more liberal enaednumts of 
the Thellusson Act (39 & 40 Goo. Ill, e. 08), which allow an accumulation 
for twenty-one ycai*s, and do not atfect provisions for j)aymont of debts 
or for raising portions.* But as the rule embodied in the Succession Act, 
section 104, has now been in force for fourteen years, ]Mr. Stokes and Air. West 
do not press its alteration. The BaAv Commissioners also proposed to extend to 
transactions inter vivos the ruh^s as to election contained in Part XX VI I of the 
Succession Act. We think that these rules also, founded as they are on 
principles of equity which are universally aj)plicable, may also ])roperly he 
inserted in the Bill. 

We think provision should be made for the satisfaction of a right arising 
in favour of several persons, where, in consequeu(;o of a transAir, j>rop(>rty is 
divided, and held in several shares; and we have framed a section with this 
object. Mr. West is of opinion that a corresponding rule is n(!cessary for f h<^ 
case of a division of the property burdened with an obligation, and that the 
rales should apply in all cases of legal division. 

Section 7 of the Bill treats of the title which the transferor of immove¬ 
able property can confer, and of the protection given to innocent transferees 
for value. We think that this matter should lx? dealt with in more 
detail, and have accordingly framed sections in substitution, providing for 
each of the following five cases :— 

(1) where there is a transfer for consideration hy a person, such as a Hindu 
widow, authorized only under circumstances in their nature variable to di.sj)ose 
of immoveable property; 

(2) where a third j)erson has a right to receive maintenance from the 
profits of immoveable property and such right do(‘S not amount to a charge; 

(3) where, for the more beneficial enjoyment of his own immoveable proper¬ 
ty, a thh’d person has, indcjiendeutly of any interest in the immoveable propert y 
of another, a right to restrain the enjoyment of the latter property; 

(4) where a third person is entitled to the benefit of an obligation arising 
out of a contract and annexed to the ownershiji of immoveable property, but 
not amounting to an interest or easement; and . 

(5) wh(?rc a person holds immoveable property as its ostensible owner with 
the consent of the other persons interested therein. 

We recommend, too, that the BUI should here provide for the'following 
cases:— 

. « (a) whore a person, erroneously representing that he is authorized to 


* Sir Clmrle* Tamer would oleo urge that tbcw cnuctiocuU ur* frequenlljr required by tbe eircaioBtaiicee of Iwrae 
xauiludaif properties. 
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transfer certain immoveable property, assumes to transfer it for consideration On i 
and afterwards acquires an interest therein; 

(6) where a transfer of immoveable property is made for consideration by 
persons having distinct interests therein; 

(c) where several co-owners of immoveable property transfer a share 
therein without specifying that the transfer is to take effect on any particular 
share or shares of the transferors; 

(d) where a person creates, by transfer at different times, rights in or over 
the same immoveable property, and such rights cannot all exist or be exercised 
to their full extent together. Mr. West thinks that the rule dealing with this 
case should be supplemented by a rule providing for the satisfaction of each 
later created interest to the fullest extent compatible with the rule of priority 
and for such adjustments as may further this object. 

It seems to us that a clause resembling Act XI of 1856, section 2, which 
provides, in cases to which the English law is applicable, for impi’ovements of 
immoveable property made by 6ond fide transferees who are subsequently 
evicted, may fitly be introduced into the Bill and applied to all persons in British 
India. We think, too, that such transferees should be allowed to remove 
growing crops which they have planted or sown on the property. 

We think that the section (10) relating to transfers of land pendente lite 
should not forbid such transfers when made under the authority of the Court 
and on such terms as it may impose, and that the section (10A) relating to fraudu¬ 
lent transfers may })roperly be extended to cases of fraudulent forfeitxmes and to 
cases wliere the persons defrauded are co-owners or creditors. 

Chapter III: Of Sales of Immoveable Froperty .—^Wc think that “sale” 
should be defined as a transfer of ownership in exchange for a price paid or pro¬ 
mised, or part,-y)aid and part-promised. Wc entirely agree with Sir Henry 
Maine as to the desirability of rendering the system of transfer of immoveabler 
j)roperty a system of public transfer. But we must remember that, in the absence 
of a much larger number of registration-ofiBces that at present exist in India, 
the requirement of registration in the case of every petty transaction relating to 
land would be an intolerable haidship. Wc have in this matter been guided 
by the analogy of the Indian Ilcgistration Act (III of 1877, 8(?ction 17), and 
required that sale should be made in the case of immoveable property of the 
value of Rs. 100 and upwards only, by a registered assurance, but that, in the 
case of immoveable property of a less value, it may be made either by regis¬ 
tered assurance or by delivery of the property. As to delivery, we think it 
will be enough to say that it tokes place, in the case of a rtn’ci’sion or other 
intangible thing, when the parties consent to the delivery : and in the case of 
other immoveable jsroperty, when the seller places the buyer, or such jjcrson 
as he directs, in possession of the property. 

The rights and liabilities of the seller and buyer may, we think, be conveni¬ 
ently classified as follows :—(a) duties of seller; (5) rights of seller ; (c) duties of 
buyer; (d) rights of buyer, and according to that phase in each case! which is the 
more prominent in practice. In addition to the duties which the Bill (section 12) 
imposes on the seller, and which are generally recogniso<l by the Courts, 
wc think that, when the property is, or forms part of, a reveuue-j)aying 
estate, he should be bound to present an application to the proper officer 
for the r(?quisite alteration of the revenue-register;* that hctw'een the date 
of the contract of sale and the delivery of the property, he should take duo 
care of the property and the title-deeds in his })ossession; that., on being so 
required, he should give the buyer, or such person as he directs, such possession of 
the property as its nature admits, and that he should j»ay all public charges and 
rent accrued due in respect of the property up to the date of ^ sale. As to his 
duty regarding incumbrances^ on the property sold, we conceive that it wnll bo 
in accordance with Avhat is generally understood to be the law throughout 
India merely to require the seller, in the absence of a contract to the contrary, 
to pay the interest duo on the date of sale, and, where the property is sold free 
from incumbrances, to discharge all incumbrances thereon then existing. As 
to the implied contracts of a scUer, wo think it will be enough to provide that 


* In pmoticc (according to Sir Charle* Turner) the coueideration-mon^ ie hardly orer fully paid until the seller has 
praaonted such an application. 
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■ he shall he deemed to contract that the interest which ho assumes to transfer to 
the buyer subsists, and that he has power to transfer the same; provided that, 
where the sale is made by a person m a fiduciary character, he shall be deemed 
to contract to the like effect so far only as his knowhidge extends. 

As to the buyer’s duties, we would require him, in addition to the duties 
expressly imposed by the Bill (sections 12, 15, 1(5), to pay or tender, at the time 
and place of completing the transfei*, the purchase-money to tlie seller or such 
person as he dirctsts. Power to retain out of the purerhase-moncy the amount 
of the incumbrances should, w'e think, be given to the buyer only when the 
property is sold free of incumbrances. "VVe would expressly require the buyer 
to i-c-transfer the property wdien the ownershij) thereof has passed to him before 
payment of the purchase-money, and h(i fails to pay or tender it. Vfo, also 
think tliat, wdua-e the owncrsliii> of the property has ])assed to the buyer, 
he should, as between himself and the seller, b(? expressly bound to pay all 
public charges which may btjcome due in respect of the property, the principal- 
money due on the incumbrances .subject to which the property is sold, and the 
interest thereon afierwards a(;cruing due. 


Chapter IJ': 3Iorlgage8 uf Immoveahte l^ropcrty aud Charges. —'The 
objection raised by one eminent critic, that this chapter deals “ with matters 
which do not transfer projji'rty, but only create a charge ii})on it” is ont^ which 
seems to us to rest on an assumption that a transfer must, of necessity extt'iid to 
the whole projMTty or interest of the transferor in the .siibjetd-matter of the 
traiis;iction. We, considering ownership as generally divisible, have regardc'd 
the term “transfer” as properly ajjplicable to any interest carved out of the 
aggregate called “ ownership.” This is <*onsistent with the English law. “ A 
security,” says Mr. Eisher in his work on jMortgag<'s, “ is a I’edeeinablo estate 
or right which one person has in tlie prop(n-1y of another.” 

AVe think that the definitions of the four chief kinds of mortgage with 
which this chapter commences, and Avhich were taken from JVlr. Maeplierson's 
wadl-known work, require some modification to ada])t them to tlu? various parts 
of India. Mr. AVest is of opijiion that the words ‘ without delivtwing j)ossession’ 
in the definition of ‘mortgage by conditional sale’ are not essential, and are (»p- 
posed to a common practice in the Bombay Presidency. Sir Charles 'J'uruer 
considers that transfer of jiossession is not of the essence of such mortgages, 
although they ax*e very generally combined wn’tli transfer of jaissession and 
usufructuary jirovisious. 

We arc of opinion that writing and registration should be compulsory 
whenever the principal-money secured is one hundred rupees and upwards*: 
Avhen tjie principal is less than that sum and the projxerly is not delivered, we 
would also require registration ; and in all such cases w(t think the mortgagor, 
on payment of the amount remaining due, should be entitled to require the 
mortgagee to register an acknowledgment that any right in derogation of the 
interest tranfeiTcd to him has been extinguished. The I’equirement of rt‘gis- 
tration will not only discourage fraud and facilitate investigations of title, it 
will also jireclude some difficult questions as to jn-iority. 

Mr. AVest would intrxxluce a provision in the section treating of the right 
to retleem, to the eircct that, if the time fixed for re])ayinent. of the mortgage- 
money has been allowed to ])ass, or if no tiim: has been fixed, the mortgagee 
should he entitled to reasonable notice before pa;y'jnent. JMr. Stokes and Sir 
C. Tarn(*r are o])poscd to this xwovision as unsuilrd to India. In mortgjjges 
f<»r c(msiderable sums the parties Avould sufficiently protect themselves : in the 
far more nunn'vous cases of mortgages for small sums to saukars, it would be 
iuconvenii-nt U) retpure notice. 

AVe think that a person interested in a sbdrcpnly of tlie mortgaged projior- 
ty shovdd be xaititlcd to redeem liis ow'u share only where the mortgagee, or, 
il there arc several mortgagees, all of them, has or have acquired a share in the 
right to redeem. 


Ihe sccthm (01) of the revised draft, deelaring the right of an usufructuary 

•mortgagor to recover possession, should, in Sir Charles Turner’s opinion, enablo 
hmi to do so— 


1 ^** prolits are to he applied ia payment of intcrcat at a rate agreed or pre- 
8cn je l>y aw and then in reduction of priuoipul—wiicu the mortgagor pays or tenders 
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to the mortgagee, or deposits in Court as hereinafter provided, the sum then due 
thereon; 

where the profits are to be taken in lien of interest and no time is specified for redemp¬ 
tion ; or where the profits are to be so taken and the mortgage is macte for a term of years, 
but it was not the intention of the parties that redemption should be postponed to the expiry 
of the term—when the sum then due on the mortgage is paid, tendered or deposited as 
aforesaid; 

where the profits are to be taken in lieu, of interest and the mortgage is made for a 
term, and it was the intention of the parties that redemption should not be allowed before the 
expiry of the term—when, after the expiry of the term, the sum then due on the mortgage is 
)>aid, tendered or deposited as afoi’esaid. 

Ea^planation .—It is not necessarily to bo concluded from the circumstance that a mort¬ 
gage is expressed to be made for a term of years that it was the intention of the parties that 
redemption should not be allowed before the expiry of the term. The contrary intention may 
be declui'cd by, or inferred from, other stipulations of the contract. 

The case where accessions to mort"aged property have been acquired at 
the cost of the mortgagee should, we think, be provided for. 

As the law stands, there is no implied contract on the part of the borrower 
to produce a security of any particular degree of safety, or any particular title, 
as in the case of a contract for sale. The implied contracts of the mortgagor 
should, therefore, in our opinion, be that the interest which he assumes to 
transfer subsists, and that he has power to transfer the same; that the mort¬ 
gagor will defend, or, if the mortgagee is in possession, enable him to defend, the 
mortgagor’s title to the mortgaged property; that where the mortgage is a second 
or subsequent incumbrance, the mortgagor will pay the interest accruing due on 
each prior incumbrance and at the proper time discharge the principal due thereon. 
There should also be, in the case of mortgaged leasehold, the stipulations speci¬ 
fied in the Bill (section 24s) as to payment of rent, performance of conditions, 
observance of contracts and indemnity. 

Bor tlie scHition (27) treating of w-aste by a mortgagor in possession, Mr. 
West would substitute the following : “A mortgagor must not by any act or 
wilful omission destroy, or materially impair the value of, the mortgaged pro¬ 
perty or liis interest therein as a security for the mortgage-money.” 

We recommend the omission of the section (28) requiring certain notices 
to be given by mortgagors making, or proposing to make, second and other 
subsequent mortgages. This j)rovision (which w'as inserted by the Select Com¬ 
mittee to w'hich the Bill was referred) is a novelty, and does not seem to us 
likely to be of any practical use. 

Section 34, expressing the present rule in the case of a mortgage by con¬ 
ditional sale, treats the mortgagee as having no remedy against the mortgagor 
personally, except in certain speeified cases. Mr. West would substitute the 
following : “ A mortgagee may sue a mortgagor for mortgage-money which has 
become payable in all cases except those wherein a personal liability has been 
excludetl by express contract or by the nature of the mortgage.” 

Wliere, by any cause other than the wrongful act or default of the mort¬ 
gagor or mortgagee, the mortgaged property has been wholly or jiartially 
destroyed, or the security is rendered insufficient, the mortgagee should, we 
tliink, be entitled to require the mortgagor to give him within a reasonable 
time another sufiicient security for his debt, and if the mortgagor fails to do so, 
to sue him for the mortgage-money. 

We think that a mortgagee interested in part only of the mortgage-money 
should not bo precluded from suing for a partial foreclosure whtjro the mort¬ 
gagees have, with the consent of the mortgagor, severed their i7itcrests under 
the mortgage. 

We would modify section 35 so as to allow powers of sale in all cases 
where the principal-money originally secured is Aa'c hundixid rupees or upwanls. 
They save litigation and expense. Their validity has been recognised in many 
parts of India. Moreover, interference with freedom of contract is pvinui 
facie unde’sirablo, and it is, in our opinion, only in small transactions, where the' 
mortgagor is generally poor and ignorant, that any real danger exists as to the 
misuse of such powers. In some cases the mortgagor obtains money on easier 
terms by conferring a power of sale on the mortgagee, and the power is usually, 
and not unreasonably, inserted in mortgages to agents of indigo, coffee and 
similar estates, where the value of the security might be considerably impoh'ed,

Where the receipts from the mortgaged property are to lie taken in lieu 
of interi'st, or of interest and defined portions of the principal, we do not think 
that a mortgagee in possession should be bound to collect the rents and profits 
and to reiKiir. 

The section (46) relating to mortgages made to secure the balance of a 
running account and exjiressing the maximum secured should, we think, he 
extended to mortgages to seem-e future advances and the performance of engage¬ 
ments. 

We think that the Court sliould not postpone the day appointed for pay¬ 
ment in a foreclosure-suit unless sufiitiient seemrity is given as well as go(»d 
cause shown, and we would modify section 50 so as to enable it to rotxuire such 
security. 

The power conferred on a Court to order, in a foreclosure-suit, a sale in lieu 
of foreclosure, at the instance of the mortgagee, or at the instance of the mort¬ 
gagor furnishing security for any balance which may remain unsatisfied by the 
proceeds of the sale, will he novel throughout the greater pari of the Mufas- 
sal.* But it seems to us expedient for the mortgagor that the Court should 
possess this power, and that where the sale takes place at the instance of the 
mortgagee, he should not be allowed to recover any balance which he could iu)t 
have recovered in the event of foreclosure, and that where the sah; takes ph»<-(‘ 
at the instance of the mortgagor, the mortgagee obtains all that he is entitled 
to, if he receives his principal-money and interest. 

Where a dc^cree has been made for redomi>tion, if the amount due is not 
paid on the day fixed by the Court, the i)lainti1f, where the mortgage is simj>k' 
or usufructuaiy, should not be foreclosed, nor, where the mortgage is by con¬ 
ditional sale, should the proj>erty be sold. 

Where one of sevt'ral mortgagors redet'ms tlu; mortgaged prof)ertv and 
obtains jiossession thereof, we think that he should be declared <mtitled to a 
charge on the share of each of the other co-moidgagors in the property, for hi^ 
proportion of the costs j)roperly incui’red in so rtdeeming and obtaining pos¬ 
session. A decision of tlie late Sadr Court, North-West(M*n I’rovinces, is to 
this effect. The High Court of Bombay also has ruled that the i)urchaser of 
the interest of one of several co-sharers in an etiuity of r(dcmi)tion may redeem 
the whole property and hold it subject to the rights on contribution of the 
other CO- sharers. 

The Bill should, Mr. Stokes and Sir Charles Turner think, X’rovidc scpai- 
ateJy for the rights and liabilities which arise where two or more forms of 
mortgage are combined. 

Mr. Stokes would insert the following:— 


“97. Where a simple mortgagee is, under the contract of mortgage, entitled as lessee or 
Si«,vW mortgage u>mfructuar,. othermsc to receive ‘ he rents and profits ae nung 

iroiu the mortgaged property, eueh rents and pro¬ 
fits shall, in the absence of a conthict to the contrary, be credited to the mortgagor against the 
interest of the prineijtal-monoy, and if they exceed the amount due in rc.speet of interest, tio-ainsi 
tlieprintjipal-nioncy also. In other respects the rights and liabilities of the parties are the^samo 
as if the mortgage were purely simple. 

Where a mortgagee by conditional sale is, under the contract of moTfgagt>, entithnl as les.sce 

Conditiousl mortgage umifructaary. otherwi^ to receive the ren(.s and profits accru¬ 

ing from the mortgaged property, the rights and 
liabilities of the parties are, up to the date on which the principal-money has become payable, 
the same as if the mortgage were purely usufructuary, and from and after that date the sairu- 
as if the mortgage were purely by conditional sale.” .

Six Charles Turner thinks that it would be enough to insert a simple de¬ 
claration that tlu! mortgagee and mortgagor have respectively the same rio-ht 
and liabilities as are declared to be crcat(!d in each of the several forms so <;om- 
bin^, so far as such rights and liabilities arc consistent with the mortgatree’t 
availing himself of any of his reraedie.s. Mr. West thinks that the getTera 
provisions of the BiU sufTudcnily cover this matter. 


• Bat tee, M to tho Preeidenc, of BomUy, Bombay Begnlation V of 18X7, ad Jlntm. 
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There is a common practice on tlie part of mortgagees of suing their mott- on a 
gagors on the debt as such, and in execution selling the mortgagor’s interest 
in the property. This is purchased by strangers to the mortgage, whe are thus 
Tirtually defrauded by an enforcement of the security, of the existence of 
which they were wholly ignorant. In order to check tliis practice, we have 
framed a section providing that, where a mortgagee, in execution of a decree 
for the satisfaction of any claim, whether arising under the mortgage or not, 
attaches and brings to sale the mortgaged property, or the mortgagor’s interest 
therein, his security shall be extinguished unless before the issue of the 
proclamation under the Civil Procedure Code, section 287, he gives notice 
thereof to the Court executing the decree. 

We concur with the late Law Commissioners in thinking tliat mortgage 
by deposit of title-deeds should not be recognized. It is now hardly knowm 
in the Mufassal. It is opposed to the policy of our registration-law : it leads 
to evasions of the stamp-duty; and it is at variance witli the principle of 
making the system of transfer of immoveable property as far as possible a 
system of public transfer. When the amount secured is Es. 100 or upwards, 
it would also be inconsistent with our proposed rule requiring a written in¬ 
strument. 

The section (64) relating to the merger of charges is, in the opinion of Mr. 
Stokes and Sir C. Turner, in exact accordance with the English and Indian 
decisions on the subject. Mr. West would substitute the following; “ The 
holder of one of two or more incumbrances may purchase another, or the pro¬ 
perty subject thereto, and hold the same with his original incumbrance as 
separate interests.” 

Eor section 54 (as to the right to recover a balance due on a mortgage) 

Sir Charles Turner would substitute the following:— 

“ Where the nett proceeds of any such sale are insufficient to pay the amount due for the ' 
time being on the mortgage, togetlier with the costs, if any, awarded to the mortgagee by the 
decree or in execution thereof, he may recover such balance and costs— 

if the sale bas been made in a suit for foreclosure, under the last paragraph of section 87, 
in execution of the decree, by enforcing the security; and if such security is a bond, with sure¬ 
ties, both against such sureties and the principal: 

in any case, if under the contract the mortgagee was entitled to any other remedy for the 
recovery of the mortgage-debt in addition to a ssUo of tlic property sold, and such other remedy 
has been claimed and decreed in execution of the d<‘cr<je; hut 

if such other rem»xly has not been claimed and decreed, then by subsequent suit, unless he 
has by release or abandonment or otherwise lost such other remedy, or the suit is barred by 
limitation.” 

Lastly, we all tliink that tbe Bill should contain provisions as to serving 
notices, and making or ac;cepting tenders and deposits, under this chapter, when 
the person concerned is non-resident, or unknown, or incompetent to con¬ 
tract. These provisions (which will be found in the revised Bill, ss. 101, 102) 
are novel; but they are suggested by difficulties wMch have ocxiurred in 
practic.e. Mr. West is of opinion that the following principles should be 
explicitly set foitli: (1) a transaction in any guise, the real intent of which 
is to make property a security for a continuing debt, is to he deemed a mort¬ 
gage ; (2) an unreasonable restriction on redemption is void; (3) time specified 
is not of the essence of the transaction for either party. Mr. Stokes and Sir 
Charles Turner consider that it may he left to the Courts to dete^nc in 
cjich instance wliat is the nature of a transaction, and whether time is of its 
esstmee, and that it would he inexpedient to do more, in respect of restrictions 
on redemption, than to give effect to the intention of tlie parties when it can 
he collected from the contract. 

Chapter V: Of Leases qf tmnioneable Property .—A high authority 6bjects 
to this chapter in that it deals “with matters which do not transfer property, 
hut only create a limited interest in it.” This is not, wo venture to thmk, in 
accordance with either English or Indian law. The lessor not only creates, 
hut conveys, an inten^st in the property concerned. We conceive, and have 
defined, a lease to he a transfer of a right to enjoy specified immoveable property, 
made in consideration of a premium or a rent. Such a right is " property, ” 
and the present chapter, therefore, in our opinion, rightly falls within the 
scope of a Bill entiued “ The Transfer of Property Act.” 
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woxdd require all leases from year to year, or for any term exceeding 
Bill! one year, or reserving a yearly rent, to be made by regfistered assurance. This 
agrees mth the rule in the Registration Act (III of 1877), section 17, save 
that it omits the power given by that Act to the Local Government to exempt 
leases for terms not exceeding five years and for annual rents not exceeding 
iifty rupees. It is hardly necessary to point out that it also carries out the 
* policy above referred to, of rendering the system of transferring immoveable 

property as far as possible a system of public transfer. 

As to the respective rights and liabilities of the lessor and lessee, ^we would 
expi*cssly recognize the right to distrain, subject to the local law refaMing to dis¬ 
tresses. We think that the lessor’s implied contract for quiet enjoyment should 
not in India be limited to the acts of the lessor or his transferees, or any person, 
claiming through him or them. Where any material part of the property leased 
is by vis major destroyed or rendered substantially and permanently unfit for 
the purjKise for which it was let, we recommend that the lessee should liave 
the option of treating the lease as void. The lessee should, we tliink, in the 
absence of a contract or local usage to the contrary, bo bound to make good 
only such defects as have been caused by his own act or defa^t. 

As to the effect of a surrender on an mider-loase, we think that when the 
tlndcr-lcase lias been granted on terms and conditions substantially the same 
(except as rcgai’ds the amount of I’cnt) as those of the original lease, the under¬ 
lease should not be prejudiced. Mr. West thinks that the original lessor 
ought to be guarded against loss through sub-leases at reduced rents, and that 
sub-lessees willing to make good the terms of the original lense should be 
guarded against loss by any wilfid forfeitura. 

Mr. West would extend the section (73) lelating to relief against for¬ 
feiture for non-payment of rent to all cases free from fraud and wilful neg¬ 
lect and reparable by damages. 

Local legislation as to the relations of zamindar and raiyat being so copious 
and elaborate, we think that the provisions of this <‘haptor shouhl not apply 
to leases for agricultural purposes, cxce])t in so far as the Local Govia’iimcnt 
may declare all or any of such pi’ovisions to b(' so ap])lieabl(;, together Avith, 
or subject to, tiiose of anj'^ local laA\' for the time Indng in force?. 

Chapter VI : Of Exchanges .—This chai)ter will su]>ply a distinct defect 
in the Contract Act. We would delino “ Exchange,” not as an agreement, but 
as the fulfilnumt of an agreement by mutual transfer of dominion, and accord¬ 
ingly make the first section of this chapter run t hus:— 

“ When two |>ci-sons mutnally transfer the ownership of one thing for the ownership <»f 
another, neither thing or botli things being money only, the transuetion is called an ‘ ex¬ 
change.’ 

A transfer of property in completion of an exchange can Imj mode only in inauiier proviiletl 
for the transfer of such property by sale.” 

The effect of this wiU be to render a registered assurance necessary in the 
case of an exchange of land worth one hundred rui)ccs or upwards. Here again 
we have borne in mind the expediency of rendering the sj stern of transfer of 
immoveable property as far as possible a system of public transf<»r. 

We think the clause (section 77) relating to the right of a jrarty evicte<i 
from a thing received in exchange should be made subject to a contract to the 
contrary. 

In accordance with the suggestion of a distinguished Native lawyt'r, 
Srinh'dsa Rao, we recommend the insertion here of a chapter on Gift inter 
vivos, saving of course the rules of Muhammadan law on this subject. We 
iiave framed some sections on this subject which will be found in chapter VI1 
of the revised draft of the Transfer of Property. Bill annexed to this Report. 
They define “ gift” : they show how a transfer must be effected for thcpuri)ose 
of making a gift («) of immoveable projicrty and (i) of moveable property ; 
they require registration in the case of gifts of inunoveablc property of tvliat- 
ever ^lue (Act III of 1877, section 17, clause a), and in the case of gifts of 
moveables, whenever the property given is not delivered : they provide a rule as 
to the ^ect of giving benefits to the persons attesting gifts of land: they 
^cl^e that a gift comprising bcith existing and future property is void as to 
the mtter, and that a ^t of a divisible thing to tw'o or more donees, of whom 
^ one does not accept it, is void as to the interest which he would have taken 
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he accepted it. They show when a gift may be suspended or revoked. They on th. 
exempt the donor from warranty. They deal, finally, with onerous and with 
universal gifts. Gifts of one’s whole property to a relation or friend are not ^ * 
uncommon before an execution or in anticipation of insolvency. For. such 
cases of fraud section 63 of the revised Bill would provide when the property 
is land. But an universal gift may conceivably be honest and comprise move¬ 
able property. It should therefore, we think, bcj specially provided for. 

Of these provisions it may be said, generally, that some have not hitherto 
been declared by the legislature or the Courts ; but they procw,d on principles 
already recognized. The rule declaring an universal donee liable personally 
for the donor’s debts due at the time of the gift to tlui extent of the property 
given is not only obviously equitable but is, as we have said, required to meet a 
not uncommon fraud. It is also in conformity with Ilindd law. 

Chapter VII: Of Tranafers of Debts .—We think that tliis chapter should 
be entitled “ Of Transfers of At;tional>lc Claims,” and that its provisions as to 
charges on debts and beneficial interests in moveable property should be omitted. 

We would provid(} rules as to the ajiplication and extent of the w'arranty of the 
solvency of a debtor. We think that in India it would be expc(lient to 
declare that, as a rule, wlum an actionable claim is sold, he against whom it is 
<rlaimed is dis<?harged by paying the buyer the price and incid<;ntal expenses 
of the sale with interest from the date of payment. Bastly, we think that no 
ju(lg<?, ]>icader or otlier officer c?onnected with Courts of justice should be cap- 
al)l(^ of buying any actionable claim falling under the jurisdiction of the Court 
in which he exercises his functions. 

We have inserted in tlie n^pealing schedule the Statute of Uses (27 Hen. 
VIII, c. 10). It has no operation in the Mufassal; and in the Presidency- 
towns it win be inconsistent with the provisions of section 8 of the Bill as 
now revised. 

AVe annex to this Btqiort. a copy (marked A) of the Bill as we have revised 
it. 


3.—THE ALLUVION BIEL. 

This Bill, introduced into the Council of the Governor General on the 2nd On ti 
October, 1878, has be('n settled by a Select Committt*ci comprising amongst its ** 
members the llon’ble INIessrs. Evans, Thompson, Colvin, Cockerell and Thorn¬ 
ton. 

We think that this Bill should save local customs, not only in the Panjab, 
but in all other tcuTitories to which it is to ajiply. At the same time, seeing 
that customs, such as dhdrdhiira, have in a measure suiwivcd the existence of the 
circumstances which mtule them reasonable, we are of opinion that the Bill 
should enable all i>ersons whose interests as riparian ownera are likely to be 
afTected by custom in any particular place, by cons<mt to abolish the custom 
and place themselves under the operation of the g(mei*al law. This might be 
elfeeti'd by a registered instrument. 

AVc would omit t he definition of “ owner.” The Courts may safely be 
trusted to deteianine who in a given case is the riparian owner. 

We would omit the first of the three definitions of “ t hread of the streaiu.” 

In other respects we regret that we have been unable to come to an agree¬ 
ment regarding this Bill. Subject to the amendments just specified and those 
next b(?reinafter mentioned, Mr. Stokes approves of the Bill as settled by the 
Stdect Committee. 

He ^to'nks that each of the provisos to sections 4 and 7 should run 
thus:— 

“ Proviiled that, where the land or any portion thereof forma on a site which is proved to 
belong to a private owner, such owner is entitled to the land or portion so formed.^’ 

Tills expresses'the rule in the case of Lopez Muddun and reverts, 

abstantially, to the wording of the Bill as introduced to the Legislative Coun- 
Ll. To save the rights of Government as is done by the Bill as amended by 
lie Committee would, as appears to him, render sections 4 and 7 altogether in- 
perative.

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iitheAUu. He agrees with the Bombay Government and Mr. Justice Mutusdmi 
1 Bill. Ayyar, that islands formed in the sea should in all tsases belong to the Crown. 

He thinks that, where any question arises as to the division of lands under 
section 4 or section G, an appeal should he given to the Civil Courts, 

For the reasons given by Mr. Ibbetson in Paper No. 32, he would, in sec¬ 
tions 7 and 0, substitute the word “bank” for the word “ frontage,” and for 
the second clause of the rule contained in section 7 he would substitute the 
following:— 

“ Where more than one such normal can be clrawi from one and the same end of any hank, 
and each of such normals is of different leufffch, the shortest of such normals shall be deemed 
to be the including line; and where more than one of such normals, being of equal length, can 
be so drawn, and there is no shorter normal, the line bisecting the angle between the extreme 
positions of the shortest normal sliall he deemed to be the including lityj.” 

He agrees with the l*anjub Govermucut in thinking that this rule might 
usefully be illustrated by diagrams. 

Sir Charles Turner considiTs that the Bill as settled by the S('lcct Commit¬ 
tee is def(!<;tive, and Avlien*. it alb’rs, does not always improA'e, the law obtain¬ 
ing in the Presidency of Port William. He thinks rules for the giiidauee of 
the Courts sliould hi; framed in the simplest tcuans, and that instances of im¬ 
perceptible ae.cretion are so rare in a land of tropical iviin tlint they may bo h'ft 
to be dealt Avith by the Courts on a g<'nei'al princij)lc sntliciently understood. 
He agrees that all islands formed in llio sea should bo di‘elar(‘d tb(‘ pro])erty f>r 
Government, but Ixdieves they W'ill be more spcislily utilized it’, Avheii con- 
necttsl by a ford with a shore, they arc* given to the owner of the shore. H<^ 
would reframe tin; bulk of tlie Bill as follows :— 


''Shortest ford and “nearest hind” mean resjiectively the ford wliieh is shortest, :ind 

the land which is neaicst, when the water is at its avcragi'height, neither swollen by Hood 

nor shrunk by ilrought.

Mr. West thinks the Bill should provide as follows ;— 

^‘The bed of the sea, of lakes below the ordinary dry-weather level of the water, of tidal 
rivers and of rivers capable of use for navigation or trallie belongs, in the absence of j.rivate 
interests acquired by grant or prescription, to the Government. 

The bed of any other river or stream may he presniiietl to he the pro|H;rly of each riparian 
owner as to the space lying Ijctweeii his frontage and the mid-thrc.'id of the stream. 

Explanations ,—‘ Frontage * means the line described by the edge of the water at its me. 
dium height. ‘ Mid-thread * means the middle line between opposite frontages. 

I’he up-stream and down-stream boundary of properly in the bed is to he ascertained by 
drawing perpendiculars from the extremeties of the frontage to the mid-thread. 

Whore two or more equal perpendiculars shorter than all others can lie drawn, the bound¬ 
ary is the line bisecting the greatest angle contained by them. 

W'hcre the mid-thread is a curved line, the pcrjiciidieular. lines are to he drawn to lines 
tangential to the curve where such perpendiculars strike the mid-thread. 

Ike bed of a lake not being the property of Government may he presumed to belong to 
the riparian owners according to the following rules:— 

(rt) In the ease of an inlet whose length landwards exceeds its breadth, the middle line 
between the opposite frontages is to serve as the mid-thread of a stream up to a point where 
the prolongation of such line to the shore equals the perjicndiculars drawn to the line from the 
opposite frontsiges. 

(A) Land intersected by any line drawn from such point perpendicular to the general line 
of the shore belongs to the owner of the frontage struck by it. 

(c) Where the two rules would give different boundaries between contiguous properties, 
the latter is to prevail. • 

{(!) Ill other cases the houndary-line between properties having contiguous frontages is 
the shortest line that can he drawn from the point at which they meet to the line described by 
the edye of the water at the ordinary dry-weather level, disregarding slight inequalities. 

('■) If two or more such lines he equal, the boundary is the line biBectiug'the greatest 
angle <*ontaincd between such equal lines. 

4.1. 1 ^ tlie conformation of the lake prevents the application ®£ the foregoing metV ods, 

the boundary towards the lake of properties having contiguous frontages is a line drawn fr om 
the poiut where they meet so as to he continually perriendicular to the edge of the water as it

Land formed by natural causes on any site belongs to each owner thereof for •his interest 
therein. 

A’j’C^/toM.—Land which can be identified as belon^ng to a property whenee it has been 
carried away by avulsion and cast on another may at his option be taken away by the owner of 
the former property. 

Imj>crce])tiblG accretions to riparian land, and accretions to such lacd to which no superior 
claim is asserted, belong to each owner of such land for his interest therein. 

AVhere a river is divided into channels by an island, an owner of property in such island, 
having a frontage on a channel, is a riparian owner with reference to owners of contiguous 
j>ropertie8 and to owners of property on the opj)osite bank of the river, and, ns between such 
owners, tlie dividing channel only is to l>c deerntKl the river or stream. 

In the districts wherein Regulation XI of 1825 is in force, and in the districts wherein the 
interests, rights and duties arising from formations or diminutions of land, from the sub- 
inergence of land, or from its exposure by the recession of water, are governed l)y any cus¬ 
tomary or other local law, such Regulation and such law shall, as to all matter's provided for by 
the same, continue in force notvvitlistanding anything in this Act contained. 

The owner of any property abutting on, or extending into, the sea or a river or lake may 
a))pl 3 ' to the Local Government to determine by survey and enquiry the proper boundary of his 
property, to set up proper land-marks, and to malffe correct plans for the said boundary with 
reference to known permanent objects. One of such plans shall, when the. survey has been made 
by the person appointed liy Government, be deposited in the office of the Collector, .and one 
shall be registered by such owner, with a declar.ation that his ownership extends to the houndary 
thereli^' defined. After the lapse of one year without a suit to contest their correctness, such 
plan and declaration shall be conclusive evidence of the boundary. 

Should any person deem himself injured or likely to be injured by such proceedings he may, 
within one year from the registration aforesaid, bring a suit for the rectification of the bound¬ 
ary, which shall in such eas<! be determined according to the result of such suit; and new plans, 
in case of variance, shall be dtjposited by the person interested in the office of the Collector, and 
sliall b(5 registered by such jicnson. 

Such pl.'in shall be conclusive of the boundary as between the parties to the suit. As to ' 
other persons, it sh.all ho conclusive, unless within one year from its registration a suit is brought 
for a rectification of the boundary as therein defined. To any such suit the preceding section 
shall apply. 

'I’lu; expenses of the surveys hereinbefore contemplated must be defrayed by the person 
calling for or requiring the same, according to such rules as the Local Government may pre¬ 
scribe. 

The Local Government, sifter giving public notice, may of its own accord and at the 
public expense make a survey of any such boundary sis siforessiid; and the plans and declaration 
cori'csjionding to the result msiy be deposited and registered by the (x>Ilector or otficr officer 
authorized on that behalf, with the like consequences and subject to the same proceedings as in 
the csisc of a private person. 

The Tioeal Government may make rules for giving effect to this Act, which, when pub¬ 
lished in the Goveniment Gazette, shall luivc the force of law. 

The Local Government may appoint officers cither generally or specially for carrying out 
the provisions of this Act. 

No owner of land submerged by a (lake or) river capable of use for navigation or traffic 
shall be at liberty, while such land is eovereil with water so as to be included in the bed of the 
stream, to occupy or make use thereof in .any way which may jirevent or impede the use of 
such river for navigation, traffic or other usual purposes. All legal regulations as to naviga¬ 
tion, the use of the water, and of the bed of the stream, applying to a river generally', shall 
apply equally to those places where it llows over land which is private as to those where it 
flows over ijublic property. 

A custom inconsistent with this Act shall be abrogated by disuse for twelve years, or, as 
to any village or town, at the request of a majority of the riparian owners with the assent of 
the Local Government. 

Section 11, clause {a) of Bill, extended so as, when a riparian owner is entitled to 
alluvion in virtue of his estate, to give it to him according to (or for) his interest in such 
estate." 


4 .—THE MASTER AND SERVANT BILL. 

Wo think that this Bill not only fills uj) a distinct gap in the system of ontiioM»»tei 
Indian jiMsprudence, but will tend in practice to prevent misunderstandings 
and consequent iU-feeling and litigation between Master and Servant; and its 
rules as to notice will preclude much uncertainty on the part of the Courts. 

We are of opinion, with Savigny {Syaietn d. h. B. Bechta^ s. 66) and other 
jurists, that the law of hired service should be dealt with as p^ of the law of 
persons rather than as a branch of the general law of contract. The relation of

master and servant, though, like marriage, it arises from contract, yet when 
on(!e constituted involves rights and duties of a kind essentially different from 
those arising on a sale of timber or wool. They are but partiaUy amenable to 
strict regulation, and the iieculiar ndation of the parties specializes and limits, 
while it justifies, a particular sanction and juiasdiction for enforcing the reci¬ 
procal duties that arise from it. We, ther<d‘orc, all approve of the inclusion of 
the Acts empowering Magistrates to deal punitively with artisans who have 
received advances and with workmen em 2 )loycd on public works. We recom¬ 
mend the omission of the sections in tlu'ir present form giving Magistrates 
jurisdiction in disputes between master’s and domestic servants. They are not, 
in our oxunion, open f o the objections taken by an tnninent critic ; but they 
might, we think, have occasionally caused hardshijj. Sir Charles Turner A%'ould 
put nothing in the place of thes(‘ s<*etions. His reasons are fully stated in n 
note api)endod to this lle])oi't. Ihd breaches of contract seem proi»er subjects 
for 2 >enal h'gislation when committed by pei’sons from -whom it is imi>ossible to 
recover dam:igt!s. For this and the other reasons given in the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons, ]Mr. Stok('s and Mr. West are of oj)inion that sehjcted 
M.agistrat(^s ougiit to have a summary power to enforce the servant’s jn-incipal 
duties. The comi>laints should he made promptly and by the head of the 
household. The punitive jurisdiction should be exercised only in extieme cases, 
and means should be secMired for an elh;ctivc review. On the other hand, a 
domeslic servant should haAc a sinijde, eheaj) and speedy remedy against a 
a master who wrongfully diseharg<'s him or withholds his wages. To attain 
these ends, they propose the following sections :— 


" 22. If a domestic servant eoinmits any of the following ofTonccs—■ 

„ , . . (it) wilfnllv and wrongfully fails to enter 

into Ills master s service, 

(i) wilfully and wrongfully ahsents himself therefroiii, 

(c) wilfully uisoheys any order which as a domestic servant he is hound to oliev, 

pi) does anything with the intention of causing wrongful gain or wrongful loss to his 


master, 

(e) wilfully damages his master’s jiroperty, 

(y’) iiitoiitionally insults, and therehy gives provocation to, any person to whom he is 
bound, as a domestic servant, to be resjicctful, intending, or knowing it to he likely, that such 
provocation ivill cause such jicrson t<» break the puhlie peace or to e<>uimit any <ither ofTmiee. 

his master, or the person having control of his master’s household, may, within iifteeii 
days of the date on which such offence is committed, make a comjilaint of such offence to a 
Magistrate having jurisdiction in the case.* 

E.rj)/aftaiton.—Nothing is an offence under this st'ction where the harm thereljy causcil, c>r 
intended to he causeil, or known to be likely to be caused, is so slight that no person of ordinary 
sense or temper would complain of such harm. 

"23. The Magistrate shall examine the complainant on oath, anJ if after sneh examination 
there is, in the Magistrate’s opinion, no sufficient ground for proeee«ling, he may dismiss the 
complaint. But if, in the Magistrate’s opiuion, there is sn(lici«‘iit ground for Inilieving that the 
servant has committed any offence mentioned iu section 22, he shall issue his summons, or, if 
for reastms to be recorded hy him it apj»ears necessary, his warrant, for causing the servant t«) 
appear or to bo brought at a certain time and place before him. 

If the Magistrate convicts the servant of any offence triable under this section, he may 
by a certificate signed by him with his name of office, discharge the servant from the service 
of his master, and the master fr<mi all or any obligations to the servant. But if, in the opinion 
of the Magistrate, such discharge will not he a pro])cr or adetiuate punishment, he may, after 
recording the facts proved and the grounds of his judgment, sentence the servant to imprison¬ 
ment in the civil jail for a term which may extend to one month, or to fine which may extend 
to fifty rupees, or to l>oth. 

When the servant is a male under sixteen years of the Mt^strate may sentence him 
to whipping in lieu of the fine or imprisonment aforesaid. 

" 24. If a master wrongfully discharges a domestic servant or fails to pay liis wages for 

a period of more than fifteen days from the 
Complaint y servant. time when, they become payable, the servant 

may, within three months of the date of such discharge or the expiration of such period, make 
complaint of t.he facts to a Magistrate having jurisdiction in the case. 

'riie Magistrate shall examine the complainant on oath, and if after such examination there 
is, in the Magistrate’s opinion, no sufficient ground for proceeding, he shall dismiss the com¬ 
plaint. But if, in the Magistrate’s opinion, there is sufficient ground for Iwlieving that the 
master has been guilty of the act or omission complained of, he shall issue his aammons for 
causing the master to appear at a certaiu time and place before him. 


• Ho will be, in tlie I’rnmdeucy.townn, a I’restdeiicy MagUtrato, and alaawliero a MagiatniU of tlia first or MCood 
olaaa specially empowered by the Laical Government. 
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If tho complaint is proved, the Magistrate shall order the master to pay to the servant 
such sum not exceeding one hundred rupees as the Magistrate thinks reasonable com|>ensation 
for such discharge or failure, together with the wi^es, if any, due to the servant, and, in 
case of non-payment of tho amount so ordered to be paid, may levy the same as if it were a fine. 

25. In the trial of cases under section 23 or section 24, the Magistrate shall be guided, 

p oaedarc towus of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay 

* by tho rules contained in the Presidency Magis¬ 

trates' Act, 1877, sections 114 and 237, and elsewhere by the rules regulating the trial of 
summons-cases. He may make such order as ho thinks fit in regard to the costs of the sum¬ 
mons or warrant. 

26. If any complaint under section 22 or section 24 is, in the opinion of the Magistrate, 

„ . . , frivolous or vexatious, the provisions of the 

Fnvolous or vexat.oa. complau.t.. Criminal Procedure, Action 209, or (in 

the said towns) of the Presidency Magistrates' Act, 1877, section 242, shall, mutaiis nmlanilit, 
apply." 


We agree with the Chief Commissioner of British Burma that the Bill 
should extend to the whole of British India. Whore, as in Burma, most of the 
domestic servants come from Madras or Bengal, a law with which they w’crc 
unfamiliar might Ikj held sometimes in terrorem over their heads in order to 
make them submit to uujust treatment, and false and exaggerated reports gain¬ 
ing currency might seriously interfere with the supply of such servants. Pro¬ 
visions corresjionding Avit h Acts XIII of 1859 and IX of 1860, Avhich conf(?r 
magisterial jurisdiction over artizans and others who have received advances, and 
over workmen employed on public Avorks, may now, we think, be made gene¬ 
rally applicrablc. Both Acts haA’e Avorked beneficially in lai’ge jiortions of t he 
couutiy. They haA-^c heen tested by twenty ytiars’ experience; and, while the 
High Courts do their duly, they cannot he made a mtians of opj^ression. Biit 
Ave think that the section corresponding Avith Act XIII of 1859 should not 
extend to cases where the adA’ance has heen worked out or duly expended. 

Wc are of opinion that the following minor changes should be made in the 

BiU. 


We think that the clause (section 11) relating to the servant’s obligation to 
be ohedi('nt should run thus : “ He must obey all reasonable orders relating to 
his employment given by his master or by any person to whom the master lias 
expressly or impliedly delegated power to give such orders.” 

Wo Avould omit the clause (section 11, clause 1 ) imposing on a domestic 
serA'ant tho duty, on being so required, to accompany his master to any place not 
more than one hundred miles from the place where he entered the service. 
Considering the very A'arious classes of persons included under the expression 
“ domestic servant,” it Avould he impossible to frame a rule on the subject Ai'hich 
would not often giA-^c rise to hardsliip; and wc think the matter may properly be 
left to arrangement in each case. 

Where a servant is disabled by illness from performing his duty, he 
should proA'ido at his own expense a substitute satisfactory to his master; but 
this rule should not in our opinion apjily where the illness arises from injury 
received in the course of his employment. 

We would not alloAt’^ a master in every case to discharge without notice a 
servant for habitual idleness, for being declared an insolvent, or for theft, rape 
or adultry Avhile in the master’s service; but we think he should have that 
power in the case of a single instance of the servant’s intoxication or insolence, 
or gn)ss negligence in the performance of his duties, and also where the master 
discovers that the servant has been guilty of misconduct, before or after the 
commencement of his service, implying a defect in character which unfits 
him for such service. 

Wc would omit tho tAvo sections (14,15) dealing respectively with the mas¬ 
ter’s right to sue tliird persons for compensation for loss of service and with the 
effect of a servant’s contributory negligence. They will find their proper place 
in tho Coflo of Torts or Actionable Wrongs, which wo think should he under¬ 
taken without delay. Wo would retain the section dealing with tho servant’s 
right to compensation for breach of the master’s duties. 

We would confine the master’s obligation (section 17, clause j) to provide 
fellow-servants of ordinary care and reasonable skill to cases where the service 
is a work of danger.

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Iter Mr. West is of opinion that the power of moderate chastisement may 
'* properly ho delegated to the masters of minor servants by their parents or guard¬ 
ians. It will, ho thinks, save boys from sudden dismissal and loss of character 
at an age when remote consequences cannot be appreciated by them ; it is the 
only kind of discipline to which young and rude natures are amenable : under 
section 29 of the revised Bill an apprentice is subject to chastistjment; and the 
omission of the power, so guaitl(?d as it is, may do an injury to many Native 
boys by preventing masters who know what boys are from employing them. 
It is a discipline to which virtually every English boy in a like situation and 
under the like circumstances is subjected—and on the whole for Ins good. 
The instances in which boys suffer any ill usage at the hands of their employers 
are so rare that they may be almost excluded from consideration in framing 
a general rule. Mr. Stokes and Sir Charles Turner, on the other hand, consider 
that in this countiy it wnuld be inexpedient for the legislature to sanction 
the cmjdoyment of violence by a master on any servant. 

Mr. West would expressly forbid the servant to receive, without his mas¬ 
ter’s consent, any premium or commission fram any other jjcrson on account of 
any business or transaction in which he has dealt with such person as his 
master’s agent. The prevalence of the dishonest practice at •which this rule 
is pointed is, in his opinion, a reason for its introdiurtion, not for its omission. 

Mr. West would extend the section (27) empowering Magistrates to deal 
summarily with disputes betweeTi employci’s and their workmen tunployed on 
public works to cases w here those works arc on account of a nninici])ality. In 
such cases, owing to the large number of pcrsr)ns emjdoyed, the settlement of 
di.sputes by the ordinary chil process might, in his opinion, w ell occupy the 
whole time of the cmph)yer and bring the works to a standstill. At the same 
time such disputes as arise art;, legally, of the sim])lest character. Mr, Stoki's 
and Sir Charles Turner do not considtjr the proposed extension dcsirabh'. W(? 
all think that the amount awarded under this section should (as is the case 
under Act IX of 18G0) be recoverable only by distress and sale of the defaulter’s 
moveable property. 

We doubt whether the presumi)tion in section G, clause (d), that artizans 
and "workmen are hiied for no s])ccific term, is justifiable in some parts of India, 
and w’^e .suggest that special inquiry on this point be made of the Local Gov¬ 
ernments. We would also suggest for cemsidoration that the Bill should 
contain a i*ule that an artizan or w'orkman breaking off in the middle of a day 
should forfeit that day’s wages unless hired by the hour, and that, convoraoly, 
a master di.smissing an artizan or w orkman in the middle of the day should 
pay him that day’s wages. 

Wc have considered the question raised by the first draft of the Bill, as 
to whether a compulsory system of registering domestic servants should be 
introduced by imperial legislation. We ai*c, on the whole, opposed to such 
introduction. It may be that in some places registration is desirable, if not 
absolutely necessary; but where the expediency of legislation in this direc¬ 
tion is recognised, the end should, in our opinion, be sought by municipal 
regulations under local laws. 

Lastly, we would repeal and re-enact, as part of thu Bill, the substance of 
Act XIX of 1860 {for the binding of ^Apprentices). Wc make this recommend¬ 
ation partly because the subject is intimately connected with the law of 
Master and Servant, partly because we think it desirable that the provisions of 
the Apprentice Act should now be revised with reference to the changcis 
produeeA by recent legislation and by the es'tahlishmcnt in India wdthin the 
last thirty years of railw'ay-w orkshops, factories and steam-packet companies. 
We would, for example, suggest that tlie provisions of that Act, as to depositing 
contracts of apprcnticeshij) in the Magistrate’s Court or the offices of persons 
appointed under Act X of 1841 to register ships, might now be modified so as 
to require deposit in the ordinary registration-offices. 

Wc aimcx to this Report a copy (marked B) of the Bill as we have 
revised it. 
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6.—THE EASEMENTS BILL. 

We conoxur in the opinions expressed by Sir Michael Westropp, Mr. On th 
Justice Jackson and Mr. Justice Innes that it is desirable to codifV the law 
on this subject, which is now (to quote the Chief Justice of Bombay) ** for the 
most part to be found only in treatises and reports practically maccessible to a 
large proportion of the legal profession in the Mufassal and to the subordinate 
judges ”. We also agree with Mr. Justice Elsmic, that the frequent litigation 
m the case of urban easements is largely duo to the fact that neither the people 
themselves nor the majority of the Courts understand the principles upon 
which such disputes should be determined. 

The chief objections taken to the Bill arc that, by informing people 
of their rights, it wall provoke litigation, and that it will abolish or otherwise 
interfere with casements recognized only by local usage. The former objec¬ 
tion, if valid, is an objection to all positive law declaring rights, and, in a less 
degree, to every decision of a Court of justice wliich enunciates a general rule 
respecting rights. But it is matter of ordinary experience that people are more 
prone to bring or resist claims to doubtful than to certain rights; that, in 
other words, litigation is promoted by doubt as to what is, and what is not, 
a right recognised by the Courts of justice. By its explicit declarations of the 
law on points now held doubtful by the people, the Bar and the Judges of the 
Subordinate Courts, the Bill appears to us calculated to check, rather than 
increase, litigation. As to the hatter objection, that the Bill will interfere 
with local usage, w'e have been unable to find in the papers submitted to us a 
single instance of a right in the nature of an easement that would have been 
affected in nialam partem by the Bill; and we strongly suspect that many of 
its critics have confounded rights in gross with easements properly so-called. 
Easements, being rcsti'ictions on the free use of property in others, are 
regarded with disfavour by the law ; and section 7 of the Bill was accordingly - 
fi-amcd so as to state the fact that all easements are in derogation of certain 
natural rights and to prevent attempts to create new kinds of easements. It 
enumerated the rights of one or other of which every ea.sement must be a restric¬ 
tion, and thus intentionally excluded every kind of servitude not now known to 
the law. This, however, has been objected to on the ground that there may be 
in some parts of India lights not so enumerated. We admit the possibility, 
though not the probability, of the existence of such rights ; and wc recommend 
that scidion 7 should be motlified as follow's :— 

" Easements are restrietums of one or other of the following’ I’ights (namely) :— 

{a) the exclusive right of every owner i>f immoveable properly (subject to any law for 
the time being in force) to enjoy and dispose of the Bauic, and all protlucts thereof and 
acc^essions thereto, as he thinks lit; 

(i) the right of every owinsr of immoveable property (subject to any law for the time 
being in force) to enjoy, without disturbance by another, the natural sidvantages arising from 
its situation. 

Illustrations. 

(а) . The exclusive right of ev'ery owner of land in a town to build thereon, subject to any 
municipal law for I he time being in force. ' 

(б) . The right of every owner of land that the air passing thereto shall not be unreason¬ 
ably polluted by other persons. 

(c). The right of evci’y owner of a house that his physical comfort shall not be iuterl'ercd 
with materially and unreasonably by noi.se or vibration caused by any other person. 

(«?). The right of every owner of land to so much light and air as pass veitically 
thereto. 

(e). The right of every owner of land that snch land, in its natural condition, shall have 
the support naturally rendered by the subjacent and adjacent soil of another person. 

ISxplanation.— Land is in its natural ettndition when it is not excavated and. not subjected 
to artificial pressure, and the ‘ subjacent and adjacent soil ’ mentioned in this illustration means 
such soil only as in its natural condition would support the dominant heritage in its natural 
condition. ... . . 

(_/■). 'J'he right of every owner of land that, within Ins own limits, the water which 
naturally passes or percolates by, over or through, his land, shall not, before so passing or 
percolating, bo unreasonably jiollutcd by other jxsrsons. 

(y). The right of every owner of land to collect, and dispose within his own limits of, all 
water under the land and all water on its surface which does not pass in a defined channel. 

{A ). The right of every owner of land that the water of every natural stream which 
passes by, through or over, his land in a defined natural channel shall be allowed by other, jier- 
sons to flow within such owner’s limits withdut interruption and without material alteration in 
quantity, direction, force or temperature : the right of every owner of laud abutting on a natu-

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>n the Ease- ral lake or pond, into or out of which a natural stream flows, that the water of such lake or 
lente Bill. pond shall be allowed by other persons to remain within such owner's limits without material 
alteration iir quantity or temperature. 

Erplaiiation .—A natural stream is a stream, whether permauent or intermittent, tidal or 
tideless, on the surface of land or underground, which flows by the ojieration of nature only 
and in a natural and known course. 

(/). The right of every owner of upper laud, that water naturally rising in or falling on 
such land, and not passing in defined channels, shall be allowed by the owner of adjacent 
lower land to run naturally theii'to. 

{j ). The right of every owner of laud ahul ting on a natural stream, lake or pond, to use 
and consume its water for drinking, houst.*hoUl-purposes and watering his cattle and sheep; 
and the right, of every such owner to use and consume the water for irrigating such land, and 
for the purjioses of any manufactory situate thereon, provided that he does not thereby cause 
material injury to other like ownoi’s." 

ShortItl, for instanct', ti ‘ natunil right’ to lateral access of light or air, or 
to the non-(iiiniiniti(m of tin? siijtjtly of fish, he hereafter establisln^d in any part 
of India, the section !is now nioclilied will not extdndc an easement in derogation 
of srreh right. Vk'o arc a^raro that sect ion 7, evtni in its new form, may operate 
indirectly «« a statutory r<x*ognition of rarious rights connected wit lithe ownership 
of land, lint a definite conception of those is a necessary jiroliminary to the 
codilication of the law' of actiouahle wrongs, and wo see no suhstantial ohjec- 
rion to ins(‘rting it for the present in a Bill dealing with restrictions of the 
rights ill qiK'stiun. 

AVe would also insert the following section :— 

111. An casinieul may he acquired iu virtue of a hical custom. Such casements are 
called cusloinaiy eascinents. 

TUi'-sfritdons. 

“ (ii) lly the enstom of a certain village, every cultivator of villago-land is entitle*!, as 
such, to <rr;*7.e his cattle ou the eouiiuon pasture. A, having bought a plot of uneultivute*! laiiil 
in the villag*-, br*-aks lui and <adtivat«'s that plot. He thereby acquires an easemeut to graze 
his cattle in aciMjrdanee with the custom. 

“ (i) l>y the custom *>r a certain town no <jwiier or oecuj>icr *)f a house can oj)cn a n<‘w 
wiinlow tln-reiu so as substantially to inva*le his neighbour’s jirivaey. A builds a luuisc in the 
town near li’s house. A 1 liereuj'uii ae(|nires an easement that B shall not ojx^n new windows 
in his house so as to eominaiHl a view of llie port ions of A’s Imiise whieii are *>rdinarily exeluilod 
from observati**ii, and 11 ae<|nires a like eastmieut with resiH-ct t*t A’s hous*,'.” 

And 1o the first section of the chajitt'r containing the riilo.s as to the 
incidents of t'ttscinents, w<* w<nild add the following senttmee : “ And whttn any 
ineidtaif of :my eiistointiry etisement is inconsistent Avith such rules, nothing- 
in tliis elia])tcr shall l>e det'iiKjd to afVect suelt incident.” 

The other amendments which we would recommend are comparatively 
unimportant. 

A\'e Avonld modify the elaiise (section 2) saving Government-rights to regu¬ 
late distribution of w ater, so as to avoid stating positively tliatthc Government 
has such rights in the case of all riveas and streams flowing in luitural channels. 
It is trnotliat tin; ])reainhle to tlu^ Xorthern India Canal andBrainage Act, 1873, 
contains a statennait to that en'cet ;* hut tlie correctness of that statement is 
oj)en to doubt, ami in any ease; it applies only to tlu; Xortli-AVestern ProA'inccis, 
the Panjah, Omlli and the C*‘ntral provinces. A^'e, would extend tlic clause 
so as to save any right of Governmimt to regulate the collection and I’otention of 
the water of such liver's and streams, and the collection, retention and dis¬ 
tribution of Atater floAA'ing, collected, retained tir distributed in or by any 
channel oi- other work constructed at the jmhlie expense for irrigation. 

AA"(; would expressly saAC I'ights in gross posscsssed by the Government or 
imblh', and rights acquii’ed or arising out of relations created before the pro¬ 
posed Act eoiiH^s into force. 

AVe Avouhl add to section 0 an illustration showing that an easement to 
nistrain iuti rfereuco Avith priA'acy is recognised by the Bill, and is a negative 
easement. Siudi an casement, founded as it is on the oriental custom of 
secluding ftanales, is of much importance in India: it is recognised generally in 
the countries Avhose system is founded on the Civil Baw ; and the decisions of 
the Iligb Courts adverse to such a right should not, wo think, he followed by 
the legislature.

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We tliink it would be well to add to the section (10) dealing with the power On the e 
of lessors and mortgagors to impose easements a clause declaring tliaj no lessee 
or other person having a derivative interest may impose on the property held 
hy him as such an easement to take effect after the expiration of his own 
interest or in derogation of the rights of the lessor or the superior proprietor. 

For the provisions of the Bill (section 11) relating to tlui acquisition of ease¬ 
ments hy lessees, we would substitute the following: “No lessee of immoveable 
proper! y can acquire, for the beneficial enjoyment of other immoveable property 
of his own, an easement in or over the property comprised in his lease.’* 

We think that casements of necessity, strictly so-called, should be separated 
in section 12 from those apparent and continuous easements which arise when 
a transfer is made, which are nece-ssaiy for enjoying the thing transferred, 
or other immoveable property of the transferor, as it was enjoyed when the 
tmnsfer took cft'ect. 

When the person entitled to set out a way of necessity refuses or neglects 
to do BO, we think the dominant owner should be entitled to set it out. The 
second paragra])h of section 13 declartvs that a way of necessity cannot be 
varied save Avith the consent of both dominant and servient owners, or unless 
the senvient owncj- renders it impassable. We ha\ e struck out this paragraph, 
as JMr. West thinks it o])posed to Indian rural economy and com^enicnce, on 
account of ]»(‘riodical fallows of parts of the same land, of crops soAvn and grow¬ 
ing at dilferent times, and of thi* great tcm])orary changes arising from the 
extr(‘ni(*s of wot and dry w(‘athcr making a strict adherence to the same road 
in all seasons in nnmy instanc<‘s almost impossible. 

In thoj^ction (15) relating to the acquisition of easements by prescription 
(Avbich Avith the exce])tion of t he clause relating to <?aseraents of support, has 
been the Iuaa' of the land sinc(‘ 1871),* we Avonld restoiv the words “ and as , 
of right ” to ihe claus(‘ dealing wit h the access and AAS(i of light and air. Under 
the Fnglish l’r(‘sci‘iption Act, a. claim to an easement is defeasible if the ease¬ 
ment can be shown to haAe been enjoyed by express agreement in writing, and 
AAX' think that the following explanation should be inserted in the Indian laA\’: 


“ Nothing is ail enjoviiu'iit within tlio mc.aniii" of this section when it has been had in 
])ursnance of an a^Toenieiil with the owner or oi-etipier of the projierty over whii-h the right 
is claimed, and it is apjiarent from tl,e agreement, that sneh right has not been granted as an 
easement, «>r, if granted as an easement, tliat it has been granted for a limited period, or 
subject to a condition on the fullllment of wbieb it is to cease.'” 

With rchwonce to the decision in Avcfvs Dolton, U. B. 3 Q. B. S5, we 
think that the folloAving t*xplanation might usefully h(‘ inserted : 

“ In the ensi'of an easement of snp]iort, where the soil of the dominant heritage is siib- 
jwtetl to an artilieial jiressure not externally apparent, or where the outward thrust of things 
aflixinl theretii is enhanced by causes not externally ajijiarenl, the said period of twenty, years 
iK'giiis when the eirenmstanee hy which the hiinleii on the servient heritage is increased be- 
enmes known to the servient owner.’^ 


Wo haA'o struck out section 18, which declares thnt no right to an ease- 
nnait can he actiuired hy long and continued ]X)Sscssion, cxcc'pt under section 
15. It Avas intended to aholish ])r<'scvi])tion at common JaAA% AA’liich has been 
held to exist in the I’rc'sidoncy-towns. But it a])pcai*s to he unnecessary, and 
might possibly mislead in the case of i*nral casements special to India or to par¬ 
ticular distiicts, and not includ<*d amongst thos(> enunn'rated in section 15, or 
not readily yi('hling to the conditions imposed hy that section. 

We think that the jwoA'ision (section 29) as to the extent of an easement 
where the dominant heritage is increased hy alluvion or diminished by diluvion 
sliould run thus:

“ Where an easement has Ijeen.grantod or liequcatbed so that its extent shall be propor¬ 
tionate to the extent of the dominant heritage, if the dominant heritage is increased by allu¬ 
vion, the easement is proportionately increased ; .and if the dominant heritage is diminished hy 
diluvion, the easement is ]>roportionately diminished.” 

It apjjcars to us that the section (45) relating to the extinction of an ease¬ 
ment by alteration of the dominant heritage should be thus worded:

" An easement is extinguished— 

(rt) where the dominant heritage is substantially changed and it is not proved that the 
easement wiVs intended to continue annexed thereto notwithstanding such change ; or 

(i) whore by any change in the dominant heritage, the burden on the servient heritage 
is materially increas^ and cannot be reduced to its original limits, and it is not proved that 
the burden wis intended by the parties to be subject to increase by such change.^' 

As to the extinguishment of casements hy non-user (section 69), we thinh 
that a distinction may properly he drawn in this respect between continuous 
and discontinuous easements, and that in the case of a discontinuous easement 
the dominant owner should he enabled to keep it alive by registering a declar¬ 
ation of his intention to retain it. 

Though fully recognizing the propriety of the rule (section 62) that the 
servuent owner has no right to require that an easement should be continued, 
we think, nevertheless, that the dominant owner ought not to he allowed to 
damage the servient licritage by suddenly and maliciously abandoning or suspend¬ 
ing the easement. TTe recommend, then, that the rule should he, that the ser¬ 
vient owner is not entitled to compensation for damage caused by the abandon¬ 
ment or suspension, if the dominaiit owner has given him such nolicc as will 
enable him, without unreasonahle expense, to protect the servient heritage. 

. Wc think that the Bill may projjerly he snpjilemented hy a eha])ler on 
liiceuses, which, though mentioned in the Bvideiua* Act, .sections 116, 117, are 
nowhere dealt with in the body of Indian coditii'd law ; and Ave have framed 
rules on tliis subject which we think will be useful. 

We ann(‘x to this report a copy (marked C) of thi' Bill as avc have revised 
it, IVlr. AVest, howcA^er, desiring it to be understood that the details of the 
measure should, in his opinion, b«.* open to revision according to the further in¬ 
formation Avhich may become available to the Ix'gislalure by the time the Bill 
is before it. 


C.—THE PRIVATE TRUSTS RILL. 


It seems to us that this Bill, e.sj)ecially ihechajder dealing with construc¬ 
tive and resulting tru.sts, will sii])j)ly a real didV'ct in tin* coditied law of India, 
and be of jiractical utility to the Mufassal Courts and ]»leaders. AVe have duly 
considered the remarks of Sir James Stephen on the ambiguity of the Avord 
“ trust ” as understood by English laAvyers. But av<* an* unabh* to agri'c that 
they constitute an argument of any Aveight against the Bill, or that its enact¬ 
ment Avill introduce the serious cA’ils that he anticifiati's. C.‘»s(*s frc<iucntly 
arise in Avhieh in one sense there has been a trust, though not in the s<*nse to 
AAhieh the Bill confines it. Pleaders liaA'ing got hold of the word “ trust,” then 
build ujion it arguments draAvn from the English bo(»ks Avhich may avcII 
misl<?ad Judges Avho are not more than usually circumspect. This must go on 
until legislation regulates this branch of the Iuav. By .saying Avhat is a “ trust” 
and Avhich of the relations arising from it amoiurst those ’vcognized by the 
Imglish Courts are to be admitted and Avhieh not, the Ix'gislatun; Avill ob\'ia1e 
the Aciy CA’il which Sir James Stcjihen fears. Tin* Courts arc introducing, and 
from tin* nei!e.ssities of the case must introduci*, the English Eaw' of 'Trusts 
indiscriminately, imles.s the laAv di.stinctly says how far they may go. Trusts 
created by an old man for his oavii maintenance* and ulterior purposes, for a 
widow, b.ra daughter, stepdaughter or daughter-in-1.'w and her children, arc 
of pretty frequent occurrence among th(^ Natives of India; and it is d<*sirablc 
to keep them free from the complication of double cstat(*s, in which Avithout 
the. inii'rvention of the legislature they are cei*tain to lM*come entangh?d. AV'o 
need hardly say that the systmn of hetuimiy or the enjoyment of the profits of 



o. .aiK/ther are ;m eyi^ry-day sfiure.e of litigation : tlwse casc‘s must be dealt AA’ith 
m SOUK* \,A\ , iind here, too, delinite. legislation Avill clear and simplify th<^ laAV. 

But, apart ironi the Native pro])erty-h(>ld( r, th<*rc is the large body of domi- 
filed Europeans and Eurasians who have for nearly a century enjoyed and 
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taken advantage of a trust-law recognized by our Courts ; and, now that the 
number and wealth of this class have increased, and every Court in the country 
may be called upon to administer a trust-law, the question of the advisability 
of its codification seems no longer open to discussion. 

Chapter I: Prelirnmary. —We would expressly exclude from the operation 
of the Act private religious or charitable endowments (wliich may fitly be left 
to family or local usage) ; and we would declare that nothing in its second 
chapter {Of the Creation of Trusts) shall apjdy to trusts created before it comes 
into force. 

To avoid the conceivable risk of confounding trusts with bailments, we 
recommend that the definition of “ trust,” which was taken from the New York 
Civil Code, should be modified as follows : “ A ‘ trust’ is an obligation annexed 
to the ownership of i)roperty, and arising out of a confidence reposed in and 
accepted by the owner, or declai'cd and accepted by him, for the benefit of 
another, or of another and the owner.” And in order to prevent the possible 
introduction by pedantic law'yers of conccjptions resembling the English legal 
estah; and equitable ownership, w'e would define the “ beneficial intertist” of the 
beneficiary as his “ right against the trustee as owner of the trast-propei*ty.” 
The benoficiai’y should, in our oxiiuion, have no estate or interest in the subjcct- 
mattiu* of the trust. 

We think that the definitions of “passive trust,” **active trust,” “executed 
trust” and executory trust” arc unnecessary and should be omitted. 

Wc would extend the definition of “notice” so as to cover cases where 
information is giv(?n to, or obtained by, an agent under the circumstances men¬ 
tioned in the Indian Contract. Act, 1872, section 229. 

Chapter II: Of the Creation of Trusts. —We would provide expressly in 
section l< that, M'here a trust is created for two pui’poses, of which one is lawd’ul 
and th(^ otlua- unlawful, and the two jiurposes cannot be separated, the W'holc 
trust is void. 

We agree with th<> framer of t,he Bill as to the expediency of excluding 
oral declarations of trust in ev(‘ry casc^ whei-e land forms the subject-matter: but 
we think that tin* r(*quisit<^ wi’itten dcclamtion may be signed by the trustee as 
well .‘IS by th(j author of the ti-ust ; and we are of opinion that, unless the trust 
is d(‘elared by Avill, or th<^ author is himself the trustee, the jiropcrty should be 
actually transferred. V\'e would, therefore, make the sections relating to the 
declaration and creation of trusts run as follows 

“ f). No trust in relation to ini mo veal Jo property is valid unless declared by a non-testa- 
inenUu v iiistninient in writing signed by the author of the trust or the trustee and registered, 
or by the will of the author of the trust or the trustee. 

“ No trust in rehition to moveable prc.perty is A-alid unless so declared, or unless the owner¬ 
ship of the |>roj)erty is tninsferreil to the trustee. 

“Tliese rub's do not a]»]>ly where they would oper.ite so as to ofifectuate a fraud. 

" t». Sulijeet to the provisions of seetion five, a trust is created wlu-n the author of the trust 
indieatos with reasonable eertainty, by any words or aets, (a) an intention on his part to ereate 
thereby a trust, {b) the purp»)Ke of the trust, (c) the liencfieiary, and (^/) the trust-jiroperty, and 
(tiidess the trust is deelared by wilt or the author of the trust is himself to be the trustee) trans¬ 
fers the trust-i»ropert.y to the trustee.’^ 

AVe Avould declare that the subj(‘ct-matter of ever^ trust must be property 
trausfeitible to the beneficiary ; and, in order to preclude the complications that 
would arise from allow'ing a trust mion .a trust, Ave would say tliat the subject- 
matter must not be a mere beneficial interest under a subsisting trust. 

AV<^ think tlu-i Bill should provide for disclaimers by jirojioscd beneficiaries. 

Chapter III: Of the Duties and Liabilities of Trustees. —In the section 
(11) rel.'iting to the trustee’s duty t,o fulfil the pm’pose of the trust, Ave would 
insert an cxj)lauation that the jmrpose of a trust for the payment of debts 
should, unh'ss a cont.rary intenlion is expressed, be deemed to be to pay only 
the debts of the author of the trust existing and recoverable at the date of the 
instrunmnt of trust, or, when sutdi instrument is a will, at the date of his death, 
and in the •case of debts not bearing interest, to make such payment without 
interest. 

When a beneficiary’s interest is forfeited to Government, wc think that the 
trustee should be bound to hold the trust-property for the benefit of such 
person, in such mann er as the Government directs. 
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On tbe Private Chapter IV: Of the Rights mid Rotoers of Trustees.—We think timt. t 
Trusts Bill. p 7 »oliibition (section 32) as to cnforcin”; a trnstc’c's charcrc tijion the triii 
proiterty for jirojicr expenses paid ont of his own jioeket s1b)u 1(1 not a])])l.y wlie 
the expenses liavc been incurred with the sanction of a 2 >wu<*ij)al Civil Court 
original jurisdiction.

As to the management of the triisi-jm>j>ovty (sootioJi 30), we think that, fc 
the purposes of the Dand ImiiroA^cMuent Act, 1871, cAcry frusttx* in the actu/i 
re(H.*i])t of tin; rents aud j)r<)fits of land should be dt*em(‘d to be a landlord. 1 
similar proidsion is contaiiu'd in the I'higlish Slatiite 27 As 2S \ ic., ir. Il l 
"VVe consider that, except Avith lh(‘ ])crmission of a ])rincipal Civil Court o 
orig’iiuil jurisdiction, no trustee should haA'c jioAvcr to lease tiaist-proiicrty fo 
a term exceeding twenty-one years. 

Wo AvoLild enabic^ the trusle(‘, Avith the permission of the Court, but no 
otherAvise, to ai)])ly tin? trust-^iroixwty, in Avholc or in jiarl, to the advancenien 
in life of a minor bcmeticiaiw. 

Where ])Ower to deal AA'ith the trust-jiroperty is giA'cu to scA'cral <rust(’ci 
and one of tlunn disclaims or dies, the Hill slioidd, in our o]iiniou, ])rovide tha 
the poAA'cr may bo oxeix*ised by tin* contimiini;- tnistc'es, unless, from the f(‘ruii 
of the instrument of trust, it is a]>])ar(‘nt that the authority is to b(M‘,\<*rcise( 
by a number in excess of the number of tin* remaining trusl<>(‘s. 

Chapter V: Of the Disahitilien of I’m^tres.- M'lW (h'clares (si'cl ion I t;) 

in accordance Avith the ]uvsent law, that. Avhere then* are mor<' trustt*cs than on» 
all must join in the execution of the trust, except Avhere the instrument of tins: 
oiln'rwise proA'ides. Air. West is of ojiinion that llie mb' ought t«) b«‘ that, ii 
the absence of a direct ion to tlie contrary, a majority of th(‘ trusli'cs may a<*: 
subj('ct to control by the Court on ajiplication by tln> minority. A\’e tliink tha 
till' section declaring that no trustee aaIiosi* duty it is to sell tVusl-iiroperty mai 
buy the same should be extended to tlu' agimts emjiloyed by such irustei's foi 
the i)Ur])o.s<‘ of the sale. Of the tAAo altcrnatiA'c rules giA<‘n in the Hill, as t< 
AA'lnm tlie trustee may’- bu\^ tin; trusl-]»ro]»erly, aV(‘ eonsidm* that jirinti'd in tin 
text to be best adajib'd for India (ntinndy) :—

his interest, subject to the luAV for the tiim? being in forct^ as to lht‘circum¬ 
stances and extent in and to Avhich he may'^ disjiose f)f it. ATr. W(‘st c(>nsid<‘r.‘ 
that tb(i beneficiary .should not be alloAvi'd to substitute a trust in favour ol 
another for one in his oavu faA'oui’, Avithout the assimt. of tlu! trustee, cxccfit in 
the (tasc of a passit'c trust. 

We think that to the .section (58) declaring the beneficiaiy’s right to jn-o- 
per trustees, and a iirojicr number of trustees, the following explanations may 
usefully be added:— 


“ Ex/ilannlion I .— The following are not proper persons wifliij- ‘.he mcaiiijig of thi.« section 
“a pcr.'on domiciled abroad : an aii<;n enemy : a jicr.son having an inl.ere.st inconsi.slml wilt 
that of 1 Ik; beneficiary : a }>er.son in insolvent eireiimstanees; and, unless the personal law ol 
the benclieiury ]>rovides otherwise, a married AA'onian and a minor. 

“ Ex)>i’iiitilii>n II .—When the administration of the trust involves th.* receijd aud custody 
of the money, (he immher of trinstees should he two at least.” 

AVilli rc'gard to the first of those exjdanatiori.s, avc would obserA’^c that in 
Hindu and Aluhammadan families, a minor son often succeeds to propi'rty 
ImvdetK'd Avitli a trust for dependent relations of hi.s father, and‘a married 
AA'oman is sometimes made by her father trustee for herself and her son t>t 
daughter. 

"WHiere a trusii'c; has Avrongfidly hought trust-property, the hencficiary has 
under certain eux-umstances, a right to have the proxiei'ty declared subject to 
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the trust or rctransfeiTOtl. We thinh tliat to the section (Gl) emhodyinf? this On the p 
rule should be added a clause saving the rights of lessees and others who, before 
the institution of a suit to have the property declared subject to the trust or 
rctransfeiTod, have contracted in good faith with the tmstee or his sub-purchaser 
(8 B. P. C. 42), and disallow^ing the right to a declaration or retransfer when 
the beneficiary has ratified the sale to the trustee, with full knowled'>'c of the 
facts of the ease and of his rights as agfu'nst the tmstee. 

The section (02) enabling th(i ben(?ficiary to folloAv trust-prop(‘rry saves 
transfere<‘s in good faith for (consideration Avitbout notice of the trust, and a 
transf(*ree for consideration (with or without notice) from such a tniiisferee. 

JMr. West AVould also save a gratuitous transferee from a bond fide transferee 
for value, and a transferee bond fide for value from a A'olunteer. 

Wliercc tluc trust(‘(‘ wrongfully mingh's trust-property Avith his oAAn, we 
would ado])t the rule giv(m in the margin of the Bill, section 05, namely, that 
the bem.'tieiary is entit](‘d to a charge on the AAdiole fund fnr the amount, due 
to him. It accords Avith the decision in Cook v. Addinon, L. It. 7 E(j. 471. 

It. seems to us that section 08 should Ik? exl(md(»d to the cases av Ik‘ re one of 
scA'cral benefieiari(*s (1) knoAviiigly obtains any advantage from .a Imvudi of 
trust, Avithout the consent, of tlK‘ other beneficiaries, or (2) Ix'eonu's aAA'are of a 
Invach, and (‘itber actually conceals it or do(\s not Avithin a ivasouable time take 
]>ro})oi’ st(‘]>s to ])rot<‘ct tlu' iuterc'sts of the other b(;neliciai‘ies, or has dcc<‘ived 
tlu' trust(‘<‘ and thereby induced him to commit a bncach ; and that in such case 
t he other beneficiaries should be entitled to have his interest uud(;r the trust 
im])Ound(xl. 

Chnjder T'lT:—Of Caenling the Office of Trusfee .— It so(’ms unnecf'ssaiy 
to ro<|uir(‘ a irust(‘e desiring to be di.s(harg('d by the Court to institute a suit 
fo]‘ that purpose. It will 1)(‘ enough to ivijuire him to presemt. a ])etition. 

AVe think exprc'ss proA'ision sliould be made for flu; a]ipointmeut of a. new 
trustee in ])lae<* of oiu* disclaiming, or aeec'pting an inconsist(‘ut trust. Mr. 

AV«‘st is of opinion that, if no ])rovision has been made by the instrument of 
trust, the Court only should'nominate the trustee. 

Chopfei’ I'll! : Of the F.xfhietion of Triifits .—The Bill should, Ave think, 
(h'claiA' that no trust can b(‘ rcA'okt'd by the author of tin* trust so as to defeat 
or ])rejudiee Avhat the lruslc(‘s may have duly done in execution of the trust 
(1 Coll. 655, (55S)). Air. AVt'st considers that a trust should not be alloAA'cd to 
bt? rcA'oeable (‘xcept on the same tc'rms as a gift. 

Ch(i})ter JX : Certain Obtigtitionfi in, the Xatiire of a Tmuf. —AVe doubt 
the ('xpedieney of att(‘mj)ting to su])press the inA'eterat(‘practices of ent(‘ring 
into benihni transactions : avc AA'ould |)oinl out that in many, ]>erha])s most, of 
those tninsactions the parti('s ave actuated by religious (jr prudcjitial, rather 
than frau(hd<‘nt, motiA'cs; and avc think that, in lieu of section 78, clause ((/), 
and st'ction SI, tlu‘ Bill should simply th'claia^ that where property is transfci‘j*ed 
to one p(‘rson for a considt'ration i)aid or j)rovided by another jierson, and 
il ai)pears that such other p(‘i*son did not intend to pay or jn-ovide the considera¬ 
tion for the benefit of the transferc'c, the transfen'O must hold the property for 
the benctit of the pi'i-son jiaying or proA'iding the consideration. 

AVe think tliat, in addition to the t<'u constructiAe tiaists expi’ossly set forth

csts are or may bo adverse to th(js(? of such other pi'rson, and thereby gains for 
himself a p('cuniary advantage : 

whores by the exc'rcise of undue influence any advantage is gained, in dero¬ 
gation of th(^ intei-csts of another, without consideration or with notice that 
such influence has been exercised:

{e) the liability of a trustee of his own wrong, for losses and gains as 
well as for the trust-property. 

He would also add, either to the Bill or to the liiiiiitation Act, approj)riatc 
sections on limitation of certain suits relating to ex])ress or efmstruetive tj'usts.

In conclusion, we have to recapitulate briefly the specific recommendations

RAILWAY LINE THROUGH MOUNTAINS BETWEEN THE VALLEY OF THE INDUS 

AND SOUTHERN AFGHANISTAN. 


Minute by the Governor of Bombay, dated 3i>lh November 1879. 

It now becomes necessary for me to state an opinion, and consequent 
recommendation, regarding the line of country whereby the Railway from tin; 
Valley of the Indus and tlie plain of Cutclii can be best conducted up to the 
})lateau of Beluchistan with a view to further extension into Southern Afghan¬ 
istan. 

2. In September last we were direct(Kl by the Government of India to 
cause a broad gauge surface railway to be laid down from a point near Sukkur 
on the Indus to some point near the mouth of the Bolan Pass ; though after¬ 
wards w'e were instructed that this railway was to be caiTi('d by a naiTow (metrt‘) 
gauge up to Quetta. Next, in October, we Averc required to furnish a staff for 
surveying an extension to Candahar. 

3. The surface railway has now been laid down through the basin of fhe 
Indus, and its alignment has been fixed across the (h'sert i)lain of Cutchi to 
Mithri on the bank of the Nari river close to the foot of the outer chain of the 
Beluchistan mountain system. 

4. The question immediately arises by what line shall the railway be 
carried onwards ? This important question I have Ixxni considering for tlie 
past month, inspecting the count ry in company or in communication with the 
cJiief political authority, namely, the Agent to the Governor General Sir 
Robert Sandeman, and the Engineer authoritii's, Colonel Lindsay, R. E,, Engi- 
neer-in-Chief of this Railway, and Colonel dcBourbel, 11. E., Superintending 
Engineer in Beluchistan. 

6. In Scptcmb(‘r last we Avere requested by the Gov(*rnment. of India to 
haA'o the old road by the Bolan Pass professionally examined with a view to 
the construction of a temjiorary, if not a peimanent, lailAvay. It v\as known, 
bowcA'cr* that an alternative route via the eastAvard side by Sibi and the 
valley of the Nari might perhajis be found prcfeivable, and in October Ave wcr<^ 
reiiucsted to take that alternativis route into definite consideration, it is indeed 
manifest that the choice lies betAveeu these two routes, namely, first, the Bolan 
Pass; setfondly, the Nari valley by Sibi. 

6. Eij-st, then, in res|}cct to the Bolan Pass, I append a me uorandum by 
Colonel Lindsay, in which Colonel deBourhel concurs, on the capabilities of this 
»;el(.'brated and long-used pass fora railway. 

7. Before describing tbe Pass I should promise by obseiwing that the line 
must at the outsid be ciirried by a considerable bridge over tbe river Nari near 
Mithri; after Avhieh it Avould run AAithout any difficulty to the mouth of the 
Pass beyond Dadur. 

8. Then tbe Pass itself is found to be virtually impracticable for a perma¬ 
nent and regular raihvay, that is, either impossible absolutely, or iiossible only 
at an unreasonable and prohibitory outlay. Nor is there any Avell-grwunded 
hope, so far as is known at present, of any favourable line being discovered in 
the neighbourhood of the Bolan. By the term permanent and regular railway, 
I mean a railway that could be worked at all times without interruption, at 
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the ordinary rates of speed, with the usual loads of ti’affic, and with the same 
engines and carriages (rolling-stock) as the rest of tlu5 lino below and. above the 
Pass. 

9. The Pass from its motith near Uadur to its head near Barwaza is 70 
miles in length, of whicli 20 miles are charactevizjxl by difficulties of sorts 
more or l(‘ss serious; while the remaining 41 miles are eith(;r (‘aay, or practica¬ 
ble without excessive cost. The Pass, it will be rcmark(‘d, is one of unusual 
length even for these regions. It is i>crineated for tlu'ce-fourths of its length 
by a stream of great beauty. In some places it opens out like th<i body of a 
water vessel; in other places it closes up like the neck of the vessel, leaving 
just enough room for the stream to escape through. 

10. In brief general tenans the difficulties of the Pass for a railway may In; 
described as consisting of the winding gorge walled In by overhanging cliffs, 
just abovt! Kundilani, so famous for its picturosqueness; the river crossing 
below Muc-h ; and Ix'youd Mii<;h another gorge, even worse than tin? gorge last 
named, consisting of the steep r;ivine up to Dozan whei’e a military road has 
i-ecently been carried, for which work G(‘neral Phayi'C and the Bombay Jlrigadc 
will be long and gratefully remembered. Some of these difficulties, consisting 
of virtually imi)ossiblc curves and gradients, the fVwmer 70 fwit radius or Avorse, 
the latter 1 in 20 or worse, for a railway as above defined,—are pronounced by 
<!very Bngineer AA'ho has seen them to be insuperable; with the pi’oviso that 
almost any difficutly may ultimately prove suporable with scicmcc and capital 
if these shall be cxiunuhid without stint, esp<?cial]y the capital. But even witli 
unlimited expense it is hard to say how the Engineers would ever overcome 
the natural gradients of the ravine below Bozan. 

11. On tin? otlna* hand, what may be termed a “temporary” railway could 
l)e cronslructod without, excessive cost in tin*. Bolan Pass, or lierhaps Avhat would 
be called by some pensous a “tramway.” Inexact language a metre-gauge 
railway could be constructed having at certain points excessive gradients about 
1 in 20, and at otlu^r jjoints excessive eui'vcs of about 70 feet radius. Con- 
seqmnitly, it could b(! Avorked only at very Ioav rates of speed, and Avith very 
light loads of traffic. MorcoA'cr, for tlu'se sharj) curves specially constnicted 
engines, carriages and trucks would have to be proAuded, as ordinary rolling- 
stock would not be suitable. This circumstance might render necessary a 
separate set of rolling-stotk for the raihvay above and beyond the Pass; on 
the assumption that the railway below tin*. Pass Avere pravided Avith rollmg- 
stock from the Indian railAA-ay system. Eurther, the line would at certain 
points be below the leA'el of ordinary high floods of the Bolan River, the waters 
t>f Avhich Avould occasionally sweep oA'cr the railway with a A'olume rolling on 
waA'cs of at least 25 feet high, and capable in a fcAV minutes of submerging 
th<‘ rails under that depth of water, causing damage of coarse, hut not 
])roducing any di'structive ellect. There Avould, however, ensue for a A'cry brief 
tiin<‘ some interruption to ti’atlic. 'I'liough the region is com])aratiA'ely rainless, 
still cloAids gather in llu‘ s])ring and in the sumnun*, diselitArging rain wlii<*h 
is draituxl olT Avith <*xtr(Mne rapi<lity from the precipitous side's of naked juouu- 
tains, and accunudate's Avith e,‘orr<'s])onding force. Such lleAod.', do not, howcA'e'r, 
last long and may be described as occasional ratlu'i'than l'r('(|Ue'nt; nor are 
they constant at any one se'ason. There would also be at times some liability 
to accidents fi'om this e-ause,—Ix'youd the poAA'tu' of vigilaiiere or syste'in to 
prcA'c'nt altogc'ther. Buring the Avinter, too, the climate at the hcail <)f the 
Pass is iiu'lcment in a higli dcgre'c, CA’cn for EAiro|)i'ans ; anti for natiA'e's is 
tolerable only under neo('.ssity. The Avintry storms (suoav or sleet) in this lt>ea- 
lity cannot be facexl by any one Avithout ehinger; aiul on their approach being 
observetl shelter must be rcsortt'd to. 

12. Buring the time of its construction the railAA'ay in the Bolan Pass 
would havti all tlx; atlA'antages of a good military line of communication along¬ 
side, consisting of roathvay for Avhet'led carriage, of regular halting plaet's, 
and othtw staging conveniemH>s for man and boast. The Pass is at all .seasons 
A'ery •deficit'ut. in ftxxl and fodder, and in the winter season is utterly inhospit¬ 
able. Supplies, thcrefoi'c, would have to bo obtained from the districts .aboA C 
or bcloAV the Pass for tlie raihv'ay work-people, just as they are now obt.ained 
for the soldiera anti camp-followers. The Pass, too, is wholly destitute of fuel

—a serious consideration in the case of n railway—and this article would have 
to be imported from the districts below. 

13. From the head of the Bolau Puss, near Darwaza to Quetta, 30 miles, 
and from Quetta to Gulistau Kariz, in the Pishin Valley, a further distance of 
40 miles, in all 70 miles, the line may be carried Avith ease. It is to he re¬ 
membered that Gulistan Kariz is the principal place in the Pishin \ alley, one 
of the districts assigned to the British Government by the treaty of Qundamuk ; 
is at the base of the K.hwaja Amran mountain range which separates these 
assigned districts from Atgiianistan ; and is situated conveniently in respect to 
the three Passes emssing tlie range. 

14. Thus having i-egard to the high national importance, from a militaiy, 
a political, and a commercial point of view', of carrying a railw’ay into the 
Bcluchistan Uplands on its w ay to Southern Afghanistan, I would most gladly 
recommend the construelion of a “ teinjoinry ” •railwny (as aboAO defined) up 
the Bolan Pass, notw'ithstanding the disadvantages of slow sjK^ed, light loads, 
provision of sjiecial and sejiarate rolling-stock, short interruptions of traffic 
periodically, and liability to occasional accidents;—provided alAvays that no 
better alternative route could be found. The raihvay thus constructed would 
not indeed be w'oi-ked satisfactorily in the Indian acceptation of tlu; term; and 
never could be made a first-iatc* Avoi*k worthy of so imjiortant a line of through 
communication. Still it w ould, at the woi*st, be w orked sufficiently to become 
a vast adv'antage, on the Avhole, nationally. And doubtless by expcrienct? 
year after year, the railway Engineers would learn how to mitigate the.se 
several disadvantages in practice, though unable to overcome them altogther. 
But the qiM^stion immediately arises as to whether some better alternative route 
cannot be found ? And to this wc; must address ourselves. If such a route 
cannot be found then the Bolan temporary railway must necessarily be r(‘com- 
mended. If such a route can b(‘, or has bisen, found, then the Bolan raihvay 
ought certainly «o/, I subniit, to bt? recommended. 

16. Before adverting to the altemathe route I must ask remembrance of 
the circumstance that the route by the Bolan Pass and onwards through Shal 
or Shalkot, the Valley of Quetta, to the border of Pishin passes through for<‘ign 
territory, namely, the dominion of llis Highness the Khan of Khelat. This 
circumstance is by no means a formidable disadA'antage, but it is a disadvantage 
to some appreciable extent. The occupation by a British railway, wdiurh is 
really complete British occupation, of a celebrated Pass on w'hich the NatiA'c 
Sovereigns have always levied transit dues, would be A'iewed with some regret 
by the Khelat State. Thougli that State is so loyal that it would surrender 
the Pass cheerfully enough, if by no other means coxdd the railway be <;arrh‘d 
on, still the practical cession of the Pass Avoiild conslitutc a certain sori of 
obligation on the part of the Bi'itish GoA crnmcnt, and w'ould involve some slight 
complications Avith the Khan and Avilh some of his Chiefs regarding compensa¬ 
tion for lor..s of transit dues in the l*ass,—all Avliich might as aa'cII be avoided. 
Again, a.^ the line would j)ass through foreign territoiy, tlie outlay expended on it 
on the security (for interest) of Indian revenues w'ould fructify partly to the 
b(*ncfit of a foreign State, which benefit w'ould have accrued to territories under 
British management had the line passed through those; territories. I need not 
sto]) to shew the advantage of carrying the railway through districts under 
Biirish administration, if such a route can be found. 

16. Secondly, then, I haAe to advert to the alternative route via Sibi and 
onwards. 

17. It has already been mentioned that the railway has been aligned as far 

as tlu; l(;ft bank of the Nari River, n<;arly opposite Mithri. Th<; line w'ould 
])roce(Ml, Avithout crossing the riv'cr, to Sibi, about 12 miles distant, along the 
plain, and would appromjh the Pass whereby the river finally debouches from 
the hills into the plains of Cutchi, It is proposed that the line should folloAV 
the course of this river or of its affluents right up to the plateau of Beluchistan 
and l*ishin. I must here pause for a moment to indicate the river System of 
the Nari. • 

18. This system comprises the north-eastern drainage of Beluchistan and 
the south-e.a8tem drainage of Pishin. Its branches run from the well-known 
mountains of Zerghun, Takatu and Adina flanking the plateau of Beluchistan, 
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and from the almost equally well-known mountains of Pila and Kalipat flaTiking 
the plateau of Pishin,—mountains ranging from 8,000 to 11,000 feet above the 
sea and from 7,000 to 10,000 feet above the plains. The streams rise-in these 
plateaux near the flanks; but find their way through the flanking mountains, 
by passes, gorges or rifts, down into valleys, which broaden out among lower 
nmges of hills, and are largely cultivated. These several streams after watering 
their rcsx)ective valleys, converge into one stream which finally issues by the 
Pass above mentioned into the plain near Sibi, which may be called the 
Nari Pass. 

19. When we were instructed in September last to carefully consult the 
jKjlitical authorities regarding the selection of the line in this quai^r, the Agemt 
to the Governor General, Sir H. Sandeman, urgently drew our attention to the 
advantages of the line by the Nari River system, lluring my visit to Bclu- 
t5hi8tan last season, January 1879, I had myself heard much regarding this line. 
The Enginccr-in-Chief, Colonel Lindsay, was accordingly directed to examine 
the lin(?, two Officicrs, Lieutenants Jennings, R.E., and Barnet, R.E., being 
also ordered to assist him in this examination. This general preliminary 
<“xamination has now been made leading to satisfactory and favourable results. 

20. Shortly after leaving Sibi the line would enter the Nari Pass, which is 
I t miles in length. This Pass is somewhat similar to the lower portion of the 
Bolan Pass between Eadur and Kundilani, but is easier in character. The hill 
sides are generally, though not always, shelving; the rocks and clayey forma¬ 
tions are soft and workable with facility. Along the Njiri Pass, then, a railway 
could be construeded permanently above the reach of floods, with suitable 
<nirvcs and gradients at a considerable, though not excessive, cost. Emerging 
from the Pass the railway would be conducted between the low hills through open 
sjiaces to the important village and well cultivated valley of Humai, on one of 
the main affluents of the Nari. After ITumai, it would be taken over oxKjn and 
part ly cultivatcal spac(!s between the hills to the banks of an affluent of the 
Nari n(‘ar the village of Kbost. It would then follow the course of that 
affluent, n<‘ar the base of the Kalipat Mountain, to the village of Dargai at the 
tot>t of the Clia])ar Hill, which is a short and comparatively low connecting range 
between the tAvo high mountains of Kalipat and Adina. 

21. Tip to this point good gradients are obtainable Avithout difficulty, 
indeed, Avith comparative facility, considering the hilly nature of the country. 
It is near the foot of the Chapar Hill that the only obstacle occurs to the 
gradu.al ascent to the high plateau of Beluchistan and Pishin, and that the 
riA'cr })assage fi'om the plateau commences. As alreacly mentioned, the river 
rises in this plateau and w^ends its way towards the flank of the plateau through 
a comparatiAX'ly open valley \Adth sloping and easily workable sides. It then 
finds its way through the ranges of limestone near the base of Chaj)ar by a 
remarkable rift or narroAV gorge, which has been fully examined by Lieute¬ 
nant Jennings, R. E., and has been swn in part by Colonel Lindsay and 
myself. We may call it the Chapar Rift. It has a length of about two miles, 
without any insuperable curves, but with a difference of about 350 ft;ct.iu level 
between its u^)pcr and lower end, representing a gradient of 1 in 30 approxi¬ 
mately. The sides of the gorge are precijiitous at certain points only, AAdiich 
could bo overcome by blasting, otherwise the sides admit generally of a railway 
being securely carried above I'oach of floods. The real difficulty would be in 
the gradient, but Colonel Lindsay is inclined to tliink that by some works of no 
exccssh'e magnitude at the entrance of the gorge, this gradient might be 
reduced to 1 in 40. If the first impression of the piacticability of this pas£ age 
should be confirmed by survey, then a great adAnntagc would be gained. The 
railway would follow the river through the remarkable rift at the base of the 
Chapar Hill into the valley above, which may be called the Upper Chapar 
Valley. And once that valley is gained an excellent line is undoubtedly 
obtainable to the border Ixjtwcen the valley of Quetta and Pishin. To this part 
of the line I will revert presently. 

22. But if the Chapar Rift should not prove altogether suitable for the 
passage of the raihvay, then there is an alternative proposal which undoubtedly 
will answer quite well, which is this : The Adina Mountain adjoins the ChapaV 
Hill and bounds one side of the Upper Chapar Valley; it also rises graduaUy

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from the river bed at the village of Dargai. The railway can ^ carn^ 
by excellent gradients along the sides, slopes and spurs of tlio Adina Mountain 
to the Upper Chapar Valley. I liave myself carefully looked at this mountain, 
and have seldom seen a mountain appsu’cntly more suited for the carrying of a 
railway by an easy incline to a conshh^rablo height. The mountain has been 
separately looked at by Colonel JLindsay and Colonel deBourbel; and again by 
botli those officers in company with mo. Sir R. Sandoman and Major Rivett- 
Camac, my Military Secretary. It really possesses aU the points required for 
the alignment of a railway, such as a continuous ridge almost without break, 
and fren from any scarp except near the summit, broad sloping sides, long gcntly~ 
extending spurs, easily workable material, such as earth and stones, witliout any 
large rocky formation. 

^ 23. Both the Engineer authorities. Colonels Lindsay and deBourbel, express 

a very favourable opinion of the cjipabilities of this Adina Mountain, and, if the 
rift should fail to afford a still better line with some saving of distance, hero at 
least is a good lino afforded by the Adina Mountain. 

24. The railway having thus gained the Upper Chapar Valley would pass 
along the sloping sides of this valley for about 15 miles, till it rcjiched a low 
ridge easily surmounted; and crossing that, it would enter the valley of Gwal 
in Pishin. From Gwal it would follow the bank of th<? Kakar Lora River near 
the base of the Takatu Mountain by a very ejisy line near to the village; of 
ICachlak, which is a well-known stage on the road between Quetta and Gulistan 
Kariz. From Kachlak it would pass on to Gulistan Kariz without any obstacle 
save the main stream of the Lorn River, which must under any circumstances be; 
bridged, wliatcver line be selected for a railway towaixls Candahar. 

25. Kachlak above mentioned is distant 12 miles by level valley gremnd 
from Quetta (irrejspectivt; of a short cut over the spur of a hill unsuitable fe>r a 
railway). I concur with the Agent to the Governor General in thinking that 
this point is quite near enough to Quetta for practical purposes; the main 
point being to reach Gulistan Kariz direct on the way to Candahar. 

26. Here, then, is a railway route which by the map runs nearly straight 
from Mithri by Sibi to Gulistan Kariz ; which, as Colonel Lindsay advis(;s mt‘, 
is very favoumble and suifnble from an engineei’ing jK)int of view, consid<n'ing 
the nature of the country and the height to be gained, cs|}ecially too in com- 
j>ai’ison with the Bolan line, and which, as Sir R. Sandoman, the Officer in 
charge of this part of the country, advises me, is excellent in a political and 
administrative point of view. Indeed, Colonel Lindsay describes the Sibi routt^ 
as incomj)arably superior to the Bolan route for a railway. In tliis descrijitiou 
Sir R. Sandeman and I concur. So various and numerous indeed are tlw* ad¬ 
vantages of the Sibi route that, even if the disadvantages of the Bolan had h(H*n 
superablo, or if a favourable line in that neighbourhood had been discovered, 
we should still have recommended the Sibi route. 

27. The comparative distance by the two lines, namely, Mithri to Gulistan 
Kariz by Dadur and Quetta, or Mithri to Gulistan Kariz by Sibi, Chapar and 
Gwal, may be stated approximately as below,-:—I say approximately, Ix'causc; 
until the surveys are completed it is impossible to give tlie distances by railway 
exactly: distances always differing by road and by rail:—

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Thus the difference betweea 103 and 187, or 21 miles constitutes a difference 
of distance in favour of tne Bolan route as wmpared with the Sibi route. Per 
contra^ it is to he remembered that the Sibi route has fairly good'’gradient8 
throughout, either existing naturally or obtainable by moderate deflexions from 
the straight course, which the Bolan route has not; the TruiviTnnm height 
being in each case about the same, namely, an ascent from a plain 700 feet 
above the sea to a plateau of 5,600 feet. But this difference in distance is the 
only point in favour of the Bolan route. In all other respects Colonel Lindsay 
advises me that from an engineering point of view there is no comparison at all 
between the two routes, the Sibi route being so incomparably superior. 

28. Tho Bolan route, as we have seen, does not admit of a permanent line 
being constructed at all; and if a temporary line be constructesd, it can be 
worked only at slow speed, with light loading, and with specially constructed 
rolling-stock, at the best with occasional interruption from flo^s, and with 
some liability to accident from the same cause. The Sibi route admits of a 
permanent railway being constructed to be worked throughout without inter¬ 
ruption at tho ordinary speed and with ordinary loading without any unusual 
liability to accident. 

29. By the Sibi route tliere is much of convenience for constructive pur¬ 
poses which does not exist on the Bolan route. Out of the distance between 
i)adur and Quetta, 100 miles, full 90 miles pass through, as already seen, tracts 
destitute of everything save water, a circumstance necessitating constant 
imiKjrtation of supplies (including fuel) during construction of the railway. 
On the Sibi x*oute there ai*o only two such tracts of limited length,—one the 
Nari I’ass, I t miles, the other, the Upper Chapar Valley about 15 miles. The 
rfjst of the way lies through tracts all more or less culturable or cultivated and 
jjossessing fair resources in wood and fuel; while some valleys, such as that of 
Uurnai, where we are now encamped, are even lughly cultivated,—circum¬ 
stances which obviate the necessity of importing supplies, and facilitate 
construction in many respects. Indeed, tho possibility of augmenting inde¬ 
finitely by conservation the rcsoui’ccs of wood and fuel all along the Sibi route, 
is a circumstance of some value and interest. 

30. The advantage has been ah'eady indicated which the Bolan Pass possesses 
in its new military cart-road so well made by General Phayre and the Bombay 
Brigiule of sepoys. An equal advantage is easily and speedily obtainable on 
the Sibi route; of this we have no doubt from personal inspection. Tho only 
doubtful point was the side of the Chapar HiU. But along that side a roadway 
fit for bc.asts of burden, by which my whole camp and escort i>assed, was made 
by two companies of Bombay sepoys in a few hours under Major Trench, and 
close by. Sir H. Sandeman, Colonel Lindsay and myself found a moxmtain road 
w hereby we walked from the Upper Chapar Valley down to Dargai, passing by 
the way laden animals with goods of private tradt?. 

31.1 may add here that the head of the jiscent by the Sibi rouh?, say the 
Ujqier Chapar Valley and the Gwal Valley, is free in winter from that extreme 
inclemency of climate to which the head of the Bolan ascent is subject'; Avhile 
a good and salubrious residence in summer could bo found near Chapar or Gwal 
for the Euroi)can officers or servants of the railway. 

32. Whereas the Bolan route, as already seen, passes through foreign 

territory, the Sibi route through the heai’t of the districts recently 

assigned to the British Government by the tnsity of Gundamuk. The capital 
outlay would thereby fructify to the development of territories for which British 
administrators are responsible. The material resources hei-eby develoi)ed would 
be virtually British resources available for every purpose of strategy or of 
policy. The campaign in Southern Afghanistan of 1878-79 has forcibly shewn 
the importance of liaving supplies of all sorts at hand all along the line of 
military communication. 

33. WlujrcMis by tho Bolan route there would be nothing but through 
traffic between Dadur and Quetta and no local traffic at all, also no local 
labour—itien? would, by the Sibi route, be considerable local traffic station to 
station, besides the through traffic, also some local labour. 

SI. In tho Sibi assigned district extending from tho plain of Cutebi to the 
uplands of Bishin, there is a sparse but growing population of Pathan moun- 
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taineers, capable as cultivators, adepts at utilizing the streams and streamlets 
for irrigation, and possessing pastor^ wealth in sheep and goats—but heretofore 
retard^ in development from want of that sort of protection which is afforded 
by a settled Government, and frequently harried, and sometimes even subjected 
to murder, rapine and devastation, from the Murri and other tribes that inhabit 
the hill ranges on the east which lie between the Sibi district and the Indus 
valley. The watch-towers with which the fields all over the Sibi district are 
studded, and into which the husbandman can shut himself at shortest notice 
to save his person, while his crops, grain and cattle are swept away by the 
marauders, attest the depressing circumstance that hitherto the cultivators have 
carried their lives in their hands whenever they went to plough or to reap. 
This abiding sense of insecurity has sharpened and embittered the character of 
the people; and many landcss or violent persons may be found. 

35. All this will of course Ikj, indeed already is Ixnng, beneficently altered 
by Sir 11. Sandenuin’s vigorous administration. But the assistance which would 
be afforded by the railway to British administrators in a task for the completion 
of which their government has made itself answerable is too manifestly import¬ 
ant to need description, and indeed would be difficult to describe adequately. 

36. But further the railway by the Sibi route would serve as a barrier to 
the depredations of the Murri tribe westwards, which depredations have spread 
not only across the Sibi district, but to the neighbourhood of the Bolan Pass 
itself. The raids of the Murris eastwards towards the Indus Valley, that is 
towards the British territory, have long been known and checked. But these 
depredations are now found to have been much worse westwards over the Sibi 
teiaitoiy—circumstances which could be understood imjKsrfectly only while the 
tenitoiy was Afghan, but which are fully patent now that the territory has 
come under British management. 

37. Moreover, this railway would run near the w'ostem and southern boim- 
darie.s of the Murri hills, and would open up communications w ith the Thai 
plateau which is distant 45 miles from Ilurnai already mcntioiu'd as a point 
on the railway line, and wdiieh is on the northern boundary of the Murris— 
their remaining or eastern boundary facing towards British dominion on the 
Indus. Thus by means of this railw'ay this heretofore dixvided and inistdiievous 
tribe, who have so long preyed on their neighbours, will he environed by a 
system which they cannot resist. Having had thcs(! Murri Chiefs intnaluced 
to me by Sir Bobert Sandeman, I perceive that they themselves are begimiing 
to feel that resistance is hopeless on their part, and that they must divert their 
energies fium rapine to industry. 

38. Similar remai'ks are applicable to several tribes of Pathans who dwell 
in the hills to the north of the Tlial plateau. 

39. Thus, irrespective of its engineering merits, the Sibi route has great 
administrative and economic advantages, and is capable of producing a consi¬ 
derable political effect. 

40. It follows a lino, too, which was ovidenily intended by nature to be 
the highway of communication, but which lias bet^omc disused owing to tlie 
unsettled state of Afghan administration and the incumions of neighbouring 
tribes. 

41. We were instructed at the outset by the Government of India to 
consider carefully the opinions of the political authorities in selecting the line 
for this railway. The ALgcnt to the Governor General, Sir Robert Sandeman, 
the Officer in political charge of the Khan of Khclat and His Highness’ terri¬ 
tories, also of the Western Murris, and in civil charge of the assigned districts, 
has a decided opinion in favour of the Sibi route. The opinion of so liigli an 
officer, who has so much local experience and who has done so much for this 
part of tin; country, will doubtless carry great weight. 

42. 1 feel bound, however, to record a similar opinion formed by me after 
indopendeni enquiry and observation on the spot. 

43. I ])rcsume that up to the mouth of the Nari Pass near Sibi the broad 
gauge would be carried, and that from this point onwards the narrow (metre) 
gauge wouhl be used. 

44. It is to be borne in mind that in either case, that is whether on the 
Bolan route, or on the Sibi route, there will be considerable expense incurred 
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in making the roadway for the rails. The military road made in the Bolan 
Pass by General Phayre and his sepoys is excellent for its own purposes, and 
would be collaterally of service to those engaged in making a railway. But it 
would form no part of the roadway for the rails. No doubt if the Engineers 
had surveyed and marked out a line for a railway, the sepoys under General 
Phayre’s vigorous and practis^ supervision would be of the utmost assistance 
in making a roadway especially in such difficult places as the ravine between 
Much and Dozan. But tliis particular work if it ever be undertaken has yet to 
bo begun. Therefore the question remains whether this valuable and disciplined 
labour should bo applied to an inferior route or to a superior route. I have 
understood from the laeutcnant-Goncral at Oandahar that there no longer 
remains any absolute military necessity for the Bcseiwe Brigade remaining in the 
Bolan Pass. If the Brigade remain in the field, as is doubtless desiralDle, it 
may just as well be placefi on the Sibi route as on the Bolan route. And its 
head-quai'ters would have in the Upper Chapar Valley even a better r(;sidence 
than they now have at Dozan. But besides military labour much other labour 
under any circumstances and by cither route would have to be employed at 
some cost and for immediate financial effect it is the same whether the funds 
bo disbursed on the Bolan route or the Sibi route. But for ultiinah* financial 
advantage and for administrative effect it makes all the differemsc to the public- 
interest whether the expense be incun-ed on a route like the Bolan wJiiidi at the 
best would bo a makeshil't and never quite satisfactory, or on a route like that 
of Silii which is satisfactory in every rcsjiet't. In the Bolan the money would 
be spent on what would always bo ri'garded as a temporary work. On tin? Sibi 
route it would be sjient on a permanent and excellent line w'ortliy of the 
through communication between India and Afghanistan. 

45. I am .authorised to state tluit Sir Iloliort Sandeman concurs entirely in 
this M inute, and th.at Colonel Lindsay concurs in all those parts of it which relate' 
t-o cngiiu'ciang and constructive, jioints, subject always to detailed survey, 

40. The joint recommimdation of us three is, that the Sibi route, as above 
described, be adopted, and that our surveying and pioneei'ing ivsources be imme¬ 
diately t^oncentrated on that route. It appe.ars open to me wdthiu the margin 
of the various instructions received from the Government of India, to instruct 
Colonel liindsjiy to the above effect, and lie has made, and is further making, 
arrangements .accordingly. I have instmeted the Director of Transport to 
alfonl aid to thi? raihvay offieers wdth all the carriage that can be made avail¬ 
able from the trausjiort ti*.ain. The two eompanii's of Bombay Snippers which 
the Bomb.ay Goveiamumt despatched in October last (at tlu? request of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India) to help Colonel Lindsay’s ofierations, have arrived at Mithri 
under Colonel Hills, ll.E., and are there awaiting ordtn's. 1 h.avo dire<5t<al them 
to jirotreial to such point or points on the Sibi route as Colonel landsay may 
setth' in communiciition wdth Colonel Hills. As tln^ route is not yet altogether 
safe for isolatiid surveying parties, the jiresmice of sappei’S, who are elfective 
combatants as well as workmen, will have a good effect. 

47. * • • * * 

48. This arrangement, is of course indejxmdi'ut of any arrangements which 
m.ay have been, or may yet be, made in the interior of the Murri country for 
conti’olling that tribe, or other ncighbom’ing tribes, to which I need not here 
advert. 

19. In conclusion, it will h.avc been seen that we contemj)late Gulistan 
Kariz being tlu^ obligatory jilace for w'hieh t1u‘ raihv.ay is to make. This places 
is at tin; foot of the Gw'aj.a Pass by which w<‘ hope to see the rail carried onwai’d 
to Cand.ahar. The old Gw'.aja P.ass, as wv .all sei‘, jams during a part of its 
course through a gmnitic formation (piite impracticable for .a I’ailway. But 
parallel to the Gwaja Pass, and answering all its purposes, is the Durra Pass to 
Avhich my attention was dniwn by Colonel d(^B()urbe], and which I have visited 
in edm^jany with Lieutenant Whiteford, ll.E, There seems to be no doubt that 
the Durr.a Pass is veiy well suitiul for a raihvay in respect to grailients and 
tmiwes and will answer very well, if no pa.ss still better shall be found. It is 
scarcely to be hoped that a bettor passage will be found, as the main pass, the 
Khojuk, is, as w^e all see, manifestly inferior, and as the remaining jiass, the 
Bogiiani, is believed to be w'orse still. I merely mention this to explain why 
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we indicate Gwlisian Kariz as the point to which the survey is directed for the 
railway from the Indus Valley to Southern Afghanistan. ^

NOTE ON THE BOLAN PASS ROUTE. 

Director General of Railways’ letter No. 9C. of 4th October informs me 
that the Government of India has decided on laying metre gauge permanent 
way up the Upper Bolau Pass to Pishin at one side of a road which Geneml 
Phayre has undertaken to construct, with limiting gradients of 1 in 20, and 
curves of 70 feet radius, and I am desired to make a retjonnoissance of General 
Phayre’s road and ascertain the probable ruling gradients and curves upon the 
dilferent sections of it. 

2. I am not aware what information regarding General Phayre’s road Ihe 
Director Geneml of Railways is in possession of, and as I cannot feel certain 
r<?garding the improvements contemplated, I am somewliat at a loss to know 
Aviietlun* it is in the curves and gmdients of the present road or on those of an 
improved section that I am to re 2 )ort. I consider therefore tliat I had better 
describe, very briefly, the road as it now is. 

3. From the mouth of the Pass near Dadur to Kundilani a track has been 
cleared of stones and bouldei*s along the bed of the river, but above the ordi¬ 
nary low water stream. The track crosses the present channel frequently and 
is 5 feet above it on an aA'erage; the high flood level is probably 10 feed abox e 
the present water level. Except where slight descents are made at the rivta- 
crossings the gradients ai’c (‘asy and so are the curves, with two exceptions. 
Kundilani is 9 miles from Dadur. 

4. From Kundilani to Kirta the track is of a similar description, but for 
three miles the limiting curves wouhl apparently be nece.ssai’y : it frequently 
crosses tlie low wnter channel, and the ramps into it liaA'c inclinations of about 
1 in 15. The gorge is subject to floods of about 25 feet of water aboA'c* the 
j)resent channel and is flooded on those occasions fi'oni one side where tlu* 
rocks are pc'rpendictilar to similar vertical rocks on the otht?r. The distane<- 
from Kundilani to the Kirta plain is 8 miles. After emerging from the Kundi¬ 
lani ravine on to the Kirta plain the line of the prcjsent route is approximately 
straight, and, excepting Avhere it crosses some old channels of the Rolan river, 
it lias a gradual and easy ascent withoi.it any lireak of imjiortancc to New 
Bibinani, near which it however descends considerably. From Bibinani jiasl 
Abigum to the left bank of the Bolan near IVluch the track ascends consider¬ 
ably and crosses the beds of two deep nullahs. All along this lengtli tht‘ track 
is only subject to occasional floods of tAvo or three feet in dejjth : the Avat<*r- 
eourst?s of course have a considerable depth of water. 

5. Fi‘om the left bank of the? Bolan the road descends to the rher bed. a 
depth of about 200 feet; a canscAvay, at present daniag«Hl, slants across the 
river, and a slight asc(*ut brings tlu; I’oad to the high irround on the right hank 
Avhere the camp of Much is formed. 

6. From Much the road immediately descends again to tlie IcA’^el of the 
riAcr bed, crosses it, and ascends again Avith gradients of 1 in 6 and 1 in 10 to 
t he Hirok plateau on the left bank of the Bolan river. Here again for about 
3 miles the route is easy with a gradually ascending gradient, and the road is 
Tree from all but trifling floods : the direction is near\A straight. After the 
third mile from Much the road crosses the beds of two deep nullahs, the 
<leseents being steej) and tortuous, and for the rest of the Avay to the summit of 
ihe Bolan Pass the road is of the same description: it crosses the bed of the 
stream constantly, the mmps down haAiiJg slopes of about 1 in 15. The inter- 
mc'dinte lengths, between the crossings, are free from unimportant floods, arc 
straight in direction, aviirage al)out 5 feet above the river lied, and haA’^e asc'imd- 
ing grndiimts of about 1 in 20. Near Dozan a particularly tortuous rr>cky 
gorg<5 is met with; it is about 2 miles long, is extremely narrow and hag vertical 
clifls from 200 fi^ct to 300 feet high on either side. The route is subject to 
occasional floods, Avhich are variously estimated at from 10 feet to 25 feet aboA'C! 
the ordinaiy chanmd. From the summit of the Pass the descent is sharj* for 
200 or 300 leist ; tlum the Dust plain is reached, and tlie route is open and easy 
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to Quettft. The total fall ia a len^h of 24 miles from Uajrrraza SunffaloTr to 
Quetta is 300 feet exactly as ascertained trigonometrically. 

7. My opinion is not asked for as to whether a railway can be brofight up 
the Bolan Pass by General Phayre’s road, or by any alternative route along the 
Pass, but I may perhaps be permitted to interpret the spirit of the instructions 
given to mean tliat, under the circumstances, my opinion is required. 

8. From Dadur to Kundilani a line can be made on a raised cnibankment 
without excessive labour and above ordinary high -floods with easy gradients 
and moderate curves. At, and for 4 miles beyond, Kundilani a survey can 
alone show whether curves suitable for a broafl gauge line are obtainable. The 
line there would liave easy gradients, but would be subject to floods of about 25 
fet't in depth. A lino with curves of a minimum radius of 70 feet is, I believe, 
obtainable. It may be possible to avoid the Bohin gorge near Kundilani alto¬ 
gether by taking the line up the Kundilani or Poostul ravine and then turning 
lip tlirougli the Gokoort valley. An examination of this bit of country Avill 
occupy very little time. If the Kundilani gorge can be turned, which is un¬ 
certain, I apprehend little diniculty in bringing a railway of cither gauge to 
Much with a maximum gradient of 1 in 10. The line would leave the jiresent 
track, avoid the descent to New Bibinani, and keeping to the east of the Kirta 
valley Avould gradually ascend the sloping ground to the left bank of the Bolan 
lliver at JVtuch. At Much I tliink I niay say that a broad guage line would 
have to terminate. From that jjoint there seems to me to be no alternative 
betwemi an enormously expensive permanent line and a purely temporary one 
Avith giadients of 1 in 20 and curvtss of 70 feet radius : this line would be 
subj(‘ct to lieaA'y floods, but they are of short duration, and their effects, though 
damaging and certainly risky, Avould not be utterly destructive. I am given to 
und<*rstaud that floods do not occur here Avithout ample warning, and that if 
proper arrangements ai-e made for gi\'ing proper ttdcgraphic notice of impend¬ 
ing miufall, the risk of a disaster is small. 

0. If it be determined to construct a metre gauge railway I AA'o-uld recom¬ 
mend that the construe.tion work should he as slight as possible : for instance, 
at Much, where it is ueiHVSsary to cross the river tAA'ice, I Avould accept the maxi¬ 
mum gradients and provide short sidings at the top of each ascent, so that trains 
<*ould he divid<‘d and taken uj) Avagon by Avagon if necessary. 

10. TIk'. llirok plain should he taken advantage of, but after that I see no 
object in leaving the bed of the Bolan ; the ch.auce of occasional floods must 
he faced, and if the bed has constantly to be crossed, it may as well be adopted 
as the line. 1 do not. mean that tin? bed of the river would be constantly kept 
to throughout, but that it would be kejjt to when its line AA-as adA*antageous ; 
a.s.suming that no improA'cinent on the Kundilani gorge can be found, a tempo¬ 
rary liiu' ol railAA-ay uji the Bolan Pass would present the folloAA'ing features :—

11. Thus out of a total length of 100 miles (longi'r than the present road 
in order to case the ascent), 05 miles may be said to be com])aratiA’^ely easy and 
to be frei^ from extrmne floods, and 20 miles Avith tlus maximum gradient and 
minimum curves' are subject to I'omph'tc inundation Avhen great floods take 
place. 

12. Begarding tlu* floods 1 regnd to say 1 can obtain no reliable inform¬ 
ation ; AV(‘ know that in 1830 a great flood took place in the Pass, and that a 
detachmi'wt of cavalry only escaped by riding at full speed to a place of safety 
Avhile all the followers were lost. Sirdar Alludina, who Ih'es near the summit 
of the Pass, disdares that no such heavy flood has since taken place It 
must be allowed that floods of extraordinary might and violence do oceui 
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from time to time, and tliat although no warning, save the sound of the ap¬ 
proaching water, is given to travellers down the Pass, the gathering of clouds 
and rainfall in the high hills give time for information being given hy observers 
on the summit to those stationed down bcloAv. 

13. In the case of a temporaiy road or lino of railway which it is allowed 
cannot be raised above flood level, I do not think that it mattci's much whether 
the floods are 10 or 20 feet above the ix)ad. 

14. My observaiions in this Pass have been made simjdy during a march 
up to Quetta, as time did not admit of my hailing or examining alternative 
routes: I w'cnt, however, in company with hieutcnant-Coloncl dcPourbel, II.P., 
who has had other opportunities of insiiecting the I'oule, and I ani authorised to 
state that he agrees "with me in all that I have written about it with thetollow^- 
ing exceptions :—Xaeutenant-Colonel deliourhel is not hop<?ful about the possi¬ 
bility of taking a broad gauge line nearly up to Much, and he does not think 
that any jnceautions in the way of signalling the fact of rain falling in the 
ujiper liills would sa^ e a disaster in the lower goi’ges.

1> .SSIBLE TIME WITHIN W'lIICH A IfAILWAY COUI.I) BE OrENED FOB MILITARY TUANSroiJT 
AND FOB TRAI’EIC FROM THE PLAIN.S OF CUTCHl TO THE PLATEAU OF PISIIIN. 

3Iimile by the Governor of Eombay, dated loth llcveniber 1S79. 

Ilaviug had the advantage of eonferring with tlu^ Director General ol 
Pailways (Major-General Trevor, R.E.) on the subject of iny Minute of last 
month (Novembeiv, recommending, in eoncurrene<! Avilh Sir Robert Sandeman 
and Colonel Lindsay, the Sibi route for the new raihvay from the ]ilains of Cutchi 
to the plateau of Pishin, I deem it desirable to stati' apjwoximately, in con¬ 
tinuation, the probable time within which this railway could be opein'd for at 
least the transport of trooxis and niattnaals of Avar, in vicAv of military and 
X)olitical exigencies now existing. As this stat<*inent must dejaaid on the 
tox)Ograx)hicai details given in my foianer Minut<‘, I must b(‘g that it may be 
read in connection Avith that Minute. 

2. In the first place the broad gauge surface line lias adA'anced 07 miles 
from its starting point at Rnkh near Sukkur, besides which length thei-e haA'<‘ 
been 10 miles of sidings laid doAAm—ineduding formation of roadway and laying 
doAA'n of rails—and is noAV in the heart of the Cutchi Deseit. It is about Tif) 
miles from Mithri opjAosite the mouth of the Rolan, and about 09 miles from 
Sibi. At fii*st, and for some time in the Indus Valley, its x>i’ogi-ess Avas at the 
rate of on<; mile a day. But noAV the rate of one mih* and a half a day has 
been established. It*was hojied that by the iiresiMit time a rate of two miles 
daily Avould be established ; Imt this has not been found jiracticable oAA’ing to 
the great difTiculty of Avatering arrangements for so larg(> an establishment (3,500 
men aiul 1,500 animals) in the midst of the desia-t, many mihvs oAvay from any 
natural Avatcr-su])i>ly. It is intended, hoAA'ever, to make some further arrange¬ 
ments calculated to accelerate thc'imigress to tAVo miles daily. If all goes well, 
the rails may reiich the jioint opposite IMithri by the second Aveek in January, 
and JSibi by the 20th of that month—say by tin; 25th, in order to alloAv a margin 
of a fcAV days for contingencies. Thus the (md of the broad gauge raihvay 
Avould bo reached; as Sibi is oxiposite tlu; mouth of the Nari gorge, Avhere th<^ 
hill country begins, and Avhere, as I understand, the narrow (metre) gauge is to 
begin also. 

3. I learn from General Trevor that aac may hojie to see tht; narroAV gauge 
niat(n-ials begin to arriA'C, from England by sea, at. Kurrachoe early in January, 
and to canilinuc arriving there during January and Eebruary. If that hoxa* bt; 
i"(*aii7.ed, then the first consignment of metre gauge rails aa'ouM reach Sibi by 
the new raihvay on the 25th January. Then tlie rails might be earned on 
through the. Nari gorge, in advance by carts; it being im])ortant that the 
carting arrangements should commence on or about that date for reasons Avhich 
1 must x>ause to ex]>lain—again asking that remembrance may be had of the 
topography set forth in my former Minute. 
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4. It will be remembered, then, that near the village of Dargai at., the foot 
of the Chapar Hill, and the base of the Adina range, the railway line leaves 
the lowiir valleys of the Nari River system and enters on the upper plateau 
loading to Pishin—the distance, Sibi to Dargai by tlie pro])ose<l line, being 
about 85 or 90 miles—the exact distance Ixiing subject ahvaysto detailed survey. 
Intermediately the principal place is Hurnai. Below JTurnai one of the 
alhuonts of the Nari breaks through a wall of rock, by an opeming or natural 
gateway of some interest and beauty, which we call Sj)in Tangi; the local 
name being Tangi (or narrow opening) and Spin being a village near at hand. 
This Spin Tangi'is the place whiedi the Engineers hav(; (v<n-y i>roporlyas I think) 
chosen for the ]>assfigc of the railway. In<le(;d no visitor can fail to be struck 
by th(', remarkable faeilities (tlu^ natlire of the surrounding couniry Ixdng con- 
sidered) which tluj opening affords for this j>urposc. It constitutes also a sort 
of natural division in this ])art of tlu; lint^ (Sibi to Darpii), because the climate 
below Sj)in Tangi is V('ry severe from licat in the spring and summer; while 
above Spin Tangi it becoim^s comparaf iv<0y mod(‘rate ; and because below Spin 
Tangi the spill and overflow of fhe Nai-i and its alllucnts are trouhlesonic occa¬ 
sionally for short ])criods toAvards f he end of suiniiKn*; Avliile there is no a])pi’e- 
ciahle trouble of this sort above Spin'I’angi. Behnv Spin Tangi, alfliough no 
serious obstacle exists, much work Avill lx; re<piired for the permrment line, 
while a femporary lim? could he constructed rapidly; abov<5 Sj)in Tangi the 
count rv to D.irgai’is comparatively (‘asy and ad»nits of a permanent line being 


taken in hand at once. 

5. 'riu^ lli’st step Avill, of conis(', !)('to sm-Aow fully the line from Sibi to 
S]>in Tangi; inde(‘d, this is Ixnng «lom‘ already l)y a strongly organized stalV, and 
the i)laus^and sections Avill he nvnly by an <‘aVly date. But, th )Ugh the surveys 
will IkmIouo, Ave cannot ])romise tliat much Avill be done* for actual cfmstrnetion 
’on this piee<* during this working sc'ason, that is, during the first half of 1880; 
because on this i>iece the Avork Avill be heavy while the heat s(‘ls in Avilh seAcrity 
during spring and lasts tliroue:h uit summer. Samething t )AA^m-ds construction 
may bi' done, but nothing veiy considerable. 

(j. Under the circu nsianec's. a^ ri'gards both the sc'ason of the year and the 
i'haraiMcr of 1 heco\mtry, and AAitha vievA to political and military t'xigi'neii*s, J 
projK>s<', aft('r can'fiilly consulting tiic Enginecr-iu-Uhief, Colonel Lindsay, to 
begin on or about ^.oth January, say by tiu' ('lul of J.innnry, to send o:i the 
im^ti-e gauge materials (i-ails, s*le(*p<'rs and fastenings) by <-arts from Sibi to 
Spin I'angd. The road is not as yet jiassable for carts, but Avill be m nl<> so by 
th(> 25th'Januarv by means of^be Sa])pers (of Avhom avc Iuiac arranged to 
employ f(»ur compa'nies) and some local labour. Sni)plies are proeurabh* in the 
neighbourhood, and Avater is at all ])oints procurable, aa bile it is at most points 
abtuidantly exeellenl. I.^])on a i>recise calculation of the carrying poxAvr of the 
<*arts and liullocks, Avhich avc cither possess or can obtain, I find that 15 niiles 
I'Migth of met re gang<‘materials can b»‘thus sent from Sibi to Spin Tangi in 
t!»re.‘ months, that is during 3'5'brnary, March and April next (1880), It being 
imijortanl to com])l(dc th(‘ carting Avork before the A'cry hot AA'cather sets in 
at Sil)i ; for this AAork Tiftcen hundred carts Avould be rexjuired. Of this 
number a portion Avould be available from the present transport cart scnwice 
betAve<m Sind and Tishin—Avhich servkje Avill b(‘ to some extcuit reliev('d In the 
opening of the raihvay to the jioint oj)|)osit(5 ^Mithri—the nuuaining carts re¬

7. M<‘anAvhil(^ llic Engim'crs Avould haA c surv('y('d and aligned the permanent

.as far as might be practicable towards U.argai. Tlu'u it is hoped that the for¬ 
mation of tlio roadAA’^ay, Avhicli is not ditrieult in that quarter, and the Laying 
doAvn vf the rails, aa t feh it aauU he remomb('red are to have been stored .at Spin 
Tangi, tu.iy go on during tlux summer, the climate thereabouts being compara¬ 
tively'modcrale, or less severe,—the Sa])per force being aA'ailable and some lui-nl 
labour Ix ing obf.-unablo—su])p1ies being procurable in sutlicient qu.antiiics and 
the AA^der being both excx'llent and abundant. If all goes aa'cII, the line Aviil

Tbe reservt 
brigade (consisting of Bombay troo]>s) might be moved from their ])r('senl jmsi- 
tio7i in the Bolan Pass, wIk'H' tluw have done so excellently avcII in niilitar\ 
road-making, under the able and experienced guidance of (Icm'ral IMiayre, l( 
the sonth-easteni end of the Pishiu ])lat<*au, where the railway is to go. that 
is, to (Iwal, whiidi’Avas indi<*ated in my former Minute as one cd' the obligator\ 
])oiuts to Avhith the railway is to be directed. I'bese ex])(a-i<‘ne(‘d ti'oo]>s wouhl 
tlx'n be oeeu|)ied in pve])aring tbe roadway for th<‘ rails, accerdinii- to any 
alignment A\hieli the Engineers might giA’e, frojti Cwal <lewjiAvards to tin 
Chapar Hill immediately over Dargai above mentioiual. a distance of about .*>(. 
miles, togellnn* Avith an ordinary cart-road alongside the I’ailway liii(‘ for tiu 
serA'icc of tlie railway works. All this would )U)t lx* a dinicult task for a 
brigade Avhich made a military road u]) the Bolan I’ass in tbre<‘ months. The 
climate of CInauI is quite temperate in the sunmu'r and vc-ry moderate* between 
Gwal and Chapar; A'cry suitable for the b(*ad-quarters of a brigade, Avatev 
iKiing ('xeellent and su))])lies available ; so that m(*n eould work tln*re during 
the sunim<*r s<*ason. If then the railAA'ay statf shall have Ix'cn strong emnigb 
to surv(*y and align thci roadAA'ay for the rails from (Iwal to Chapar during 
1-880, and if General lliayre and his brigade shall have been stationed tiu'rcr 
to make* it, then, c)n the o]»ening of the line from Sibi to Dargai c'arly in 1-'^81, 
the laying of the rails onwards from Dargai by Chapar to Gwal 'might im¬ 
mediately proceed, and might be completed to Gwal by JMay of that year. 

10. It is of course to be remembercid that at the base of the Chapar Hill 
there is the ditfieult passage* of the raihvay through the Cha[)ar Ilift, (h*s<*rib(‘d 
in my former Minute, or the alt(*rnative of Avinding round the side of tin* Adina 
Mountain. The ])crmanont c;onstruetion of the line h{*reabouts Avill take some 
time;, but a temjjorary line could be soeni made; to c*onnect the* AAork be'leiw 
Dargai Avith the; AAork al)ove Chai)ar, At this point, as we*ll as at the S])in Tangi 
point, the; assistance of the Sa])})ers already allude'd to will bo most valuable. 


11. By tliis combination of .re,sourcos, and by this utilization of all oppor¬ 
tunities afforded by time and cireumstancx;, the railway engine Avould arrive 
at Gwal in Pishin hy May 1881 by a lino X)e;rmanently aligned though con- 
structe*d pe*rmanently in x>art only, the remainder being a temporary construc¬ 
tion inde*eel, but in fair Avay of be*ing rendered pc;rmaTient within the ensuing 
twe*lve months. The railway Ave)uld re;ac;h Dargeii ai the base of the Pishin 
plat<*au Avithin 30 or 3r> miles by a soniCAvhat earlier date*, that is, January 1881. 
In other words, by January or Ec'bruary 1881 the engine would reach Dargai, 
Avitbin 35 nnl(;s of the; (‘astern end of Pishin plateau, Avith a militai*y transiK)!^. 
road (as above described) up to the plat(;au ; and by May of that year would be 
at Gwal in Pishin. In either case the political and military adA^antages Avould 
be great, and would have been attained Avith some degree of rapidity. 

12. If the railway liaving thus reached the border of Pishin were to stop 
there for a time, it Avould be; quite easy to estsiblish a base at Dargai or GAval, 
prt;feKibly G wal, by the cart-road already mentioned, whence the militai’y trans¬ 
port train of carts, (ramcls, mules, &c., could moA'o onwards to Candahar or any 
intermediate i)laces. Such a transport train line would pass within an easy 
distance too of Q,uetta. 
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13. Bui havins; got ilic line to Gwal in I’isliin we oiiglit certainly to carry 
it one step further, namely, along tlic easy hank of the Xakar J^om river (as 
explained in my former Minute) to Kaclilak lu'ar Quetta, a distance of about 
30 miles : Kaclilak is within a short distance! of Quetta, only oiw! day’s march, 
by a line! easily admitting of a .short brautih railway being made to Quetta if 
elesireel hereafter. Again, Kaclilak is on the higli re>a(l either to Giilistan 
Kariz at the feiot of the Gwaja Bass, or to Kila Abeloolah at tlu! foot e)f the 
Khojuk Bass, which are! of course the two main I’asses over the! Kliwaja Amran 
range of hills on the way to Canelahar, The pie:ce of railway freim Gwal te) 
Kaclilak could he oiiencd in about two months after tlu! ojicniug of tlu! 
line to Gwal. 

14. It is to he borne in mind that the line thus proposed to be opened tei 
the Bishin jilateau by the mielelle! of 1881 wamlel be! e'emstructe'd be'yonel the* 
re'ach eif flooils, or spills, for the greater jiart of its length, that is, from Spin 
Tangi to Gwal, fibout 70 miles. But fen* the remiainder freim Sibi to Spin 
Tangi, 40 mih's, also for the short piece! at the base eif the Chapar Hill, say a 
very few’^ mile's, it w'emld be in senne jilaces within the reach of tleiods and spills, 
anel woulel be liable tei interruption for a elay eir two oe*e.*asie)nally temarels the 
end e)f summer. Bui, as alreiaely exjilained, the railway beiiug em a line suiteel 
for jiei'mancnt e’on.structiem, the.se ])e‘rioelical inte*rruptions w'emlel be apprej- 
hended only so long as the permanent iveirk might remain incom])lete, that is, 
feir a year or twei. 

15. I am authorized to say that Colonel Hindsay entirely concurs in this 
Minute!, subie'ed. always te) elctaileel surve'ys. 

It). I e)lVe‘r this geue*ral progi'amme of eipe'ratiems (in view t)f military anel 
politmal e!xige‘ncie\s) w hiedi will be earrie'el out if all geies well; and if the 
materials anai e fi-om Buglanel in elue time. I duly remember that delays or 
elisajipointme'iils may siijicrveme. Still the Geivenaiment may rely on eve'.ry' 
etTe)rt be'iug put forth, by myself and by all concerned, to perform what is 
reepiireel.

I am diroctetl to aoknowlotly:c the receipt of your letter No. 4081, dated 
37tli July, submittin" copy of a eouimuiiication from tlie IJoiubay Chamber of 
Coimneree, in which they request a rt'considerntiou of the decision of the 
Government of India that it i.s at ])resent undesirable to itass a law making the 
registration of partn(T.ships eouijtulsory, 

2. The praeiieal impediment.s in the way of giving effect to the measure, 
whi(*h wore poinit'd out by the Government of India in my hdter No. 2f>(i2, 
dated loth Sej)tember 18711, Avere Iavo in number, /•/>., (3) the interferenet' A\ith 
trade Avhieh Avould be caused on the on<' hand by eom]H*lling registration of 
(U'cry species of ])ar(uership hoAvever transitoiy and rest rioted ; and. on the 
other, the ditHeulty of distinguishing b(‘tween ])artnershij)s of greal<‘r or less 
«'xtent or dui-ation ; (2) tlu^ existence of a Aast mass of unr(‘gist<‘r(*d interests 
u’hi<di the JaAV must either rtvognize, and tlna-eby render the register A'cry 
iinjierfeet if not misleading, or la'l'iise to reeogni/e. to tlie gri'at Jiardsiiip of 
the jxa’sons so Luter(*sted. It Avas also ob.st'rved that, looking to tlu' tAvo grounds 
upon whieh tin' Chamber of Comnu'ree sj)eeilieally based their application, llie 
taels deseriht'd ])oint(*d rather to ineautiun on the part of llu' creditor than to 
defects in the «‘\.isting law. 

0. The le(t(*r noAv eomnuuiieat<'d from the Clnimber of Comnieji'e dot> 
not iH'inoA'e the fdtjfx-tions felt hy tin' Governnnaii of India. .\s reg:!r<ls tin* 
first inijK'dimenl, the Chamlx'r of Coninteve<' now ('xplain that tln'V nevereon- 
templati'd the ri'gistr.'ition of partin'vships for sjieeial vi'nlnro'^, hut or,l\ the 
registration of ‘* rt'gular st:nn!ii!g lirins.” 'I'liey do not ])oin1 out what lci;.*il 
distin<‘tion (Nin h('taken hi't ween part iurslii]'s vaiyini;- only in tin* I'xteat and 
duration of their husim-ss. Eiit their o])inioM is understood to hi* that itw 
ditlieulty need he appreln'iided in disi iiiL'iiishine- hetAvec'ii partnerships. s(( as t., 
exemjit fi'oin the ojjer.-ition of tin'eoin])u!s<vjy JaA\ of rc'eisiry tr.nlii e ventur«s 
(»f the kind illnslrati'd hy niy Ibrnier lettei*. 

1. ITis Exci'll.'iieA the Governor Gein'ial di'sires me to I'ejdy that tin' 
ojiinion on such a suhjeel of the Cliainher of C>)nini« ree will always eonini.ind 
due eonsidi'ration ; hut that, after giviiiii' careful attention to the ease again 
j'l'e'senled, he is convinced lint sin*h a distinetion is not fomnlid on miy ])rln- 
eijih* of la\A', and that an atteinjit to ereab' it Avill only lentl to emhanas^nient. 

.0. Moreovir, assuming for the sake of argument that 1 lie (list inel ion is 
jiractieablo, it would then he<*om(' iieei'ssary to ('onsidf'i* whether tin' ('xeinjdion 
of jiartuershijis for special Aentur<“s from any est:ihlislied s\st{Mu<)feompul- 
'.oiy !•('gist rat ion on gilt lo he made. It might h<^ aigncfl that t his is precisely 
i he class ^»f partneiships for Avhieli eomjnilsory regisi rat i<m, if nselu! at all, 
A'.rndd act most henelieially. A ])ernianently eslahlished linn is hefori' the 
'•oinnmnify, it annonin'cs itself as a trading pnrtnershi]), its (h'.-ilings and styh* 
of hnsi!n';-s hecome knoAvn, and it is o2)< n to all to niak" the usual preeaulionary 
enniiiri'-s alluded to in the 5th ]iaragra))h of my jaeeeding letter; hut Aiilh 
leinpor.ny jiartne-,'ships, .such as those Avith Avhieh the Chamln'r (h'clare tlu'y 
would not interfori', tin* ease is dilHa-ent. These' s])riiig uj) sinhh'iily; tin* 
]>arlies to them are not ne'ce'ssarily evc'ii knoAvn in Imsinevs eireles; lhei*e is 
no kuowh'dcfe how Jong llu'V ai'<' meant to last, and ye't, for tin'purposes of 
ihe p;\rti<*ular 1raiisa<*1 ion or set of tran.saetiems foj* Avhieh they are Ibrnn'd, their 
legal inoperti'-s and incidents ar«' jireeist'ly tln^ same as tlio.se of othi'i* parlni'i*- 
sliips. Now, if l: -e-isla,tion is to he ealle'tl in to aid movediants and tradei's in 
di.'eiding to whom ih-y will or will jiol give ere.dit, it seems hardly i’casc,nahl<; 
to lay this ohiigalion njx.ii perm.menl iy ('stahlisin'd firms and to <'X('mpt that 
class ol parim'l-shijis leg.ii'diiig witit'h iel'onnation through the ordinary I’liannels 
would mohahly he more (liiik-dd to oht{*.in, iind t heri b’re eoniiiulsorv inform¬ 
ation all the more valnahlea 
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6. If then registration is to he compulsory for any partnerships other than 
Joint Stock Companies, which stand on a totally distinct legal footing, it must, 
in the opinion of the Government of India, be compulsory for all. But this has 
been before objected to as a serious interference with the ordinary transactions 
of trade—an objection from which it would seem that the Chamber of Com-, 
mcrco is not prepared to dissent. 

7. The second practical impediment relates to unregistered interests, and 
presents itself everywhere, but with peculiar force in India because of the 
system of undivided families. It is to be observed, in the first place, tliat the 
Chamber of Commerce have not formed an opinion on the question whether or 
no all members of a family should be registered. They only say that it is not 
impossible so to register them. It appears, however, to the Government of 
India that, though to do so may not be impossible, it would be attended, first, 
with the necessity of observing a number of forms that would be found very 
vexatious, and, secondly, with a risk or rather certainty of errors and omissions 
which would product; much litigation and hardsliip. 

8. If, how<;vor, the whole are not registered, the Chamber appear to con¬ 
template a motle of registry by which some person shall be taken as represent¬ 
ing and binding the whole family. But before members of families can be 
bound by entries in registers not made by themselves, very cai*efully considered 
pi’ovisions would be requirtid, lest tlu* aedion of a rej)resentative, or of one who 
claims to be sn(;h, should have the effect of depriving of their rights, or of bm’- 
dening with liabilities, pei*sons who might know nothing about the matter. 
It is cl(*ar that in ord(;r to oljtain a registmtion of partnei’ships the Chamber of 
Commerce now suggest a substantial modification of the law' respecting uu- 
(livided Hindoo families which they can hardly have contemplated when 
they made Iheir original pi’oposal. On sueh an alteration the Government of 
India is nol pre])ared to embark. It would require to be considered on its own 
merits and would i-equirc careful and extensive enquiry. 

f). As regards the misehit'f arising from defects in the existing law, I am 
to observe that my letter of the 1.5th September 1873 dealt with the specific 
representations of evils needing remedy, viiK)n which the Chamber’s letter of 
the 2Sth February 18(J7 w'as founded. It does not ai)pear that anything has 
been add(;d, under this head, to what w’as s])eciti(;d in 1807. The Cliambcr of 
Comnnn'ce indeed aflirui again that neither pr<*caution nor care avails to 2 )i'oteet 
persons from imi)ositi<m and loss in dealing with Native firms. But even if the 
great jiraetical impediments in the way of compulsory registration could be 
icmoved or avoidt'd, the Government of India, before passing a law involving 
such w'id(*si)icad interests as the measure jn'oposed, would still requiic more 
definite infoi'mation as to the nature of the mischief to be cured, and as to the 
probable working, from every point of view, and ui)on commercial interests 
geuei-jdly, of the remedy proposed. The Government w'ould need to learn in 
detail such particulai's, as, for instance;, wdiat are the fmuds in question from 
which commenu; esix;cialiy sufiei*s, how they are effetded, how far tlu'y arc 
favoured by the absence of registi'ics, and in what, way the establishment of a 
njgistry w'ould prevtmt them. And, wdtli advert(;nce to the preeedenf w bieh 
the Ch.amber draw from tlu; fact that registration of fiians is rtapiired by the 
law' of some European States, I am to I’emark, first, that no argumt'nts drawn 
from European jwacticc woxdd ai)]>ly to tlu* system of conducting business which 
is described in the 8th |)nragi‘a 2 )b of the Chamber’s lett<T; and, secondly, that 
the practice in question docs not lacvail in England, xvliose institutions have 
not been found unfavourable to eoumier<nal enterprise and success. 

10. His Excellency the Governor General in Council observes that the 
Government of Bombay, in forwarding tin; tw'o last letters received from the 
Chamber of CoiUTnerce, bav<; nx)t goiu' beyond a general cqnnion that a measure 
of the character suggc'stod would be advantageous. On the whole, therefore, 
the Government of India adhere to the rei)ly conveyed by the last i>aragmi)h of 
my letter of 16tb 8(;ptcmber 1873, namely, that they ai’c not preparetl to suj)- 
pf)id any systenn of comiuilsory registration until the want of it has been shown 
tobecjiusiiig misehii'f to i>eople of ordinary prudence, and until a syst(;m shall 
have been d(;vist‘d w'hich will not embarrass ordinary commercial business, or 
interfere with ordinary family aiTangcments.

I am directed to forward herewitb, for submission to the Government of 
India, copy of a letter, with its aeoomjianiments, dated ihc 22nd idtimo, from 
the Chairman and Secretary of the Bombay Chamber of Oommerco, addressed 
to this Government on the subject of a proposed legislative enactment having 
in view tlic compulsory registration of partnerships. 

2. The facts mentioned and arguments adduced by the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce clearly establish, in the opinion of this Government, the necessity for the 
adoption of measures in the dii’cc^tion indicated. The subjetst is one of the 
greatest importance to the mercliants and bankers of Bombay, Native as well as 
Euroj)ean, affecting as it docs ihc existence of credit itself and consequently 
the very basis on wliich trade rests. Not only are tlici European banking and 
mercantile firms fully impressed witli the necessity for the legislation sug- 
gc'sted, but the leading NatiA'e mercliants of Bombay are also strongly in 
favour of tbe passing of a law which shall render com]>ulsory the registra¬ 
tions of pai'tnei’ships as will be iiorceived from the lottcn* addri'sscnl to the Secre¬ 
tary to the Chamber of Commei'ce, signed by 32 of Ibe j)rinei])a] Native gcntle- 
moH engaged in trade in Bombay, the majority of the siguataries being llindus, 
members of the Bania and Bliattia castes. 

3. His Exeellencsy the Governor in Council, I am d<'sii*ed to state, conciu’s 
in the views expressed by the Chamber of CommcM'ce. He etinsidei*s h'gislatiou 
of the nature projiosed to be highly desirable, and in fact <‘ssential to the wel¬ 
fare of the eutim mercantile con ununi tj^ of Bombay, and be would most, earnest¬ 
ly solicit the favourable consideration of the Government of India to the request 
preferred by the Chamber of Commerce.

I am directed by the Committ(‘e of the Cliamber of Coinmeree to forAvard 
herewith, for the information of Hi.s Excellency tbe Govca-nfir in Coun¬ 
cil, two mcmoiials addressed to tbe Cliamber—oru* annexure joarked A, by the 
Europf'an banker’s and merchants in Bombay, and tlu^ other, annexure mark((d 
B, by the principal Native bankers and merchants, suggest ing th<‘desirability of 
again bringing before Government the neta.’ssitj'^ Avhieh exists for a legisIatiA'c 
enactment for the eomjmlsory registration of jiart nershijis. 

An apjdication for such an enactment aa'us made to Government on the 28th 
of February 1867. The proposals then made by the Chamber Aver(’ siijiported 
by the Government of Bombay, and by the Chambi’rs of Commerce of Bengal 
and Madras; and His Excelkmey tbe Governor G(‘n<>ral in Council, in his reply 
dated Simla, 31st July 1807, remarktHl that, fnau the arguments adduccid and 
the state of things disclosed in the Chambf’r’s i’(‘pre.sentati4)n, a im'asure requir¬ 
ing the registration of partnerships might tluai b(‘ introdi eed into the Council 
with a reasonable prospect of its ultimate adojition, jiroA'ided it Aver<‘ confined to 
piu’fdy commercial partnerships, and if its o|)eration Avere limited, at all events, 
in the first instance, to the Presidency toAvns. 

Nothing further, however, w^as heard on ilie subj(>ct until the 15th of 
Sept«‘mb<‘r 1873, when, in answer to the repeated inquirii’s of tluf Chamber 
the Govcaiiment of India announced that t hey had arrh-ed at the conclusion 
that it AAas not advisable to undertake at that time any legislation in this 
dir<‘etion, nor to suiiport any system of compulsory registmtion until the 
Avant of it Avas sIioaaoa to be causing mischief to p<;ople of ordinary prudence, 
and until a system should have been dcA'ised Avhich would not embarrass ordi¬ 
nary conunerida] business, or interfere with ordinary family arrangements. 
To this coiumnnicalion the Chamber replied in a letter addre.ss<*d to the Secre¬ 
tary to (iovernment, Judicial Hejiartnient, on the 30th June 1S74,in which the 
Chamb(!r entered fully into the objections urged by the Gov’<’rnmont,of India ; 
but the Government of India, in tludr letter dated 13th Octolx’r 1874, main- 
laim.’d their objections to the m(ia.surc, and no further steps have since been 
taken. 
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In the representation made by the Cbamber in 1867 it "was stated, among 
the reasons for tlie measure, that the numerous insolvencies of Native firms 
which had taken place in Bombay within the previous ten months had revealed 
a very 8<?andalou8 state of things in respect to the manner in which Nfitive 
copartneries were commonly carried on. It liad been proved, when investigat¬ 
ing the. facts <!onnccted with some of the insolvencies under Act XXVIII of 
1805, that Native merchants hadlieen carrying on business tmder sev<!ral differ¬ 
ent. names, and had thus obtained credit and advan<5es from Englisli merchants 
and bankers which Avould never have been accorded to them Iiad tlu; actual 
state of atfairs regarding the constitution of those Nativ<i firms been known. 
Cases were known to the Chamber where men had regularly bought and sold 
for Nativ(‘. firms, signcjd the names of the firms, and were always supposed to be 
memb(;rs of the firms; yet, when insolvency aftcrwaiffs ensued, they demied 
that they were partners, and avci’c thus enabled to get rid of their liability 
because it was almost impossibh^ to prove; their statements to be untriu;. 

Tin; object of a compulsory ri'gistration of partiuwsliips, as adA’^ocated by 
the Chamber, was to rcdu<;e the risk attendant on the transaction of business 
on the ])ai*t of European bouses Avith Nativ'e firms, by placing it Avithin the 
])OAver of su{;h houses to find out tin; individuals with Avhom they AV(;rc judually 
trading, and to ascertain exactly Avhom they could hold responsible in any 
trnns.action, and to afford a ready mod(‘of j)roving aa’Iio w(‘r<‘ tin; ])artics re¬ 
sponsible. The Chamber was of opinion that all that would be necessary or 
dc'sirable in a compulsory registration of partnerships A\"onld be the names, 
ages, and residtmees of the ])ersons comj)Osing the firm, and the style of the 
firm, and place or places of business. But, as a A'ory large amount of tlu‘ 
business of NatiA'<‘ firms Avas carried on in Bombay by moonims or mehtas 
authorized to sign the firm, the Chamber recommend<‘d, in addition to the 
rc'gistration of ])arln<*rs, the. registration of the names, ages, and resideuc(;s t)f 
all persons authorized, by ])OAA'er of attorney or otherwises to sign the names of 
firms. Eurtlu'r dtdails of tlic measure then propos('d will be fouml in the 
Chamber’s letter addrc'ssed to the Secretary to Government in the Judicial De- 
partiiKMit on the ^otb f)f January 1808. 

The Chanibei* in again asking that a law similar to the one Avhich it ap¬ 
plied for in 1S(;7 b(‘ passed, desires to avail itscD' of the o])j)ortunity of aiisAAvr- 
ingthe objections taken to tl'.e measure by the Government of India in their 
last cominnnic.ations on the subject. 

The Gov<‘rnment of India, in their letters to the GoA'ernment of Bombay 
of the l.jtb September 1870 and 33th Oetober 1871, <‘onsider that there are 
tAvo ])ractical iin]»ediinents in the AA'ay of giving eff<*ct to the nu'asure, /v>., (1) 
the interf<*i‘(Mice with trade which Avouhl lx; caused on the one hand by coiu- 
])elling registration of every species of p.artnei’ship, howcAcr transitory aiul 
r<*strict<‘<l, and a supposcxl <*as(‘ of tAvo or thr(;e |»ersons combining to send a 
cargo of merehandise from Bombay to Bushire and to bring it back AA'as ad¬ 
duced to show that it A\«>nld not lx* desirable that tlii'y should be oblig<*d to 
r(‘gister thems(;lA'es or else be liable to legal disabilitu‘s ; and, on Jlu' other 
hand, the dillicnlty of distinguishing between j)artnerships of greatt'r or less 
c'xtent or duration; (2) the existence of a vast mass of unregisteicd interests 
which the law nuist either re(*ognize, and thereby render the register very imper- 
f(‘ct, if not, misleading, or refuse to recognize, to the great lun-dship of the 
j>ei'sons so interested. 

With r(‘gard to the first of these impediments, the Chamber respectfully 
submits that pri\'ate partnei*ships formed for special A'ontures should be exempted 
fiom the operation of the compulsory laAV of registry, but that all other partner¬ 
ships of givater (;xt(;nt or duration should bo registertxl. The Chamber has already 
in its letter of 30th June 1871 expressed its ojunioii that no ditlumlty need beap- 
preheiuh'd on the point wbetlu'r the jiartnership is orn' whhdi may contiiuie Only 
at the Avill of the ])arlies, or Avhelher it is ont; fora fixed term of years according 
to agrecMiK'iit lx;tw<*en tluMU : in either case there is a partnership, and all that is 
asked for,is that tlxwe should be a registration of the part in;rs while the ]>artner- 
ship Ijjists, .and an announcement noted in the books of the lli'gistrav of any 
change, Avhen change's are made, or when the ]>artnership is dissolved. The* 
principle on Avhich this distinction is founded is that, Avliile in a single venture

the interest and credit of the party or parties might ho ascertained, bankers 
and merchants are unable without the aid of legislation to protect themselves 
against the fraudulent representations of persons who, in conducting the 
business of Native firms, admit that they are partners, and act as such, hut who, 
when insolvency ensues, deny that th<*y are partners. His Excellency the 
Governor General in Council says that he undei-stands that if the person dealt 
with is an ostensible partner, or has so d<!alt with others that credit has been 
reasonably given to him, he is liable. But his liability can in many cases 
only he established by means of a costly and uncertain suit, rendered still more 
tedious and vexatious by the enormous difficulty of procuring proof in all such 
cases. If there existed a law compcdling registration of jjartnerships, litigation 
would seldom be necessary. The Chamber is wholly at a loss to conceive how 
the introduction of such a la^v would lead to embarrassment: on the contrary, 
it is convinc?ed that it would result in great moral good, and in the removal of 
many of tlu? difficulties and losst® which iKinkers and merchants now suffer, 
not fi’ora incaution, but from fraud and misreju’csentation. 

With regard to the second pi-actical imi)ediment relating to unregistered 
interests, tlie Government of India state that, though it may not be impossible 
to register all the mtjmbers of an undivided Hindu family, it would be attended, 
first, with the necessity of observing a number of forms that would be found 
very vexatious, and, secondly, with a risk, or rather ceidainty, of errors and 
omissions which would produce much litigation an<l hardship. They Hum pro¬ 
ceed to 1 ‘eraark—“ If, however, the whole are not registered, the Chamber 
appear to cont(;mi)late a mod(' of registry by which some person shall bo taken 
as representing and binding the whole family. But, befon? mciulxu’s of families 
can be ])ound by entries in registers not made by themselves, very carefully 
consider<‘d jirovisions Avould be required, lest tin* action of a rejn’esentative, or 
of one Avho claims to be such, should liave the ett’ect of depriving of t heir rights, 
or of burdeming with liabilities, p<‘rsons who might know nothing about the 
matter. It is clear that, in order to obtain a registration of jiartnershi})s, 
the Chamber of Commerce now suggest a substantial modification of the laAv 
respecting undividc'd Hindu famili(\s, Avhich they can hardly Im e contemplated 
Avhen they made their original proposal.” 

TJic Chfimher, I am desir(?d to say, had not ov-erlooked the difficulties to 
which compulsory r<'gistration in the cjxse of an undivided Hindu famUy might 
give rise, hut it stated tliat such difficulties did not appear to be insuperable. 
“ For the Registration of all the members of a Hindu family,’* the Chamber 
added, “would not be impossible; or a system might b<‘ applied to them similar 
to that of limited liability companies, which are always rejircscnted by an indi¬ 
vidual w ho is authorized in a valid manner to act; and he should be bound to 
file a list of the names and interests of all those for Avhonx he is acting, when 
registering his own name as managing member of the family, and its representa¬ 
tive in the firm. Hindu families might, moreover, be dealt with as * cora- 
manditairos,’ in which case the undivided projxerty would only be liable, or only 
liable to .a certain extent. By adopting these measures anything in the shape of 
confusion or hardship would be avoided; and, as the various members of un- 
diAuded Hindix families are all benefited by the profits of the business eonducted 
by their representative, it is only fair and reasonable that they should ho liable 
for losses when these arc incurred, and not alh)W(?d, as is now the case, to escape 
payment of just debts simply because no documentary evidence of any kind is 
in existence to prove the liability of the whole famiiy.” The Chamber, hoAv- 
cver, has refoned this question to its legal advisers, Messrs. Craigie, Lynch, and 
OAven, more jjaiiicularly with reference to the objection of the Government of 
India tJiat the jxroposal Avould have the effect of causing a substantial modifi¬ 
cation of the hiAv respecting Hindu families. M(?ssrs. Craigie, Lynch, and 
Owen state that they cannot see tliat tluj objectioti has any real foundation; 
masmuch as tlusy cannot imagine a case in which the law respecting uudiAuded 
^ndu families Avould of ncKiessity bt^come seriously modified or altei’cd in any 
^portant respect by reason of the projiosed legislation. A copy of Messrs. 
I^aigic, Lynch, and OAven’s opinion, marked C, is appended hereto, to .which 
the attention of Government is rc'spectfulJy requested ; and, with reference to 
theu" remarks under the fourth example given by them, namely, the case of an 
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individual member of an undivided Hindu family, carrying on business profes¬ 
sedly on account of the family, but really on his own account, I am directed to 
say that the Chamber approves of their suggestion that registration shduld be 
merely primd facie proof that the persons registered have a share or interest in 
the business. 

The Government of India, moreover, observe that, looking to the two 
grounds upon which the Chamber specifically based its application in 1867, the 
facts described pointed rather to incaution on the part of the creditor tlian to 
defects in the existing law. The evils then represented remain in equal force at 
the present day, but the groimd upon which the Chamber desires more particu¬ 
larly to base its present application are the frauds perpetrated by persons con¬ 
ducting the business of Native firms, who sign the names of the firms and 
admit, as it suits them, that they are partners, who are generally supposed to 
be pt^ners, but who, when disasters afterwards arise, deny their partnership. 
The Government of India, however, continued that even if the great practical 
impediments in the way of compulsory registration could be removed or avoided, 
they would, before passing such a law, need to learn in detail what were the 
frauds in question from which commerce especially suffered, how they were 
effected, how far they were favoured by the absence of registries, and in what 
way the establishment of a registry would prevent them. The Chamber has 
accordingly the honour to submit the following cases which illustrate the 
necessity for such a law being passed :— 

1. At the Criminal Sessions of the High Court of Bombay, held 12th July 

1876, liulloobhoy Gopal Hass, Vullubbhoy Gopal Hass, Manock- 
lall Gopaldass and Nanabhoy Cursondass were charged as follows : 
Lullooblioy with having on the 6th, 6th and 24th April 1876 
intentionally given false evidence in a judicial proceeding— viz., 
suit 141 of 1875, by stating, under a solemn affirmation when 
legally bound to state the truth, that he never carried on business 
in partnership with Vullubbhoy Gopaldass, and that, before any 
transaction was made under a certain partnership agreement dated 
20th February 1871 with Bhanjee Hudha, the arrangement for 
partnership ceased to be acted on a few days after execution, and 
Bhanjee Ludha was informed of the same, knowing and having 
reason to believe such statement to be false; and the other pri¬ 
soners were charged with abetting the said Lulloobhoy Gopaldass 
to give false evidence by entering into a conspiracy to rejiresent, 
in certain legal proceedings taken against Yullubbhoy Gopaldass, 
that they were not in partnership with Vvillubbhoy GojKildass in 
the business carried on under his name. 

After a trial which lasted four days, all the four prisoners were convicted 
by the jury, and respectively sentenced to two years’ rigorous 
imprisonment. 

2. At the Criminal Sessions of the High Court of Bombay, held 30th 

November 1878, Motichund Phoolchund was charged witlrgiving 
false evidence in a case heard before Mr. Justice Bayley on the 1st 
September last, in having falsely stated on solemn affirmation 
that he was not a partner of Leem Phoolchund in the firm of 
Poput Leera, but was only a goomosta in the employ of the firm. 

Mr. Starling briefly stated the facts of the case to be these. A suit having 
been filed against prisoner and another in the High Court, he 
denied in his written statement, and also in the witness-box, that 
he was a partner in the firm of Poput Leera. In 1875, the firm 
of Hyabhoy Hosabhoy had dealings with the prisoner’s firm 
known by the name of Leem I’hoolchund ; and in respect of those 
dealings the former firm had a guarantee fi*om a third i)arty. 
After some time prisoner ^t an account opened in the name 
of Poput Lcora, representing ttot he and his brother were the 
partnere in it. Leera was never in Bombay, and the prisoner 
managed all the transactions of the firm, always givin g himself out 
as a partner. After some time prisoner’s firm became indebted to 
the other firm to the amount of Rs. 24,000; the prisoner was about

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to leave the jurisdiction; and the prosecutor, a partner in the firm 
of Dyabhoy Dosabhoy, ffled a suit against him, which was heard 
before Mr. Justice Bayley. Prisoner was arrested on a warrant 
before judgment; and he denied that he was a partner in the firm 
of Poput Leera. In his written statement and in his evidence he 
denied that he was a partner. The judge disbelieved him and 
gave a judgment against him, at the same time giving sanction 
that he should bo prosecuted for false swearing. 

The sanction given by Mr. Justice Bayley was put in. 

At the close of the trial the jury found the prisoner guilty, and he was 
sentenced to be imprisoned for six months. 

3. Nagurdass Permanundass failed in 1874. Vizboocundass Nagurdass, 

an active member in the conduct of the business here, denied his 
partnership. Luckmidass Kliimjee filed a suit. No. 161 of 1876, 
in the High Court of Judicature at Bombay, and Vizboocundass 
was held to be a partner. 

4. In one of the leading Banks, a Native constituent who had, with his 

own hand, signed the name of his firm to a deed involving a con¬ 
siderable sum of money, afterwards, in the Board room of the 
Bank, attempted, when it suited his purpose, to evade his liability 
as a partner by denying that he was one. He has recently ad¬ 
mitted in the Police Court that he is a partner. 

6. Gungaram Huiruckchund failed in 1878. A European house who did 
business with them was assured that the insolvent’s firm consisted 
of four wealthy partners. At the time of the failure the Euro¬ 
pean house only found one to acknowledge the debts due by the 
fuan, and the wealthiest member of all was said to have retired 
some years ago. 

These cases fairly illustrate the kind of frauds from W'hich the commerce of 
thw city suffers, and which the establishment of a registry would, the Chamber 
believes, in a great measure prevent. Other cases might be taken from the Haw 
B/cports and many others from the numerous instances of similar fi-auds which 
are never prosecuted, the merchant preferring to submit to the first loss rather 
than to engage in expensive and tedious litigation. The Chamber, however, 
hopes that the cases adduced are sufficient to prove that pereons of ordinary 
prudence can have no i)rotection from the fraudulent character of the transac¬ 
tions which these cases disclose. Had there been a compulsory Registration 
Act many of the frauds which hav’o been perpetrated would have been imprac¬ 
ticable. The Chamber considers that it would be quite feasible to frame an 
enactment which would be of great value and assistance to those engaged in 
mercantile business, and would nevertheless leave the law as it at present exists 
respecting undivided Hindu families practically unaltered ; and, in renewing 
its application for such an enactment, I am direxjted to suggest that, if it should 
be found undesirable to extend the operation of the Act to the whole of India, 
it might, ^ a tentative measure, be confined to the Presidency of Bombay. It 
is deeply impressed with the necessity of some measure of the kinrl being‘intro¬ 
duced for the protection of the mercantile community, and it desires rcsriect- 
fully to express its hope that His Excellency the Governor in Council will take 
it mto his early ronsideration, and press it upon the attention of the Govern¬ 
ment of India with a view to legislation at an early date. Should the Govern¬ 
ment of India, however, still decline to undertake any legislation in this direc- 
tion, the Chamber hopes that His Excellency wdll bo pleased to favour the 
Chamber by asking the Government of India to state their objections in 
spccilic, instead of in general, terms.

» suggest the desirability of again bringing before Government 
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the necessity which exisfe for a le^lative enactment for the enforcement of a 
registration of partnerships. We are quite aware that the Chamber, some years 
ago brought this important matter to the notice of Government, and also for¬ 
warded a petition from seneral of the leading Native merchants and bankers 
praying for the registration of deeds of trust or gifts in addition to the regis¬ 
tration of partnerships. We now beg that you wiU be good enough to bring 
this matter to the notice of the Committee, and ask them to be pleased to move 
Government again on the subject. In making the fresh appeal, the registration 
of partnerships alone might be asked for, and if it should be found undesirable 
to extend the operations of an Act to the whole of India, a trial might in the 
first instance be confined to the Bombay Presidency. The arguments advanced 
by the Government of India against the Bill are, in our opinion, suseeptible of a 
satisfactory reply, and we would ask the Committee of the Chamber to be good 
enough to undertake this duty. We have no desire that parties entering into a 
partnership for a single venture should be compelled to register; and in cases 
where an undivided Hindu family have an interest in a firm it would be quite 
sufficient to give the name of the family.

We have htxird with much pleasure that the bankers and principal Euro¬ 
pean merchants of Bombay addressed to you last week a letter on the subject 
of the desirability of a legislative measurti for the compulsory registration of 
partnerships, and this fact gives us the opportunity of recalling to the attention 
of the members of your Chamber the representation made to them by many of 
us in February 1867 on the same subject. 

Wc think that, after the circumstance of the recent failures among Native 
dealers, the time has come for bringing again to tlic notice of Government the 
imdoubted necessity which exists of a legislative enactment for the compulsory 
registration of partnersliips. If Government is indisj^ed to pass an Act with 
this object for the whole of India, or the whole of tius Presidency, the boon 
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can be granted at first to the <diy of Bombay alone, as a trial. The effects of 
it, we have no doubt, will be beneficial to tr^e and to oommeroial morality.

With reference to your interview with us on the 24th instant, on the sub¬ 
ject of the registration of partnerships, when you directed our attention to 
certain passages in the correspondence between the Government of India and 
the Chamber, we beg, as requestiMl, to offer the following observations. 

The Cliamber, wc understand, propose that every man trading in partner¬ 
ship with another or others should be compelled to register the names of all 
the partners in the concern. One of the principal objections of the Govern¬ 
ment of India to this proposal is that it would have the eil’ect of causing “ a 
substantial modification of the law respecting undivided Uindu families,” and 
you wish us to state whether we can suggest any means by which tliis objection 
can be removed. 

We cannot see that the objeetion has any real foundation ; inasmuch as we 
cannot imagine a case in which the law r«*specting un<livided Hindu families 
would of necessity liecome seriously modified or altered in any important 
respect by reason of the proposed legislation. 

Take for example the four following cases :— 

1. —^An individual memlier of an undivided Hindu family carrying on 

business in his own name on his own account. 

2. —An individual member of an undivided iliudu family carrying on 

business in his own name professt;dly on his own account, but 

really on account of the family. 

3. —An individual member of an undivided Hindu family carrying on 

business both professedly and really on account of the family. 

4. —An individual member of an uudividt'd Hindu family carrying on 

business professedly on account of the family, but really on his 

own account. 

In the first case the individual member of the family would, as the law 
stands at present, be alone responsible for the debts of his busin(‘ss, and only 
his share of the family property would be liable to satisfy his debts. W(! do 
not know whetlier under the proposed legislation it is intended that a man 
trading solely on his own account and in his own name should be comptdled 
to register his name as the sole proprietor of the conccjrn, but whether this be 
or be not intended, the law would, so far as the rights of the other members of 
his family are cencemed, be the same. 

We assume either that no name at all is registered, or that the name of the 
individual is alone registered. 

In the second case, as the law stands at present, all the members of the 
family, and the whole of the family property, would be liable to satisfy the 
debts of the business, and under the proposed legislation the law would so far 
be the same ; but each member— or at any rate each adult meml)er—of tlu* 
family would, wc presume, be liable to some penalty for having failed to regis¬ 
ter th(jir names as partners, and further those members whose names *wore not 
registered would, we i)resumo, under the proposed law be debarred from estab¬ 
lishing their claim to any share in the profits of the concern. In this latter 
respect a ch^ge in the law respecting undividtid Hindu families would no 
doubt be effected; but it cannot be described asa “ substantial modification,” 
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nor can it, we should think, be considered an undesirable or inconvenient 
change. It would be impossible for any member of an undivided family to 
carry on business with the family j)ropei*ty and on behaK of the family without 
the other members being aware of it; and if, being aware of it, they neglect 
to register their names as partners, they have only theimelves to blame if they 
are debarred from sharing the profits. 

In the third ease the names of all parties would, we assume, be registered, 
and all the members of the family, and the whole of the family j>roperty, 
would, as at present, be liable to satisfy the debts of the business. 

In the last case we also assume that the names of all the members of the 
family are registered as partn(;rs; and if the efCcet of such registration were 
to be that they thereby became in law partners, a very substantial modification 
of the Law respecting undivided Hindu families would no doubt be effected. 
But we do not understand that the Chamlxir propose that registration should 
have this ctt'ect. If, however, we are wrong, and the Cliamber do intend that 
such should be the edfcct of registration, we would suggest, as a modification of 
their views, that registration in the case meniioned should be merely prinul facie 
])roof that the persons registered have a share or interest in the business. The 
onus of proof that they Avere not partners in the concern would thus be throAvn 
on the persons Avhose names Avere I’egistered, and tf> this extent also a modifi¬ 
cation, but not a substantial or important one, would be etfectod in the law as 
it stands at present, for if the ]}ersons whose names a]>])cared on the register 
should prove that they were not pai’tnc'rs, not only they, but their shares in the 
family proj>crty, Avould be disehaj’ged from all liability to satisfy the debts of 
the concern. 

‘We have endeavoured to deal AA'ith the objection of the Govemmeut of 
India by suggesting hypothetical cas(?s, but it is of coui'se impossible to state 
ev<My imaginal)hi <*asi% and it is also Aa;ry diffumlt to meet satisfactorily an » 
objection which is stated in such g<‘neral terms as this one has been. 

■\\'c think, hoAvev<'r, that it would be quite feasible to frame an enactment 
which Avould be of giAvil A'alue and assistance to those engaged in mercantile 
business, and which Avould lU'vertheless IcaAc the law as it at i)resent exists 
respect ing undiA ided Hindu families practically unaltered.

(louht hut that the difficjulty described hy tins Bombay Chamhor of Commerce 
is a real one ; and tlic question for consideration is whether it is practicable to 
remove or remedy it hy lep^islation in the direction indicated. I’lie objections 
whicli have apptsared to the Government of India to exist to such legislation 
liavc been fully set forth in the previous corr<5sponden<H^ ending with the hitter 
from this Office, No. 2583, dated 13tli October 1874. Since; tlieu a large 
body of rt'prescntativc Native merchants have signified their concurrence in the 
recommcTulation of the Chamber : and tlw; Bombay Government have; given 
their support to the mcasurti pi'oposed in the enclosures of your present h'tter. 
If, as appears to be the <;aso, the. Bombay Chamber of Conim(’ree and their 
legal a<lvis(‘rs consider it jn-aeticabh; to frame an enactment which, while avoid¬ 
ing the objections whicli have been talcen by the Government of India, wfudd 
nevertheless tend to etfect the desired object, the most convenient course would 
perha])s lx; to invito the Chamber of Comm(m;e to prepare and submit through 
tlu; Government of Bombay, ffir the consideration of the Governor General in 
Council, a draft of such a measure as they would wish to see tmacted. If the 
Bombay Govermnemt see no objection to this course, Ilis Excellency in Council 
autliorizes its adoption. 

3. In framing tin’s dmft it will bo neec.ssary clearly to distinguish between 
transitory and standing jiart tiers hips, and to avoid the diflicultic's arising from 
the (‘xisti'iiee, in tlie case of Nath'c mercantile and banking firms, of members 
belonging to undivided families, His Excelh'ucy in Council is further of ojthiion 
that the scope of tlie Bill should, in the first instance, be limittul to tlu* Pre¬ 
sidency towns, and that in this vieiv it should proi'ide that no firm having its 
sole or yirincipal place of business in a Presidency town, and not being regis- 
t«‘red, slionld be allowtal to sn<‘ third parti(\s, and no member of such a firm 
should l)<> allowi'd to sue his co-partners on the Original Side of the High Court, 
or in the local Court of Sm.all Causes.

I have the honor to forward, for submission to Government, my annual 
report on the working and progress of District Savings Banks in the Bengal 
Presidency for the year 1878-79. I have also, as last year, included in this 
report the transactions of the Presidency Savings Banks at Calcutta, Madras, 
and Bombay, and of the Regimental Banks in India. 

During the past year four new banks, as per margin, were opened, and 
1 at Thou zai Sironclia, was abolished. There was therefore 

1 at Moraf^o’waiior). addition of three banks to those existing at the end 

1 at iiydcrabad. of tho year 1877-78, and the total number stood at 170 

1 at ludore. March last. No business, however, was trans¬ 

acted in five of these, viz., Tura (Garo Hills), Mergui, Thongzai, Rohtak and 
Morar, and the reason assigned for this inaction at Mergui, Thongzai and 
Rohtak is that the people get a higher rate of interest—^more than 6 per 
cent.—by private investment, and therefore they do not like to deposit their 
savings in the Savings Bank at such a low rate as jier cent. There were 
therefore 165 working banks at the end of the year under report. The banks 
at Tura and Morar have, however, begun to work in the current year. 

There are threse Presidency Savings Banks—one in each of the three Presi¬ 
dencies. In 1877-78 there were 173 Regimental Savings Banks, but in the 
year under review the number was reduced to 165, owing to some regiments 
leaving India. Thus the total number of Savings Banks in India, both Civil 
and Military, amounted to 338 at the end of the past year. The following 
table show's tho number of District Savings Banks open in (iach province, and 
the total number of Presidency and Regimental Savings Banks in India :—

The number of depositors in the District Savings Banks on the 31st March 
1878 wras 12,251i, whicli rose to 13,010 at the end of the past ycai*, showing an 
increase of 78(i, or about 6^ per cent. In the Pn^sidency Savings Banks the 
number of depositoi*s rose from 53,332 in 1877-78 to 51,819 in 1878-79, the 
increase being 1,487, or nearly 3 per cent. The number of depositors in the 
Regimental Savings Banks shows a decrease of 1,288, since there were 17,932 
dej)ositors in 1877-78 and 16,611 in 1878-79. Tho decrease is, as stated above, 
owing to tlie departuiaj of regiments from India. 

Takinsf all the Banks together, tlie total number of accounts was 83,518 
on tho Slst March 1878, and 81,503 at the end of the past j'ear, Avith an 
increase of 985. In tho following statement is given the number of depositors

'I'his sti])iilution 
is not applicable to eriiues committed after the 
extradition.

(fr) to rejiort, in regard to the second matter, bow far tbe port rules 
at ])r('sent in force in each province conform to tbe ri'gulations 
of tbe Board of Tiiide in respect of lights other than auebor 
liglits, and 

(i) to give an opinion on point III (7j), viz., ilio means to be 
adopt< h 1 for .securing that tlu'conimander.s and ofDeers of native 
emft shall jiossi'ss a, conipi'teut knowledge of the ruh^s rc'gard- 
ing tbe exhibition of .lights, and of the rule of the road at 
sf;a. 


2. With regard to tbe lirst matter, it was stated in the Resolution cited 
that the local G'overjinieiits bad made their ]iort rules, jiasscd under the 
Indian Ports Act Xll of 1875, conform as rt'gards lights fe r sbi]ts at anchor to 
Arti(rb* 7 of tbe Regulation.s oftla^ Board of Trade for preventing collisions at sea. 
From tlie roplic'S now received to the I'liqniiy made under bead (II), it appears 
that tbe local ]ioit mles (except in Calcutta where they are substantially in 
harmony nilb those of tlie Boaj-d) do not conform to tbe ID'gulatioiis in respect 
of lights, other than anchor liglits. Tbe Governor General in Council re<|ue.sts 
that tlie local Gcivernniciils Avill now' publish the Itegulations of tlu^ Jtoard 
appcjided to till'(Juler in Council of tbe Oih .lanuaiy 1803, and enforce their 
strict observance liy all vessels. These Regulations will, liowever, be sujxa- 
seded from tbe 1st ^ejitenilier 1880 by a revised set issued with tin? Oi'dcr in 
Council, (lateil the Ittii August 1870, of which copies are licn'witb forwarded. 
From that date tlu'y should b<^ adojited and enforced in all Bi'itisb Imliun ports, 
and Ilis Exei'llenej' in Council di^siri's that steps may at once bo taken to give 
as much jiublieity as possible to these new Regulations, so that mastei's and 
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officcra of vessels may have ample time to become acquainted with them and 
with the penalties which wiU be incurred by disregard of them. The local Gov¬ 
ernments may adopt any measures they think proper for making the Ilegulations 
widely known; it will suffice here to state that th<5 suggestion of Mr. Morland, 
Dejmty Conservator and Port Officer of Bombay, that a i)aniphlet should be 
printed, illustrated by diagrams and widcdy circulated, commends itself to the 
Government of India, and arrangements should accordingly bo made for car¬ 
rying it into effect in each province, copies being supplied to nakhiidns and 
tindals of native craft at a small cost. This pamphlet might contain, besides a 
concise siatement of the description of lights required by the Regulations to be 
exhihhed by the several classes of vessels and steamers, a few of the most use¬ 
ful rid('s of the road at sea in tlui vernaculars usctl by the seafaring section of 
the pojimlation, and be illustrated by colouied diagrams, so that oven those w'ho 
could not read would be al)le to derive some idea of the nature of the rules, and 
whcjiin doubt solve the dilficulty by refiu'cnco to the diagrams. The ])amphlet, 
containing no more than 10 or 20 pages, might be printed in foolscap octavo size, 
and tindals and mlkhudas might 1)0 i'c<]uired to i)roducc it before ]>ort elear- 
ancf's are gi'anted to their vesseds. d'he itegulatif)ns of the Board of Trade, as 
explained in [)aragra])hs 2 and 3 of tlu; llesolution of 1878, can be enforced 
UJider the existing law. 

o. "With r(‘gaI'd to head Ilf (</) (the menus to be adopted to seeuiv* a pro¬ 
per supply oJ‘ lights in all vess(*Is), attention is invited to Chapter A’l of the 
Indian iVlerehant Shipping Bill, shortly to he passed into hnv, under w'hieh 
local (iov('riiuu*nls may appoint persons to inspect shij)s in any port for the 
|)ur])ose of seeing tliat the same are ])ro]'('rly jwovided with "liglits and fog 
signals in piirsuaneo of the Board's B<'gulations for ])r(‘venting collisions at sea. 
I'luU'r this C!>ai>le)’, Customs Collectors may nd'use to grant port clearances un- 
h'ss vessels are (ratified to he so providcal. 

4. IViili iH'gard to point 111 (b) (the means to be adopted for securing 

that tiu‘ commanders and oflieers t)f native craft shall possess a eouij)eleut 
know h'dge t)r t he rnh's r«‘gar(liim' the <'xhibition of lights and of the rule of 
the ]'(»ad at s(>a). it was suggested by the Gov(‘rnrn('ut of Bombay that tindals 
and Olliers in charge of n;iliv(‘ ei’al't slamld Ix' recjniri'd to pass an examination 
in tilt* Ib'U'ulal ions I'cgardiug lights. I.egislalion Avould he necessary to carry 
out the snggeslion, hut the Govinnor (leiieral in Council is also doubtful whe¬ 
ther till' course sugg(‘.sted eotdd he generally carried out in practice, seeing that 
the majority of the piu'sons who would have to undergo tlie test arc illi- 
tcrat(‘. From the documents now before tin* Government, it would a])])ear 
that, allliougli tlu're is some <lin\‘r('ne<‘of o])iniou, this doubt is shared by 
the majority of the local Governmeuts and otUei'rs. The Govi'rnimnit of 

Bombay now lliinks that it would Ih-: suflieieut wore it simply g('U('ralIy 
jnad(‘ known to tlu'se jx'rsons that they are liable to punishment for flis- 
ohedicMiee of the Ilegulations, and if native craft were prohibited from leaving

Art. 2.—The lights mentioned in the following Articles, iiuinhered 3, t, 5, G, 7, 8, 9 Ki 
and 11, and no others, shall he carried in all weathers, from sunset to sunrise. 

Aht. 3.—A seagoing steam ship when under way shall earry— 

{g) On or in front of the fonauasl, at a height .ahove the hull ol’ not h'.ss than \ 20 feet 
and if th«> hreadth of tlie ship exc-eeds 20 feet then at a height .above 1 he hnll 
not less than such hreadth, a bright white light, so eonstruetial as to show an 
uniform and unhroken light, over an an; of t iic horizon of 20 points of the eoio- 
pass; so fixerl as to throw the liglit lO points on each side of the ship, ri:., frotii 
right ahead to two points ahalt the beam on cither side; and of .‘-aieh a ch.ir.acter 
as to be visible on a <lark iiighi, wit ha clear atiuo.-iphcre, at .a distance of at least 
live miles. 

(fj) On the starl'oard sidi-, a green light so eonstrneted as to show an iiniforin and un¬ 
broken light over an are of the horizon of ten points of tli<> e<iinpa.->; so fixed a.s 
to throw the light from right ahead to 2 points ah.ilt the heam on the stall.o.ird 
side; and of sneh a character as to he vi.'ihlo on a dark night, with a clear atmos¬ 
phere, at a distance of at least two miles. 

(e) Outlie port side, a red light, .so etmsl rneted as to show an iiinTorm and unbroken 
light over an arc of the horizon of 10 points of the eomiia.-s ; so fixed as to thiNov 
the light, from right ahead to 2 points ahalt the heam on the port, side; anti ot 
sneh u character as to he visihlc on a tlark night, with a clear atmosphere, at a 
distance of at least two miles. 

(</) The said green and red sitb; lights shall he fitted with iiihoard screens jnojecting at 
least three feet forward from the light, so as to prevent these lights Iroiii being 
seen across the how. 

Art. -t.—A steam ship, when towing another ship, shall, in addition to her Tiido lights, 
carry two bright white lights in a vertical line one over the other, not hss tliaii three feet 
apart, so as t.o dislingnisli her from otlu'r steam ships. Each of tliese lig-his shall he of the 
same con.struetion and character, and shall be carried in the same i»o.«ition, as the white light 
which other steam ships are required to ea.ry. 

Art. 5.—A sbi]), whether a steam ship or a sailing .ship, when employed either in laying 
or in jiieking up a telegraph cable, or wliieli from any aeeident is not niuler command, shall 
at night earry in the same position as the white ligdit. which steam .ships are required to earry, 
and, if a steam ship, in jilaee of that light, thr»'e red lights in glohnlar lanterns, «.‘aeh not less 
than It) inches in diameter, in a vertical line one over the other, not less than three feet apart ;

the vessel,'' ready for use; and shall, on the approach of or to other vessels, be exhibited on 
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their rospoctive sides ill suffieieiit time to prevent collision, in sneh manner as to make them 
most visible, and so that the green light shall not be seen on the port side nor the re^ light 
on the stai'hoard side. 

To make Ihe use oE tliese portable lights more certain and easy, the lanterns containing 
them shall each be painted outside with the colour ol' the light they respectively contain, and 
shall be provided with proper screens. 

Art. 8.—A ship, whether a steam ship or a sailing ship, when at anchor, shall carry, 
where it e.an best be seen, but at a height not exceeding 20 feet above the hull, a white light, 
in a globular lantern of not less than eight inches in diameter, and so constructed as to show 
a clear uniform and unbroken light visible all round the horizon at a distance of at least 
one mile. 

Art. 9.—A pilot vessel, when engaged on her station on ])iIotagc didy, shall not carry 
the lights required for otlmr vessels, bnt shall carry a wdiilc light at the mast h(‘ud, visible all 
round the horizon, and shall also exhibit a flare-up light or flare-up lights at short intervals 
which shall never exceed fifteen minutes. 

A ])ih)t vessel, when not engaged on her station on pilotage duty, shall carry lights simi¬ 
lar to tlii>se of other ships. 

Art. 19. ((/).—Open fishing boats and other open boats when under way shall not be 
obliged to carry the side lights required for other vessels ; but every such boat shall in lieu 
thereof luive re.idy at band a lantern with a green glass on the one side and a red glass on 
the other side; and on the ajiproaeh of or to other vessels, sueh lantern shall be exhibited in 
siiffici<‘nt lime to prevent collision, so that the green light shall not bo seeti on llie i>or( side, 
nor the red bglit on the starboard side. 

((‘) A li'liiug vessel, and an open boat, when at anclior, shall exhibit a bright white 
light. 

(r) A fisiiing vo.esel, when employed in drift net fishing, shall carry on one of her musts 
two red lights in a vertical lino one over the other, not less than three feet apart. 

{//) A trawler at work shall carry on one of her masts two lights in a vertical line tuie 
over the other, not less than three feet apart, tlie upper light red, and the lower 
green, and shall also either carry the side lights lequircd for other vessels or, if 
th<‘ side lights cannot be carried, have rcad^' at li.-ind the ci'h>urc<l lights as pro- 
viilod in Article 7, or a lantern with a red and a green glass as described in paru- 
grajdi [o) oftliis Article, 

(<•') Fishing vc'ssels and ojk'h boats shall not be prevonte<l from using a flare-uji in addi¬ 
tion, if they desire to do so. 

{/') The lights ineiiiioued in this Arthde are substituted for those inciitioncd in the 12th, 
lyt.h, an<l lltli Articles of the Convention between France and England scliedu'cil 
to the Jiritish Sea Fisheries Act, F'CS. 

(y) All lights required by this Article, exee|)t side lights, shall be in globular lanterns 
so construeled as to show all round the horizon. 

Art. 11.—A ship wbieli is being overtaken by another shall show from her stern to such 
last-mentioned ship a white light or a flare-up light. 

Sound Signals J'or For/, ^'c. 

Art. 12.—A steam sliip shall be providt'd with a steam whistle or other eflieieiit steam 
sound signal, so j)l:ieed that the sound may not he inlerecjited bi' any ubstruetions, and with 
an ellicieiit fog liorn to be sounded by a bellows or other meclmnical means, and also with an 
cHieient bL-ll A sailing sbij) shall be provided with a similar log born and hell. 

In fog, mist, or falling snow, whether by day or night, the signals described in tbi.s 
Article shall be used as foil <ws ; that is to say'— 

(</) A steam shiji under way shall make with her steam whistle, or other steam sound 
signal, at intervals of not more than two minutes, a |>rolungcd bla.st. 

{b) A sailing ship under way shall make with her fog horn, at intervals of ni>t inor<i 
than two minutes, wIkui on the starboard taek one blast, when on the port tai k 
two blasts in succession, and wbeu with the wind abaft the beam three blasts ii; 
succession. 

('•} A steam ship and a sailing ship when not under way shall, at intervals of not more 
than two minute.s, ring the bell. 

Speed of Ship* to he moderate in Foff, A*-. 

Art. 13.—Eveiy ship, whether a sailing ship, or steamship, shall in a fog', mist, or fulling 
snow, go at a moderate speed. 

Steering and Sailing lltile*. 

Art. 14.—When two sailing ships arc approaching one another, so as to involve risk of 
c.Alisiou, one of them shall kecqi out of the way of the other as follows, viz.; — 

(«) A hbij) which is running free shall keep out of the way of a ship which is closo- 
haulcd. 

{tA A ship which is close-hauled on the port tack shall keep out of the way of a ship 
wliicdi is close-hauled on the starboai’d tack. 

(f) When both arc running free with the wind on different sides, the ship which hr.s the 
l"**^*' keep out of the way of the other. 

(«) When both arc running free with the wind on the same s'de, the ship which is to 

keep out of the way of the ship whiedt is to leeward. 

(e) ®h*I> which has the wind alt shall keep out of the w’ay of the other ship.

Aiit. 15 .—If two ships under stenm arc mooting end on, or nearly end on, so as to 
involve risk of collision, each shall alter her course to starboard, so that each may pass on the 
port side of the other. 

This Article only applies to cases where ships are meeting end on, or nearly end on, in 
such a manner as to involve risk of collision, and does not apply to two ships which 
must, if both keep on their respective courses, pass dear of each other. 

The only cases to which it does apply are, when each of the two ships is end on, or 
nearly end on, to the other; in other words, to cases in which, by day, each ship sees 
the mast of the other in a line, or nearly in a line, with her own ; and bv night, to 
cases in which each ship is in such a position as to see both the side lights of the 
other. 

It does not apjdy by day to cases in which a ship sees another ahead crossing lier own 
course; or by night, to cases where the red light of one ship is opposed to the rod 
light of the other, or where the green light of one sliip is opposed to the green light 
of the other, or where a red light without a green ligl»t, or a green light without a red 
light, is seen ahead, or where both green and red lights are seen anywhere hut ahead. 

Aut. 16.—If two ships under steam are crossing, so as to involve risk of collision, the 
shij> which has the other on her own starboard side shall keep out of the way of the other. 

Aht. 17.—If two shi]>s, one of which is a sailing ship, and the other a steam ship, are 
jirocecding in such directions us to involve risk'of collision, the steam ship shall keep out of 
Ihe way of the sailing ship. 

Aut. is.—E veiy steam ship, when approaching another ship, so as to involve risk of 
collision, shall slacken lier speed or stop ami reverse, if necessary. 

Aut. 10.—In taking any course authorized or required by these Regulations, a steam 
ship under w.iy may indicate that course to any other ship which she has in sight b}' the 
following signals on her steam whistle, viz. ;— 

One short blast, to mean 1 am directing my course to starboard.” 

Two short blasts to mean “ I am directing tny course to ])ort.’'’ 

'riiree short blasts to mean “ I am going full speed astern.” 

The use of these signals is optional; but if they are used, the course of the ship must 
ho in accordance with the signal made. 

Aut. tfO. —Notwithstanding anything contained in any preceding Article, every ship, 
whctlu'i-a sailing ship or steam ship, overtaking an^*^ other, shall keep out of the way of the 
overtaken ship. 

Ai!T. 21.—In narrow channels every steam ship shall, when it is safe and practicable, 
keep lo that side of ihe fairway or midchannel which lies on the starboard side of such ship. 

Art. 22.—Wliere by the xihovc rules one of two ships is to keep out of the way, the 
other shall kee[> her isnirst*. 

Ai!T. 23. —In oheving and construing these rules due regard slndl be had to all danger.s 
of navigat.iou, and to any special cireumst inees which may render u departure from the 
above rules neeessarj" in order to avoid immediate danger. 

A’o niuler any circumstances, to neglect proper precautions. 

Aut. 21.—Nothing in these rules shall e.vonerat.e any ship, or tlie owner, or master, or 
crew 1 hereof, from the consequeiiees of any neglect to carry lights or signals, or of anj’ neglect 
to keej) a j)r.>per look-out, or of the iiegleot of any precaution which may he required by the 
ordinary juaetice of seamen, or by the special circumstances of the case. 

lieserration of Itules/or Ilartwnrs and Inland Navigation. 

Aut. 2.5._Nothing in these rule.s shall interfere with the operation of a special rule, 

.dulv made by Local Authority, relative lo the navigation of any harbour, river, or inland 
Jiavigation. 

Special Lights for Sqnarirons and Conroys. • 

Art. 20._Nothing in these rules shall interfere with the operation of any special rules 

made bj' the Goveruinont of any nation with respect to additioual station and signal light* 
for two or more ships of war or for ships sailing under convoy.

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Tlie extraditioH shall also take pla«e for com- 
pHcity or participatiou in any of the aforesaid 
crimes, and for any attempt to commit any such 
crime, provided such complicity, participation or 
attempt be punishable by the laws of both the 
High Contracting Parties.

Statement of Oiuects ano Reasons. 

The Government of Bombay has lately re- 
l>resented that, the repeal of section 3l> of the 
Bombay Civil (’onrls Act, IhtU), by the Repealing 
Act, 187(i, has deprived that Government of a 
jMjwer iti formerly possessed under that section of 
from time to time altering the limits of the local 
jurisdiction of the Suboi-dinate Judges. It seems 
to the Government of India that the section in 
question rather assumed the existence of such a 
]iowcr than conferred it; but, as it is quite clear 
that the Local Government should posse.ss such a 
power, the ja’e.sent Bill has been jirepared to confer 
it. It merely adds to the Bombay (’ivil Courts 
Act., 1S69, a section conferring power on the Gov- 
c*rnor of Bombay in Coumril to fix and alter the 
local limits of the onlinary jurisdiction of the 
Subordinate Judges, aud validates such orders as 
may have already been issued fixing or altering 
such limit.s.

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Kiizf from jwrformiji", when required to do so, any duties or ceremonies i^rescribed by the 
Mubiiimnadan law " (sec section 2 of Act XI of 1804). 

•t. CVHaiu of his duties having' thus survived the' jaissing of Act XI of 1804, the K<(zt 
is still a fuuction.ary of considerable imyortaiKjc in the Afuhanimadan community. What was 
originally in some sense an accidental adjunct of his judicial office has become his principal and 
only tluty, and in some pai*ts of the country at least, the presence of a Kazi at certain rites 
and ceremonies appears now to \)e considered by Muhammadans essential from their point 

of view. 

5. Act XI of 1864 has, however, raised a difficnlty of a sort which was not anticipated at 
the time it was passed. As mentionod above, the Ivazf was, under Muhammadan Jaw, appointed 
\}y \A\e State, and \t\\a8l)con licld by the. High Corirts, both of Bombay and Madras, that the 
nppoinlincnt cannot bo made exc<'pt by the State. But ashy Act XI of 1804, the State divested 
itself of the power of apj)oin(mciit, the jircarnhle of that .‘\cf declaring tli.at it was inexpedient 
tliat such appointment should I)c made by' Government, it would seem that no valid nomina¬ 
tion to tiirt oilicc can ii<>«" be nijule. 

0. The iiu'onvcuieiK'e resulting to Muhaninindaiis from this state of things, 1ms been 
brought to the notice of (lovc'rumont on several occasions by members of that community, and 
move pariicnhu'ly by the Muhammadans of the Madras I’rosidcncy. It is cotisidcred that the 
grant of the relief that is sougld, r/-., that Government shoidd oner more undertake the 
ajtpoinluient of Kazis, is but a reasonable eoneession to the wants of the Muhammadan ])Opu- 
iatioii. 

With this objeet the present Bill has been prei>ared. It extends in the first instance ti> 
Madras only', where the want of duly appointed Kazfs ap)>cars chiefly to have been felt, but it 
coiitaius a clause emiioweriug any other Local Oovernmeut to extend its provisions to the 
territories administered by it, should the Alubammadaiis in those territories hereafter request 
its extension. It confers no legal rights or duties on Kazis. It siuijily, in order to satisfy 
the wants of the Miibammadaii eoininunity', jirovides for the appointment of Kiizis by 
Government, leaving the position and duties of the Ktizis, whatever these may be, as t.liev now 
are. 'I'o prevent any' possible inisajqireliension on this i»oint, a saving <dau.se lias been ndih'd to 
the eflt-et that nothing in the Bill eonl'ers any judicial or other powers on a Ks'i/.f, or makes bis 
jiroscnee iiet;c.ssary' at any marriage or other cerc'iuoiiy at which his jircsciicc is not now 
necessary.

The Hon’hle Mr. Rivers Tuompson also moved tliat, the Bill be published 
in the British Burma (jazette in English and in such other languages as the 
Local Govtjmmont thinks lit.

BOMBAY CIVIL COUKTS ACT, 1869, AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Stokes introduced the Bill to amend the Bombay Civil 
Courts Act, 1869, and moved that it be circulated for the purpose of eliciting 
opinion thereon. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Stokes also moved that the Bill be published in the 
Bombay Government Gazette in English. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

BURMA DISTRICT CESSES AND RURAL POLICE BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Rivers Thompson moved that the Report of the Select 
Committee on the Bill to amend the law relating to Districit Cesses and Rural 
Police in British Burma be taken into (consideration. He said that it would be 
seen from the Report of the Soh’ct CommittiM? that since the introduction of 
the BUI very few changes had b<;(}n madec iu its provisions. ’Fhe only material 
changes were in conmiction with the 9th section of the l^ill, which referred to 
the purposes for which tli<;se district-funds wer<5 to be aj)plied. An addition 
had been made? in the list of purposes for which local funds might be used, 
by adding “the improvement of river-channels.” As communications in 
British Burma w'^erc as much by water as by laud, it was <;ousidered desirable 
that power should be taken for using local cesses for the improvement of these 
water-channels. 

In connection with this section, ho desircnl to refer to the principle w'hich 
was aifected by the amendment wliicdi the Soloed Committcic had introduced. 
In the Bill, as it originally stood, powc;r was conlV'iTi’d upon the Chief Commis¬ 
sioner to transfer funds from one district to auolh(‘r for all gemc'ral purpose's. 
As such cesses were levieid by a perejcniage upon the land-roveMiuc, it w'ould 
always be the result that in baedeward distrieds, wlu're cultivation had not 
advanced from paucity of population or otlic'r causes, tlu' amount realizeid by 
lex:al cesses for local purposes was small ; and thus, while richer districts found 
themselves at the end of the year with a surplus which the'y e!ould not utilise 
for local purpose's within their own jurisdiction, the^ ])oorcr district in the 
neighbourhood was unable^ to carry out any work of real utility. The Chief 
Commissioner had, accordingly, reprcsemte'tl the desirability of taking power to 
use these funds generally throughout the |)rovincc, and that their use should 
not be restricted to the particular distrieds in whie-h the c'e'sses were levied. 
The principle of course was right, in a Bill of this kind, that local ce;sscs should 
be used in the districts where they were raised ; and t his was more especially 
the emse where the appropriation of the funds was in the: hands of the Govt^rn- 
ment and not of a local Cornmitteei; and, so far as was reason.able?, the; Sedead 
Committee desirctl to jnaintain the prin<*i[)l(' that, loet.il funds should be 
expended in the; distrie'ts to whierh tlrny belonged. V\'hile, then, the g<;ner€‘iJ 
power to transf(;r funds from one; district to another had b('<;n abandoned by the 
Select Committee in cousid(;ring this particular section, it laid l)e;e;u thought 
desirable to provide that, as r(;gards two of the; purpose's to whicdi local funds 
might be a])plied, nam(;ly, the mainti;nane;e of a h)i;al ])ostal service and the 
construction and maintenance; of district-roads anel other «;ojumunicatious, the 
Chief Commissioner should have j)ow(;r to transfer at, the end of a ye;ar the; 
surplus-funds of one district to any otlu'r distri(;t in the same dinisimi. Per¬ 
haps the one; thing which Burma more; e;sscnti;dly re'ejuired than any otlrnr 
w^as the more rapid (lewe;lopment e)f the; re;se)urc,cs of its less advanced districts 
by the opening out of cornmunicatiems. . As matf.e‘rs sl.ood, a W('ll-to-do district 
might be able from its funds to carry out a road within its own limits, but to 
go no furthe'r; while; a backward elistrie;t, which had ne; funds to compl(;t(; tho 
communication between ilself anel the; adjoining distried, or from one ee;ntro to 
another part eif tho divisiein, remained without the; ine;aiis of carrying out pro- 
jec.ts the most a(lvantage;ous fen*itse;lf. It hael, therefore;, bee'u cousidere;d by the 
Select Cominitte'e; de’sirahle to meidify tho gemeral rule; in that re‘SfK;e;t as re'gards 
roads, and as a conseejiiemee; as regards the improve'ni.'mt of the; loe;al postal 
service •, and, by tbe jn-ewiso to the; 9ths(;ction of t he; Bill,])owe'r had hee;n given 
to the Cbie'f Commissi on e;r b) utilise;, at the; end eif a ye;ar, the surplus-funds of a 
richer distrie't for eeiiilinning sue;h works in e^enmoc/tiori with either distri(;t8 in 
the same elivision, lie (ALii. Rivers Tjiomcson) thought sue;h limite;d pe)w<;r8 
might safe'ly he e;n1vuste;d to the local administratiem with a prospect of much 
benefit to tbe province. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 
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The Hon’ble Mb. Rivbks Thompson also moved that the Bill as amended 
be passed.

MILITARY CANTONMENTS ACT AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Ilon’ble Mr. Stokes presonhid the final Report of the Select Com¬ 
mittee on the Bill to provide for the revision of proceedings in trials held under 
the Military Cantonments Act, 1864, section 20. 

KAZI BILL. 

The ITon’ble Sattad Ahmad Khan moved for leave to introduce a Bill 
for th(; appointment of persons to the office of Kazi. lie said :—“ Mv Lord,— 
In asking leave to introduce a Bill into the Council relating to the a])pointment 
of Kazis, I am supported by a sincere conviction that I am recommending a 
piece of legislation which will do no more than meet a long-fiilt want of the 
Muhammadan subjects of Her Imperial Majesty in some parts of tlu? Empire. 

“ Before the advent of British rule in this country, a Kazl was appointeil for 
each pargana, and a Kazi-ul-Kuzat for each great (!eutre. The duties of these 
functionaries arc stated at length in tlu; law-hooks of both tlie Sliia and 
Sunni sects, from which it appears that the Kazi hold a judicial office, and was 
invariably apjiointed by the State, llis ultimate conneidion uith the perform¬ 
ance of certain ceremonial duties, and some other rites which may be 
said to bo ceremonial from one. point of vitw and social fi’om another, 
arose from his reisognised credit as the nominiic of the Government, and 
from llis supposed knowledge of the Muhammadan law. A large portion 
of till! judicial powers of the Kazi had already bei'u traiisfiM-red to other 
oflichils before tlm introduction of British rule, whili^ the apjiointment of 
Judges and Magistrates under tlie British Government dc])riv'ed him 
allogether of the hast rennuint of his functions as a judicial otlieer. The 
British Government, though no longin* recognizing the judicial functions 
of the Kazi, invariahly accorded a legal sanction to his appointment, bn- thrt!c- 
quarl(‘rs of a. century until (lie passing of Act XI of ISOi. At the tinn* of the 
passing of this A<?t the duties of tin? Kazi did not extend beyond (1) cidehrat- 
iiig marriages and presiding at divorces, and (2) p(*rfonuing various other rites 
and ceremonies. The pin-formance of these dut ies hy the Kazis wns partly due 
to th(^ fact, that the ])ractice had acquir<‘d tin* force of a social custom hv the 
lapse of time, partly to the ri'coguized acquaintance of the Kazts wdth the 
law, and partly to the. fact that the ]iresene(* of a duly ap])ointed Kazi was 
cousid(‘r(‘d necessary at the pcrformanci* of certain rites and ceremonies. 

“Now, it was exceedingly doubtful whether a Kazi not apjiointed hy 
the State could he said to be a duly ajqiointed Kazi. Some of tlu^ highest 
Courts in this country have ludd that lu^ could not. yVceordingly, my 
Lord, although it is exjiri'ssly stated in Act XI of 1864 that nothing (con¬ 
tained ill that Act ‘shall he construed so as to jirevent a Kazi-ul-Kiizat

“My Lord, the ahseiice ()f a duly ap])ointed Kazi on occasions on which the 
Muhammadans ricgnrd his ])res(mc(' as necessary from th(‘ir social or ci'nMuonial 
point of vi('AV is tin* souna' of much i neon vim i<‘ncc to th<*m, as has h('en riqinv 
simtod on several occasions hy nu'mhi'rs of that community', and mort' ])->rti- 
cularly hy the Muhammadans of the Madras Bresidiuuy. To undi'rttike, t here¬ 
fore., the appointnumt of Kazis will he but a reasonahle eoncivssion on the jiart 
of GoAucrnincnt to the wants of a large s(*ctioii of Iter Imptuial Maji'sty's sub¬ 
jects, and will ])rove a. most acceptahlc' ridh'f to tlu'in. 

“My Loril, as tlu' want of [duly a.p])ointt‘d K.izis has been chiellj' felt in 
the Pn'sidency of Madras, th(i Bill T ask le;iv(c to introduce is intended 
to extend, in the tirst inst incc', only to that I’residc'iicy ; but it is ])ropnsed 
to add a clause to it (MiipoAWMing any otlua- Lo<*al GoAMniinumt to (‘xIimuI its 
proA'isions to the territorii's adniinish'iA'd by’' it, should th(.‘ Muhannuadaiis in 
those territori(*s heri’after di'siii' its (‘xleusion. 

“ My Jiord, the ohji'ct. of the pr(*s('nt motion is nothingmo’ " than the<*vea- 
tiion of duly' ap]ioint('d Kazis to .satisly the social and (Ceremonial want.s of tlu* 
Muhammadan population. A (h'tail of the duties to he devolvi'd on the Ivdzfs 
does not come un(l(‘r tluc sicope. of the. proposed Bill. The us(‘ to h> nruh' of 
those functionaries will dej»end on the (uistomary jiraetice of the jwirti<\s con¬ 
cerned. The Bill in question will simply provide for the appointment of Kazis 



by Government, leaving their position and duties, whatever they may be, Just 
as th<‘y now are, and conferring no jiiditiial or otlier powers on them; and, in 
order to jn*event any j)ossible misapprehension as to the object, of the proposed 
Bill, a saving clause Avill he added to tliat elVecrt. 

“ JVJy liord, in conclusirm, 1 beg to expivss once more my strong conviction 
that such a wliohssomc piece of iegislation will prove highly iMMielicial to a 
large section of the poj)ulation of India, and will he welconual hy the Muham¬ 
madan subjects of Her Imperial Majesty with feelings of gratefulness and 
satisfaction.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council adjourned to Piiday, the 3()th January, 1880.
